We, the members of the Select Committee to which the Calcutta Muni* 
cipal (Amendment) Bill, 1939, was referred by a motion earned m the 
Bengil Legislative Asst'mbly on the 6th March, 1939, have the honour to 
submit this our hnal report with the Bill embodying amendments recom- 
mended by ns annexed Matters recommended by us to be omitted have been 
printed in italics and enclosed in square brackets and new matters recom- 
mended to l)e inserted have been underlined 

2 The Bill was published liefore intnaluction in an extraordinary 
issue of the ( 'ainjtta Cazette dated the 30th January, 1939 

3 I'be Coniiinttee met for the hist lime on the 15th March, 1939, and 
continued their sittings till the 24th March, 1939 But as the deliberations 
on the Bill could not be concluded, within the time appointed by the 
Assembly in this hehalf, the Committee asked for an extension of time by 
submitting an interim report which was presented to the House on the 25th 
March 1939 and on this requisition the Assembly extended the time for 
submission of the final report till the 30lh March, 1939 

The Committee thereafter met on the 27th March, and concluded their 
(lelibeiations that day 

4 The Bill has not in our opinion been altered hv oui recommenda- 
tion to the extent of requiring repiibli cation 

5 The changes made in the Bill are as follows — 

Clause 5. — Rulx'laiises (o) (ti) and (a) (11 i) have' lieen deleted as we 
consider that these provisions ma\ lead to post{)onement of elocution and 
therebv deprive electors of their light to have a fresli election after a definite 
interval 

Tn sulvclause (h) the amendment to the proviso to proposed sub-section 
(4) of section 20 is consequential on the alterations made in the previous sub- 
clause 

Clause 8. The alterations in clauses (a) and (h) of sub-clause 28 are 
intended to improve the drafting and make it unambiguous 

Clause 9. The last few words have been deleted from clause 9 as we do 
not consider it desirable to give such wide powers to provincial Government 

The rest of the Bill is left unaltered

Mr Peeling, tlie Woiks Superintendent, an»l Mr ITomi These teims

In the lattei pai1 ot 1917 the 1/aboni Fedeiation, Jumshedpui, 
established bianihes at Kulti and Hirapui Tbe Fedeiation was 
Teeognised by the Comnany and coirespondenf e uas exehanged on 
subiects touening the labour employed at both places 

On thc‘ 23rd May 1938 ihe labour at Hirapur held a mass meeting 
uid passed a lesoluiion condemiung the Wenks Supeniitendent for 
tiyiiig to Ignore* the terms of settlement ot August 1937 The lesolntion 
demanded the fulfilment of teitain (laiins immc diately, failing which 
ii gave 10 da^s’ notice of a comidele shut dc^uii One lOpv of the 
lesolutioii was sent to Mr Mai tin, another to Ml Tlomi on the 25th 
Mav 1938 

On Ihe 29tli Ma\ 1938 the Kulti laboui held a general meeting 
and (hieatened a strike on the 5th June unless its demands woie

Negotiations having failed, the strike began at both plates on the

In placing tht> cMse for the Federation betoie the Boaid, Mr Bose* 
spoke to the second, and not the fiist altcinative, and gave no reasons 
m support of the demand toi a geneial incicment ot 25 pei cent , oi 
any lesser figuie ovei the present scale ol wagers In liis final argu- 
ment he lustifiod the demand on the ground that e\ery labouuu looked 
naturally toi an increase in his wuges^ and might leasonablv c*xpec»1

It was not until the strike notice of the 25th May (appendix page 
ninety-three) was issued that the demand tor a general incremont was put 
torwaifl again In its repH of the 28tb Mu\ O^PPendix page one 
bundled and seven) the Company referred to the extra wages bonus 
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soheme an satisfying the demand The Federation, in the letter of the 
23rd June 1938 (apjiendix page one hundred and eleven), whu h 
recapitulates the position “for purposes of a clearer understanding of

woiking that no fuith^i < oiiespondence passed between the Fedeia- 
tion and the Fompan^— who h ‘*ho\ied that the position was a(«‘ep1ed 
bv both sides that, although the demand w^as again put foiwaid in 
the strike notice, it was tieated as .i ma]oi demand and was ignoied 
in the lettei of the Fedeiation which “leioided” the noinls at issue 
between the pailies The Board tlieicdoie is not jirepaiecl to uMommend 
any general increment ns churned 

On the alteinative case Mi Bose foi fhe Fedeintum explained that 
in the yeais U130-32 there had beem a gencial wage cut of pei cent 
to 10 per cent , affecting some 25 pei cent , of the labour employed 
Tt was not a simultaneous c ut in all depaitments, but some* dcpaitments 
were cut in (»ac*h of tlie three hiiccessixe \eais, so that In 1932 the cut 
was complete Bv the “scaling down” of wages he explained that a 
man diawing lie 1 w'as leplaced by one diawing 12 annas, and the bke 
Foi the f\imnan> it w^as explained that there was no cut as con- 
tended b^ ihc‘ FcMlenition In some cases— and the Woiks Su])enn- 
tendent describes the figiiie of 25 pei cent , ns ‘‘grossly exaggeiatcd”'-- 
men on highci lated johs wcic ofteied work on lowei paid jobs in oidei 
to piovide them with some soit ot w'ojk dunng a peiiod of acute 
depiessioii, and in no case was the ollei lefused 

The (Jompanv fiiiihei pointed out that this giievance wmis ncvei 
mentioned in the strike notice, and found no place in the fiist stages of 
the negotiations between the paitics 

3'he giievance could only he detciinined by an examination ol tin* 
CoinpaiiN^B books The Fc^deiation letused the suggestion that an 
expert be appointed to sciutiriise the liooks and repoit to the BoaicI 
It also refused such jiartuulais as the names of w^oiKcrg affected which 
might haxc lacilitatecl the woik ol iinestigaf ion It ie(|Uiicd the 
Companv to produce the mustei lolls and rates registers of all depart- 
ments foi FebruaiN 1929, April 1930, A])iil 1931, May 1932, May 1937 
and Januaiv 1938, fur inspection by the* Fedeiation These registeis, 
229 in numliei, were produced and wen* examined 

Ml Bose took the case of the elec tin fitteis, and fried to show fhal 
there had been a cut in tlieir wages Fnfoitunately his figiiies piovc'd 
unreliable, and wheieas he ijuofed the lale of such a fittei in 1929 a^ 
fiom Rs 1-13-9 to Rs 2-4-9, the Board found that the minimum was 
14 annas and not Rs 1-13-9, and the maximum was Rs 212 and not 
Rs 2-4-9 In BKifl Mr Bose quoted the rate as Re. 1-4 to He 1-7, 
showing that there had been a cut The Board found, however, thaf 
ni 1930 the maximum was still Rs 2-12 and the minimum had risen 
to Re 1 No further attempt was thoieafter made to establish the* 
position by extracts from the registers. 
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No other step was taken or su^^?ostion iimd'* regaidinf? the deteimma- 
fion of this issue 

As the Federation refused an expeit examination of the hooks, and 
was unable lo establish the ffnevaine fiom its own examination, the 
Rotud must find that Hieie has been no ^eiieial wage eiit or m almg down

Mr Honn has not been able lo .ign e with this finding, and in his

This issiK* aiises out ot the second point in the case for tlie Fedeia- 
tion the demand toi the c‘stabhslinu nt cd j giadi scale ,nul standard 
and uni foi m iiites of wages foi various i lanses cd work In the settle- 
ment terms ot the 7th August l*M7 (apjamdix, page eight>-five) the 
pnnripl(‘ w^as agreed upon, and r( was slated that a seheme was being 
drawn up by the Tnanagement 

Tlie piinciple (hat woikmeii emplovcd on siuulai work in the* 
ditterent dejiaitments shall be paid at tin same late has lieen agieed 
upon To the Fedeiation’s complaint tliat theue had been delav* in 
getting out (he scheme, the (Jompauv admilted delav and a^ an 
eaincsf of good f.iilh piodueed diafls of the scheme betoie the rhan 
man dining the sitting of the Boaid 

It has been agieed that the sc heme shall lie put into ofxuation hom 
the 1st Nc»\(‘inl)c*i FM8, ihal the Ccmipanv shall give the Fc»deialion an 
advance cop\ ot the scdienie at least a w’eek bcd’oie that date, and that 
aftei the sc'heme has been put into opeiation the Coinpam will listen

Is the institution of such a scheme to be ( onditronal on tlic* declara- 
tion of then clem I c ]>v the woikmeti on a vote'^ 


III the scdileinent cd the 7ih August ]9»37 (appendix, page eighty- 
seven) the (\)in[»anv apjirovcsl the principle of some form of savings 
fund to wdiicdi both (he C/onipanv and the* workei should contribute The 
scheme' was to bo leadv bv (he cmd of September 1937 

The Foinpanv’s case is that attei veiv careful eonsideiation thev 
decided in favour of a bonus sebeme solely in the interests of the 
workmen, although it would cost the Coinpaiu moie than would a 
provident fund scheme It was claimed that the piovident bonus 
scheme had the mei it of being easv t4) undei stand, and of not lequiring 
the maintenance of a large numbe] of accounts and of being one which 
the woiker (*(»uld not use to pledge his credit 
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It was, howevei, open to objection that it violated the principle of 
mutual contnlmtion to which the Company had agreed, and that it 
did not inculcate ideau of thntt in the iiimds of the workmen The 
(Viiiipan\ add that these jinnciples would vvell cared foi when a 
savings bank is established and a workniuirs insurance scheme which 
theA henc in mind is instituted 

The ('oiu]mn\ explained its piesent posilion in the tolloxiing 
teims — 

“The ('ompaiii is of opinion that the piovident bonus scheme has 
been de\isc(l ni the tine inteiests of the woikmen But it the workmen 
still desiie and dedau so thiouph «i \o1e, aftei a full and complete 
explanation has been pnen to them the Company will liaM* no ohiectuui 
to instituting .1 piovident turn! embodMiig the principles as outlined 
in Tata’s Pio\i<lent Itules with the exieptioii that lontnhutions h\ the 
(^ompain and h\ the woikmen woli he fixed at 5 pel leiil , oi the 
wages 

The Bojid finds that, wliatevei the merits of the piovident bonus 
HI heme ma\ lie, it does not impleineni the apieenient of 19*^7 oi <•0111 
out the piiiKiple ol mutual contubutioiis 

The (\»mpanv has agieed to institute a provident fund with effect 
from the 1st Apnl 1919 to which the Conipiiiu and the woikmen shall 
each (ontiilnite per cent , ol the wat»e*^ icscued It has undeitakea 
to conliibutc' tc» such fund pei cent , ol the wages ic*ceiv<‘d in the 
two veais fioiM 1st Apnl 19 17 as the ('oin])an\*s eonliibution in respect 
of those woikmen who join the fund and has agreed that such u^orkmeii 
shall be at libertN to make a Aoluntai> c onti iluif ion oi a like amount 
thcieto 

Tlie C(mi]m UN is anxious that a letmuidum should be held iri the 
interests of the pic'seiit eniplovccs wlio, it is urj^ed, will lose b^ ihc‘ 
change and will ha\e a legitimate f»!ie\aihe in that certain benefits 
«iie beinp withdiawn without then spcMific cMinsent 1 he Board finds 
that tlic Pedeiatioii must be ac < c‘ptcd as speaking foi the woikmen on 
this claim and that as the Kedcuaticm, foi the woikmen, lequiie the 
agreement of 19 17 to he implemented, theie is no ocMUision tor a 
referendum 

Ml K (’ Mali India while not dissenting fioni this finding, has 
suhnnited a minute explaining his consideicd belief that .1 fullei 
investigation into the merits of the rival schemes would have led to a 
pioper appieciation of the <%impanv s standpoint, and would haic* 
establishocl that the proiident bonus scheme repiesents a truer provi- 
sion foi the inteiests of the workmen than the ordinary provident

Item No 5 of the teiiiis oi settlement at Hirapui (appendix page 
eighty-six) runs as follows — 

'^SwkneHs benefit — ^Woikmen shall be entitled, ut nil (lasses, to a 
sickness benefit of full wages for the first month of sickness, to half 
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the foi the next rnotith of continued sickness, and theieaftei 

accordin/? to the discretion of the Management ’’ 

The (’onipany\s leply lan — 

“A^^fced to and lules are ilieady fiamed ioi the puip(»sc 

li IS (orilcnded by the Fcdeialion that the Management t»greed to 
the demai»d as fianied, but that the rules have operated to whittle 
doun the ( on< ession Foi the (’onipanv it is pleaded that the demand 
was aftieed to subiec t to the rules already in existence 

The rules were promulgatf»d on the 6th August to have eflect from 
the Isi Au^U'jI 19 17 

It js uTifoitiinate that both the Federation and the tloinpanv, in 
their lespertne rases befoie the Boaid, have taken paragraph 'i of ihe 
fleitlemont of August 1937 to refer to ‘'sir^k leave '' Theie is nothing 
in the paragraph itselt to show that it was eM‘j nieanl to retei to “sick 
b^rve ’’ The language iiserl speaks of “sickness benefit”, aiul ran only 
be ronstiiied as leterniig to a fontmned sickness wdinb may lontiniie 
for more than two montbs MoieoAcr. the benefit daiined is a 
pe4imuii\ one, estimaied in the w^ages of the invalid Tt is paiagtaydi 
\ of the settlement, with its sub-paiagiaphs, which deals with the rpies- 
iion of leave 

The demand being ot tins nature the Foinpan\ was obviously 
lefeinng to Kule d of the Special Sir k Leave benefits when it ie<*oided — 
“Agieed and lules are alieadv framed foi the piiiposo,^' for rule 3 
lerites that — 

‘^It an^ peison is (‘eitifird suk by the (9net Medical Ofhr ei toi a 
(ontunious peiiod of over Id da\s, he or slu' shall be rmtilled to leren^e 
the lollowing sir k benefits — 

(ft) Full pay for Ihe period of sickness up to a maximum of one 
ealendai mouth from the date on whuh the siekness 
commenced 

(It) ILilf pay f(»i (he jin mediately sur reeding mrmth oi prrrlion 
thereof if illness has continued (Appendix, page 145 ) 

It will thus be seen that this lulo inoie than meets the demand set 
onl in paragraph 5, frn it piovides loi a eontmuons sir kness of over 
14 days 

No evirbmre has been ofteierl that (he Ooinpany has failed trr r*iui\ 
the (eiins oi this agreement, .ind the Board must tlierrdore liold thai 
(hr* Federalion has no cause for grievance on the score ol sir kness bene- 
ht If IS “sir kness benefit” wbir'h is nienlionetl in the strike notii'e, 
and il IS sii kness benefit with special roieiemo to rdaiise "> ot the agrr'c- 
ment (appendix, page eighty-six) that is mentioned in tho Federation’s 
sthlerneni of its rase on the 13th August 1938 before the Board 
(Appendix, page 99 ) 

In this rrsiding ot tlie paragraph, the serond and third lyuestions 
do not arise 

The lub's were brought out on Ihe 6th August 1937 The^ were 
sriutinised by the Presirlent of the Federation, and weie eritieised in 
Ins letter of the 30th Augiust 1937 (appendix page one hundred and 
thirty-four) to the Superintendent In this letter is to be found the 
first attempt ((» interpret sir kness benefit in Atrticle 5 in teims of sxek 
leave For, the President speaks of sick leave being placed in a class 
by itsolt in Article 5 of the settlement, although sick leave was never 



mentioned therein. He further obseivea Ihat “the bu;kno8<i heiiofit that, 
we had contemplated m Aitule 5 at om Seitleinent was meant to eovei 
siokneBS in general irrespective of any period " This is obviously 
impossible on a clear reading of the article lor it cannot refer to ensued 
sicKness or sickness of less than one montli Moi cover the Board is 
convinced that the Company never intended Article 5 to lover ‘^sickness 
in geneial iriespcctive of au\ peiiod” It innsl tu <)\ei looked tliat 
prior to June 1937 the labour received no lea\c with p^ at all The 
hrst proposal was to allow It) days leave with pay Tlie period was 
then raised to 14^ and finally to 15 days At the present moment labour 
18 allowed 15 days’ casual leave and casual sk k h‘u\e li seems, prnna 
facie, incredible that a Company, which had previously not allowe<l 
any leave with pay at all, should in one year, allow 15 days’ privilege 
leave, and suk leave which niijrht, in the aj'^iejjralis amount to two 
months Even such an established concern as the Tata lion and Steel 
Company, only allows its daily rated eiiiplovces leave h>i two weeks foi 
every (umpleted yeai of seiviee, and does not allow any siek leu\e at all 

The aigument has been put foiwaid that the lules ut Kulti have 
been amended to allow ot the inteipietatioii whuh the Fedeiution now 
seeks to place on Article 5, and that tbeie is no leason to distinguish 
between Tliiapur and Kulti in this lespeit This aigument the Board 
cannot aciept as valid At Kulti the Company received as a legacy 
tiom the old Bengal lion Company, then A<(ident and Suk Itules ot 
the 18th February 1921, and the interpietatxon placed thereon sime 
tlie date of tlieir issue llule 3 recites that . — 

“Iniui'v sustained by an\ woikman or woman duuiig his oi hei 
w^oiking houis and while on a( tual duty and which in the opinion ot 
tlie Company’s Senior Medu'ul Otheei is sufhdent to tauso total 
teinporaiy mcapahility, entitles the iniured peison to — 

(a) full pay lor one month, 

(h) half pay lor the sudoeding mouth ol such mca|)atity togeihei 
with liee diet ullowaiue should the <liet he ul a special iiatuie 
and so oideied by the Company's senior Medical Oflicei , 
(c) any fuithei benefit will be treated on its meiits as a special 
case ” 

Rule 9 extends the same benefit to woikeis letuined as sick — 

“Patients letuined as suk will also leieive the benefits desciibed 
in paiagiaph 6, provided the sukiiess is lud ol a contagious vaiiety 
or ootained through hwk of leasonahle cuie on the j>ait of the patients ” 

KultTs piesent Suk heave Benefits contain lule 3 — 

“If any peisoii is leitified **11 k and is leiommended leave* b^ tlie 
Chief Meituiil Officer he shall be entitled to jeeeive the lollow'ing sick 
benefits — 

(a) Full pay for the period of siekuess up to a maximum of .H) days 
per yeai 

(/>) Halt pav for a fuither period of 39 days pei yeai “ 

The leason why the Kulti lules were amended is that the Compunv 
tound that the rules of the Bengal lion Company had been intei^roted 
us tovering casual sickness generally The Board feels that this intei- 
pretation is erront 50 U 8 , but lecugnises that, us the inteipietatioii has 
iieen followed for so many years m piactice, it cannot but be uciepted 
at Kulti. There is however, no leasou why the same mistaken constiuf- 
tion should lie placed on the agieed teiins at Hiiapui 


It lias been lepieBonted as a that, uiidei tlie ^i^sent mien 

ii woikiiian wlio is < oinpelM to be absent fiom Ids woik owing to casu&I 
sukness IS bit both in hus purse and in his leave aeeonnt, in that the 
fMMiod ()1 Ills .ilweiice is debited to liis Ihi'ilege Leaie Acooiint and 
not to Ills Siek LeH\e Aceount Aft the niles make no piovision for 
8i(k leave as such, his absence must he debited to his Privilege Leave 
A((oiint The giievance is not om which falls under Article 5 of the 
Teims ot Settlement, but one hIikIi iiugbl fall undei Aiticle 4 of those 
Teims It IS on this point that the Fedeiation, in it', letter of the 
I4th Apiil 1938 (appendix, page one hundred and fifty), exp!refei8ed 
its intention of taking up the matter with the Directors in Calcutta 
As vet it has not done so It is possible that it m.iv be found necessary 
to inodiiv the mbs, if it is disco\eied that in aitii.il puictue, they 
cause hardship in cases of casual iieisoiial sickness But the rules 
onl\ came into opeiation on the Ist August 19 57 and the Board has 
betoie it no data to waiianl anv modific atmn now It feels that, in 
these f in umstaiRes the piactice obtaininji in tin* 'fata Iron and Steel 
(’<)m])an\ is a safe guide and does not iec‘ommend <inN modification 

Mi ITomi has dissented fiom this c‘oncluKion and his elaborate 
minute has um ited the icmsoii'*. wb\ be is unable' to accept the Boaid^s 
finding 

Issue No. 6 — Acting Allowance. 

Has the Company chained out its agreement to pa,\ acting allowanceP 

On what pnuci])al shall acting allowance he paur-^ 

Is a woikman acting in a vac^anc \ entitlcRl to leccuve 

(fi) the pay ot the absent workman piovided it is not less than 
his own, 

(h) the lowest pav of the grade of the ]ob 


The (piestiou of acting allow anc'e was agitated in 1937 in the 
settlement ot the 7tli August (appendix, page eightv-eight) li was 
obsei ved — 

“Acting allowance shall be granted w^ben an einplovee on a lowei 
late ot w^ages woiks iii place of a higher lated one Tins shall be done 
without the w^orkmeu upplv lUg for the same, but shall be done at the 
time ot taking attendance 

To this demand in 1937 the rompanv replied — “This has been 
adopted “ 

The FedcMation loundh den hues that no acting allowances have 
bc*en ])aid at all nndei this agiecunent 

Tins assertion is entuely without foundation The Company has 
piocluced figures before the Boaicl to show that acting allowanee has 
been paid, and the Boaid accepts those figures 

The Boaicl finds that, in its lettei of the 23rci June 1938 (Appendix 
uago one hundred and eleven), the Federation ac cepted the pnn- 
iiplc* that a workman acting in a vaciancy should receive the minimum 
wage of the grade in which the vac'anev arose: — “My Committee feel 
that the woiknien have a genuine grievance in this respect in that 
practically no benefit is received by them even though their representa- 
tives had agreed to accept the minimum wage of the grade in which the 
vacancy arose 


The Board therefore arrepts this principle, ihai a woikman^ acting 
in a vacancy, shall receive the mininiuin pa\ of the grade in which 
the vacancy arises 

There remains the claim for payment of acting allowance with 
reti ospecti ve effect from 7th August 1937 

For the Federation it is claimed that theie has been an uiiieason- 
able delay in getting out the giade sc'aleN, and Uits delay has 
operated to the piejudice ot the warkinen in that, as no miiiimuin 
rates have been h\ed no claims to such ininimuin latos could be madt^ 
in respect ot acting allowaiue It i& urged that, even if pavment 
be not sanctioned with retiospective effect liom 7th August 1937, there 
18 no leason not to paj^ it with retrospective effect troni the Ist Jauuaiv 

1938 

The Compan;^ admits delay and suggests that pavment might be 
made with retrospective effect from the 1st June 1938 

The Board feels that theie is substance in the submission ot the 
Fedeiation tliat workmen mav have been iienahsed iii this matter bv 
the failure of the Company to pii*parc the grades scheme earlier 
It leahses, however, that the pieparatum of such a scheme must 
inevitablv lake some time, and mav involve the scrapjung of schemes 
proposed befoio one is ultmiatelv settlcHl upon 

Amongst the letters filc'd is one, No 1* ¥ 19511 of the lilind Mundi 
1938 (appendix, page one hundred and forty-one), from the Senetaiy to 
the Fecleiafioii to the Works’ Supeiinfendeni, Hirapui, wdiic h mentioiis 
the dela^ in pic^paration of the Grade Seale — draw \oui attention 
to nn interview with you on the Ilth Februaiv 1938 regarding 
grade scale, ac tmg aIlowanc‘e and sickiic‘ss benefit scdieme V ou had 
promised that these schemes will be reach and anuouiiccMl after thrci* 
01 four weeks from that day ” 

'rhe Board feels that, in view of the stateincmts m this lettei, 
it would not he unreasouabie to ti\ the Isl April 1938, as tlie date 
from which retiospective pnvmcmts should be made The date w'oulcl 
also coincide with the Companv’s hnaiicial vear 

The grade scale will be put into opeiaiioii on the Ist Novembi*i 
1938 That scale will piovide that the maximum of any one grade 
will he low^ei than the minimum of the next higher grade When 
the grade scheme is brought into foice, the cases (»f those woikmc^ri 
who “acted^’ for some one else during the peiiod 1st Apiil 1938 -31st 
October 1938, wull he reopeni*d, and wheie, b^ actual sciutinv wutli 
the gradc'd scheme a man would have received more had the sclieme 
been in opeiation on the 1st Apiil J938, in ucM'ordance with the 
principle laid clown, he will be given that additional siim The 
board feels confident that thus no further cause for gru*vance on this 
score will remain 

Issue No, 6— Fortnightly Payments. 

Is the present system of fortnightly payments to be c hanj»ecl tcc 
one of bi-inoiithlv pavmeiits, with pavinents on fixed dates — 

(a) payment on the 25th of each mouth for a w^ork penod fiom 

the Ist to the 15th ot the month, 

(b) payment on the 10th of the month for the work period from 

the 16th to the last day of the previous months 


Tlie Company used to make monthly payments, bnt after the 
publication of the report of the Ro>nl Commission on Labour in 
India, altered to \^eekly payments 

Jn 19d7 the claim was put forward for fortnightly payments 
nisleiicl ot weekly payments In the settlement of the 7th August 
(Ap])endi\, page eighH-niiie) the (\mipany observed that “The weekly 
paMiient s\htein was put in toi the heneht oi the laboui The Woiks' 
Siiiieiiritendeiit will aiiange toi a vote of labour, and if they tarour 
fortnightly payments instead of weekly payments, lortnigbtly payments 
will be adoiited “ 

Hie ballot was held in August 1937 (Appendix page one bundled 
and filty-one) and resulted in an almost unanimous vote in favour of 
toitnightly pavments Such weie then adopted 

Tlit‘ two aiguments put forward in support of the claim for 
a change aie, that it is more satistactory foi the workman to know 
that he is bcung paid on a certain date lor a c*ertain wage period, and 
that bi-monthly payments will help Jus credit with the local shop- 
kt*epeis who keep then accounts by the month 

'riie Company’s objecitioiis to the pioiiosal are — 

(/) That it has to keep its legisteis on a weekly basis to satisfy 
the requiieiiients oJ the I'ac tones Act, and would iheiefore 
ha\e to keep two sets ot registeis if the demand is conceded 

(^) That the pjinciple ot payment on a fixed date would have 
to be abandoned if tliat date fell on a Sunday 

(J) That overtime is calculated on a weekly basis 

( 4 ) Thai the Company introduced the present scheme on a 
piaciically unaiuinous ballot ot the laboui, and is not 
prepared to incur the expense involved in scrapping the 
pieseiit legisteis and piinting new ones, a total charge 
ot about Rs 4,000, paituulailv as theie is no certainty 
that the labour will not change its mind again with equal 
I eleiity 

The Boaid is not impressed with the reasons advaueed in suppoil 
of the pioposal to change the system of payment It feels that in 
dealing with illiteiaie workmen the simplest methods are the best 
It btlicwes that the ordinaiy workmen think in teims ot days of the 
week, and not in terms of dates of the month, and that he can 
undei stand payment on a ceitaiii clay ot the week for a certain 
iiumbeT ot days betici than payment on a ceitain date of the month 
loi an uiiceitain numbci oi days It does not understand how a 
w^oikinan’s ciedit can be better if he is paid twice in the month on 
fi\ed dates than it he is paid twice in the month on fixed days of the 
week On the giounds adduced theretoie the Board sees no leason 
to lequiie the Company to alter the system introduced on a ballot 
oi the woikmcn so short a time previously 

Ml Homi at fiist ronruired in this finding, and stated that, for 
Ills pait, lie could not understand why this claim had ever been made 
Ills minute of dissent took his colleagues by surprise, but he 
explained that, on further leilection, he found that there was a valid 
case for tlie change His reasons are to be found in his minute

The Company also states that it relies on the old argument of 
supidy and (leinand, and uiges that when it ( in g(9 oOO unHkdled 
Lihoureis at the rate oflered meret\ hv opening ils doois, it hoc'h no 
reason to offer a liigliei wage It challenged the Federation to addme 
evidence ot a higher w'age being paid to this dans of lahout hv «iny 
other (ompauy m the vicinity, and stresses the failure ol the Federation 

to do HO 

The Board is safisfiotl that the Company can get all the unskilled 
labour it nuiuires at the rate offered, and theielore sei's no reason why 
it should recommend an imieaHo on that late 

The Board notes with satistac turn tlmt tliero are now only 1120 
women employed at Ilirajmr, and 300 at Kulli, amT'Tlmt all will lie 
discharged within the next year 

The alternative claim is that unskilled labour at llirapui sli.ill he 
paid the same as at Kulti At present unskilled hihouieis at lljrajuir 
are paid 8 annas a day, and unskilled labouiers at Kulti 9 as lire 
rate for women is the same in both places 

For the Feder.ition it is urged that then* is no reason to distinguish 
unskilled labour at the two w'orks of the same (onipauy, lor they do 
substantially th^ same work The Company urges that tliere is a dis- 
tinction m that Hirapur is more mochaiiiseil and Kulti largely foundiy 
work.

Issue No. 9- Sunday Allowance and Festival Leave. 

Is a woikiiian entitled to get times his pay toi working on 
8uuday'^ 

Should (ho woikirieu lie allowed foui days’ leave on full pay each 
year as festival leave 


Ihe claim loi a Sunday allowance is based on the ground that a 
w'orkman who works on ,i Sunday ought to be compensated for the in- 
convenience of having to woik on an “off” day 

The Fedeiation examined six witnesses (Appendix, pages 121-123) 
of whom lour stated that when they were required to work on a Sunday 
they drew pay at the single late, and leceived no allowance for Sunday 
work Those witnesses are Haman Ojha, T U Ghosal, Buddhu Ram 



and Beroo Thts othoi iuo told a diffeieni H(<»ry BaiiAhi tlhati «aid 
that wlien ho hud to woik on a Sunday ho oilhei f>‘ot “ovortinie” or 
clue w*iH allowod “thhuti” on tlio Mond«u Nalhuni stalod that he ^ot 
his “overtime” tor Sunda\ on a Wednesday 

The n(*iual ])iiu<irp is that when a man is Toquiied to work on a 
Sunda\, ho is g-uon the next dav, Morida\, as Ins off dav it that is pos^ 
Bible il that cannot ho nianu^od, then ho is an off day on (»ne ot 

the thioo days unmodiaiely before or after that Sunday 

There is no si>efial nieiit to a woiknian in Suinlav as his i)lV (la\ in 
the conditions ol his seiM(M\ and if he is ro(|niied to work on Snnda> 
and it 18 represented that he is notified hefoieliaiul and il he is allowed 
another d.iy as his off day, the Boaid sees no re.ison to riHonnnend that 
he shall he paid a Snnd.iy .illowance It is ohsened moieoiei that 
the 1’ata Iron ami Steel (.oiiipany does not uiiiKe su( h an allowaiue 

The claim ioi iestival leave finds no place in the stiike notue It 
had been raised once before and had been relnsed, .ind the Company 
dor lares its belief that the lefusal had heeii ae< opted b\ the Kedeiaiion 
The demand has been umdo heloie us and leiiuiies deteiminaiion 

The Oompany tdeads that the j^iant of such leave would involve 
])ia(ti(al diftKultios in opeiatioii, would ini{Mise ^ulditiomil expenditnie 
on the (’oiiipany, and would leiilly be .in extension of the le.ive alie.rdy 
allowed 

The Hoard feels that, though the Federation did not attar h to this 
(laim the impoilance it attached to other demands^ some provision shonhl 
be made to enable the different (ommiinities amongst the workmen to 
ohservr' and celebiate IIilmi lespertive relii^ions festivals It iiso>^nis<‘s 
that the elaim toi toni dn\s on full pav as festival b^ive rannot in 
jnstne bo suppoited, but it sees no leason why two days shonhl not he 
allowed *is is done' in the'J'ata Iron and Steel Company 1'heii lule iuiih 
as toilows — “The management will ns fai as jKissiliIe allow two days 
holiday on full ])ay in each yeai for leli^ious festnals Siith holidays 
will not he (ounted af^.iinsl either privilege or casual leave” Tlie 
Board leels that the lanj^na^e in whuh this provision is eouched is 
suthcient saleguaid against juactical operational difhr iilties , it would 
however insist that file festival leave he frianted only on rei o|^nis(*(l 
religious festivals, and not be allowed as an addition to other leave 

On the (laiin lor Siimlay allowance, Mi Hoini sui prised his coHcmi- 
gues by recording: a mimito of dissent after agieeing with the finding 
of the Board 

As he explains in his minute, Mr K C Muhindra subscribes to the 
MM cmimeii elation foi ichlival leave solely on the giouiuls ot cxpednmcv 


Issue No. 10— Lady Doctor. 

Has any case been made out for the appointment of a lady doctor? 


The demand for the appointment of lady doctor first appeals in the 
strike notice of 19^18 After the demand was made the Works Supeim- 
tendent began an investigation into the necessity for such an ajiiioint- 
ment The Federation however informed the Board that it would not 
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accept tlic result nt his enquiry uiiIcns it was in favour of an appoini- 
nient, and thiou^h its represeiifative. Mi A R I)e, asked the Board to 
li.mie III ishue on the point. 

It was it‘f)ies(‘nU‘d that theie liud hiiig been a demand for a lady 
d(H tor Id treat the temale relatives ot the Company’s emidovees, and 
thal llie (leinand h.id hecoiue aiute since J9d7 It iv.is also urged that 
the Moslem (Mujdovi'es refused to allow thou womenfolk to he treated 
hv the Company’s male doctors 

’riie evidiMKc .uhlucod did not cst<iljhsh th<» evistence of such a 
deimiiid Tliiee witnesses only were examined (Appendix, pages 123 
uml 124) Nahhti Klian stated tliat his wife tell ill last >ear at 
Iluapui lie eonsniied the Chiet Meilual Ottnei about lier case, and 
lie sent tlu* nuise along The nuisc advised the removal of the patient 
to hos])ital, hut as Naldia Kh.iii would not umltu any eiicumstantes 
allow his v\ite to hi examined or ti eat ed l)\ a male doitoi, he had to eall 
111 a lad\ doi to? tiom Asansol S N (hipta had oirasion to call in a 
lady diw toT tiom Asansol in 1933 when his wite was piegnant and was 
troubled hv excessive hleeding Although his wife wms delivered of 
sev'en (hildreii in all, there was no other occasion to call in the seiviocs 
of a. lady doi toi T C Ghosal had to take liis wife to the Ladv 
Duftenn Ilosiutul in Cali utta in 1934 and again in 1937, and states that 
lie would lather have his wife tieated by a ladv doctor with an L M V 
qualifn ation th,in liy the CompaTiv’s doctors 

On tills evidenie the Board cannot find that there is any demand 
winch would warrant a ret ommendation to the rompany to appoint a 
lady doi toi It idiserves, howevei, that the Company, in its reply of 
the 2(Stli May 1938 to tin* strike iiotiie commented on this denuind m 
the lollowiiig terms — 

“ \ new hospital is heing built .ind when this is completed medical 
facililies will be oxtoiided”, and links tins with the re< ommendation ot 
the Hoyal (/ommission on Tjahoui in India “Indian v\omen are 
generully uiiyvilhiig to avail themselves of the services ol male doctois, 
iind wliereyei ti liospit*il organisation ol any size exists, whedher it be 
piovided hy ,in employer oi a loial liody, the addition to the modi(al 
stall of a vyoimm do< tor is to lie coiiiinended ** The Board feels that, as 
till* (aunfumy 1ms never refused to appoint a lady doctor, the matter of 
su( h an appointment mav be safely left, with these observations, to its 
disi letioii 

Mr LTomi has spuing one more surprise on his colleagues h> rccoid- 
ing a Hole id dissint on this issue after eoiicuinng in the findings of 
tlio Hoard 


Issue No. 11— Strike Pay and/or Lock-out Wages. 

(ry) Was the cessation of wwk due to a lock out^ If so, are the 
workers entitled to loi k-out WMges? 

Alternatively 

(b) Was it a stiike*'' It so, can the workers get strike pay''' 

On the hist alternative the leder«ition claims — 

(1) that the notice of the 25th May 1938 is not to be construed 
strictly as a notice ol uu impending strike, 
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(2) that the Federation nevei intended that (liere Hhould be n strike 

on the bth June, 

(3) that the Company posted two notices closing the woiks on the 

r»th June, 

(4) that some workmen repoited toi i\uik on t>th June and weio 

tinned hack and that, thereloie, theie was no sinke, hut a 
lock-out 

Alternatively, it is c'ontended that if the notice ol the ^^ith Ma\ is 
to be couHtiued as a sliike notice, a verbal assuiaiK‘e was given to Mi 
Mookeiiee one ol the Diiectois, that theicA would he no cessation of 
woik when the notice ex piled, 

and, again in the .iltei native^, if no such assurance^ vv.is given lo 
Mr Mookeiiee, still as negotiations weie jucK^eeduig between the paities 
there was an implied iincleistanding that theic* would he no strike, 

m either of which easels, the acdion oi the (\»mp.inv, in jiosting 
notices on the 5th dune closing the w^oiks constituted a loc'k out and 
entitled the woikeis lo lock-out w'ages 

The a,uswer of the (Nmipany is to the following effect 

(1) that the notice was a stnke notice, containing a definite thrcMt 

to stiike on the exjiiiy oJ a given period, 

(2) that the' notice was tieatc^i as such hy tlie p.iitieH in then c or-

It IS impossihle lo constrnc'k the notic'e given hy the Kedeiation on 
the 25th May as anvthing hut a stnke notice (appendix page Its 

language picivenls any othei constiuc lion “llieiefore this muss meet- 
lu^ 18 ol opinion that the lesloved deinunds should he fulfilled .it once, 
failing which a coiiiplete shut down ol the woiks should he staged as i 
demonstration That a notice be and is hereby given to thc^ (Tompauy 
for It) (ten) days to this effect from the 2()lh M.iy Hie provision 

of ten (lavs’ notice was given in pnisuauce ol the agreement between 
the (’oinpany and the Federation that a ten days’ notice should he given, 
either of a lock-out oi a strike 

The notice there in list he < onstiued as a notice to strike, which would 
terminate at 7 a m on the 51 h Juno 1938 

In the face of this notice no impoitance (*an he attached to the argu- 
ment that the Federation never intended it to be effective^ and nevei

If has been su/^g<‘sted in aigiimenf that .i c om[).iris()n (.ippendix 
jiages 133-184) betwecui ihe notiee posted at Kulti and the more ccononu- 
lally woided notices posicsl al Iliiapui icnds su]>])oif to the vi(‘W that 
I be latter .ut* icalU “lock out” notices Tins ai^umciit cannot be 
accc'pfed (’nndifions aic* not flic* same in iJic' two woiks and the noti(‘e 
nu ^el^ show bow each Supciintendent, in llie liylit oi ib(‘ conditions in 
his own wojks, met the situation caused by the expiiy ot the stiike 
notice 

The* c oirespondenre exchanged between tin* parties lioars out the 
ccmclusicm that the cessation ot woik was a stiikc and not a lock-out, 
loT in none ot the letleis is the (eim “lock-out” to be lound The siiua- 
lion IS always leteiied to *is i stiike, and never as .i “Jock-oui ^ It is 
true Ibat in tin* Fedcraliorrs h*ttei ol June f)ih jiAh ieplMn» to the 
Woiks Supeuntendenrs lellei ol the flOlh Mtiy ic'gaiding essential 
SOI vices, a leleicnce is made “lo the present deadlock” and m the 
b’edeiation s leltei ol the Ji3id June a leteieine is made to the “show

It is true Ibat Ihe stiike nolne w is followed by negotiations, but 
theie is nolliiijo cm lecoid to lustijy the ,issumi>lion that the fact ol 
tin* negotiations im])ln*d an understanding th.it the strike wms not to take 
etlec I 1'lie evenis ibernsehes dispiovo this fontenlion 

The Hoaid is iheielore satisfied that the cessation ol work w^as not 
due to any lock-out The woikeis accordingly aie not entitled to lock- 
out wages 

The question now' aiises whether the wwkers are entitled to stnke 

pay- 
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The Federation states ita <'iise that, betv^een the settleinout of the 7ih 
AuguHt 1937 and the date ol the stiiLe on June bih, 1938, there ih no 
evidence ol any hoiui tide attempt on the part oJ Die Ccnnpauy to imple- 
ment any puit ol the teiina ol that settlement, and lhai so loujj as tbeie 
was one legitimate^ gnevanec* unsettled, the woikmon were justitied in 
going on stiike, and theietoie should leceive strike pay 

The statement that there is no evidcmiM* ot hema tide attempt on 
the iiait ot the Company to implement anj part ol the ieims ol Helllo- 
meut of August 1937 is a lash stutemenl ducutly dispio\ed h^ evidence 
which cannot be denied The CompaiiY S c‘\lia wage's scheme has cost 
Its 3,50,00(1, the.' piovideiit bonus lis 1,74,000, lelinng giatuily 
Its 98,0(10 and luivilegc leave Its J,li0,000 These figuies are the best 
guaiantee ol the Company’s gcMid laith in carrying out the terms ol 
that settlement

The difference of opinion regarding? the Provident Fund in^-a-irw

the 27fli October 1937 in the following terms — “I \m 11 now deal with 
your letter in detail, and tliough I am afiaid that at the moment at 
any rate my Board cannot see e>e to eye with you on some of your 
detailed criticism of the scheme, I want you to undorptand that it 
experience in working the scheme brings to light pi actual difficulties, 
we will be only too glad to give them synipatlielu consideration, and 
consider what revisions can be made ’* 

The Board, therefore, finds that the documental y evidence of the 
letters produced does not support the claim ol the federation that the 
strike was justified, remembering the agreed principle that a atiike 
should only be lesorted to when all avenues to a settlement have been 
fully explored In no instance could it conceivahlv be said with truth 
that all avenues to a settlement had been exploretl Even in the case 
of sickness benefit, in respect to which there has been most conespon- 
dence, the last intention of the Federation as deilaicd in its own leitei 
IB to take up the mattci with the Directois Mi Bose for the 
Federation wibhe<l to cite the Federation’s lettoi No ()2‘}/ ^8 A of the 
23rd June 1938 (Appendix, page 113) in support of his case But this 
letter written somedays alter the labour had already come out on 
strike, must be legaided in the nature of '‘special pleading” juslifying 
that action, and is oi comparatively minor imporlancc beside the 
evidence of the letters written before the stiike began 

The Boaid concludes that no justifii atioii has been shown for the 
strike and that therefoie the workers are not entitled to strike pay 

Mr ITomi has not been able to aceepi tins finding, and in his minute 
claims that thai workmen aic entitled to look-out wages and strike 
wages The minute recites the reasons which lead him to that 
conclusion. 

It must be I’cluctantly pointed out that the minute toniains 
references to matters which were excluded from coiisidcralion and never 
placed before the Board The paiagraph dealing with the CSornpany’s 
activities on receipt of the strike notice contains statements never 
before mentioned The minute also lustifies the strike on grounds 
never taken by Mr Bose, e g , the failuie of the Cempany to provide 
for the “floodlighting” of quarters It also does not correctly 
represent wliat Mr Bose did say lu the following quotation — 
“Agreeing with the Federation Advocate Mi A K Bose’s contentions, 
I find there is enough documentary evidence and inference that the 
show-down did not take till after Monday, 6th June ” 

Mr Bose’s final position, in his argument, was that the strike took 
place on the 5th June It is unfortunate that these inaccuracies have 
crept into the minute 


Issue No. 12. 

Have the six chemists and three khalasis been rightly dischaiged^ 

If not, and if the Company now proposes to discharge them, what 
compensation shall the Company be required to pay them? 




This issue was framed to cover the circilinstanees of paragraph 6 
of the Terms of Resumption ol Work, of the I7th Jul> 1988 (Appendix, 
page 97) 

Six ( liemiHls, r^iamaiha Nath Mukherjee, Dineali Chandra De, 
Nani Gopal l)ut<a, Butta Krihlina Dass, Rama Pia-^ad Majunidai and 
Moliini Mohan Barierjee were discharged bv the Compain as a 
measure of retrenchment (Appendix, page 131) as the Company aesired 
to curtail its o\erheavy laboratory expenses Three khaUisis, Murabbi, 
Bhadai and Nageswar, were also discharged foi the same leason 
Ineidentallv the dis< harge of these men was the rmm(*diate (arise of 
the strike 

The Fedeiation daiined that th(‘Y had been disiliaiged by ^a\ ot 
vitiiimsation because they had ]Ojned the redcialion 

Under the terms of resumption their eases were to be plaied before 
the Board for its decision 

The Board set apart the fith Scptembei for heanng these ( ases 
separately 

On the (^ase of the six ('hemists being called, a petition (Appendix, 
page 132) was presented to the Boatd, signed by five eliemists and 
stating that the absentee Mohini Molian Baneijee shared their Mews 
to the efte( t that they realised that the adion of th(‘ Com])an\ w.»s 
perfectly justified, and they hud nothing to lugf* against it The\ 
were summoned before the Board one by one, and oaeh stated that he 
was fully aware of the contents of the jwdition ind desirc^d thtif the 
issue in tins connecticm should be chopped Tn tliese c iic nmstanc es 
the issue was dixipped 

Two ol the three khalasis Miiiabbj and Bhaclai aj)])eaic*cl befoie Ihe 
Board on the fith Sc»ptember and askcMl tliat then cases mighl be 
considered (Appendix, pages 129-130) Kacli of the trvo was examined 
It transpiic^d in evidence that they 'veye nglitlv disdiamc^d The\ 
werc» ottered other work by the (Jompam when lhc*ie was no luoie work 
for them as khalasis, and refused it They le^used iu lake tlie pay 
due to them lu the hope that they might be taken on again, Bluidoi 
being eneouraig^d by the Labour Oihee wliieh assuied bun that he had 
been wrongly cjisduugod and would get his job back again As they 
refused other work when retrenched as khalasis, thev cannot gel ai)\ 
cc»mpensation The third khalasi, Nagesw^ar, never appeared 

Issue No. 13. 

Has the Management acted rightly in refusing to leinstate m their 
original positions the men refeired to in paragroph 7 of the Terms of 
Resumption ? 


This issue was originally framed to meet the cases of 1hc» men, six 
in estabhslinumt staff inside the works, and six in the cleiical statt 
whom the Company did not feed able to restore tc' tlieii oiiginal 

S ositions It was then left to this Board to decide whether the 

[anagement’s action wHvS justified [Appendix, page 97, item (7)1 “The 
cases of such men will be put before the Board for approval of the 
Management’s action in not reinstating them in their original 
positions ” 


On tbe issue being fraraecl, it wm objected bv the Federation that 
the Management had ai'tually restored these men (ivith the exception 
of one who was ill) to their original posts, and that theiefoie the 
question no longei called foi an answer As then rcstomtion to tlieir 
original poets was a^mittwl, this objection was -*iHtained 

It was, howevei, subsequently felt that the Hoard would be tailinj^ 
in it^ duty if it did not laise and decide the qiicshon ot these twelve 
emplo;yee8 oi tlie Company If the inattei weie lei I as it stood, theie 
was nothing to pievent the rompan> fioin (lisi'haiginj^ tliem the 
moment the Hoard had hiiished its woik, aiul sik li ailioii would 
precipitate another crisis At the instance ot the (Uianman the 
objection was withdrawn, and the issue afb*aiii laiscd 

The Company stotecl that, in these circumstances, it would not pbne 
the erases of six of the c^mploxecs before tin* Hoaul, but would ask loi 
the Board’s decision on the cases of N Sen and D H N Hao ot the 
clerical establishment, and ot B N Bbatiachanee, A \ Swann 
lyei, M N De and S K l)e ot the ncm-c lein al establishnn n1 

On the 7tli Septembei Mi Hose fen the h'edeiation submitted a 
statement (Appendix, page Tegaiding these six c*mploNees fiom 

the side of the ITnion At this stage the ('oinpanv inoduiecl letlois 
leceivecl tliat moiinnig, couched iii identical bmuna^c*, horn each ot 
the SIX expiessing legiet foi tliat had ha])]'*nc*d mid containing an 
assuiunce of futuie behaviour (Appendix, page HTi) In view' of tliese 
letters the Comnanv declaic‘cl it had no intention oi takiuii am tin then 
action against tiicm, and tlie issue was not pressed to a dec ision

The Board finds that acting allowance should be paid on the same 
princ’iple at Kulti and lliiapui- -that a woikman acting in a vacancy 
should rec'eive tlie minimuni pay of tlie grade in w Inc li tin job lies, 
with retrospective effocl fre^m the 1st Apiil 19*18 

The Board finds that a provident fund should be instituted lu place 
of the provident bonus scheme, on the lines ot the Tata lion and Steel 
Company’s Provident Fund, 1937, with the Company and the workmen 


each contributing^ 6 per cent of the wages reoeiTed, The Company 
has undertaken to make a contribution of 5 per cent of the wages 
received for the two years from April 1st 1937 to April 1st 1939 in 
respect of those workmen who min the fund, such workmen being at 
liberty to pay into the fund a like amount as a voluntary contribution. 

The Boaid accepts that a grade scale shall be introduced at Kulti 
trom the Ist November 1938 

The Board does not find that the labour at Kulii are entitled to any 
general increment 

The Boaid does not find that any case has bt^n made out for the 
payment of wages on fixed dates 

The Boaid endoises the Federation’s acceptance ot the Company’s 
assurance that it is fully alive to the necessity of constriuting quarters 
tor its labour in the near future, and that so far as is practically 
[Kissible it will expedite the work of < onstruction towards this goal 

The Board is not cxinvinced of the desirability of gianting Sunday 
allowance 

The Boaid is of opinion that the establishment at Kulti should be 
allowed to participate in the Company’s extra wages s(heme 

Issue No. 2. 

Is a provident tund to be established at Kulti as at HirapurP 


For the reasons given in discussing the similai issue at Hirapur, 
the Board is of opinion that the Company should replace its provident 
bonus scheme by a provident fund scheme on the lines ot the Tata 
Iron and Steel Company’s Pi evident Fund, 1937

Nand Lai Gossain hails from Nepal He enlisted at the age of 
15 or 16 and seived in the Army for three years He was then 
discharged and after a penod at home was appointed in the Watch 
and Ward Section of the Kulti establishment on the 27th Det'ember 
1934 He w^as discharged on the 23rd April 1938 

Foi the Federation it is claimed that Nand Lai was dismissed 
because he was an active member of the Federation, on the pretej^t of 
insubordination

The Company oontenda that he was dmmib$ed ior hm failure to 
carry out the specific orders of his superior otiicor 

The Company’s order, dated the 23rd Apiil (Appendix, page 155^, 
merely records that ‘‘You are hereby informed lhat vour serv'ices are no 
longci required from date You will receive pay up the rlOth April 
1938 on appearing before the Cashier 

Evidence was recoidod (Appendix, pages 117-120, 126-128) Nand 
Lai himself was examined and another Naik, Imlit Rahadui The 
Company tenderc^d Captain Wic.kham, in charge oi Ihc* Walfh and 
Ward Department, and produced the relevant papers lequiied by Ihe 
Federation 

The inc'ident on which the Company seeks to iiistify its dismissal 
of Nand lial took place on the night of tlic' 2l8t Apnl 1018 Naud Ijal 
seeks to show that it took place on the night of the 10th April, but 
against his word is the weight of all tlic' doc unieiiliii \ ('Mdence pm 
duced When the facts are admitted, it is iinimssiblp to hold that Iht* 
date has been deliberately changed 

Nand Lai, as Lance Naik, was posted as N, C O in cdiargc ot the 
main gate from 4pm on the 21st April till 4am on Ihe 22nd April 
At 4 a m he was to have been relieved bv Lalrt Bahadur 

Nand Lai was allowed leave to go to the bazar to take Ins mc»al 
There he met Lalit Bahadur, and the upshot of then nreeling was that 
Laht Bahadui took over Nand Lai’s duty for the lest of his wnt< h 

An ordinaiy sepoy Dhani Singh was found asleep on dut\ lie 
was hauled up next morning, and with him the N C O m cduiige 
who should have detected his lapse It w^as then discoveied that Lalit 
Bahadur, and not Nand Lai, had been on duty during the night 

Nand Lai’s explanation is that he was told by I;aht Bahadur that 
he had been deputed by the Rubedai to take ovc^r chaigc from him, and 
that in the belief that it was the SubedarN order, ho made over charge 
to Lalit Bahadur and wont away 

This explanation is obviously false, while Ihe explanation given by 
Lalit Bahadur bears all the stamp of tiuth Tie states that lie was 
uiulei orders to rcdie^e Nand Lai a< 4 am As he had no one in his 
house to waken him in the middle ot tl\e night he went to the gate 
there to sleep till his duty commenced On the 'way he met the Suhedar 
and explained to him why he was under the necessity of sleeping at the 
gate The Suhedar appreemted his diffieult\ and proiiiiHod to ehnnge 
his duty next day As ho had to remain at the gate, and us he saw 
no point in two men lemuining thc^re, Lalit Bahadui voluntaiily did 
Nand Lai’s duty for him, confident in the assurance that Ins duty 
would bo changed from the next day As it was, Dhani slept 

on duty, and Lalit Bahadur did not detect him and thus Ins piivate 
arrangement with Nand Lai came to light 

Nand I^al therefore was held guilt> of a serious breach of discipline 
and was dismissed The note book of the Suhedar, called for h\ the 
Federation, shows that only the prexdous day all N C O werc^ 
informed, on the failure of a sentry to report for duty at the coirect 
time, that no excuses for failure to perform duty as ordeied wmuld he 
accepted 

It has been aigued that, if Nand Lai’s offence deserved disinissal, 
there is no reason why Lalit Bahadur should have escaped without 
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punisbracDt Captain Wickham in his evidence said that he regarded 
Nand Lai as the chief offender, in that he should have been on dutv, 
whereas there wub this much to be said for Lalit Bahadur that not only 
did he do his own duty, but Nand Lai’s as well This is borne out by 
the re( oinmendation (Appendix, page 155), he sent up to the Labour 
and Welfare Officer, that Nand Lai be dismissed and Lalit Bahadur be 
sevoreh reprimanded 

It has also been suggested that Nand Lai’s offence was not viewed 
seriously by the Company for he was sent back to duty after being 
hauled up betore Captain Wickham It appeals however that Captain 
Wiokhdm has no power to suspend a man pending leceipt of ordeis of 
the Laboui and Welfare Officer on a ‘case’ sent up to him 

Nand Lai’s case (Appendix, page 156) is that ihe Company took 
advantage of the fact that he did not take the permission of the Subedar 
befoie ( oiler ting for the Anti-Tuberculosis lund, and dismissed him 
toi so (ollerding on a charge of insubordination This plea fauds no 
siippoil in the papois produced before the Board, in wdiuh theie is no 
mention ol an^ such charge 

T< is no doubt true that Nand Lai repiesented to the Fedeiation that 
h(‘ had been dismissed because he eollocted for the Anti-Tuberculosis 
Fund without pennission of the Subedar, and the FVdeiation supported 
his ajiplnatiou foi reinstatement in that belud But the Woiks Super- 
intendent pointed out in his letter of the 29th Apiil 1938 to the Vice- 
Fresident ol Ihe Federation at Kulti, that Nand Lai’s dismissal had 
nothing to do with the r ollection of funds foi the Anti-luben ulosis 
(umpaigii (Appendix, page 156) This statement is borne out by all 
Ihe documents lelatmg to Nand Lai’s dismissal 

Nand Lai tampeied with the truth when, in his evidence bi tore ihe 
Board, be insisted that the incident had taken place on the night of the 
J9th April, and not on the night of the 21st April lie saw that hia 
plea that he had been dismissed foi collecting subseiiptions without 
aiiihoiitv would not be believed otheiwise, and he was also anvious to 
create llu* impression thal his offence was not legardod as seiious in 
that he was allowed to lesiime his duties for twm days afterwards 

A suggestion was thrown out that Nand Lai irii^hi have been the 
victim of a (onspiiaey between the Siibedai and Lalil Bahadur This 
does not meiij seiious consuleration Lalit Bahadui is haidly likely 
lo have been a party to a conspirar\ which would inevitably lead to his 
own pimishmeut, and did m fact lead to a recommendation that he be 
severe! V reprimanded 

The Buaid feels that it would be more saiisfaetoiy if formal charge 
sheets were drawn up against Watch and Ward employees in respect 
of offences regardi*d as serious, and likely to result in then dismissal 
It wmuld not I hen be jiossible for a workman to make it a grievance that 
he had been dismissed on a charge of which he knew nothing, and 
which he had no chance to meet 

On these facts the Board is satisfied that the Compan;y had sufficient 
reason to dismiss Nand Lai It has already been seen that the 
explanation tendered by Nand Lai to explain his change of duty with 
Lalit Bahadur is false Moreover the history of events subsequent to 
bis dismissal would warrant a lefusal to reinstate Nand Lai even if the 
Board came to the decision that his dismissal waa wrong The Board 
(ould not rn reason require the Company to reinstate a man who had

been such a source of trouble that he was convicted in the oriminal 
courts and ordered to execute a bond to keep the peace and be of good

The (^njptiny stated that these men had all been dismissed on the 
scoie of th(*ir age and physical inability to perform the duties required

The letters addressed bv the Company to each of these men are all 
couched in the same terms (Appendix, page iriT) — ‘‘Reference our 
conversation wlien we explained that you were too old for active seivne 
in the Watch and Ward Department, and your willingness to relne, 
we shall terminate \oui service on 30th June 1938 

It was at first contended that these men had been dismissed because 
they were members of the Fedeiation This contention wuis however 
subsequenth abandoned And the men, wdien they appeared hetore the 
Boaicl, made no such claim 

Chandrabir Khettn gave as his age “below 50*^ though on the 
Companv ’s leeoid lie appeals as 55 His appeaiance shows that ho is 
unfit loi SOI vice 

Sumansingh appeals on the Company’s leiords as 45 He lias onh 
one ejt and is obviouslv unfit foi servue The wondn is however ho 
managed to socure an appointment in the Watili and Waid 

Somiamsingh also is clearly unfit foi sm li sor\i(‘o \\v gave his ago 
as 45 but ho looks much iiearei the 55 the Company (*i edits him 

Laehmaii Thappa says he is 40 The Company esliinates him at 60 
His armv discharge pai>erH show him as 54 H(» looks at least that ago 

Te] Bahadur claims to be 44, the Company makes him out to be 45 
His discharge papeis show^ him to be 43 Lalsingh tluims 13 yeais as 
his age, while the Company gives him 55 On his Army pension papers 
he 18 49 Durga Ram says he is 48, the Company 58 He has no 
papers to show his age, but he has been diawing a pension fioin the 
Army since 28th January 1920 

The Company claims that all these men aie too old for adivc seivi(‘e 
in the Watch and Ward As no claim is now made that there is an\ 
ulterior motive behind their dismissal, the Board has no reason to reject 
the reason given bv the Company In these circumstances it must find 
that they have not been wrongfully dismissed 


Issue No. 4. 


Are the Eulti workmen entitled to strike pay. 
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On the 29ih May 1988, the Kulti Labour Federation served a aotioe 
on the Company (Appendix, page 94) that unless certain grievances 
wfr( settled in their favour bv the 5ih Tune 1988, there would be a 
genera] strike 

Then* IN no dispute that this is a strike notice There is no dispute 
(licit it eontiavenes the agieeinent between the Company and the 
Fedeiaiioii, that ten days’ notice would be given of any strike 

Foi the Fedeiation alternative pleas weie put forward. — 

(1) It wa. h 1 st ot all claimed that the short notice was accidental 
The Sedetiuv mistakenly believed that he was required to give seven 
days’ nnti( e and not ten 

( 2 ) Thtui it was suggested that the shoit notn e was intentional The 
letienchmeni oideis weic to take efteet from the ")th June, so the strike 
notiii was made io coincide with that date 

On the fust alternative tin JUmid cannot hold that the breach of the 
agreement was any less ol a breach because it occuned by leason of a 
mistake ot the Stdeiarv Jt then*toie finds no justihcution for strike

On the alternative <*ase it has been suggesled that the Federation 
leally ar ted in the best inteiests ot the <5ompany b\ not giving the 
agieed ten da\s’ notit e Manv woikmen were to be letienehod, and 
the oiders ol letK'iK limeiit would take cttcM t tioin the morning ot June 
"ith Had the oideis hi'cm earned out there would have been lightning 
strike* on I line 'itli Foi that leusou the Fedeiatiou made its strike 
notne to terminate* on June "lih, tei e‘omdele with retieuichment oielers 
A strike on an insutheienl notice was a lesser evil to the Company than 
a lightning stnke and (heietoie* the Feileiation e an he said to have 

acted in the iiiteiests of the Compaiiv in bieaking its agieeinent 

The aigumeiit is ingenious but uueonvine ing Deetumentarv evidence 
pioves that it was w(*lT known to the Federation and its President that 
Kulti was (aii\iug a huge sen plus of laboiii, and that letrenehment was 
inevitable A lefeienct made in the Kulti stnke notice to the 

Companv's letlei INo X 1102 (Appendix, page lb5) This letter, 
dated the* 2(>th May, addresse'd to the Vice-President Ijabour 

Fodiiation Kulti, (ontains the following passage — “You aie aware 
as also is the Chan man of voui Fedeiation that we have a very large 
surplus of laboni and have postponed for some eonsieleiable time taking 
any steps to ad]Us| in the hopes of the netessily not ansinff 
We hope that when this reduction has l>een completed it will not be 
iieeessarv to make anv fuither simildi major reductions for soiiio time 
subject ot course to e in uiustances arising which neither you nor 
ourselves e an at present leasonably anticipate” Two otbei letters 
(Appcuidiv, pages 1(55, 163), No X 1101, ot the 25th May, and 
No X 980 ot the I4tli May 1918, leave no room for doubt that the 
imiiiineiHe ot lal)f»ui lediictums at Kulti was ceitaiulv known to the 
Pn»sidenl ot the Federation on the I3th May, on which date he had 
an intervienv with the Superintendent Kulti on this very matter When 
the Federation hud advance knowledge that these reductions were 
inevitablv going to be made, theie is no further room for the argument 
that the stnke notice had to be made to coincide with the retrenchment 
date And the Board has no evidence before it that the contemplated 
reductions would have te a lightaiahg strike. 








Tke (question of retrenchment is one which must always be left to 
the decision ot the Company. 

The Fedeiation’s claim that the imminence ol the proposed retieiich- 
ment justified a breach ot the iiKH^onient is haidlj supported by the 
strike JioUct‘ itself nhich ueithei drives fiist pKue lo this giievaiicc uoi 
explains the necessit\ for the breach 

Last year the Compau> made an "*ex gratia pusment to the stiikers 
(naturally enough, the fVdeiatioii refers to it now as “stiike pay”) 
This }ear the Oompaii\ det lines to make an} su< h pavinent but deelaies 
it has no intention to enforce the clauses ot the eviia wages sc hcnie 
which would debar stiikers from paiticipatiug in the heiiehls theic- 
under The Board is not imiiressed with the sugj>estion tliat this act ion 
on the part ot the (>ompan} is dictated by the knowltnlge that the 
strikers are leally entitled to strike pay 

Of the demand put iorwaid m the Kulti stiike notice, the fiisl 
relates to the tailuie of the Company to grant all the demands of the 
Federation according to the settlement of 19(37. Jt has not been 
suggested that, so far as the Kulti workers are coiiecrned, theie has 
been anv break down in the attempt to lesolve gnevunci\s undei this 
head by discmssion and coirespcmcleuce, noi is there anything to show 
that matters had leached such an acute stage that a stnke was the only 
weapou left to the Federation The other gnevumes leler to Ihc^ 
manner of the impending retienchment, in regaid to which the strike 
notice 18 the first communication addressed lo the Compiiii} 

In these ciicumstances the Board is unable to make an\ icH^ommen- 
dation that the Kulti workeia are entitled to stnke pa} 

Ml Homi dissents fiom this finding in his separate minute 

Issue NOt 5t 

Sliould the 35 men who reported between the 31st »Tul> and the 3rd 
August be leinstatedP 


This issue has aiisen in the following* iiiauuei l^ndei the Trims 
ot liesumption of Work, the men were to be allowed seven days' time 
from the date of resumption to rc*p>iii (Appendix, page 9f)) VVmk 
was actuallv resumed on the 21st Inly Allow ing thiee davs’ gnu e, in

Should the shiftmen be allowed 24 hoiiis off between shifts each 
week?

The establishment claims that each shiftman should get 24 hours 
off between shifts, and suggests that the shilt c vdes be arianged to

The Company urges the ])ractical difficult v and offers to consider 
any alteniativc scheme that the estalldishment might eiolve to solve the 
problem No alternative scheme has been put in

The establishmeni claimed that no “grace*’ at all was allowed to the 
staff, and that any late attendanoe was punished by a fine whic'h 
frequentlv amounted to a day’s pay. 

The Company contended that, five minutes’ grace was allowed but 
that late attendance above that giace was punished, hist by a warning 
and then Iby the imposition of a small fine A statement was filed

he IS fined 8 annas and sometimes 4 annas a month S K Roy of the 
Accounts Department used to be late two oi three times a month in 
19db A1 first he was warned and then fined 8 annas a time for three 
or ffoui months, since when he has < hec ked his fault He was then 
drawing Ks 43 per month Dakshina Lai, who draws Rs 16 pei 
month in the Ac'founts office says lu* was once late by two minutes in 
1934 and w^as fined Re 1 Kapildeo, drawing Rs 18 a month in the

The CompaiiN declaied in li)‘n its inieuiioii to conslitute toi tin 
workmen “some foiin of savings tnnd to w^hn h both the Companv 
and the woikeis lonl nlmte 1Uiis ui range men I lias a ilual aspect 
the savings aHpe< ( and the coiitnhutor> aspect VI v colleugms pavinm 
little oi no utteiitioii to the savings aspect, and diiei tiii^ then 
scrutiiiv soleh to the lontiibutorv aspen I havc» lound that tlu agiei- 
ment of 19 J 17 has not been li1eiHU\ iiupleinented and liuve jijoksmIcmI 
to the conclusion that as the woikmeii cluim a contnhutoiv hind 
the same should la instituted Tlie Ccmipunv in llic state meal ot 
their case invited the Boaid to investigate inlo tin \iitucs 
of the piovident bonus scheme which it had iiistilutici and asked 
for the Board’s ]udgiueiil on the relative ineiits of the sc Iicunc as put 
by the Company and a contributory piovident luud scdieine us 
claimed b> the woikmen The Company stated in condutuon that it 


had no ob]octiou to replacing the bonus scheme a contributor; 
scheme but it wished it to be widely known that in the opinion of 
(he JMana^iemont the former scheme was in lealitv more beneficial 
for thi workmen My colleagues did not go into the meriU of the 
two piojioHdls and they ha^e simplv accepted the offer of the Compan^ 
to repldd Lheir present scheme bv a provident tund fcontnbutory) 
^tJiPinc I (onsider it was the duty of the Board to ftive their 
coiisideicd opinion on the meiits ot the respertive pioposals, before 
roining to d decision on this issue 

The piovidcmt bonus sr heme was lustituU^d In the ('ompan^ in 
IVovember 19J17, to comi' into operation with effei 1 fioni 1st \pril 
Its main provision may be summarised ds follows 

“On retirement a woikman shall receive is piovident bonus a 
sum equivalent to 5 pei cent of the total wages earned hv him in 
the last yeai of his seivicc iiinltiplied b\ the nnmboi of yvliole 
coinjileted years of service ” 

The drafi outlines of the fuoposal weii' Mjinniunnated to the 
[*ies]dcnt oi the Labour Fcdeiaiion and his (innments are contained 
in letter No 929/, ‘17A of 29th Septembei 19JH7 addiessed to 
Mr Ijcslie Martin — 

“The ]>rcsent sdicme fails to lx a providcni luml both m the sense 
in which we had discussed at the conferemc ludd at Hirapm

II DISSENT. 

A. Establishment Leave (Issue No. 1).

Ihis issue A in the affirmative hut 1 put the rntc* of general im rease at 
20 per cent oi tw’o annas in the rupee, because- - 

(a) Jn the presiuit circumstances, the non and steel industry m 
India IS in a prosperous state and can beai the burden ot a general 
increase in wages The profits made last >ear amount to some one 
crore Hevent>-three lakhs and fift^ thousand (Its 1,73,49,^04) and the 
increase in wages at both the places — Hira]nii and Kulti, would cost 
a mere seven lakhs on the (‘\isting wages (Rs 7,00,000) or 4 poi cent 
of the total profits

argument, eithei 

((/) The Company’s statement that the present wages are fair and 
compare well with other places has yet to he proved No evidence on 
this point has been addmed nor any statistics nroduced On the other 
hand, the Federation had declared that there had been a wage < ut or 
scaling down of wages m 1930-32, but though the Union was unable lo 
establish this satistactoiily as to the percentage of the tut imposeci or 
if it was general, vet there is one thing to be said and that is that the 
Company has not categoiically denied that there was either a wage lut 
or a scaling down ot wages It has said that in some cases “men on 
higher rated jobs w^c^ro ottered work on lower paid jobs in order to 
provide them with some sort of work and that 2^) pei < ent ol su» h 
reductions would represent a grossly exaggerated figure ” 

My view is that it has not been found possible to make a P^’oper 
comparison of the present wages with those prevailing in 1930-32 


This inability is due to the fact that the employers definitely rendered 
no help to the Board in determining this question — all they did was to 
ndieiile this suggestion of reduction and to place some 300 muster roll 
and other books before the Board from which the labour representatives 
w(‘re asked to liunt up matters that might usefully support their 
(onteiitjons and that too, in less than a few hours in a day or tjj^ 
This piofOHH has Ixeii vei\ unsatisiaetorv and in my view unfair The 
employeis were in a position of greatei knowledge and greater 
lesouuos than a laboiii union It is dear that partial admission of 
scaling down of wages even in one single instance plaees the onus of 
pi oof on tlu einpl(»\(*is and as tliese coneiliation proceedings were 
instxtuled on the dgieeinent of both the sides to refer the dispute to a 
Com illation Boaid, tlie Board eould arrive at a just conclusion ^*^ly 
bv setuniig infoimation and materials from both the sides instead of 
putting one side to the test and the other resting with the apologia 
that no case had been made out tor the demancT It has not been 
stated to the Board that an> ol the scaled down wages had ever been 
restored to tlieii original level, and that would certainly make out a 
('ase for increment 

The position has therefore been ver;y unsatisfactory The 
Federation had found itself unable to accept the offer of the Board for 
the appointment of a Commissioner to find out the materials for 
ted action of wages from the books of the Company The cost involved 
in such commission would liave lieen prohibitive and the time involved 
would hav(‘ been equaih great The other alternative would be for 
the (lovernment to depute a Special Officer to investigate the allega- 
tions and come to a finding itself or submit the materials to the Board 
for a decision But as 1 have stated, even this may not be neeessary 
tor the Company’s admission that there were instances where the 
w^ages have been scaled down and its silence on the subject of such 
restoration raises a presumption that cannot be ignored and would go 
to support the argument ol the Union and to make out a case for 
inciease in wages 

?fow corning to the cjacstion whether the introduc‘tion of the extra 
wages scheme by the (’ompany has met the demand of the workers 
for an increase in their wages, I answer the question in the negative 
There were two demands before the Company in 1937 — increase in 
wages and a share in Ihe profits made by tne Company One was not 
at the expense of the otJici nor agreeing to aiiept the latter (profit 
sharing scheme) can be taken as any indication that the former 
(straighi increase in wages) had been given up 

It has been stated h^ ihe Company that the prosperity may be 
only transient and periods of depression may soon set in It may be 
BO and yet il may not be so The argument is not necessarily correct 
Even if prosperitv is ot a temporary nature, there is evidently no 
reason wli> tho workers should not join in this gain Wages suffer 
whenever there is a deeliiie in industry and there is no reason why 
workmen should not benefit when prosperity starts 

Further, lo m> mind, in fuder to ensure a period of complete 
industrial peace and good will, an increase in wages has been very 
necessary, tor experience has shown that no matter how great stndee 
are made in the impioveinent in service conditions and additions of 
amenities for the workmen, nothing seems to take the place in the 
hearts and minds of the workmen of the absence of any immediate, 
tangible monetary gam that even one pioe of increase in their Wsiges 



would seem to fill This psychological aspect ought not to be ignored 
m the relations between Labour and Capital and I desire to lay special 
emphasis on this point 

It has been suggested that after the grant last October (1937) of an 
ad interim bonus under the extra wages srheme, there was no further 
eon esj ion den re over the Hubject and that acceptance of the additional 
money under thai scheme meant a giving up ot that daim to general 
imrement Tliat can be a correct aiguTnent as b<*iueon two indivi- 
duals and 111 a court of law The application ol the same line of 
argument to the case or relationships of labour and i apital would be 
faliacioiis Their relationship and flainis stand on an entirely 
different footing They npproacVi more to the lelations between two 
<r more states — , political entities — than between two individuals and 
Iheir disputes do not share the form noi decisions in a (?ouri <if T^aw 
No claim can ever be given up nor that a claim kept in abeyance can 
ever be destroyed Each party waits for the opportunity to deal with 
the other, in other words, claims are pushed as and when tlie condi- 
tions are favourable for their realisation 

In l)rief, 1 hold that a claim for inuement of wages on the basis 
of two annas in the lupec would not he an intolerable burden upon the 
lesouices of the Company and what may happen when a depression 
takes place is no ground nor argument to deni the w'oiknien this 
rise in their wages 

These remarks hold good in the rase of the Kulti Works, where of 
course no question of reduction- partial or general — has been raised 
nor have to be dealt witli and tne recommendation eqiiaih applies 
there along w’lth Hirapur for a straight general increase 

Issue No. 4 (Hirapur)— Sickness Benefit. 


Three sub-isHues have been framed in respect of this issue, visk — 

(a) Has the (^ompanj earned out its agreement of 1937 in regard 
to sickness benefit? 

For leasons stated lielow, 1 unhesitatingly declare that the Company 
has not iinpleniented its agreement 

(/>) Was thai agreement subject to the inles already in existence? 

It was not and nevei intended to be, is my definite view 

(r) If the lilies Minfiict with the agreefl principle, should the 
principle or the rules prevail? 

There can be only one leply such a question and thai is that the 
rules are ancjllan to and do not and (annot be permitted to override 
the pnnciple 

A hiief resume of the whole history behind the settlements will he 
of interest and help considerably in coming to a just finding on this 
issue 

A strike took plate at Kulti Workshop on the 19th June 1937 A 
settlement was reached on the 26th June 1937 One of the terms and 
conditions of the settlement was embodied in Artnle No 21 under 
head ‘^Slcknea» Benefit” — ”Tbe prestmt arrangement for sickness 
benefit wili continue in operation, namely, on total unfitness for work 
when teriified by the Company's doctor, a workman shall receive full 


pay up to one month of his illness and half pay for the second month 
of hi8 illness Cn-operation of the labour is invited to prevent 
malingerini^ ” 

At tlie time ol Ihis Kulti settlement, it was felt that some adiust- 
ment was neiessaiy the light of this settlement for the Workshop at 
flirapiiT (wliidi was then under one and the same management as at 
Kiiiti) but no defiiiile date was fixed tor su(di dmcussion In the 
meantime, a stiike took place at Htiapur on the 16th July I9»'l7 It 
lasted tor tliieo days and the woikmen w^ere advised by the Federation 
to ifo liufk to work uneonditionally on an assuiance beiJ^ given that 
I lieu ^iie\aiiee8 would be heard At hist July Slst 193/ was fixed as 
the date on wdiich the discussions were to take place An advance 
(OP'S (d the bubie< ts to bo discussed was sent at his request to 
Ml Peeling, Works Siipeiintendent, Ilirapur, on the 26th July 1937 
It was li allied on tin model of the Kulti settlement and contained all 
the esstuitial piimiples embodied therein regaiding terms and condi- 
tions ot aeiwKo, since it was felt that two sets of rule could not be 
fieimitted undei one and the same Company or Administration 
IJntoitunatelv it was impossible for Mr Homi to come to Hirapur on 
that date (Sist lul^ 1037) as he was isolated bv floods in the river 
SuveinerekliH from all means ol eommunn ation and conveyance 
A(eojdingly a fresh date — 7th August 1937 — was fixed up on which to 
disenss matters relating to Hirapur labour and that was done on that 
date The dis( ussions started irorn 10-30 am and lasted till 10-30 
p m Piesent were Mi Martin, Chairman, Board of Diieetois, 

Mr Peeling, V\ orks Superintendent, Hirapur and Mr Homi, 
President, Tiabour Federation The foimal replies to the various points 
wM^re s(»nt to Mr Bonn tor signalure by Mr Peeling on 13tb August 
1937 and Mi Horni returned tlie documents duly signed about the 

(lid oi the inontli At the time of discussions on the 7th August, 
Mr Bonn was, for the first time, shown a circular dated the 6th 
August 1937, / c , ot oiih a day previous, dealing with ('asual Leave 
and Casual Su k lieave Rules and Special Sick Leave Benefits Rules 
and this was said to have been brought out to implement the Kulti 
Settlement Terms of 26th June 19(17 and the same set of rules was 
drawn up for Hirapur as was for Kulti, which could only have been 
done on the underlying desire of both the parties — the Company and 
the Federation for a uiutormity of service conditions appheable to 
both the places, and which, so far as the Federation is concerned, can 
be unhesitatinglj pioflainied as the cherished end A very lengthy 
set of rules could not have been seriously studied or digested nor could 

a eonsiclered opinion have been possible thereon in such a short time 

available as was on the 7th August and this is made plain in letter 
No S30-fl7A ol 30tli August 1937 to the Compan\ from the Fc'deration 
Jt runs ns follows — 

“At the time of our general discussions on matters relating to 
labour on the 7th instant, at Burnpur, I had stated that we would 
c’aretully examine tlie Leave and Sickness Leave Rules that you had 
made and make our iousidered i epi esentations thereon, since I had 
theses lules given to me at ver\ short notice I am taking the opportunity 
to do so now ” 

It should be noticed that in both the settlements, two separate and 
unconnected items figure— one of privilege leave and another for eick- 
ness — items 8 and 21 in the Kulti SetHement and items 4 and 6 at 
Hirapur and they have not been and had never been meant to be 
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we bud (outeioplated lu article 5 of our settleineut was meant to cover 
Bii kiierts 111 i^etieiul u lespec tive oi an\ peiiod 

TJig Knit I lettei was in a Hiniiiai vein and in identical language 
Then followed a. long and weaned eourse of ( onespondenee and 
negotiations wltli Kulti and Hirapui between both the local and 
(tnhal unions and the nianagenienl for the puipose ot bringing about 
inodih(*ations ot these rules to carr\ out the original intention and the 
piiiKiple hehind it The Kedeiation wiote a letter No 121/38A on 
the 21 st Januai\ 1938 to the Chairman ot the lioard of Directors, to 
wliK h a lepK was leceived on llie 24th Janiiaiy 1938 among others to 
tlie following elte(‘t — “I have \oui lettei No 121/38A , dated 21st 
idem I note the points you iiieiitioii in your letter and have sent a 
copy to our Woiks Supeiintendents at Hiiapur and Kulti with a 
lequest that the\ sliould peiHonall\ look into these matters 1 have 
lurthei iP(iui*sted ilieni to i ommuiiK^ate with you direct in reply 
theieto ’* 

Then followed intci views wMtli Mi Thornton at Kulti, whereafter 
Mr Thornton, the VVoiks Supei intendent, wiites to sav that he is 
tiying to get in tou< h with Mi Maitin on these matters and hopes 
to lei us know at an earl\ date «iiid followed bv another lettei, in which 
he states that he is glad to inform us that the matter has been settled 
and this was tollow^ed late? on bv a ie\ised (uicular, dated 17th March 
1938 wlieieiii all mention to sickness tor a period of 14 days and over 
entitling one to benefits under the s<*heme were omitted and the view 
point and the (ontentions ot the laiboui bVdeiation were uplield In 
oth<*i wends, a belated ]usti(’e was done and be it said to the credit of 
the Conipau\ that full amends were made and that some 2,000 jiersons 
who had qualified toi the beiieht but had not received same due to 
toiniei inteipretation weie fully recouped 

JUit the position at TTirapur did not undergo any change Tn 
other wolds, what was intended at Kulti, though withheld for a while 
were tull> ( oii(*eded but the Hirapui claims, modellecl and based on 
Kulti settlement and put up with that intention, still continued denied 
to the workmen A stand was taken by the Company that these 
sickness leave rub's, even as the^ were, weie very generous over any- 
thing existing, that tlie\ had leil to malingei ing, an opinion hazarded 
b\ tiic' Woiks Supei iiitemlent even when the cases were certified as 
unht b\ the (Jompany’s (3iief Medical Olficei, an M S man, 

Ihui Hiiupui was more healthy than Kulti and on the Company 
taking the question of leave, sick and casual, as a whole, an entirely 
unwaiiuntcd and mistaken stand, since both these questions were put 
up, dealt with and settled separate and apart 

In the terms of settlement, the demand and the reply aie as under 

Si(hic^s benefit — Woikinen shall be entitled, of all classes, to a 
snkness bcuiofit ot full wages for the first month of sickness — to half 
the wages for the next month of continued sic'kness, ancl thereafter 
m col ding to the descretion oi the management 

Reply of the Company — Agieed to and rules are already framed 
foi the purpose 

It will be seen that what the Company had agreed to was the 
demand as framed and put up to li on 7th August 1937, i e the 
piimiple of the demand And the Company stated that it had 
prepared rules for the puipose on 6th August 1937, meaning for 



purpose of oarrying out the principle in ac tuai operation It cannot 
be said toi a moment that the demand was incepted l>\ the (company 
subject to the rules alieady trained Tlu demand was ugieed to and 
rules are tiamed for the mnpose ol cariMii^ out llu* demand One 
cannot agiee to the rules that have the elVctl o) uullitMng tlie deiiiund 
and vet say that the demand has bec^n lo Tlie language of 

the repl\ does not seem to us to lie open to (he intei pietation put upon 
It b> the Company 

fJven granting that the phraseology of tlie repl> is disputable, 
without admitting same, the dittereiicc tuii l»c settled l»\ tindmg out 
the lutention undeilyiiig the demand and ot this, in this cast, there 
IS no doubt, but that the Hiiapui intention was (he Kuiti mtuitiou, 
for —

It IB aigued that the Kulti ciiculai was modified in tlu‘ light ol (he 
legacy ie<*eived by it Iroin the old Bengal lion Coinpanv’s Accident 
and Sick Rules of ISth Kebiuary 1921 I'his circnlai oi its contiMits 
was never pioclmed by the (’oiiipany not seen bv the President ot the 
fedeiatiun when he tondiuied negotiations loi setthment at both tlic* 
places and it was produced tor the first time duiing (he dcdiheiations 
of the (Joncihation Board But this nrcniar has no meaning 
liabour is concerned with the bitest settlement with tin* Company and 
as arrived at on 26th .lime 1937 and on 7th August 1937 J( is however 
signific*ant that even inspite of the legac‘\ received l>y the present 
Company from the old Bengal lion (honpan\, it Iriecl to inteipiet 
its agreement of 1937 — whuii is veiv char — in a wa> not vvarnintcd 
even by the pbiaseology 

Article 21 ot the Kulfi settlement of 1937 says 

“The present auangements lor sickness benefit will contiinie in 
operation, namely, on total unfitness tor work wdieii ceitified by the 
Company's doctor, a workman shail ic‘(ei\e lull ]ia\ up to one inontli 
of his illness and half pay tor the second month oi his illness ” 

Was there any warrant for the (knnpany tor framing rules wlierebs 
“if any person (vide Rule 3 of its (hicular of bth .lul\ 1937) is certified 
sick by the Chief Medical Oftuei lor a continuous period oi ovei 14 
days, lie or she shall be entitled to receive (lie following sick 
benefits — 

(a) Full pay for the period of sickness up to a maxinmin ol om 

calendar montli fioin tlu* date on which tlie sickness 
commenced 

(b) Half pay for the immediately succeeding month or poition 

thereof if illness has (onfinutul “ 

The question naturally suggests where did the (Joiiijiany get the clause 
“for a continuous period of over 14 days” Ircnu It does nut exist 
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even in the legacy, of which Rule No 3 of circular, dated the IStll 
February 1921, says 

*‘lujur\ sustained by woikman oi woman dm mg his or her working 
hours and while on actual dut> and which in the opinion of the 
(’ompuii^'s Senior Medical Otfaier is sufficient to cause total temporary 
jri( apability entitles the injured peison to — 

(a) Full pay for one month 

(b) Half pay for the siicceedinj^ month of such incapacity 

togethei with free diet allowame should the diet be of a 
special nature and so oidered by the ( Company’s Senior 
Medical Officei 

(< ) Any furthei benefit will be tieated on its merits as a special 
case 

Rule No 9 extends the saint* benefit to woikeis returned as sick 
It says Patients returned as sh k will also receive the benefits 
desiiibed in paiagiaph 5, piovidtMl tin sukness is not of a contagious 
variety or obtained through lack of reasonable tare on the part of the 
patients ’’ 

Heie also it will be notued theie is no 14 day clause and that 
sickness even it it is tor any peiiod tioni one day to one week t)r up to 
one month entitles the workman to ( laiiii sick leave pa>, foi of course, 
the workman must be on leave duniig that period It is, therefore, 
impossible to asceitain wheiefioni the (^ompaii} secured this 14 day 
ilause unless it be that it was found neeessaiy to inlioduee this clause 
with a view to maintain the nuixiinum period of leave benefits of all 
sorts within a peiiocl ot one and a hall month per yeai, whieh was the 
mavmunn allowable undei the lules of the old Reiigal Irou Company, 
to which it had succeeded, wheieas under the new settlement with 
lahoui in 1937 at both the pUues the leave benefits of all sort had 
mounted to two months in a yeai as maximum And yet this 14 day 
clause had been kept in opeiation ticun 1st August 1937 to 17th March 
1938 until the march of events could no longer peimit its leiention at 
Kulti 

The Company has not placed liefore the Board any reasons for not 
Laiiying out the teims of its agreement — aud the nature of the 
Hirapur aj§ieeiiient has got to be judged fioni the natuie and histoiy 
of the Kulti seitlemeni —and the aiguuients like Hiiapui being more 
healthy than Kulti, oi that even the existing terms are more generous 
than what ohlaina elsewheie or that even at the plant of the Tata Iron 
& Steel (h) , Ltd , there are no sick leave rules, have little weight in 
c‘XplainiTig the failure to implement the teima agreed upon There is 
nothing strange m an employei being sometimes under the dire 
iiec’essity ot agreeing to teims whieh are fai in advance of any existing 
practices and the workman can only progiess through the establishment 
of piecedents wheic he finds the soil fertile and the employers 
ameiiabli* to leasoii oi under stiesws «>t i ircumstances The gratuity 
and the profit-sharing schemes weie bon owed from the Tata’s (the 
latter was the inspiiation of the Labour Federation) and planted into 
Hirapur and Kulti and it ma\ be, to-inoirow the sickness benefit will 
be transplanted at Jaiusliedpui If the negative argument was allowed 
to prevail that what does not prevail elsewhere need not be given 
anywhere, human progress will be at a standstill Tn some cases a 
direct jump has got to be made without taking the intervening steps 



and Hirapur had to jump on to full privilege leave and siokneBB 
benefits while Kulti merely stepped on to a mere extra J5 days 
privilege leave, with pay 

I am unable to agree with my colleagues either in their arguments 
or in their coneliisions Indeed, on that basis, il would appeal that 
only a continued sickness of one month and inoie and nothing less 
than that that ran come within the meaning ot Article o ot the 
settlement — a position that is botind to land U'ji in iidicule ’fhe 
'aorkers are fighting for getting more than uhat is coiucded them and 
the Compauv is not fighting for less tlian what lhe> ate at present 
giving It 18 this hali-way house position ot the rompan> tliut is at 
piesent under assault ana the solution ot the piohlem lies in the 
deletion of the objectionable clause relating to 14 da>s and over of 
Hicknewss in the lules framed under Arliele o o\ the settlement and not 
in any extension of concessions under Article 4 thereof 

I, therefore, am of view that the Company has not implemented its 
agieement relating to “sickness benefit, Aitiele ') of its setthunont^ 
at Ilirapur and urge that the rules framed thereunder should be so 
modified as to bring it in line with the Kulti settlement and theieb> 
carry out the original intention behind the negotiations 

Issue No. 6 (Hirapur) — Fortnightly Payments. 

1 cannot agree with the views of my colleagues The woikmcn 
have found fiom actual experience that ‘‘ fortnightly payments” m 
the stiict sense ot the term have opeiated to their disadvantage and 
confusion The woikman is mostly illiterate and his natural intellect 
IS slow It confuses him w^hen he is paid at any odd date ol the month, 
■say for a period fiom 3rd to 16th of a month or from »5th to 18th of 
another month oi tioni 30th of one month to I2th of another month 
and so on, for the Company makes pavments for peiiods varying in 
dates on fixed days of the iieek, whuh again may tail on any odd date 
Hib credit with the shopkeepers and (alculation ot iiiteiest on loans 
are all in the doldrum Without placing itself in the position of the 
workman, it is not possible foi the Board to assess his mental processes 
and reactions It is sufficient that he has raised an outcry and as early 
as Dccembei 1937, this matter had been brought to the notice of the 
Company, vide minutes of discussions of 28ih December 1937, paiagraph 
8, between the Fcdeiation and the Company at Jvulti The* Conipany 
agreed to look into the matter, but like many t lungs, it has stood there 
ever since It is essential that the wage period shall ho fixed and in 
its simplest form, i e , two periods in a month, 1st to the 16th and 
16th to the 30th or Slst of every month Objections taken as to what 
happens if the month is of 28 days or 29 days as lu some February or 
even 31 days as in alternate months have no substance They simply 
form part of the wage period, one day more or one day less The 
Company emphasises on its day of payment, legarding which the 
workmen are indifferent Their proposition is fair and simple* For 
wage period from the Ist to the 15th, they want payment trom the 
22nci to the 26th of that month and for the ^age peiiod 16th to 28th 
or 29th or 30th or Slst, they want payment from the 7th to the lOtli 
0 ^ the succeeding month It is stated by the Company that it takes 
them two to three days for disbursement of wages and that it should 
have at least seven days to prepare their rolls The demand of the 
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workmen exactly tallies with the Company's requirement and no 
upecial hardship is or would be entailed on it if it switches on to 
bi-monthly payments At Kumardubi and elsewhere, such systems 
pievail and can be opeiated at Hirapui and Kulti as well The 
Company’s objections are academiral There can be no apprehensions 
irom the juovisions of the Factory Act and in fact, its representative 
admit led li was not an insuperable obstacle The obiection on the 
H(oie of the day of payment falling? on a Sunday is a really naive one — 
the solution is plain, payment tan be accelerated or delayed b> one 
provided always that the provisions of Payment of Wages A(t 
are not inlringed and no such infiiugemeni need ever arise The 
Objection on the score of difficullj in talculafion of overtime or of the 
cost of printing new registers are equally feeble and cannot lia\G been 
seriously put forth It is a well known fact that capitalists are averse 
to an\ innovations and foi them the sUifus quo is an ideal form of 
existence Jn any event, simc the difhc ultics exiieiiented as attendant 
on the 8>stem of fortnightly payments of wag4*8 could not have been 
foreseen at the time ol the ballot, tlicie is no it^ason for the (ontmua- 
tion of a system that has undoubtedly operated to the workmen’s 
hardships and confusion even it theie has lieen a ballot thereon A 
ballot on the amendment would be equally emphatic and unanimous 

1, therefoie, am of view that the Company would bo well advised 
to look to the facility and conienience of its woiknien lathei than 
take its stand on propositions that to us seem to have more arcuinenta- 
tivc value than substam^e lli-monthlj pavnicnts are, therefore, 
unhesitatingly recommended 

Issue No. 7 (Hirapur)— Unskilled labour wages. 

This issue has been urged ui an aheiiiative foim, i c, ‘'hould tht 
wages of unskilled labour be laised loj men tioin 8 annas to 10 umias 
or should the wages of ihesr chi'-scs of workei be kept same at Iliiapui 
as at KultiP 

1 don’t think iiiueh aigument in needed ovci tins issue 1 will deal 
with the latter alteinative onh At Kulti the cool\-lal)oui is paid 
at the I ate of nine annas pei day and wmnen at the lute of six annas 
per da\ The rates at Hirapui aie eight annas toj men and six annas 
for the wHimeii It the Fecleiation had its wav, it would ha\e gone 
in foi a stiaiglit titteen lujiees pei iiinnlh foi women emp1()\ees, as has 
been hxed at Cowmpoie and the lates of men emplo\ees varying in 
propoition ^ As it is, at Hiiapui the lates aio six annas foi women, m 
line with Kulti The onh (liileieute to he looked to is m I be case of 
men employees 1 piopose that the lates at both Hiiapui and Kulti 
should be the same, viz , nine aiuius foi men emplovees of this category 
It IS eonceivable that the skill of one man may difler from tlie skill of 
anothei, but I have been at h loss to understand that theif‘ can be a 
difference even among unskilled laboui I rule out this aigument 
The same amount of energy is involved in shovelling oi digging or 
laising an object at Hiiapui as at Kulti or toj that mattei arn where 
And Kulti and Hnapui are two Woiks, only about nine miles apart, 
under the same management and in the same" district, doing practically 
same type of woik, so tai as unskilled lalxiur is concerned There can be 
no reason for this difteieiice It has been suggested that the rate of 
Kulti coolies was raised at the tune of the strike in June 1937 from 8 
annas to 9 annas by a misappiehension or mistake that the rate at 




Hjratmr was 9 anaas and ths rat«‘H were Uw^n bl•ough^ in Iw. I dn 
not ie&ire to dispute or say anything against this thesis All I con say 
IS that that was the first time T heard tins during the prooeediiigs of 
the Board But as one having taken pait in the M>ltlement of ^.th 
the Kulti and Hirapui stiikes «n 1017, I in.w he allowed to sai that 
had the position been ««. I would ha>e still uined and taken the one

elements, it is .ust and fair that the woikincn should he comj.ensat... 

On the eTidenee on leonid. Ilan.i UUnti ,,n,l NoMiim, »t..t,,H 
that tHey were paid overtime, meaning an extra payment or allowanie 
for workmen a Sunday, whereas Ojha, Budliu, Ohemul and Beioo sa .1 
♦SUTAPPived no allowance and Bansi (Ihnti also says Homelimeh he did 
iot'^grthranowam^^^ me.e “chuti” or leave later on Evidently . 
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there is no uniformity of procedure and we will like to see a* uniform 
system adopted of giving everybody, who falls within this category, 
an extra payment for su^ work on a Sunday, based on the Company's 
partly existing piactice on the principle that the employer must pay 
extra remuneiation if he calls upon his workmen to work in supersession 
of hiB scheduled timings as he has to do for work done beyond such 
time 

It 18 tiue that theie is no smh allowance paid at the Works of 
the Tata Iron & Steel Co , but it cannot he o\ei looked that elsewhere 
in the Asansol area, there is a piadice ot paving double or qne and 
a half times the usual wage w^hen called upon to do so on a Sunday 

I answer the issue in the affirmatne and it is lUst and fan that the 
workmen should he paid for the loss of (‘onvemence comprised in his 
sacrifice of his engagements, assoc lations, rec relations and relaxations 


Issue No. 10 (Hirapur)— Lady Doctor. 

The Company’s leply has been veiy vague — “a new hospital is being 
built and when this is completed, medical facilities will be extended 
Al; no time duiiiig thcj delibeiahons oi the Board, did it proffer to 
explain that this reply did contain such an assurance that a lady 
doctor will be appointed or that it had such a proposition in its mind 
It resolutely lefused to c leai up what sort of investigation its Works 
Supennteiiclent was conducting to asccitain the views and necessities 
of a growing town like Hirapui in respect ot a lady doctor or whether 
a ouc'stionnaiic was issued oi the Chief Medii al Offieei was consulted 
ana at what stage that enqiiiiy had lested at the time it ivas discussed 
at the Boaid Tt is also lemaikable that such an enquiry had been 
vested not in its (Miief Medical Ofluei hut in the hancls of a layman 
like the Woiks Supeiintendent, winch with all due lespect to the 
capacity and intention of this gentleniaii, it must be observed, could 
not be calculated to inspiie any confidence in the ultimate result 

The ob 8 er\ation 8 of the Royal Commission on Labour are explicit 
and hardly leave loom foi doubt or for any enquiry as to the need of 
a lady doctor in the place of the size and importance like Hirapur 
and that such an appointment should have been made long before the 
workmen took up the question When an employer < hooses t/O locate 
hiB industiy lu a viigin soil apait iiom the vicinity or proximity of 
an existing or established township, it is plain he is under a moral 
and inateiial obligation, nay it hecoiues his primary duty and in his 
own inteiesta, towards his employees to look after their health and that 
of their immediate family members The witnesses before the Board 
have related their personal difficulties in rases oi sickness of their 
womenfolk Only thiee witnesses lia\e been examined and T take it 
that was to save the Board’s time and I have no doubt that many more 
could have been produced to repeat the same story The statements 
of the witnesses have left no doubt rc»gardmg the appointment of a 
lady doctor — 

“Indian women are generally unwilling to avail themselves of the 
services of a male doctor and wherever a hospital organization of any 
size exists, whether it be provided by an employer or a local body, the 
addition to the medical staff of a woman doctor is to be commended/' 
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I am, therefore, extremely reluotuut iii Mew of the peisistonl lefusal 
of the Company to clearly state its pomiiou to leave the niattei ol su(‘h 
an appointment to the descretion ol the ('oinpuiiv and 1 am ot opinion 
that a lady doctor should he forthwith appointed and need not wail 
upon the conipletiou of its iie^ hospital exU»nsuuis 


Issue No. 11 (Hirapur) — Strike Pay and/or Lock-out Wages. 

The liaboui Federation, Burnpuj Bianih, insued .i noiin* on llo 
Ufiih May 19»^8 on the Management of tlu* Indian lion & Steel ('o Ltd 
to lediesH the grievances mentioned in the Haul noliee within ten 
days’ time of the issue of the notne, failing whnh theie wmild lu ji 
oomplete cessation of woik. The notne in tin* hist inslaiMi* was meant 
to be a strike notice, t e , in case theie was no icdress of the gm vain es. 
there would l>e a strike The time limit gueii was 7 ii m , oi tlie 7lh 
dune 19J18, Sunday 

On the 28ih May 1938, the Woiks Sujk nnteudent of ll»e Ihuipui 
plant wrote to the tTniou the Compaiu’s ooiiKidered replv to tln» jioints 
raised in the strike notice A peiusal ot the lepU will disdose (he 
utter aWiice of anv desire foi undeistandiug or t‘ven of «i lusUlitation 
for not implementing some of the terms and conditions of ilie settle- 
ment of 1917, August 7th, which had been uudouhtedh deluved oi 
withheld Both the sides tliereaftei usted, so to suv, on then oms 
For the Union it can he said that itph being so \ei\ tins, itistm ton 
they could only wait for the day on which the> weie to demonstrate' 
then determination to cease work, hut it is difhcult to iindei stand tl»c‘ 
attitude of the Company, w^hose iiotmal dut\ one would think would 
be to continue operation, resting quiet and making no move to aveit 
the impending crisis Either they weie infoiuiecl (oi misinfonnc'cL 
that a strike would not take place oi they wcie detennined to face it, 
which would mean the normal and natunil lesoho to dush it The 
ice was, however, broken on the 3id June 19*18 bv the I'lesulent opening 
negotiations at Calcutta pursuant to pnoi aiiangeiinnts with tin* 
Managing Agents That same evening the (^haninan ol the Hoaid oi 
Ihrcctors Mr B N Mukeiji, anothei Diiectot Mr K C Maliindr.i 
a partner of the fiim of managing agents (our colleague on the Board) 
and Mr M Homi, President of the Labour Federation, Jamshedpur, 
all left for Kulti to confer on the spot Negotiations weie continued 
on the 4th and 5tlj June and up to 4 a m of the Cth June 1938, 
Monday, as is shown in the Company’s statement of its case before 
the Board Before coming to the (oiiise ot negotiations on winch 
something lias to be said 1 want to apph my mind to the strike 
notice The question that aiises is-— “Was there justification for the 
notice”^ Loolcmg to the events piior to and subsequent to the 
cessation of work, one would feel there was ample lerison foi not onlv 
this strike notice, which was meaui lo give to the Management an 
opportunity to (any out its undertakings, Imt enough ]\ihtifn ation as 
well to go on strike on failure to receive redress If once the juslifna- 
tion for striking is shown and establihlied, the question oi sinke pa\ 
IS auiomaticallv solved and answered in the aflbimativr 

Mr A K Bose Advocate for the Labour Federation, hao stated that 
so long as there was one legitimate giievance unsettled, the workmen 
were justified in going on strike and therefore, should receive stiike 
pay I think this foims the crux of the situation and I desire to 
concentrate attention on this aspect of the question lathei lhan on any 







exaggerated natuie of the elaiiiib put toiwaid from either side from 
condemnation to justification Several items of gnevances have been 
enumerated some of which have been old and others that seem new, 
but which have no other significance than that in times of oiisis, all 
the ills aie sought to he ciued all at once and would appeal to he not 
n bad method eithei 

One of the items of grievance was piovident fund In the settle- 
ment of August 19‘17, the Oompanv bad approved of the principle of 
some form of savings fund to wlindi both the Company and tlie workmen 
should contribute The scheme was to he lejtdy by September 19»*17 
Instead of the provident fund, the Company substituted in its place 
a provident bonus scheme, which without entering into the question 
of its merits or dements, was decudedlv not the provident fund scheme, 
as agreed upon between the paities The Companv has admitted this, 
hut has 111 god that its scheme was mote beneficial to the workers — an 
assertion that is ojien to arguments In this eonmrtion, the Board has 
observed “The Boaid finds that whatevei the merits of the 
provident bonus scheme ma\ be, it does not implement the agreement 
of 19»17 01 eiiTTv out the principles of mutual contributions Here, 
therefoie, is a ciofinite finding that the Compainr had failed to imple- 
ment its agreement as lias been asseileil b\ the TTmon and consequentlv, 
a definite inference that the w'oikeis had a )ust giiovanc'e to take anv 
action they considered fit and necessaiv to enfoice the agreement [f 
strike was consideied to he the onlv method, no argument can now be 
raised, noi with enough giac'e that negotiations should have first taken 
place or that the Union should have initiated same to affoid the 
Company an opportunity to justify lis depart me fiom iN undertakings 
That posilion would be queer and I .im struck by its miievet^ and w^ere 
it not seiiouslv put foith, I would have htiidlv taken notice of it The 
onus for justification for its one-sided depaiture fiom agieement lested 
with the Company, as also the iniiatioii of negotiations foi convincing 
the woikraen that its sdieme was superioi to the one agieed upon 
But as T have ohseiwed, the Comjiany’s attitude had not been one of 
accommodation and no giievame can he made that “all avenues to a 
settlement had not been fullv exploied 

I hold that the woikmen have not violated the agieemeiit, if it 
existed, of fully exploiing all avenues <o a settleiueut before a strike 
was resorted to, for the onus of initiating negotiations on inatteis 
whudi had been alieady agieed to between the paities, but not act-od 
upon by the (/ompanv, re’^led uid could only lest on the Company 
in whose mouth it cannot now lie that such a diastic action like a 
strike should not haye been lesoited to 

I fuithei hold that the notice to strike was a propei notice, in that 
<en days time was given the Companv as was arranged and agieed to 
between the parties 

T moreovei fuithei hold that since the Companv had not imple- 
mented its undertaking given .is long ago as August 19^^17, to instituh’ 
a provident fund, the workers had a just giievance on that score 

An attempt has been made fiom the Company’s side to show the 
various reasons which had prompteii the Company to institute the 
provident bonus scheme in place of the agreed provident fund scheme 
but these have left me cold Nothing can make up foi the breach of 
agreement, however advantageovis it may be urged such a breach was 
in the interests of labour and one cannot deny to the workmen the 





right to take his stand on a pimciple when evuiy day he is quoted some 
principle or other m justification of the employer's action. The 
primary responsibility for giving the woi kmen cause for discontent and 
Quarrel on this scoie rests with the Company and it ih useless to urge 
that the workman has not attached much importance to this braaoh or 
that he has acquiesced theiein and ho oii» ioi laboui once rebuffed 
cannot be expected to go twin dooi to dooi cndlcssK and being \M) 01 , 
<annot even time stop work on iiuliMflual issues lialHUU has. of 
necessity to wait T, theiefoie, hold fhai the Moiknien had a just 
grie\ance in tliiH instance and that so long as there was one legitimate 
grievance unsettled, the workmen weie instified in going on strike and, 
therefoie, should reeene strike-pay 

But as the stiike-notico shows, thmi were rnoie than one sindi just 
grievance under which the workmen weie living and in support is 
urged another, besides the provident bonus scheme, the ‘‘fixing of a 
grade scale and the grant of acting allowance 

Tn the settleinont terms of 7th August the piiiuijile ten the 

estahlisliinent of u giade scale and st.indaid and unifonn rates of usages 
toi various classics of woik had been agieed upon and il was stated 
that a scheme was being diawn up li\ the Management Nine months 
latcM {oi\ Ird Max 1938) the Viesident ot the Labour Kedeiation had 
to diaw the nttcmiion ol the Woiks Supei intendent, Hinipui, that this 
item of agreement had not \et been impleinentecl He was iiHsnied 
that the scheme would be out on the 18th May 1938 Yet in reph 
to the strike-notice of ‘25th Max 1918, fioin Ilnapui, the Woiks 
Superintendent again replies — “Lists aie in couise of piejiaiatiou and 
it IB hoped to complete them and put them into efleet within next 
2/3 months " And yet in the same letter, elsewheie, the Union has 
been asked 1o accept tue (jompaDv\s slatement “The Managing Agents 
now authoiisc me to state and then action has the appioval of the 
Board of Diiectoi^s that the Compaii> has faithfully carried out the 
policy and the ineasuies as anuounred in lespeet of the various i>oints 
discussed at the lequest ot Mi Homi at irnamir on 7th August 1937 ” 
Befoie the Bouid the (‘omjianx has admitted delay and the result oi 
such delay during the interxening months has been well set out in the 
Union^B Memorandum of the 23rd June 1938 to the (Jbainnan “ 

My Uoiriinitfee legiets Ihat (hough assiiiances weie given from time 
(o lime m carrying out the undeitukiiig, the enoimous delay in this 
lespecl has had a very disluibiiig efteet on the workmen ui geneial, 
combined as it did with the difheultv in respect of getting acting 
allowances, as also to a cumtimious deferment of the hopes in the minds 
of some of the workmen of an adxaiKe in their wages on such fixation 
01 levisiou of w^ages The uiiceilniuty from your side in 

this resnect had put my Committee m the w'long and had made 
its task aiffieult in interpreting the Management to the workeis “ 

In the matter of this grade scale, it is not difficull to realize and 
] hold, that the workeis had a just gnevance and their patience in 
waiting for 10 long months befoie they took action, i annol be now 
penalized bv c omplainiiig ihat the Management did not get a furthei 
few months thiough the piocess of “exploring all avenues to a sellle- 
ment ’’ The action of the workmen was justified by the action oi lack 
of action on tlie pait of the Management, which had resulted in a 
patent breach of agreement and I hold that a case has been mode out 
for the grant to the workers of their wages for the period of the strike 
And the wages shall be paid in lull 
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I aiiive at the same eouclusion also in the case of the acting 
alloMnnre issue Here also the Company admits delay before the 
Boaid, winch has felt that there is substance in the submission of the 
Krdeialion that workmen may have been penalised in this matter (t e , 
in lespiMl of its elaiins to leeeive aetinpr allowance) bv the failuie of 
the Comp.uiv to piepaie the g'lade scheme earlier and has urged pav 
mfiits witli retiospective etVeet fiom Ist Apiil 19J8 

The stnke-TK)ti( e of Hirapui eontained in item No 9 “Kleetne 
Hood-Jights airangement between tlie blocks ot quaiteis ’* This ques- 
tion MHs II]) in the settlement of 7tli August 1937, in ( lause 23— 

“The fireas odiipied hv blocks of (juarteis shall be flood-lil at nights 
o? olhej ai rangemeiith made to light up tlie loialiiies ” The Company’s 
leply had been — “A h< heme is in hand toi outside lighting of the 
areas Ten months latei the Compaii\ gives the same answei to this 
item in the ^liike notii e — “The Alanagemeni lias in view piovision of 
licllci lighting in the labour quaiteis aieas, hut this cannot bt* done 
iiiiiil the powei house extensions are completed and the town 
development si heme is put under operation Before the Board, the 
Companv stated that the new powei house extensions will not be 
leaclv lill tTune 1939 and that the aieas would he lighted completely 
hy ^ieplembei -October 1939 T ha\e no hesitation to feel that tew 
would ventuie to irituiso thi attitude of the Union oi the workmen 
for pel nut ting themselves to nuise a giievaiue in this respect The 
aieus have (onfinued to leinain in uttei darkness to the discomfoit and 
peril of the woikinen living loundabout It cannot be denied that 
the workmen had and have a just giie\aiiee in this respect 

The same complaint of failure to implement the teims of settlement 
IS made by the Union in relation to the gi levances ot the establish- 
ment stall From the agreement ot 7th August 1937, it will be seen 
lhat the Company had agreed to discuss the question of the Gurkhas 
(Wateli and Waid) and of the staff legaiding their eligibility to join 
n lahoui luiioii Item No 30 — “Diseussion arose as to the eligibility 
of (iuikhas ioi meiiiheiship in the Union and this will be discussed 
again ” Then again, the footnote to the agreement reads as under. 
‘‘A list of gi levances of staff whic*h was handed over to Mr Ilomi was 
deliveied Gnevances were not discussed and the cinestion as to 
whetliei tlie Company will emplo\ staff who aie members of a union 
was Taisi^l hut not puisued This <an bo diseussed again 

But IK) (*ftort was made by the Compauv to discuss on these matteis 
It might be aiguc*d that the Union did not do it either But that 
makes no diffeience The status quo did not go against the interests 
of the Union, wheieas hefoie any change w^as imposed in the status 
quo, the t^ompaiiv was hound, under these* terms, to discuss with the 
Union Instead, in alniul Novembei 1937, the rompany launched a 
cliive to c’oeice the establishment staff to leave the Union without prior 
discussion on this subject with the Union and in the case of the 
Gurkhas, in about Jaiiuaiy 1938, defiiiite lules w^ere issued compelling 
the Guiklias to leave the Union and never a discussion was held on 
the subject with the Union 

Other items of hioken eiigageiueuls can be cited tiom the stiike 
notice and the teims of agi cement and as we have stated, the onus ot 
discussion to exploie all avenues ot settlement lay on those who have 
failed to implement expiess agreements In euen instances, it is not 
a ease of negotiations loi exploring avenues of settlement, but it is a 
case of discussions in justification foi failing to implement the terms 
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of settlexneut and this burden lalU on the Comp\in and the Company 
alone, which, there is no evidence to show, u has e\ei c^uied to dis- 
charge 

Besides, it would be nuunlesth uiiiun to tlu* woikmeii <o decide the 
arrangement legaiding pnoi negotiations . 1 - imaning that the union 
or the workmen weie undei an obligation lt» (omisjhmuI and (onveisc 
ad tnfintium while the eiiiph»yeiB weic at nd hhilum to 

introduce any rule or take any action that adveiscK ailectid tlm 
earning poweis ot the w’Oiknien or then sennc toudilions 

Taking into ( onsideiatum all the cii< iiuistaiu t s stated iIkuc on 
the subject oi non-implcineuluig the teinis ot seitl(‘nunt, a loinplott 
instificaiion would appeal to hu^e hceii pio\id(Ml ioi tlu stiiLe luMuc 
and that the notice having been dtawn up in .ucoMlanct* with the 
an iingenient between th( (’ompan^ and the I nmn mz . ton davs 
• notice, it would appeal that the woiknien liav( <onipleteU (‘sttihlishiMl 
then case foi the pa>nienl to them ol the sinkt* w iges 

The Laboui Fedemtion has laid a claim that in response to the 
>tnke notice issued by il on the iihth Ma>, the Indian Iron & Steel 
Co locked out the workers on the night ot Satuidav tlie 4th dime 
hkioie llK 'liiKi in cuiie « tte( live on the monuiig ot Snudav, tlie oth 
fl une 

On the receipt ot ten da>b notue, the (a)inpan^ began setting its 
house in ordei piepuiatoi\ to a siiuggle Its blast fmiiiKes weie not 
only banked but waier-stniled and its coke-ovens luit*d up It was in 
a position to faia* the united woikors with equaniiiiilv and c‘oiihdeme 
Its plant hud been placed beyond damage and tins it was able to do 
ol couise, with th(‘ help ol the veiy workeis with w’hom it was going to 
enter into a prolonged struggle It took oftensiv(‘ agaimst them on the 
ruglit of Saturday, the 4th Tune, last shift and wanted to lock them 
out The woikiiien, howevei, made a dash and enteied the gate and 
theme to their lespettive places There was no woik for them, how- 
ever, and they wn^re given their attendaiue neveitheless On Sundav, 
(he Tith June, most ot (he general shitt workers did not attend, being 
then “oft day” and as a matter of tact, the whole plant having beiui 
put in d dormant slate theic' was no neeessity for the full eomplemeiM 
ot even the shilt men The Company could well uttoid to pusli tin m 
out The geueial shift wankers having finished by the evening ol 
Saturday, the 4th luno, tame to work on the morning of Monday, (he 
hill .June, and it is admitted that the Company drove them away 

Tlie negotiations were, in the meantime, luocecdiiig and the 
(\)mnany’s own stuteiiKUit of < asi admit** that the negotiations (oriliiiued 
al liulti on 4th-5th and until 4 a ni of the 6th June JMH when 
Mr Honii lett It is also admitted bv the (Jompuny and in the wonls 
of the Board “It may la* true and the ('ompany does not deny it, 
tliat some woikmen were turned av\a\ on the nioining of the Otli 
June” There is clear iiiteierife and hut one jnfeiome, as also tlie 
actual state ol aftairs, that tlie workmen had not left then work even 
though tlie strike notice was to expire and had e^nlred on tlie rnorniiig 
ol the 5th June and that (ould have been posBjble onl\ because tlieie 
were negotiations going on .iiid no defiiute deeisum one wav or tin* 
other had been reached Until the nogotiations had definite! \ in- 
minuted and it is admitted by (tie Company, that tliev were going on 
up to 4am ot the 6th luue, it cannot be sard that thev had failed 
and the hope was still there that they may succeed and as a natural 
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coni90(iUence, nothing can bo done 1o jeopardise the chances of settle- 
men! The Fecit latioii is not wrong when it stated that theie was 
both ail miplieii and straight understanding that the works will not 
be closed pending negotiatioub It is unloituiuite that the position and 
( oiisl lint ion oi the Board led to a biiuation which has prevcuiied 
1)1 milling vei\ vital evidence lieloie the Board, hinte two of the most 
five piniicijiants in these peace lu'goiiatious aie members ot the 
B() 4 ii (1 und the\ ( oulcl not appeal as witnesses befoie it without bieakmg 
lip tin* Boaid Agieeing with liie Fedeiation Advocate Mi A K 
Bose’s < oiiieiilioiis, I find theie is enough docmnoutai^ evidence and 
jiifeniue that the show-dow'n did not lake phu e till alter Mouda\ 
()lh June 1!)JH and piior to that eieis eftoit was made to ainve at a 
settlement Thc^ Companj’s attitude on tlie morning of the 6th June 
deteimined the rouiae of events The} luiiied aw^a} some of the 
woikmeii and tlie cessation ot woik — actual and leal — took place from 
that date and owed it (o the (’onipuns A lock-out had ensued * 
In the memoiandum of the .lune 19 W, tiom Tlnapui to the 

(’hanman of the Board of Diieclois, the Union had made its position 
peitcail} deal and had given the Iasi momcMit oftei horn the Union to 
kc*ep I he whc‘els moving Uoiumittec* feels that had }oup 

Companv accepted the oliei ot oui Biesideut and even the last moment 
offei ot eailv Monclav moniing, tlie 6th inst , when the show-down 
had not taken [ilace, the* situation could liavc still lunm saved, etc 


The Uoiupain has not contiaclic ted this statement, ueithei in its 
leply 1o this iiieiuoiaiidum noi at aii} olhei time and distinctly shows 
that the slnke, whatever and wheiievci it was scheduled to take place, 
had been kept in ala'yame pending negotiations, in which the 
Company’s aitilude pioved verv unhelpful Ileie, theiefoie, tlie Boaid 
has enough evidence before it to come to the conclusion that the 
Compuiu had lucked out its woikeis and that without giving them 
ten (Ia>s’ notice as was agreed upon betweem the parties Even one 
single man, when he presented himself foi woik, having been refused 
work, the action would be faiilamouiit to lock-out oi in the alternative 
to bieacli of ugieemeiit to seive 10 days' notice, in either case, being 
liable to pavment ot then wages 

The attention of the Boaid has been chuwu to the two notices 
issued l)\ I he Works Supei intendeiit of Hirapur Works on the 5tli 
June 19 kS and with due respcai toi the opinions of my colleagues, 
1 do not tend tlml theie was no jiaitjculai implication in tlu‘ changed 
woiding of the' second notice I hold that the second notice was 
issued to counteract the efh»< t and in leply to the piotests that the 
(Company had lockcnl-oul as a counteihlast iu the strike thieat from the 
Union It IS impossible to escape from that iiupiession and no 
exjilaiiation has heem tuitheomiiig why a change was made in the 
phraseology ot the second notice, it the first one was adequate and not 
cletc'c'tive 

I, theicdorc, hold that even as a lock-out contention, a c^ase has been 
made out tor pavnieiii ol lock-out wages on the plea I hat the (?omiiany 
had locked out juat aa u case had been made out toi strike wagea, on 
the plea ot llieic being justification to strike But theie also exists a 
third coiKsideiulion, which unfortunately, I as a member of this Board, 
am pi ec hided from slating in these notes as this is within my special 
knowledge hut wluch has so fai not l>c*eii available to our Chairman 
and that is i elating to the extreme leusouableness and sohcitnde of 
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tHe Federation offer to save a deadlock, but which i>eoeived not the 
coneideratlou it deserved. I tan speak uo iurthex on this aspect iii 
these notes until 1115 colleague also takes tlie opportuiutv to do so, 
but 1 do claim that that would also go to establish tht* v^oikers* claim 
to pu;yment ot wages foi the peiiod ot enloneil uUeTH^ss

This statement as enough clue to the fixing of tlie date ol imident to 
the 19 th April instead of the 21 st Apiil No n»ait*nuls have he< n 
placed before the Board of a conviming evidential v vahn* and vvhuh 
makes dilficult an exact aw.eiiainmenl ol the facts Mr Wickham 
(Assistant Laboui and Welfare Oflicei)*s statement that “1 called lot 
an explanation from him (Nandlal) [ held an eminiiy next day on 
the morning of the 22 nd ApaiF’ moaning that the incident toctk pine* 
on the 21 st Apnl, does ncjt Jtelo us imicli, sirue liis h‘( ollec lion that 
the “selling of tmkets Umk plate betoie the 21 st Annl I don't 
lomcinbei it it was on <1 Satinclay It was definitely bcdoic tin* LMst” 
IS open to f outradKiioii bv an entry in the Siibedai's book pioduceci bv 
Mr Wickham himself, where it is noted, presuinubly in the Siibedai ’s 
own liandwnting, whic*li luns as follows —

Mt Wickham’s ineiiioiv cannot, theiefoie, be taken as a sate guide* 
and the statements of Nandlal and Ijulit Baliadui beloie the Board 
remain that tlie ineiclent took plate on the 19th Apiil and that Nandlal 
worked toi two or thiee clays theieafter This does not nec(‘hsunl\ 
conflict with, ill fact it c*oineides with, Mr Wickham s stntem(*nt th it 
Naudlal was allow(*d to woik pending leeeipt of oideis fiom Mr (fujda, 
the Labour & Welluie Oflner who alone had the powtM to take* 
desciplinary action in such cases The delay of two or throe* days in 
passing an oidei on the spot and by an ofhcer who could be instantly 
availcm ol would load one to suppose that the so-c^alled derelnJion of 
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duties was not taken in seriously and probably no action haTe been 
taken but for another incident, which it is my view, finally determined 
the action and attitude of the authorities towards Nandlal 

On the 22nd April, Mi Wiikham dihtnbuted among his Watch 
and Ward staff tin boxes and flags loi collection of contribution 
towaids the King George V Anli-Tubeir ulosis Jh'und It was found b> 
the Subedai, aecoiding to the enir} by him of 22nd April referred to 
above and to liis great eliagiin that money had already been collected 
fiom the Guikhas b> Nandlal with boxes and flags received from the 
Secietaiy ot the Laboui Fedeiation and this evidently set oft Bal 
Bahadui and his supeiiois It was a well known fact and had been 
admit ted by Mi Thornton that it was somewheie in January 19d8 
that the Wat( h & Waul dex>aitmen1 was traiisleiied from the dailv 
mustei roll on to tlie establishment section It was presumed by the 
Ooinpanj that a ehaiig* in their in It oi proceduip, cid Ubituiri, should 
also be auiomaiiLalh lollowc'd and at eepted by the Labour Fede- 
ration in so Idi as It aftet ted the status of jts members, who should 
on the intiodiution ol this rule cease to be membeis of the Fedeiation 
The Fedeuition, however, did nothing of the kind nor did the Watch 
and Ward resign as desired b> its officers In tins inndent ol the 
collection of contributions by Nandlal, lial BahadiiT or iiia^ be the 
Company, saw a good oiipoiliinity of killing two buds with one stone 
An obstieperous sujipoiter of the Labour Fedeiation like Nandlal 
would be disposed oi and piolmbly oUit^rs would be fnglitened into 
icsjgning troin the llinon Nandlal was marked down because of the 
(‘ollet tion iiKident ot the 22nd Apnl loi dismissal on the giound of 
the iiuideiit ot the J9th Apnl It may be lemarked in passing that 
the (Company did not examine Hal Bahadui Subedai, who was present 
all along dunng the hearing of Nandlal’s eas(‘ bcfoie the Hoard 

It IS also a notewoithj fact and as admitted by Mi Wickham, that 
no loimal written cdiaige-sheet was diuwm up against Nandlal One 
would think that natiual justice would util foi such a proceduie and 
it would have been ui the best mteiests of the Company as well to 
have done so Moreover, the Company was, iinclei its own terms ot 
settlement with the Laboui Fedeiation, bound to give eveiy one of 
its em])loyeeb in wilting the nature of the offence foi which it wanted 
to take discipJinaiN aition ugainsi him and to receive in wilting his 
evplanation This ornissiou has been very serious and 1 feel that 
II respective of the merits of the case, the failuie to obseive the x)io- 
ceduie laid down foi dealing with clelinquieiits, is a siifhoient ground, 
in my view, foi setting aside the orclei ol ihschaige upon Nandlal 

Hut as [ have stated previously, it is patent that Nandlal collecting 
ioi tlie Anti-Tuberculosis Fund undei instructions of the Federation 
finally detei mined the attitude ot the authoiities towards him and as 
such Nandlal had a legitimate giievauce against the order of discharge 
Nandlal, being cm the establisliinent siaft, was besides entitled to one 
month’s notice ot dischaigc‘ oi pav ioi one month m lieu of such 
notice, but he was given only seven days* notice-pay, which was also 
against the arrangement with the Laboui Fedeiation in respect ot 
employees cm the daily muster roll, to wdiom 10 days* notice is allowed 
or 10 days' pay m lieu of the notice 

Nandlal' s persistency in seeking justice seem to have furthei 
offended the authorities, who, in their efforts to eject him from his 
quarters, had obtained the assistance of the Criminal Courts and bad 
him bound down to keep the peace Nandlal had refused to vacate 



(he qiiariei on the advice of the Union, who had taken up the mat44^r 
with the Oomnanv for adjustment, but the (Company had flatly refused 
to discuss estaolisliinent qiie'^tioiiK with (he l inon 

Issue No. 4 (Kulti ) — Are the Kulti workmen entitled to strike |iayf 


On the 21)th Ma> 193S, the liabom Fedeialion, Kulti Itnun li served 
the Toinparij with a notice that unless leitani ot then ^iievauces 
weie Tedressed, b^\ the 5th of June 19^W, theie would he a ja:eiicral 
strike The immediate cause ot discontent was the iediu(ioii at the 
end of Ma> in the uumhei of men enfoiced b\ the (‘oiuimiin nen'smiatinj:: 
Oie loss ot employment ot some 800 odd men 

This redudion came very soon aftei a pieMous ledudion oi some 
250 odd men towards the be{?iiininj» ot Mav 19.18 and wdiuh had 
Treated a tuiore amonj< the workmen The President of (lie Labour 
Fedeiatioii met the Woiks Supeuiiteiident of the Kulti Plant on the 
13th May 1938, when to add to the existiuf? diH(*ontent, he was intoimed 
of the Company’s con tern plat/cd letrenehmeiit ot some 800 odd inoie 
men due to their being surplus to its requirements and ot i eduction 
ot an additional 720 odd men on the store of tlien seivues not being 
necessary due to the shutting down foi repaiis and le-Liiing of one 
blast furiiare and one battery ot tokc ovens The l^iesident ot the 
Fedeiation on the 13th Mav 1938 diew the attention of (lie Woiks 
Supei jiitendeiit to the ti'equency of these reductions and asked liiin 
why he had not thought ot etteiting all these reductions oil at one 
time, sinte it would take exactly the same argument, enorgv and time 
to explain to the workmen the necessity ot leduction it tlicir number 
was 200 or 2,000, but it was decidedly impossible to help tlie Company 
e\ei and on as against w^nkmen who w'eic likel\ to bc‘ panicky and 
not likely to he alwavs amenable to leason, the moie so since neithei 
the woikmen noi then union had an\ liund in ascertaining oi deter- 
mining the nece8blt^ or otherwise ot such reduction It was further 
suggested that betoie the contemplated inductions wcie decided upon, 
an advance intimation was to l>e given to the Federation oi its Piesident 
80 that they would he able to get in touch with the woikmen over the 
matter 

A ])eisonal Icttei, undated (Appendix, page Hil), from the Works 
Supeiintendent to the President, Laboui Fedeiation, <»\piessed satis- 
faction at this '*biain wave” and dchired to know furthei in the matter, 
piesuiiiahU uhen to cntoice the eontcunphited rediu’tion Without 
waiting for a reply nor having ever stated when the proposed reduction 
was to be brought into c'peiation, a few davs later, on the 2fith May 
1938 notices of reduction licgan to be issued and a pnaic prevailed 
among the w'orkmen The loinl irnion tried its best for two davs to 
explain to the w'orkmen (he necessity tor being patient, but it was 
mobbed bv bands of infuriated woikmen who continued to laid the 
Union offices, asking it to deelaie an immediate strike On the 2Hth 
Mav, a wire was sent bv them to ibe President at Jamshedpur as 
follows “Thousand lediiction Come iminedmteJv Labour 
terrified ” On receipt of this message, the President wiicul to the 
Works SuperintcridenI as under ”Kulti otfic^e aJaimed 1,900 leduc- 
tion Urging circumspection Times cTitir>al Well advised delav 
programme On the same day — 28tyi May — -the local Union wrote 
to the Works Supeiintendent protesting against this reduction to which

(Jn the 2Dih May lO'iS, in sheer desperation in ordei to ward oft 
a liKhinin^ stiike, which the workmen weie deteimined to staj^e, the 
I aion officials issued a uotue to the rompan\ oi its intention to Stiike 
on and iiom the btli June on which date the bulk of lotrenchment 
was to take elli cl To the President’s wiie, a replv was leceived on 
JOlh May complamin^j* of bieadi of agreement not to stuke befoic 
all iiveniies of negotiiil ions hud been exploit'd and dedaiiug the 
(.nmpan>’s inubjljt\ to postpone reductions in piimiplc The Union 
officials also waited upon the Works Supei intendent on the same date 
(doth May 19d8) with a Mew to pievail upon him to modify his 
decision, but to no effect 

It will be clear fmin the loiegoing: that the Oompaii} showed no 
luclmatioii to stop the ledin turns nor even to postpone same pending 
auj adjustment that might Ije effected by negotiations oi otherwise and 
that they were deteimined to push foiwurd this lediu Uon piogiamrae 
I eg aidless of an\ piotesis oi opposition It is not known to what 
extent the Company infeiied support to then i eduction piogramme 
tiom the Woiks Snpeunteiidenl’s talk with tlie President of the 
Pecleiation, but it i\as eleui iio adion would b.ive been advisable 
before fuillier views had liecn cxcdiangcd and it is not enough to saj 
that the Company had discharged its lesponsibility liy merely passing 
a hint of some piogiamine of tutuie reduction it had ui mind 

Tho jiositioii could, llieuloie, be summansed thus — That the 
(’ompan> startGc] icclucfion notices from tlie 26th May 1938 and 
deteimined to cany it out iiispilo ot effoits made tliiough letters and 
interviews from TJiuoii officials — both lociil and cential it is difficult 
to feel what fuithei negotiations were left oj>en to tho Uinoii or could 
have been undei taken in laco ol a positive and peisistent noii-possumns 
Inhere does not seem to be anv cogency in the C’ompany’s plaint that 
negotiations had not been cximusted It is quite jmssible and that 
was wdiat was fell at tliat lime that any Tetcieiice made to the Head 
Ofln c at (\ilcul1a would huve been c*qudll\ fiuitlcss, since the TTeacl 
Olhee (onld not but liu\e suppuitcd the locul officials, who would have 
hcHMi only acting with its c one uirence — the nioie so in that notices 
had actually been issued and w^itbdiawal could not have been done 
without implication of diminution ot prestige, on which lock 99 pei 
c.eiit of negotiations aie known to fail 

To oui Mcw theic is no substance in the Cc)Uipany\ plea of failure 
on the pait of the Union to full\ cxfiloie dJI avenues of undeistanding 
wduch it may be c onfichiit I> pul, weie closed by fust of all issue of 
notices ol reduction without completely taking the Union into confidence* 

(wre exjuessh difleieiitiale ledintioii l>etween a mere hint of possible 
action fiom a full and complete statement and settlement of lecluction, 
how many, when and wdiy) and later on completely banging the dooi 
h\ plum lefusal to he moved 

Fuitliei, one musl feel iluit the obligation to "make evuiy eftoit to 
aznx^e at a settlement” cannot be one-sided but must be reciprocal 
and the employeis cannot meiely reiterate a persistent NO to all 
advances aiicl still clann tliai the labouj side has not (exhausted all 
means of understanding So much, then, on the alleged failure to 
negotiate puoi to taking action 
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Ooininp now to the s^ubj^ct of bit^uili of ii^iocuiout ro^ardiutf i<»ii 
davii’ notice agreed upon belMeeu Ihf- paifje*., Iho position fthould be 
viewed from the attending circuTustames Tlieie is no doubt that emrh 
an agreement existed, but the situation was n^nderf'd i)e\oiKl control 
of the Union bj tlie action of the (\>uipan\ whnli should have known 
ot the possible consequenies ot iliohe notues loi its expenenees of only 
a tew weeks previously when the other unlintion had taken place 
should have w^sed it of the unfailing eMitiinfui th,it was bound to

I thoiefore, find that the Kiilti Union'** notice to stukc although nol 
technic alls piopcr \ei was all that the rnion c*oulcl do to gi\o undn 
the circumstances c onfionting it as ,i n suit of the emplovers’ action 
and that the employei** had all the time available io them, if not inoic* 
to put iben house ni oidei foi the pin pews of meeting the ihieal 
Apait from the frunidlity of an ultimatum the cpic'Mt loii now to he 
dismissed is wbetlur tjien* was pistific ation oi valid reasrms toi issuing 
such notice This question is ausweied in tin* nfhimative It im a 
well known fact that strikes or labour lioubles in this eountrA represent 
the explosion of pent-up forces of discontent on more than one clisahilit\ 
or grievance and that one single cause, often of a very minor nature' 
acts as a match on the acr^umulated powder So it was at Kulti — the 
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fttnke notice itBelf indKjates it Parag^raph I tbeieof aay». '‘All the 
demands ot the employees aeoording to the Hettlement between Mr T. 
L Martin and Mi Hoini, President, Lalioui Federation, Jamshedpur, 
that have not been given as yet, must be given soon Iti these were 
(•orn]iiispd “jnovident lund” instead of whi<h <he (?onipan> had given 
him «i piovident bonus — giade siule had not \et been established though 
it was ne«ill^ a \efti aftei the settlement- -privilege leave and other 
pin lieges weie leekoned as aieiiniig on a service of twelve months 
fiom 1st August to list July of any year and not on straight twelve 
months’ service of the workmen and so on E\en the sickness benefit 
sdierne as settled was granted in full only after a persistent agitation 
of nearly nine months These would go to show that the workmen 
were permitted to remain in a “continuous grouse“ or another and 
all these have adinitfed b\ the (Company b\ later rectification 

The workmen’s minds weie under a heavy strain when retrenchment 
was further added to these The mate h was provided by the Company 
over tlie iiow’der it had accumulated The workmen had felt that the 
negotiafion method had failed for had led to nothinu but endless 
arguments and procrastination It will be noticed that all these 
giievances were later on conceded b\ the Company and even in the case 
of those involved into i«‘tien<*lirnent agreement had been ultimately 
reached on the basis of the pioposal put foiward by the TTnion in the 
first instanee dm mg the negotrafiuiis prior to the expiiy of the stiike 
notice and later on in the teims ot resumption aiianged for through 
the m<‘diation of the Tronoiimhlc Minister for Laboui, Bengal 
Government The workmen had gained then point and it cannot be 
stated that there was no justification foi their action An eailiei 
solution of those ptohlems had lain entnely in the hands of the 
(Company and would have pievented a lot of avoidable haidsbip both 
to the woikinen and to (he Corn pan j 

On these ( iic umstanc es, I ha\(‘ no hesitation to find that — 

(a) the strike notice was justifiable in that negotiatjon metliod had 
failed , 

(h) the stiiki‘ notice, though tcMliuKallN dctcitue \\a^ collect 
uadei the circu instances, for a strike on 10 dajs* notice 
would have been meaningless since it would have meant 
cessation of work after retieuchrneni had ac.lually been 
effected , 

(c) subscMjuent events indicate a complete vindication oi the 
woikmen’s attitude in that liis demands liave been acc.eded 
to by the Company 

On these basis, T find that the workmen iit Kiilti have made out 
a case tor the payment to them of the wages for the period of 45 days 
diiriiig’ winch the> had to stage a shut-down m order to ubtuin a 
rediess of tbeii grievances 

Issue No. 1 (Estabiishmont)— Sick Leave. 

r am in complete accord with m\ colleagues on the BoareVs considered 
finding ic'gaidrng this issue with this pioviso that 1 am in favour of 
allowing an accumulation of such leave up to the maximum allowed 
for a period of tw*o years This will bung it in line with Aiticle 8 of 
the Kiilti seftlement

Preliminary statomant of case. 

1 Introduitory — The Company was incorporated in the year 1918. 

Until the year 1937 it earned on business at its Works at Hirapur 
near Asansol, which consists of two large modern blast furnaces, 
having a total capacity of about 43,000 tons of pig-iron per month. 


The manafremeiit is in the hands of Messrs Burn & Oo of No 12, 
Mission Row, Calontta, who haTe been the Managing Agents since the 
incorporation of the Company 

The Compani is now also the owner of the Kiilli Iron Works, 
situate about 7 miles from Hirapur These Works were formerly owned 
h\ the Bengal Iron Company, Ltd Bntil BIJtl Messrs Maitin & Co 
who are closely associated in business with Messrs Burn & Co were 
ihc Managing Agents of the Bengal Iron Company, Ltd They ceased 
In be Managing Agents on J^llst December 19111 and during the period 
1982-f‘fb neitliei Messrs Burn A Co nor Messrs Martin & Co were 
lomeined w^itli the management of the Kulti Works In 1980 an 
dnulgamatiou was put through and the Bengal Iron Company, litd , 
ceased to exist and the Indian Iron & Steel Company, lid , became 
the owneiH of the Kiilti Iron W^uks Since danuars 1937 the inanage- 
inent of both Works lias been in the hands of Messrs Burn & Co

On Ibth Juh 1937 the laboui at Hirapui also went on strike owing 
to the suspension of a workman This was settled aftei three days 

Pnoj to this, theie had been no strikes at Hirapur 

Both were lightning stiikes Nt» attempt was made by the workmen 
to submit their grievances 

Ml K C Mahindia, on behalf of the management went to Kulti 
and luteiviewed the laboui They uilornied him that Mr Homi would

could have been no difficulty m granting sudi allowuncTs on the 
existing scales of wages and that the discontent on this basis has been

4 Grade w,ale and standard rate — My committee regrets that 
though assurances weie given from time to tunc in carrying (uit the 
undertaking — Principle agreed and drawn up by Management — the 
enormous delay in this respect has had a sety dinturhing effect on the 
workmen ui geneiul combined as it did with the difficulty in lespcct 
of getting acting allowances as also to a continuous deferment of the 
hopes in the minds of some workmen of an advance in thou wages 
on such fixation or revision of wages My committee appreciates the 
reasons advamed b> voiii rompany foi sindi delay and a definite time 
limit given euilier would liavc dissipated all doubts and disappointincntH 
in this lespcct Kveii us late as on the 'bd May, alien our President 
called on \our Works Supeiinteiideiit, wc were infoimed that these

Company’s insistence that all establishment staff, Watcli and Ward 
and clerks should dissociate Dheniselves from the Labour Federat ion - 
nay, it goes still furthei and asks the Federation to deprive them of 
their existing membeiship and wants the Federation to giv(‘ uJl

When the Kulti settlement took place on the 26th June Mr»7 rn 
controversy arose on this subject The question cropped up at tin*

it cannot licdp observing that youi attitude at present is neitbei 
nec(*ssuT^ nor urgent and that it ('onstitiites in tthe first instance an 
intohnnhle luterferenee with an individuaVs freedom of association 
and any ac cjnieseence Iby the Union will amount to an aecepiniue of 
outside dictation on the Union as to the type or class of affairs of the 
tT'nion ]\I\ committee hopes your Company will appreciate the legal 
and moral diffieulties and obligation of our Union in respect of these

the nioie so without lestoration of the status quo in respect of certain 
employees cjf the Tiaboratory Department whose dismissal has left

III lespect of otbei materials placed before you alongside of strike 
nolict my (’oinmittot* feels that an assuranee from you for a satis-

In conclusion may we hone that the present dead lock may be 
scdvecl to mutual satisfac tion by methods of conciliation and good will 
that have so far prevailed with both the parties.

increased to 18 

(4) Uunng the year 1937-38 we decided to lecluce the numbei c»f 
samples taken and did so without any loss of efficiency, and we aie 
during the cuirent seal leclucing laboiatoiv woik still furtbei to make 
the Laboiaton do what it has been iouncl necessarv that it should do 
to assist operation, and nothing more 

The above deals with the caw» for reduction As a matter ot fact, 
the Chief Chemist ccmsideis that we could reduce bv a tuitber two 
c'hemists, but we have not done this as w’^e consider it advisable to have 
Hufficieiit staff to deal with sudden rushes of work and to c*o\er cases 
of sickness. 

As regards the way in which it was decided to reduce Laboratoiv 
staff, we decided on the following —

ovei thes(' matte? s and tlic'v demonstiate betore the Pnion Officer and 
mistake oui d<‘sin to picserve peace as evidence of supineness Besides, 
the Committee feds jf iiupossiljlc to go indefinitely against the wishes

ed, which does not contribute to the promotion of better relations, for

Assault on Emi^oyees — These have been recurring both at Eulti and 
at Burnpur, and nave no possible excuse for their occurrence The 
utmost caution should be employed in dealing with the workmen and 
it would be a most unfortunate thing it au} racial animosity is 
engendeied I am informed that one Mr Washington assaulted an 
emplojee at Burnpur and one Mr Oliver assaulted another at Kulti as 
also one Mr Blown, who had assaulted another einnlojee These have 
been recent cases and are not even a month old Tliese practues, I am 
sure, you heartily disapprove and will insist on their entire elimina- 
tion Such t\pe of othcers, no matter how effluent in then ivork, 
render a distinct dis-serviee to the Company and should have no place 
in its organization We do not desire to vinduate in any wav nor to 
put any obstacle in the path of the Company, but you wnll realise that 
the Union and its ofiBcers have also a certain duly to disiliaige towards 
the protection of its memliers and our work is rendered more onerous 
by such practices Deputations after deputatioiib work the life out of 
me in respect ot these cases and 1 have been finding it hard to ask them 
to continue to be patient

completion of the same order 

On (he question of good will, your letter implies that expressions 
of good will musj ( oine horn us m]\ whereas the laboui must 
contribute their share also 

1 do not wisli to harp on this issue unnecessarily, but I am most 
anxious there sliould be no confusion of interests or view' points where 
we are conceined and so again 1 wish to make it quite clear that we* 
must dismiss men whtue there is a leduction or shortage of work and I 
would lilo‘ to emphasise again the fact which I mentioned on two 
occasions to vou that wc* have* bc'cn and aie still canyiug a very great 
surplus ol laboui, and lia\e lefiamed from making anv discharge in 
the hopes ol ,sceinj[» some signs of additional work So far there 
appeals to be nothing ofteiing that would justify the retention of at 
least some ol our surplus very much longer. 

Jt IS possible theiefoie that in the next few weeks we may have to 
get rid of about 1,000 men or more but vou can lest assurecl, T shall 
keep this down io a minimum though this thousand represents only a 
small peiceutage of our total surplus and it is quite impossible for us 
to continue c.arrying surplus labour whether 27 or several hundreds or 
thousands and you cannot expect us to be generous to such a degree as 
almost borders on suicide

a good cause I am veiy pleased to be able to feel that \ou are 
satisfied we are shouldering a very big burden in the gu*al numbers of 
surplus labour at Kulti I tbink my statements confined stndlv to 
facts and supported by the documents 1 showed >ou will louvime >ou 
sufiiciently as revealing not onl> the burden we are (uiiNing but the 
consideration wath which we aie handling this vexed pioblein and 
with a vt»ry full appreciation of all its difficulties 

At the moment approximately 215 aie under notue out of tlu* total 
820 wliicli you saw^ on ni} statement, the remamdci will have to do 
within the next two or three months or possibK earluM 

In regard to Radha Beni I confiim having told you in leply to 
vour lequest to re-engage him that 1 had no obieetion whatever to 
t«iking him back into our service but to do so now lu view ot the leduc- 
tiojis being made is quite impossible and would ineieK aggravate the 
situation Toil agreed cntirelv and have in> assurame that when a 
suitable opportiiinty occuis Radha Beni will be given iull tueleiemii 
to whidi Ills servKe lecords entitle him In other \vor«ls he will not 
be debited with an> black marks because ot his last dismissal 

In legaid to pett> assaults I think we undeistaiid each other 
thoroughly and vou anpieciate it is not possible for the Companv to 
prevent assaults and iliai all vie can do is to full\ and laiilv invehti- 
gafe complaints and net accordingh and take such preventive measurers 
as niav lie necessary Your local branch must learn to understand 
that eveiy complaint made by them on behalf ot its members is not 
necessanlv based on facts and accept as a forc'gone coiulusion that 
drastic punishment must follow^ and tier© as in other matters they must 
li© satisfied that we aie not influenced by any racial or othcial prejudice© 
and act in a manner which we think fair and proper 

In regard to the dismissal of Nanda Lai wbu h vou inised I did 
tell vou that as our Establishment rules do not pcimit m(»mbois of the 
Kstablishinent inteiesiing themselves m the activities of anv ITiuon it 
is not possible to discuss this matter offieially as between the ITnion and 
the Company but for your owm personal satisfaction, I advised you of 
the details of the breach of discipline which was responsible for this 
man's discharge 

After our discussion 1 again reviewed the details responsible for 
this man’s dismissal and can confiim that the stutemeuts made in his 
letter regarding hours of duf> are not stnctlj correct and alleged nistim- 
tions and peiinission to act in a certain manner aic untrue and in 
regard to witnesses in support of his statement he was able to prodme 
one man only but who gave evidence against him 

The Watch and Ward are for all practical purposes a J^olice — 
Military TTnit, employed for the sole purpose of guarding the 
Company’s property and keeping peace in time of troulile Vou 
pointed out that the membership of the Federation was not in any 
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way reftlncted to labour This may but apart from the fact that 
the Federation was formed, at least so I understand, for the special 
benefit of the working classes and the settlement with you in regard 
io Knlti was essentially on behalf of labour, the Watch and Ward 
fan not in any sense of the word be regarded as labour I admit that 
it was only after contact with your Federation that the Establishment 
rules were modified prohibiting members of the Establishment from 
interesting themselves in Union affairs and apart from the fact that 
we may modify our Establishment rules in any manner we think 
desirable, the immediate necessity foi the introdui tioii of that 
jiaiticular rule was Ihc direct lesult of a very material change in 
nrcumstancoR 1o those which existed before contact with your 
Federation 

It 18 with regret 1 have io 8a> that we cannot modify these rules in 
that particular lespeit 1o suit the convenience of any isolated section 
of our estabhshmenl and I am sure you will appreciate in the altered 
circumstances to whicli f have just referred, bearing in mind the duties 
of the Watdi and Ward, it would be most undesirable and 
impracticable foi a neutral body serving the interests of the Company 
and labour in ceitain spedfic directions to do so satisfactorily unless 
they were absolutely and entirely free from all outside influences 

In times of necessity you, personally I am sure, would look to us 
to maintain jieace as far as possible and in doing so employing an 
organisation specially cremated for that purpose. 

You will see therefore that there is very good reason for our 
insistence that the Watch and Ward must not interest themselves with 
any Tiaboui Union I further advised you that there was room for 
iTnprov(*ineTit in the work of that particular unit and because I regard 
it as an urjjcni necessity in our mutual interests that this body should 
function cHicicntly, 1 am taking steps to improve conditions as rapidly 
as possible- always bearing in mind that Rome was not built in a day

RESOLUTIONS 

Tabutvs 

New Delhi, the 30th March 1939 

No 127-T (2)/38 — The Taiift Board which 
in 1930-31 mvestigated the claim of the Sugar 
Industry to protection, recommended the grant 
of protection for a period of fifteen yam's, the 
measure of protection to Ibe Hs 7-4 per owt 
foi the first seven years and Rs. 6-4 for the 
leriiaiiiing period The Sugar Industry (Pro- 
tection) Alt of 1932 gave effect to these recom- 
mendations, except that relating to the 
measme ot protection during the second part 
of the piotection period The Act lequired, 
howevei, that before the 31 st March 1938 a 
further enquiry should be made to ascertain 
uhut doiiiee of protection was needed by the 
industry tor the remaining period of protec- 
tion This statutory enquiry was refeired to 
the Tariff Board under the Resolution of the 
(lovernment of India No 127-T (l)/37, dated 
the 27th Alaiih, 1937 The Boaicl submitted 
its Hepoit in Dec'einbei 1937 but it was not 
lound possible to finish consideiatum of the 
Report hefoie the end of March 1938 and the 
protective duty then in force was accordingly 
continued foi another year by a formal amend- 
ment of the Act of 1932 

2 The main recommendations of tfie Board 
are as follow\s — 

(1) The fair selling price of Fnchan sugar 

IS Hs 6-13-10 per maund, to which 
should be added 9 as per maund foi 
ti eight and 5 as for quality, making 
i()ughl\ Rs 7-12-0 per maund Java 
sugiii could be lauded at Rs 2-7-0 pei 
maund, and tlie protection required 
IS therefore Rs 5-5-0 pel maund or 
Hs 7-4-0 per cwt This amount of 
protection should be granted foi 
eight years 

(2) Permission should be accorded for the 

manufacture of power alcohol on the 
understanding that it bears the same 
late of duty as petrol 

(3) No special protection is nec'essary for 

the gur industry, apart from the pro- 
tection granted to sugar 

(4) Research work on the agncultuial side 

is inadequate, and an allotment of 
3 as per cwt from the excise dutv 
should be made for central research 
and assistance to provimial agricul- 
tural departments 

(5) A marketing survey ol the sugar indns- 

ti> should be undertaken 

(6) The additional excise duty levied in 

1937 has had unfortunate conse- 
quences for the cane grower and 
manufacturer. At the prevailing 
level of prices the present rate of 
excise duty is out of proportion 

(7) The rationalisation of the industr;^ 

under some form of State oontroi is 
desiraible For thia purpose an All- 
India conference representing all 
interests should be convened. 
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3. The recommendations of the Board 
besides dealing with the amount of protection 
required, contain proposals which are intended 
to increase the efficiency of the industry bv 
measures much wider in scope than anything 
previously contemplated These proposals 
cover a very wide field and necessitate con- 
sultation ibetween the Central and Provincial 
Governments and the other interests concerned, 
and the Government of India have accoidiugly 
confined their examination to the recom- 
mendation dealing with the measure of pio- 
tectioii 

4 The Board has proceeded on orthodox 
lines in taking the difterence between the 
estimated ‘‘fair selling price’’ of indigenous 
sugar and the landed price of imported sugar 
as the measure of protection required The 
“fair selling price*’ is found to be Rs 7-11-10 
per maund and the landed price to be Rs 2-7-0 

E ^r maund, the difierence being Rs 6-4-10 or 
8 6-5-0 per maund in round figures The 
Board has thus come to the conclusion that 
Rs 7-4-0 per cwt (equivalent to Rs 6-5-0 per 
maund) is the amount of protection required 
for the remaining jieriod of protection 

5 The Government of India have carefully 
examined the detailed f alculations on whicli 
the Board has arrived at its estimate of the 
“fair selling price*’, and are disposed to con- 
sider, in the light of recent information, that 
the figuies proposed by the Board for certain 
items, iiotalbly manufacturing costs and profit, 
and ioi adjustment of difierence in quality are 
susceptible of reduction They also consider 
uuestiouaJble the assumption that Java sugar, 
the selling prue of which so vitally after ts the 
measure of protection, can Ibe sold ex-duty at 
as low a figure as Rs 2-7-0 per maund The 
Calcutta c i f quotations tor Ja^a white 
sugar remained well over Rs 3-8-0 per maund 
during the first four months of tne current 
financial year, and have thereafter averaged 
Rs 4-3-8 per maund The Boaid s figure was 
based on special and purely temporary con- 
ditions in Java and is no longer accurate when 
those conditions no longee olbtain World 
sugar market conditions hate improved since 
the Board wrote its Report and with the satis- 
factory working of the International Sugar 
Agreement there has been a return of con- 
fidence and with it an improvement in world 
prices 

6 There is another, and even more 
important factor, namely, the recent changes 
m the Indian industry itself; which must be 
taken into consideration when examining the 
proposecl jirotective duty While Ihe 
examination of the Taiiff Board’s report has 
been in progress, the situation has changed 
SO fundamentally that the report — through no 
fault of the Board’s — is already out of date 
The application to the sugar industry of an 
elaborate and extensive system of control by 
the United Provinces and Bihar Governments 
and their decision to levy a provincial cess on 
oane eupplied to the factories and^ to enforce 
TY^miwiiiTin price regulations more rigidly than 
in the past have produced new and unexpected 
conditions which have so modified the basis of 
the Board*e Report that it is not possible to 
fix the leve^l of protection for the whole of the 
unexpired term without a further enquiry. 
The industry, however, is still in an unstable 


position, and it must be given sufiidenl lime 
to adapt itself to the new conditions before a 
further investigation can usefully bo undci- 
taken The Government of India piojiose,. 
therefore, to fix the amount ot protection for 
a jienod ot tuo \eais from April Ist 1939 to 
March 31st 1941, pending a further invesli- 
gation to be held in 1940 in time to emillde a 
decision to be made as to the quantum of juo- 
tectiou for the lomauiing five yeais from Ajinl 
Ist 1941 Foi the two years, Apnl Ist I93^> 
to March 31st 1941, the Go\einment of India 
iiropose to impose tlie ])iescnt piotectnc dulv 
less 8 as pei (wi The comparatively hig)» 
prices ruling for ilava sugar sujiport the view 
that this modest leduction will still leave the- 
indigenous iudustr\ adequately piotected 

7 The Government of India lannot allow 
the Board’s loraarks on the iiUTouse in excise 
duty m 1937 to pass without comment In 
paragraph 2 above a finding set out in tin*- 
Board’s Summaiy to the eftent that tlie luesent 
lale ot excise dut> was out ot propoition at 
the then pievaihng level ol prices has been 
quoted If the bocTy of the Rejioit is retened 
to, it will he seen that this finding did not 
repiesent a heliet (which would lune been 
cleuih unsustainable) that theie existed some 
absolute standard as to what is the appiojuiate 
limit lo) levenue taxation, whieh in the case 
of HUgai was exceeded II )V a duty at the late ot 
Rs 2 ])or rwt Rather, it referred to the 
Board’s contention that a reduction of duly is 
necessary “unless the price of sugar can bc‘ 
stabili/od at a lo\el which will allow of the 
payment of a fan pine* for i ane to the giowei 
and a reasonable margin of profit to the manu- 
facturei” This concdusion derned from the 
earlici finding that the burden of the enhance- 
ment of dut> made in 19f{7 fell upon (he c^anc> 
grower and miinufactur^oi alone That 

S rronouncement w^as made in tlie light of cori- 
litions prevailing in 1937 and has alicuids 
become obsolete owung to the gi eat ucUance of 
prmes since that time, indeed, conditions have 
so changed that the two Provincial (ro\ein- 
ments which are cpioted by the Boaid as 
having cniuused the eiiliaiic ement of the 
excise duty have since found it possible them- 
selves to iiupuHc additiomil taxation wdiich is 
to be leeovered from the industry, whatever 
the shoulders that will u'ltimateh bear it 

Even taking a shorter view, (onfined to the 
conditions that prevailed when the Ifoard pre- 
pared its Report, the Government of India 
cannot accept as justified llie categorical 
assertion that the enhancement oi the* duty 
had no eftect on the eousumer hut tlial it fell 
upon the manufac^turer and thioiigli him upon 
the cultivator. The Board rest*^ tins con- 
elusion upon the follow^ jiig statement — 
‘Tonsequent on the increase of excise duty 
the augar prices rose by a few annas, but this 
rise, unlike 1934, only temporary and for 
a few days after which prices fell to even 
lower levels than before’’ This is not satis- 
factory evidence The market was at the time 
in a highly disorganised condition owing to 
over-production and there is nothing to show 
that if the duty had not been imposed prices 
would not have fallen still lower hy an amount

gented In the Board lor the reason that m the

Finall\, 'belore leaving this subieit, the 
Ooveinnienl of India aie umstiained to (all

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tTATEMENT OF OMEOTS AND REAMNIt. 

The Bengal Medical Act (Aot VI of 1914) was parsed m 1914 But unlike similar Acts 
in the Punjab, the United Proyinoes» Burma, Bombay and oven in England it did not provide 
for the permanent relief of the then medical practitioners actually practising in the province 
In heu of this the Government of Bengal only provided temporarily for a hmited number ot 
tramed men to obtain the registrable qualifications by piissing examination This transitory 
provision is, however, quite madequate Many ot the medical practitioners, who lived abroad 
at that time or who remained in the remotest corners ot tlie interior villages and were not aware 
of the privilege, had been left out These unregistered practitioners are not now deemed quali- 
fied and are not even considered fit to certify their patients’ illness or to procure raquisite rnedi- 
cmes for their patients Thus the present All-India Medical Mission have come into existeiioe 
It was through their efforts that legislation on the subject was tried several times without 
success It IS now time to consider the matter afresh and some permanent relief is Uy lie given 
to these poor medical practitioners 

The Medical Act (Act VI of 1914), while restricting the registration of medical practitioiiei s 
did not restrict the estabhshmeut bf private medical mstitulions Some of these uiiiecogniscHl 
mstitutions have since been recognised But the studonts who comploU3d their ('ourse of 
education therem and began to practise befoi^ such recogmtion have boon left in the lurch 
Therefore it is found that there are two sets of good doctors trained at the same mstitutions, 
one set of whom are unqualified ior want oi registration, wlule another set are (]ualiiiiHl 
registration It is but fair and equitable that suoh students should be given anothei oppoi 
tunity of being qualified 

Other medical mstitutions still unrecogmsed are producing medical practitioiiei s In 
order to quahfy them they should also be given a chance t/O appear in another Lioentiatoship 
exammation similar to that of 1016 

It IS to do away with the disabilities oi these medical practitiouers and to enable them (o 
get their names entered m the “ Register of Registered Practitioners that this amomimeni 
to the Bengal Medical Act (Act VI of 1914) is required

CHAPTER L 
1. — Statistical. 

Area and population. — Tho Presidency oi Bengal^ exdudiii;^ the 
Indian States, has an area of 77,521 square miles The piovime 
IS divided into 5 admmisti ative divisions and 27 distric Is foi 2«S 
li we ineliide ('ulciitia which is, for all piartica] puijmsis, 
a sepaiate district) There are 2G district ho.iids and ]|8 muiii- 
(.ip<ilni(*s rht pieatei p.iit ot H n^al consists oi (he vast d( lias ol 

the (langes and the Biahmaputra, land admirablv suited for agri- 
culture hut pool in mineral resources Though predominantly ugii- 
cultuial, the province has also impoitant uidustneH but these aie 
located almost entirely in two relativelv small areas — (Jalcutta and its 
neighbourhood and the coalfield aicas in the ’strict of Bui cl wan 
But, generallj speaking, Bengalees have stoo * aloof Irorn the devc^op- 
xnent ot these industries and even the labour force employed is drawn 
very largely from outside the piovince 

As IS natural in an agricultural land, the people live, for the most 
part, in villages and the towns are small country towns, rural rather 
than distinctively urban in character Apart from Dacca, Calcutta 
and Howrah, there is no town in the province with a population of 
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100,000 and Ibero are only a few towns with over 50,000 inhabitants 
Finin llie 10»‘ll crnsus figures, it appears that the urban population 
has not hren in( leasing relatively, for in 1911, 38 per thousand 
oi the population lived in towns, while in 1931 the proportion of 
t(i\Mi-d\v(d]tis had fallen to 34 per thousand The census figures of 
1031 f^ive the number of touns as 138 and of villages as 86,618 
Avoiding to recent educational suivev, however, the number of 
villages IS cakulated to be about 110,000 m round numbers 

The census figures of 1931 show the population of the British 
Tc-nitoiy in the pioviiue as 50,114,002 (26,041,608 men and 
24,072,304 women) The population on the Slst March 1937 has been 
estimated, by the Bublic Healtli (Joinmissioner with the (ioverumenl 
ot India, at 32,332,256 This i‘stiinate lias been made by adding to 
tbe census population ot 1931, tlic* estimated natuial intiease in tlie 
}K)piilatu)n, that is to say, the number ol bulbs minus the deaths, 
dining the period undei re\iew This is, however, only an appioM- 
niate figuie, cmIc iilated on the assuniplion that the rate of increase 
in the rc^gistc'U'd areas of the proMiicc* holds good foi the rest of the 
province* also The distrihution of the* population by religion and 
sex, as in tlie 1931 ccuisus figuies will be found in Table I at the* end 
of this chapter Obviously these figures are no longer conect 
Though it IS not possible to give figuics later than the 1931 census, 
there are reasons to assume that there has been a higher rate of 
inciease amongst the Muslims and that this community now probably 
toims a laigei proportion of the iiopiilation than it did m 1931 


II. — General. 

Tlio end of tbe quinqiienuium under leview also marks the end of 
an impoitant stage in the administration of the province, as on 31st 
Maich 1937, the dyarcliual constitution which was inaugurated in 
1921 came to an end As it might be* convenient to have in one 
place the educational figures tor the peiiocl during which the reforms 
w(*re at work, statistics for the quinc|uennial years ending 31st March 
1922, 1927, 1932 and 1937 have been given in the tables at the end 
of this chapter 

'rhe high hopes that were raised when, with the inauguration of 
the Uefoims, education was placed in chaige of a Minister responsible 
to the elected lepresenlatives of the people in the Legislative Council 
were, it has to be admitted, not fulfilled in this province But 

f iracticallv the whole pcuiod 1921-1937 was one of extreme ditheultv 
or Bcmgal, on account of an almost chronic state of financial diffi- 
culties The Mestoii Award on the inauguration of the Keforms 
hit the province very haul and a llc^trenchmcnt Committee had to be 
appointed in 1922, and lliougli all the drastic recommendations made 
by that Comiuittc*c wc^re not fullv accepted by Govc*rnment, large 
measures of ecoiiomj’^ m educational expenditure had to he introducecl 
This continued tor some yeais when the outlook appeared to be 
somewhat hiighter But the world depression of 1930-31 and the 
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consequent fall in prices, especially of jute, created a position of 
great financial difficulty for the province and it was still further 
aggravated by a serious recrudescence of terroiisni in the province 
and considerable additional expenditure had to be lucuiied to fight 
the menace This strained the finances ot Bengal almost to the 
breaking point A Retrenchment Commiltee of the Legislature 
again tooth-combed all expenditure and educational cvpoudituie was 
again drastically reduced The situation was serious indeed and 
to meet the financial needs of the luomoiii, medianicul staudaids for 
lediK irig expcndituie were introduced, but, bj the rule of thumb 
method, the good and tlie bad alike were ( asi into the pit The 
(Lneinment icsolutiou on education in 1935 (No 2517 Edn , dated 
the 27th Jul^s 1935) rightly observed 

‘*The result for education has been disastrous Whal was bud 
has become worse and what was tolerable had in many 
inslaiKcs b(‘(orae bad Improvement, long mediUited and 
long ovcidue, had to be postponed indefinilely and instead of 
even noimal progress, there was at manv points a visible 
retrogression 


The most evident result of this financial stringency has been that 
the proviiue no longei occupies the position had ir the cdmalion 
w^orld ot India before the inauguiation of the Reforms 

The education of the masses has sufiered most as a lesult, this is 
not to sa\ that tlioie has been any retrogression, but in the jiic- 
Reloim days, greatei impoitanco was given to LniveisiU and 
eollegiale "education than to primary education and the piimarv 
scliool (oiii&e was nut a self-containcul couise, marking (hi^ end ot a 
definite stage in the aeheme ot education At the end of the cjiijn- 
quenniinn, the position is \en nearly what il was 15 veins ago In 
spite ot the predominanth luial and agneultuuil (h.iiafter ol the 
province, the education givcm is better adapted to train boys foi 
employment in the* tow^iis as clerks oi at best in one ot th<‘ limited 
number oi leained piofessions 

Tlie (ontiol ol s(m ondarv education is still as diaotic as it was 
in tlie past and hardly anything has been done to im lease the cjiialitv 
of tctiLlieis in secondary schools The facilities available loi (he mil 
training of secondaiy school leachc^rs aie as meagre lu they wett in 
1921, 111 fad, cxpcndiliiie on Training Colleges has been cut down 

ruthlessly as a temporal \ mc^asure of economy from 1933 onwards 

There has been \eiy little increase in the expenditure on education 
fioiii provincial levenues since 1922, indeed in 1937 (Joveinmeni 
actually spent nearly Rs 7,00,000 less on education than it did in 
1927 

Rut though judged bv its actual achievements, tin* penod under 
review has been a lean period, it has perhaps a message cd hope for 
the future Never before in the history ot the province has public 
interest lic'cn focussed so sharpH on cmIiu itional prohlcons In lnl\ 
1935, a (Jovernnient Resolution on School Education in Bengal was 
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piibhslji f] and tliift rouned ammatcd ( nticisms of the Government 
jiinposjl^ dl (u’ei tlie (‘ouiili} The lldiK ation Minister, the Hon’ble 
Kli .111 Jhiluiduf if Azj/ul Ilaq, ( J i , oideied an educational survey 
Id be nicide and d most valuable set ol distiut maps showing the dis- 
Inbiilion ol 8( lioohs, inadiasabs and niakia])8 was prewred which 
showed (leaily the inequitable distiibution of educational institutions 
in iht proviiKL* He also organised eaily in 193G an educational 
e\Libition and conference of sc(ondaiy school teachers on a scale 
never bcfoic attempted This was calb'd Bengal Education Week, 
though 1h(‘ toiilcicTue and exhibition lasted foi about 10 days It 
was attfuided b> oveu 1,G00 teailieis troni a.l o\ei the province and 
disiinguisliod educationists fiom Bengal and outside the province 
addiessed meetings and condiuted discussions with the cielegate 
The work done in the Wc'ok w^as inosl valuable', and it stiraulatea the 
teachers to bold inimcious legional coiiteienies Seveial Committees, 
with otfic lal and non-offic lal membcis, were appointed by Government 
to surges! educational reorganisation Towards the end of the qum- 
qucuiniiim, an cxpeiimeiilal sc lie me of adult education was m- 
ttiiguiated 111 Maicb lf)37 Goveinmcrii pubiished a resolution on the 
icport ol the Oominittee appoinic*d to levise tlie curricula of primary 
schools and maktabs Earlier in the quinciiicnnium, Government 
appointed a Special Officei to deal with the exhaustive Report of the 
Muslim Education Committee It will tlius be seen that during the 
peiiod undei levic'w, a great dt^^l of rec'onnaissanc e work has been 
done and the giound piepared for launching a comprehensive scheme 
of educational rec onstnu tioii in the* fiitnic*

I^hough theie wms .i fall in ilie numbei of institutions, there was 
an lucre ase m the numbei of pupils undei uisliiu tioii in all grades of 
vnstitutious except m wivueogiusMl sdunels and in s])ec ml sdiools 
Tlu> uumUi ot students in aits eolbne^ diovved a gicMtei increase than 
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in any other quinquennium In 1927 theie whm an mtioaae of 6,47S, 
while at the end of the preseut qumquenniuiu, Iheie was an increase 
of f),847 students This is in striking lontrast to the position at the 
end of the pieceding quiniiueiinium, when the Tuinihei of students in 
colleges showed a fall of 2,07G In pioii‘ssu»nal i alleges also theie 
was an iiuiease of 87U students, while in the pievioiis qiunqnennuiin 
the numlier had deilined by 1,114 Pupils in se(ondar\ schools lune 
incieased by 72,574 and iii piiniaiy schools by 841,229 as against an 
jiiciease of 48,232 and 374,771, respcMtiveU, in 1032 Tn 1032 iherc 
was an ui< reuse of 10,803 pupils in special schools as eonipaied to 
the nunibei in 1927 Tn 1037, howe\ei, ihci«‘ was .i fall oi 152 «is 
coinpaied to the iiuinher of 1032 The nunihei of pupils in nnicMo^- 
nizecl institutions also shows a weh^onie fall of 1 380 as (oiniuiied to

But the rate of piogrcss has been somewhat slowed down in the case* 
of ilie Miisliins On the list Afaic h 1927, then* was an inc lease ot 
259,465 Muslim pupils, on the hame date in 1032 the* ini lease in tlu' 
numbei was 297,835, while lu 1037 the imuease was only 218,420 
The well-known poverty oi the Muslim agi ic ultui ists in the yuovinco

.1 leterc'Tue lo Table 11 will show that dimnp: the eailier years of Ihe 
piesent quiiuiuennuim, <hc expenditiiie fioin ptovimial leveniie was 
considerably lower than in 1030 The lale of iinrease in the (‘xpendi- 
tuie from mun k ipalihes and distiid boards was also lowei in 1937 
than in 1932 

The in(j(*ase in educational evpendituie \v,ih mainly due 1o the 
rcfioiied im lease in the fee intmne Duunfj lh(‘ jieiiod 1021-22 to 
1930-37, the fee income had ijsen bv Bs 7r),83,iSftl , wliile exjiendituie 
from Goxernrnent soiiices had risen by onl\ Rs 5,07,372 Tn 1922. 
40 0 pei cent of the trotal expendituie on education came from 
pioviiuial revenues, but in 1937 only 31 0 pei cent came from the 
same sourre The position is alto^etliej different in the othei 
piovimes of India In 1930 ihe averaj^e expenditure from Oovnun- 
mont sources formed 43 3 pei cent of the total expenditure on 
education in the whole of Rntish fndia, in Madras it formed 40 4 
per cent , in Rombav 40 1 per cent , in the Fiiited Provinces 53 1 per 
cent , in the Punjab 50 7 peu cent , in Assam 50 3 per rent , while in 
the Noith-West Fiontnu Piovime it formed 08 4 per cent Tn the 
same year, 25 2 per cent of the total expenditure was met fiom fee 
income m (he whole of Biitish India, the fi^jfines for some of Indian 
piovimes w('it -Madias 17 7 pn i ml , Bombav 24 0 pei (ml , the 
TTnited Piovimes 20 5 peu lent , the Punjab 25 \ per (cut , Assam 
19 3 pei (eiil , North-\Vest Fiontiei I'lovime 115 juu (ont Bui in 
Bengal it ivas as bipfli as 44 9 jiei cent of the total expenditure The 
fi^'uios for the expendituie from tlie local selt-^overiiinp;’ bodies are 
eqiiallx dcqiiessin^ Tn 1930 the avei i^e expendituie tioin local 
funds showed that it formed 10 1 peu cent of the total exjnuidituie on 
edmaiion in British India Tn Bengal it was only 82 pei cent of 
the total, this is all tlie moie sinpiisin^ when it is lemembeied that 
the raleutlii Corpoiatiou was speiidmj^ VTiy neaily three-quarteis of 
wh.it the 20 distiiet hoaids and the 117 other municipalities in the 
jirovime were spending on education^ 

The exjienditure according to objects (given in Tabb' 14) shows 
that thcic was a sliglit increase in tlie exjicndituie on Univeisities and 
arts colleges, and a small increase in the expenditure on primary 
schools, hut tlic laigc'st incTease was in the expenditure on the 
secondaix schools whn li taught English, theie was an actual fall in 
ihe expenditure on piofesmonal rollc^ges , the comparative increase was 
largei in tlie expenditure on spetial schools than on piiinaiv schools 
In the penod of 1921-22 to 1930-37, there was an increase of 
Bs 05,32,520 in the total expcuiditure on secondary schools — 
Rs 63,05,05f5 on boys’ schools and only Rs 8,97,471 on gills’ schools, 
the iTK lease foi piimaiw sc hoeds was Rs 29,00,749 and for special 
schools Bs 21,71,518 The increase m expenditure w^as Rs 22,40,001 
on boys’ primary schools and only Rs 7,16,148 in the case of girls’ 
primary schools. 
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The present review makes dismal readin^irf foi it deals with a pencul 
of g^real fiimncial siim8em'\ But towaids the end of the (luinquen- 
niuin, the depression slowlv lifting and in the tdeetions that v\eie 
held in the last jear of the quinquennium all pelitual paities gave 
eduiatioiuil reronstiiu turn the greatest piominenee in then elertioii 
iTiaiiitestoes This augurs well for the futuie of education in Bengal, 
especially for the education of the masses uhich had hcvn so neglected 
in the past

During the iiuitupiennium, as m the past, a large number of 
ciuestion on vanous aspects of cMhication were asked, the majoiity 
wcuc of almost a pniochial interest and related to particular institu- 
tions and ofhc'es, hut there weie some also that dealt with general 
ciuestions like giants to disfiici boards for payment to untiained and 
flamed teachers of primarv schools, the necessity of increasing the 
nutTibei of trained women tcuicheis, the deprovmoialization of 
(ilovernmeni schools and c^ollcges and the inadeciuacy of the grant made 
to the Calcutta University

The Directoratei — The Direetoi of Public Inetruction is the admiu- 
isiiativc head of the Education DepaTtuieut and technical adviser to 
the (loveinmeni on all educational questions But the Director (unnot 
submit his cases diiectly to the Ministei oi Member except through 
the Education Secretary The Secietuiy is a iiieinbei of the Indian 
Civil Service and it is claimed that aciording to the rules, he must 
be a member of that seivice An interesting experiment was tried 
when Ml J M Boitomlev, cik, ies , Diiectoi of Public Instruc- 
tion, was appointed to officiate, in a leave vacancy of slightly over 
toiu months, as Piducation Secietaiy fioru the 2(Hh July to the 26th 
IVovemhei 19d4 This expeiimeiit vva*^ not tried again, for, it was 
believed that the post of the Edination Secietaiy must be reseived foi 
a meinbei of the Indian Civil Seivice 

The Haitoj; Conimiltee lepoit dealt, at some length, with the 
lelations ol the Diiector and the vSecretaiy and tiled to show that 
the reasons which once justified the existence of the Education 
Secietai> weie no longer valid But it it is at all necessary to retain 
the post of the Educafion Sec.ielaiy theie aie fairly obvious 
advantages in having as the Seciefary an oHicer who has already held 
the post ol the Diiecior and is familial with educational questions 
The Awssistant Secietaiy of tlie Education Depaitment is usually 
lecruited from the Piovincial E\c‘cutive Service 

The post of tlie Directoi of l\ibhc Tnsfiuction is not included in the 
cadre of the Indian Educational Service, but a member of that 
Service is normally appomfed to the post The Secretary of State 
tor India has laid down that the post M'onld be reserved foi a member 
ot the Indian Educational Service, so long as a suitable officer is 
♦ivailable lu any of the Indian Piovinees 

The posts ot the Assistant Director of l^ubhe Instruction and the 
Assistant Director for Muhammadan Education aie reserved for 
meiTil)cMs of the Indian Educational Service But during the whole 
of the quinquennium, the lattcu post was held, on an officiating basis, 
by Khan Bahadur Mr Mania Baksh, a member of the Bengal Senior 
Educational Service The post of the Assistant Director was also 
held tiom Decemiror 19»‘15, on an officiating basis, by two members of 
the Bengal Senioi Educational Seivic*e, Mi J M Sen from December 
Iflllf) to January 19JJ7 and after him by Khan Bahadur Mi 
Fakhrnddin Ahmed 

The post of the Speu lal Offiier for Piimar\ Education, which was 
created in March 19‘U, has not yet been made permanent It is 
now held by Khan Bahudiii Mi Tasaddiiq Ahmed, also a membei of 
the Bengal Senioi Educational Service 

The post of the Physical Diic*ctoi was created temporal ily in 
November 1928 and Mr James Buchanan was appointed, on contiact, 
with efl^ect from the L*fih of November 1928 ft has now been made a 
permanent one and Mr Buchanan has been apiroiuted on special 
terms till he reaches the age cd super aim nation 

The post of the Additional Assistant Direct-or, which was cieated 
in 1926 and was renewed from vear to year, was abcdished as a ineasuie 
of economy with eflPec t from the beginning of the financial year 

1933 - 34 . 
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The inadequacy of the headquarteis staff was adversely cntimed Hiy 
the Hartog Coninuttee as early as 1931 , the Committee observed- 

“^'We are oi opinion that the headquaiteis staff are lameiitablv 
inadequate and that the piepuiaiidu ui st hemes for 
coneideration by the Minister has been seuoiislv hampered 
by this inadequacy Negleit to pioiide a pio|>er staff leads 
not to economy but to extrava| 4 :aiu e ” 


The position during the peiiod undei review was W*\en inoie 
unsatisfactory than it was when the report was wiitten There is us 
yet no officer at headquaiteis to deal with m( hemes toi women's 
education and the existing staff tan haidly lope with even the normal 
loutiTie work of the depaitiiient The pieseme id moie seiiioi 
and expeiienced offiieis at headquarters, for lonstiuetive v^oIk, is 
urgently needed

If the Superior Educational Service had been (‘onslituted eailiei, 
the higher posts in the department would have been held by highly 
qualified men, but in almost all cases, puielv temporal y ari^^ngemenls 
weie made and when the new Service was eveutuallv (onslituted it 
was difficult as Sir George Anderson observed in his Qujiujuennial 
Report on the Progress of Eduration— 

“to paes ovei the claims oi men who defideni in the neccssaiy 
quahfiiations, had done their best in trying uk umstaru es 
Thus the standard ot competence in the new seivue ha^ 
lieen jeopardised from the outset “ 
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hnlKm Ednicational Service — The Indiau Educational Service 
consisted on^^iually of 67 posts (excluding the |)OBt of the Director of 
Publu Instiiuiion) in the Men’s Blanch, and of 4 posts in the Women’s 
BrancJi In 1931-32, 22 of the posts in the Men’s Branch were held 
by permanent members of the service (11 of whom were Europeans) and

Inspecting agency. — An Tnsfieitoi of Schools IS attached to each 
of the five administrative divisions of the piovinie He deals with 
all edinational questions except folleges, Women's Education and 
Anglo-Indian and European Kduuitioii The Divisional Inspector is 
assisted by a Second Inspeitor and an Assistant Inspector for 
Muhammadan Education, in some divisions there aie two “Second"

The jiosts of the 5 Divisional Inspectors and 4 Second Inspectors 
were originally held by Indian Kdiuational Service officeis, 9 senior 
inspecting posts are now included in the cadre of the Bengal Senior

Each Bengal district has also a Distiict Inspecjtor, who is an 
officei of the Bengal Educational Service, but during the (juinquen- 
nium the post of the District Inspector of the Chittagong Hill Tracts 
was abolished and leplaced by that of a Subdivisional Inspector m the 
Subordinate Edueatioodl Service The Dislnct Inspector is the 
principal educational offi(er in the district, but ho has long ceased to be 
an ex-officio member of the distnct hoard, though he is still a member 
of the BoaicEs Education Committee In distiict which has adopted 
the "optional" scheme of primary education and established district 
school ooards, he is an ex-officio member (and generally ex-officio secre- 
tary) of the school board 

The SubcLvisional Inspectors inspect middle English schools, 
junior madrasahs and guru-training schools, they are also expectecl 
to supervise^ the work of the Sub-Inspectors under them They were 
thus intended to form a useful link between the District Inspector and 
the Rub-Insppctois During the cjuinquenniiim their number was 
nearly halved as a measure of economy 

The principal business of the Sub-Inspectors is to inspect primary 
schools and maktabs There are also Special Sub-Inspectors appointed 
solely for the inspection of maktabs 

There are besides in certain west Bengal districts Assistant Sub- 
Inspectors and Inspecting Maulvis for primary education It has 
been decided to abolish these posts gradually as vacancies occur. At 
present there are only 10 such posts (4 in the Presidency Division and 
6 in the Burdwan Division), as against 13 in 1932 

There is an Inspector of European Schools for inspecting European 
Schools for both boys and girls There are only two InsMctresses 
in the Province, one for the Presidency and the Burdwan Divisions 
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and the other for the Dacca, Chitta^^on^ and Rajshahi Divisions 
They are assisted hv 12 Assistant Inapectrcases There was no change 
in the number of women inspecting officers duiing the quinquennium 

In addition to the inspecting staff empl(»vcd hv (lovcinincnt, some 
district boards nlso maintain Inspecting Pandits and Maulvjs (who 
work under the (lovernment inspecting stall) ioi the inspection of 
primary srh(»ols The (\ilrutta Torpoiation inaiiiiains an inspefting 
staff which w(»’ks under the Education Offuei ol I hi' 4\>i poration and 
inspect the schools managed by and aided hv the ( 'orporation 

Efficioncy of inspootioili — That a competeni inspeclnig sinff is as 
indispensable is a competent teaduiig staff* is genernll\ recognised, 
teachers, even excellent teachers, undoubtedly ''benefit b\ the stimulus

(3) Mymensmgh scheme — In the distiict of Mvinensingh thcoc' 
were 25 schools run undei a six'cial seheme, devised originally bv tin* 
Distnet Inspectni of Schools and suKsecmentlv adoptc'd by the disirn I 
school boaid The scheme eontemplatecl that ihe union hoards would 


be Huthoiised to manage schoola in their own area but would contri- 
bute approximately a sum of lls 600 out of their own funds for the 
puipoHc Only 4 union hoards in the district adopted the scheme and 
at the end of the quinquennium there were only 24 such schools. 

Municipalities. — The Corporation of Calcutta aie responsible for pri- 
mary education m Calcutta Theie are under their direct control 230 free 
pnmaiy schools and a Piimary School Teacheis* Tiaunng College and 
they also give grant-iu-aid to 348 schools As an experimental measure 
ermipulsoiy education was introduced in Ward IX of the (ity without 
levying any additional tax or receiving any subsidy fiom Government 
The Chittagong Municiixility also adopted a scheme for free and com- 
pul8or\ education for bovs within the municipal area, Government con- 
tribute half the expenses for the schools 

A total additional sum of Rs 12,500 Wc^s piovided bv Government 
JTi 1935-3G and 1936-37, for the establishment of Bibs primary schools 
111 miuiKipfil aieas A girls’ primary school ivas started at Bansal 
and Biss sclieine schools tor boys weie established in 3 othoi munici- 
pal ihes 

Aided SChMiS. — The usual amount oi giant-in-aid is very small 
indeed, in some (ases, as small as annas eight a month The district 
lioards ajiparentl^V considiu that the better way of ensuring wider 
litera('\ in the districts, is to distribute the comparatively small amount 
they set apart for education to a veiv large number of schools rather 
than give adequate giants to a limited mnnhei of efficient schools 

PUfNis III primary schools. — The numhei ol pupils in bovs’ primaiy 
9< [looLs laci eased tiom l,GH2,275 lu 1931-32 to l.!M6,429 in 1936-37 and 
in gills’ piimar\ schools fioiu 433,136 to 614,202 llio total number 
ot punila in the piimaiv stage, that is to sa\, pupils attending pnmary 
s( hools and pupils in the piimaiv (lasses attached to middle and high 
^cho()l wa^ 1,971.824 hovs and 692,682 girls at the end of tlie

In the primary stage, 1,006,448 ol the h()\s weie Muslims and 
888,165 Hindus, wdnle the number of Muslim hojs in the upper pri-

For evciy 86 bo\s who are in the low^est class of the piiinaiy 
schools, theie aio only 10 hovs m the top dass of the pnmary stage 
The figures tor giils aie eyon moie depicssing, for every 453 girls in 
the lowest piiinarv dasR theie arc only 10 in the highest dass 

For evei> U9 Muslim hovs and 1,333 Muslim gnls in the lowest 
dass ot the priinan stage, theie aie now only lO Muslim Iwya and 
10 Muslim girls in class V In the case of Hindus, there were 10 Ixivs 
and 10 gills in class V for ever^ 52 lioys and 225 girls in the lowest 
class 

Wastage. — The wastage, as has been observed, is appalling Per-

The total numhci ot teachers in pnmary schools tor Indians is 
92,15h, ot whom only 5,()()4 are w^onieii This is a ]>c)in1 whidi ]>ei- 
haps needs stressing The axeiago numbei ot women t4a4heis in a 
gills’ school in Bengal is 0 3, that is to sav, theie is haidly one worn in 
teadier tor every thicie giils school, and of course tlicie aie no woiimmi 
teachers in a bo\s’ sdiocd The consensus ot educational opinion ill 
ovei the world is that women are einuuMith more tittc'd to he inimaiv 
school teadieis than men, hut in Bengal tlmie are not enough women 
teachers even tor the girls’ schools

on the increase At first, the amoiini available used to be distributed 
pio rata .nnongst Uie number of teachers in any particular aiea So that 
each bMchoT Tniffht have some share of this Iinj>enal grant The allow- 
ame tlnm became smaller and smallei as the number of teachers 
im leased The Diieiior ol Public Instnuiion ordeied that the amount 
ot the allowance should not be ledured but that the full allowance 
should be given, necessaiiU only to a tixed number, on the principle 
lh.it this uoditional giant will only be paid to such teachers as are cor- 
Hidcjred i>ui I k ulai ly efficient in doing Iheir work This decision has 
not been altogether w^ell leceived in all quaiteis, but until and unless 
rnoie monev is available, it is difficult to see w^hat other decision could 
liave been taken 

Duung the (|uin([ueniiium, the aveiage number of teacheis in the 
piunary schools was very slightlv lower lhan what it was at the end 
ol the previous (jnnicjuennium , it is now 1 49 per school as against 1 5 
in 1931-82 

InspectlOllB — A great deal could have* been done to cncouiage and 
stimulate teachers if adequate aiiangements could be made for expert 
and syinpathetK siipei vision ot then work from time to time, but 
iinloriunatelv in this piovince, ms]>eLtum is becoming piogressivelv 
more ineffective The number of schools has been on the increase, but 
the uumt>ei of insjKjcling officeis has been reduc^ed as has been already 
pointed out in Chaptei II 

The Sul>lnspec tor ot Schools has lieeu called the ]>ivot of the edu- 
cational system ITis [u unary duty is the insiiection of primary 
schools, but this is by no mi^ans all the woik that he has to do In 
addition 1o insiwcting a dispro|H)itioiiateh laige number of schools, 
he has to [nepare ]>iof)osi(ion statements and bills for piimary schools, 
w’lile out monev ordei foims for each teachei receiving stipends from 
local bodies, supply statistics m legard to different kinds of institutions 
in his ciicle, coiiespond with the local bodies, his official sui>eriors 
af^ well as woth the authoiilios and teachers of the piimary schools in 
hi6 )uns(li(tion He has no office, nor is he provided even with a ]>eon 
He IS expected to be on tom on at least 200 days in the >ear, but he 
IS no longer given travelling allowance based on mileage but is allowed 
a fixed allowance of Rs 2 a day, up to a maximum of Hs 48 a month 
This is often fiot adecpiate to covei even the cost of his conveyance A 
confoiencc of Directors held some yeais ago lecommendeci that the 
maximum iiumbei of schools which a Sub-Insjiectoi may be oxi>ec1ed 
to visit, should be fixed at 100 a year In Bengal, a Suli-lnsjiector of 
Schools IS expected to visit ovei 2t)0 schools (in the Presidency Division 
it IS 2()0, in Dacca 277, in Raishahi 218 and about 200 in (liittagong 
Division) 1^lie average iiuraljer of schcKils which the Sub-Inspectors 
ill the distiict of Fandpui is ex|x»cted io insjieot is 33G, one SuIh 
F nsnector in the (^hiltagong Division has 376 schools in his charjjfe, 
wliile another Sub-Inspector in the Dacca Division has as many as 530 
schools which he is expected to insncct during the vear It is obvious 
thal the inspection must be veiy nurried and periunctory, 

Noi IS this all The Suli-In spec tor of Schools is often unsuited 
foi the work that ho has to peiform Usually, graduates with brilliant 
academic careers who have also obtained a Bachelor of Teaching degree 
me rec.ruited for the Sub-Inspectorate But m the Training Colleges, 
l)ie training that they are given is suitable for preparing teachers for 
secondary schools, they aie not trained for primary school inspection. 
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Thus, they come to inspect rural schools without pioper understand* 
lug of their functions, they are men who have Wen trained in the 
methods of English education with very little idea about the needs 
t)f the rural schools Tliev are intelligent men, oHen with imagination, 
but they aie crushed by heavy work that thei are iot]uited to do and 
they halve neither the time nor perhaps the eiiuipment foi thinking out 
problems of rural education They end by losing their freshness of 
mind and their outlook becomes limited by the routine ot olhiial pro- 
oedure and by the lettei of the educational codes Tlu' suiprising thing 
lb that they woik so loiallv and often even competentlv, under the 
aveiage conditions in which they have to woik The Director of 
Public Instiuition some years ago devised a bchcnie foi giving a special 
training to piimarv school Inspectois and though (lnveinnu>nt approved 
of the scheme gencralK, no money has as vet Won made available for 
undertaking the tiaining of the new type ot pnmtin sihool Inspectors 

Currioulum. — The cumculum, whi(h was first intuuluccd in 1928, 
was m force duung the quinq^uennium It io\ers a tiie vears’ course 
and contain too many compulsory subiects which (anuot ixissildy he 
taught adequatelv bv a single teacher Some 8uh)ects, therefore, nre 
neglected This is particularly so in the rase ol subiects like natuie 
study and obseivatum lessons which, it has been said, have ^eIv little 
connection with ohscivation m with natuie The teadiing ol hygiene 
also is ^euerallv very unsat isfai toi y as the sulqect is taught on 
unhygienio sui roundings, merely as information to he committed to 
memory A very laige number of upper primary schools in the ]>ro- 
vince also taught English as an optional suhiect It would he obvious 
from what has been said aWut the quality ot (he pi unary school 
teachers, that the teaihing of this sub)e( t was definitelv had in (be 
maionty of the schools 

Government decided to laise the existing cuirnulum as it was con- 
sidered unsuitable for the needs of the rural schools, and in July 198(5, 
a Primary Cumculum ronmittoe was appointed with a view to give a 
reorientation to the piimaiy school cuiriculum The ('onunittee was 
entrusted with the woik of devising a (uiiuulum which would "jnovide 
foi eft'ectne litoiacy in the yernatulai, simple lalc ulatioiis, and the 
basie academic and physical training” “School woik in general 
should be aclc)|)ted in the mam to the needs and environment of tlio 
majoiiiy of tlie children It should also provide loi a grouinlmg in the 
ludiments ot general knowledge” The recommendations of the Com- 
mittee were adopted by Government in a resolution, dated the 9th 
March 1937, but it was not jKissible to give effect to it dining the 
cjuinquennium now under review 

The Committee weie of opinion that though a five vears’ course is 
educationally very desnable, a foui years’ course may be adopted “in 
view of the difficulty ot financing a scheme involving a five years 
fouise ” Government in accepting this lecoinmendotion obseivcd 
“Government has lieen mainly guided bj’’ considerations ol finance but 
at the same time they behove that if a primary school is stuflecl by at 
least 3 teachers and theie is an organised system of teaching, “iimh 
more effective hteiacy could be achieved in four yeais than is jMissible 
m the present five years’ course.” The four years’ primaiy course 
would also shorten the time that would be taken up liy an average hoy 
who may wish to appear at the Matiiculatum ExHinin.ition Sue. ha 
hoy would then have four years m the piimary stage and six yeuis in the 
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middle and high stages — a total period of ten years which should 
ordinarily be auffirient for an average bov to pass the Matriculation 
F^xammation 

The most striking recommendation of this Committee is that 
rebgiouH instruction should be provided in the primary schools, the 
Committee also drew up detailed syllabuses for religious instruction of 
Muslim, Christian and Hindu boys It is undoubtedly true that there 
18 a laige volume of o|nnion in the country in favour of inclusion of 
some form of rebgious instruction in the curriculum of the primary 
schools The Muslim community as a whole have always demanded 
it and of late a certain section ol the Hindus have also demanded that 
religious iiistiuction should be given to Hindu boys, but many educa- 
tionists are strongly opposed to the introduction of religious teaching 
in the primaiy schools The Committee’s recommendation was, 
howevei, lumiiimoiis except tor a note ol dissent from one member only, 
Mr A N Pasu of the Teachers’ Training Depaitment of the Univer- 
sity of (’alcutt. 1 , who was apprehensive that religious instruction may 
become a tiavesty of religion leading on to dissension and disharmony 
when taught by men of the calibre oi our present primary school 
teaiheis and that tlieie was u real danger he said, of “creating con- 
trariant attitude in the pupils through bad methods of religious instruc- 
tion and through methods of indm tiination which is Iwund to accom- 
pany such instruction ’’ Theic is undoubtedly some force in this 
argument, even men like Rabindranath Tagore hold that religion 
(«nnot 1)6 t,iught satisfai toiih m schools, in daily or weekly doses, 
like other suhiec ts in the curriculum The pioblem of teaching a 
religion like Ifinduism, it has been pointed out by many people, pre- 
sents almost unsuiraountahle difficulties Government nowever 
accejited the lecommendation of the Committee and pointed out that 
aciording to the niovisions of the Primary Education Act of 1930 it 
will be left entirely to the guardians of the pupils to decide whether 
their watds should be given religious instruction or not The syllabus 
drawn up for the Hindu impils has not been received favourably by a 
considerable section of the Hindus 

Government also accepted with a slight modification, the proixised 
cumcula and the following subiects will now be compulsorily taught 
in the primary schools* — 

(1) Vernacular reading and writing, (2) Arithmetic, (3) Geography 
and Rural Civics, and (4) Elements of Science, as examination 
subjects, (6) Games and Physical Education, (6) Religious Instruc- 
tion, and (7) Handwoik, or, ns an alternative, work in farms, or in the 
school garden, as non-e\amindtion subjects There would be a depart- 
mental public examination at the end of the pimary final course and 
scholarships would bo awarded on the results of this examination. 
English should not ordinarily be taught, but on certain conditions 
schools may be allowed to teach the subject and. when taken up, it 
would be treated as an examination subject, though the marks obtain^ 
m this paper would not lie taken into account in the awarding of 
scholarships This seems a dangerous recommendation Even if 
English can be taught projierlv m the primary schools, which is very 
doubtful, considering that it is so haclly taught even in the higher 
stages ! one of the results of the introduction of English in primary 
schools may be that rural schools will become even more like urban 
schools and the drift to the towns may be further encouraged Also, 
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it is educationally unsound to teach more ihau one lanji^iage to children 
of tender years except where the children’s parents are more or less 
bi-hngual But m view of the demand foi the teaching of 

Engljish which even distinguished soholurs like Sii I’rafulla Chandra 
Roy supported, the Committee had hut little ontioii and had to make 
this confession to a popular demand Ph\sKnl ediu.ition will hence- 
forth foim part of the new syllahus 

Little or no attention had been paid 8») tai in the oveiwholmmg 
majority ot the schools to the physital develojunent of the children 
There is still no provision whatsoever foi the incdieal uxainiuatiou of 
primal V school ohildien The insuffifiency ot light and ventilation in 
many pnman schools, the unsmtabihtv of the furniture used in the 
schools, which often induce the adoption of stooping jiosturcs hv the 
children, long hours of dull work — all tend to stunt the body and 
develop defoimities and diseases 

The new cjii lu iiluiii is unduul)iedl\ a gioat advance and some imal 
bias has been pioposecl to be given to the teaching in the pnmaiy 
schools Some maj soj that it clocs not go fai enough, Init it the jini- 
posed cunirulum tan be taught satisf.TctoiiIy, much gcxnl will 
undoubtedly result The hainiug ot a cmriculum is, hc)wi‘\er, only a 
very small pait ot the' woik ot reconstuictioii What is ncH-fled is a 
new type of to^chc'is, who have been trained sjiec'ially for the M’oik 
that lies before' them Training ScIukjIs tor prirnaiv icacheis have to 
be thoioughh o\erhauled and their uumheu me leased before any leal 
advance can he made in the education ot the' masses (lovernment 
have under consideration a scheme for tiaining pnmaiy school teachers 
in selected high schools 

Schemes for primary education* — The Piimarv Kclucatiou Act ot 
1919 gave authoiitv to (he munuipahties and also to union boards (hut 
with sjiecial pei mission of Goveinment) to levy a cc*ss for pnniary 
education Oiilv one muui(ip.ilitv, the Betliamiioic Municipality, 
applied the provision ot this Act, for people in Bengal, as elsewhere, 
do not like to ta\ themselves volmiturilv tor any jnirjHisc however 
beneficial it ma> be to themselves and to the whole fominmiily The 
passing of the Bnial Piimarv Education Act of Pt.’jO, w’hich authorised 
the raising of funds tor tiee and compulsoiy pnmaiy c'diuation by the 
imposition of u ca'ss and also tor sotting up a central authority for con- 
trolling piiinarv education in each district in which the provision of the 
Act wfiio hiouglit into fmeo, iinfoitunatelv almost synchronised with 
the economic deiuessiou which swept o\ei the provinc'C' The Act 
remained almost a dead lettei , the cess < ontc'mjdatcd m the Act could 
not he imposed, because of the financial distress in the pioviiiee, hut, 
as a move towards eventual eiiforc'ement of the Act “the' optional 
scheme” was clevisod Under this scheme, district school hoards, as 
contemplated in the Act, were set up in those clistiuls in which the 
district Karels were willing to hand ovei the contio! of pinii.iiv schools 
and the sum sjicnt by them for piiinaiv education to (he district school 
hoarcls District school Imaicls were set up in the districts oi (’hifta- 
gong, Noakhali, Mytucnsingh, Palma, Din.iniorc* and Birhliuiii with 
effect from the Ist of April 1934, at Dac'ca with effeed from 1st Sep- 
tembei 19t34 and fiom 1st March 1935 at Nadia and Mui'-hidaliad , in 
1936 schcKils hoards w'ere also established in Itangiiui and .1 ilpugun 
The amount of the contribution of the district bouicis and ttie amount 
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to be contnbuted by Government were fixed on the average of the 
actual oAjjenditure of the preceding four years But as this period 
eoin( ided with the period of greatest financial stringency, when expendi- 
ture was cut down to the lowest possible limit, additional funds were 
not alw'avs available for primary education, some district school boards, 
like Nadia, had actually less money than what the district boards spent 
in the year immediately preceding the formation of the district school 
lioards 

The district school boaids of Mymciisiugh at a meeting held on the 
21st Decemliei 19-‘)6 decided to move Goveinrnent to impose primary 
education cess in the district without any fuither delay and tne cess 
was imposed in the district with effect from .January 1, 1937 

Government in the resolution of the 9th March 1937, already 
refeiTcd to, laid down a scale of pay foi the guidance of the district » 

school boaid of Mymcnsingh and for all other district school boards 
in distiicts where the cess would be imt>osed in the near future 

The Govciiimeut scheme contemplated that each school should have 
eventually a trained head master on a graded scale of Us 25—^ — 30 
and otliei teachers in the scale of Its 20 —} — 30 but till the financial 
position improved greatly, Government fixeil the minimum salaries for 
trained teachers at Its 16 foi the head mastei, and Rs 12 for the other 
teaiheis Each school should have at least three teachers, and the 
average annual cost ot a school with the head master and two trained 
teacheis has been calculated as amounting to Rs 540 

Government are now 1 ontemplating f^oing forward with a scheme 
for the training and appointment of special pnmary school inspectors 

Financial aspects. — The tables at the end of the chapter will show 
that during the quinquennium expenditure on primal y schools for boys 
lose fiom Rs 66,95,818 in 1931-32 to Rs 67,10,234 in 1936-37 The 
expenditure fiom provincial revenues, however, has remained almost 
stationary As compared to the amount contnbuted in 1931-32, the 
excess amounted only to Rs 663 in 1936-37, but, in the earlier years 
of the quinquennium, the expenditiiie from provincial revenues was 
actually less than what it was in 1931-32 In the case of pnmary 
schools for girls, the expenditure rose to Rs 15,92,965 m 1936-37 from 
Rs 14,27,000 lu 1931-.32, but the amount contnbuted from the provin- 
cial loveiiues showed actually a decrease ol Rs 6,709 The expendi- 
ture by the distnct boaids and the municipalities, however, have been 
increased both for Ikivs’ and girls’ pnmary schools The increase is 
largest in the case of expenditure from municipal funds and this is 
maiul> due to the increased expendituie on piimaty education for boys 
and gills bj the (’orpoiation of Calcutta While in the boys’ schools 
the income fiom foes and other sources shows a fall, thoio is ^ nse in 
the income from fees and other souices in the case of girls’ schools 
The fall in the fee iniome of boys’ schools is mainly due to the activi- 
ties of some district boaids which have ordered that no fees should be 
realised from the pupils m the aided schools, but as the boards are not 
allowing laigei stipends, tbo teacheis in these areas aie now receiving 
even less money than they aid in the previous quinqiienimim Bengal 
18 the only province m India where fees form a considerable part of uie 
cost of primary education In most of the provinces of India, primary 
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education is free but in this province the average fee is about Re 1-8 
iwr head per year and the Government exi>enditiire is considerably less 
than the sum siient by the parents (if we iiicliule, under this head, both 
the fee income and the income from other souicca) The average 
expenditure of a primary school for bovs m l^engal is lls 152 per 
school (against Rs 153- 1 in 1931-32) of which Its 88 comes from 
public funds The average annual cost of a primary school for girls 
18 only Rs 92 (against Rs 81-9 in 1931-32) a mouth of which Rs 62 
comes from public sources The average annual cost of educating a 
pupil in a primary school for boys was Rs 3-4 and iox a girl Its 3-1 in 
1936-37 as against Rs 4 and Rs 3-3, respc'ctivelv, lu 1931-32 It will 
therefore, be seen that though there has been a slight luciease in the 
total expendituie on piimarv education, less luonev is being spent on 
each pupil (and also on oacli primaiy school for bovs) than was l>oing 
done five years ago 

A compaiison with the figures of expendituio of primal y edutatiou 
b> the other pi ovine es of Iiulia, shows that the expenditure in Bengal 
for pnmarj education per school is the smallest, the expenditure per 
scholai 18 the lowest and the aveiage fee (diurgcd is the higliest, the 
expendituie i>er head of the i>opiilatioii is also the siuallest of all pio- 
vinces, and Governmoui in Bengal spends relatuely the smallest 
amount for piimar> education A liiither fact emeiges that while in 
Bengal the expenditure per school and jx^r scholar has gone down 
during the qumciuennium undei review, in all other piovinces the 
expenditure has increased 


Cenaral remWkSt — The position at the end of the quinquennium 
appears almost as dismal as m the earlier periods 

Tfiough Bengal has the largest number of primary sihools in India, 
the raaionty of them cannot even perform thou elementaiy and funda- 
mental task: of making their pupils literate J/iteracy has been spread- 
ing very slowly m the pioviime and it may he doubted if it has spread 
at all during the last 15 yeais when the rcfoimcd dianbual constitu- 
tion was at work The financial assistance that (Joveniment has been 
able to give for primary education has been clispropoitionately small 
and the local self-governing bodies in the province have been 8])endiug 
much less on education than in any other of the Indian provinces 

One of the hopeful signs of the period is that tliere has been a general 
awakening in the masses to the need foi education The growth of a 
political consciousness has rudely shaken iheir placid complaisance and 
they are now demanding that their children should not be denic^cl the 
eciucation which had been so long the monopoly of the middle clnsses - 
partieularly of the Hindu Bhadralok^ 

The demand is theic, but there is also the danger that if lu meeting 
the demand an education which is not vitally related to their lives is 
given to them, more harm than good may be done It has to be admit- 
ted that there has been so far no deliberate and courageous attempt in 
this province to introduce any scheme of mass education In spite of 
the predominantly rural and agricultural character of the proviiue, the 
system of education is adapted better for an urban population and 
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piiniary t*ducation„ xu actual practice, if not in theory, has been hitched 
on to the car of University education which gives a training, at best for 
a limited number ot professions, but geneially only for clerkships. 

The old theory that education will slowly filter down to the masses 
has been pioved to be a delusion The small number of rural people 
who do succeed, in spite of evei^y thing, to become literate aie usually 
luicd away liom the country sicle ami often prefer to struggle, under 
miseiable couditions, for existence in the towns rather than follow the 
professions of their parents They (hus do nothing for creating an 
atmospheic' favourable for education in the villages If anything, the 
present system of education is actuail> denuding the villages of their 
most intelligent and enterprising young men 

The piimary school then does nothing foi pieparing the pupils for 
then life, it does not make them better ague ultunsts ; on the contrary, 
It often Cl eaten in the pupils a distastt foi woilc on the land it often 
encourages, ludiiectly, the drift to the towns and thus instead of being 
the chief toicc^ for raising the level of hie and woik in the villages, it 
even tends to lower the standard 

Pree and compulsoiy primary education cannot by itself be of any 

great utility, unless a scheme of education suited to tJie needs of the 

niial people can be diawu up The Ministry ol Education, under the 
llon’ble Elian Hahadiu M Azizul llaque, took a move in the right 

direction hy publishing two important resolntions in 1935 and 1937 

which indual(»cl the linos along which progiess can be made But, as 
has already been staled, ver^ httlo will be achieved unless the light type 
of teacher is available tor (lu* schools To ensme this, adequate funds 
inusl be piovnUd foi a thoiough overliauhiig ot the system of tiainiug 
for the primary school teachers More and better equipped schools 
must be established without delay The stale of pay for the pnmaiy 
sihool leacheis must be laised, so that a bettei type of people may be 
diawn foi the schools, and some inachmeiy must be devised foi ensuiing 
that the teachers are paid legulaily, for, at present, thev recene their 
miserable pittaiiies only at iric‘gulai mteivdls What is necessiuv then 
18 that Goveinmeiit should adopt a bold foi ward policy A plan extend- 
ing ovei five .\eurs — or moie — ^should be iliuwn up and a detailed time- 
table made for the intioducticm of free and compulsoiy education in 
all the districts by the imposition of the cess Goveinment contribution 
too must be much more geneious foi the spread of education in the pro- 
vince The cost of intiodiicjug compulsory and fiee primary education 
tor the boys cd school-going age m this presidency has been calculated 
to cost lls 2, oO, (10,000 Tlieio is no scheme at present lor introcluomg 
compulsion tor the giils There aie veiy stiong loasons tor the adop- 
tion of a policy of intiodueing compulsion in the ca^je of gills also. 
The cost of sue b a sc^henie is not likely tg be less than a further sum of 
]ts :2,50,00,0(M) Tims the intioducdion of free and compulsory primary 
education foi c hildien of scbooUgoing age is likely to cost the province 
Its f5,0(>,(M),()U0 a year It is obvious that sucE a large sum of money 
cannot be found out of the noimal revenues of the piovince, even in the 
course ot the next fifty a ears But the largeneSvS of the sum need not 

S aralyse action Tins sum must be found — a pohen^ ot dnft will be 

isaslrous The pioblem of finding this sum must be icxsoluiely faced 
and if need be, the Central (Tovernment must be appealed to for assist- 
ance After all, nations manage to find the money they need for war 
A war against illiteracy has long been overdue in this province 
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CHAPTER IV. 

Secondary Education for Indian Boys. 

Typ«» of SOhOOlSa — The secondaiy scJiooIh of lU'iioal njv of three 
types — the hifrh English, the middle Eiiftlisli ami ilie middle voiuadilar 
echools Almost all the Keeondary schools h.ive also primar\ i lasseH 
attached to them The medium ol mstiuciion in Kiij^liNh 8( hools 
IB nomuially English ^ but in practn e, e\c ept in a feu schools, instiue- 
lion i» usually given in a mixture ot English and inotliei tongue of 
the pupils. In Ihe middle English schools, English is a tompvilsoiv 
subject of study, but in8tru(.tion is jfiven m school subp^ts thiough the 
mother tongue of the pii])ils English is now also taught, iii all midcllt 
vernacular schools, theoiotically as an optional sub|e<t, but in piaetne 
all pupils m these schools also take up English 

The middle stage in Bengal does not pla^ an im])ortanl pait in tlie 
educational sc^heme, it consists of only two classes, w^hile the high stage 
consists ol four classes This is markedh dilUient irom tlie educa- 
tional systems of the oUut provinces of India, except of Hilmi and 
Orissa (which it mav be remembered foimeilv loimed paii ot Heimal 
and had the same educational system) The midclle si ape Ims not ))eeii 
devised in Bengal to mark the end of a well-defined stage in LMlucation 
The middle English stage acts merely as pioparatoiv to the high 
English stage and pupils who join the middle English schools intt nd 
in most cases to go on to the high stage The middle \ernae\ilii stage 
which in most Indian provinces plajn an imj)oitant pint in the 
tion of the ruial population, tannot be said to hati8t\ any pubLc deniand 
or to serve any real educational need lu thiH pioviiice The line of 
demarcation between the middle Euglish schooU and the middle verna- 
cular schools which was alwa\s lathei thin in Bengal has worn thinner 
still in recent >ears, esj»ciiall\ atlei lhe\ weu* permitted lo teach 
English as an “optioimr' siibpHt They are now, lor all prtO tiuil pur 
poses, merely lather less elhnent middle English sdiools with pooici 
equipment and worse paid teiuheis, and wdienecer finances peiinit (and 
sometimes even when they do not) these schools are turned into middle 
English schools 

But the function of the middle vcrnaculai sdiools should be to 
supplement the education given in primary schools, they should aim at 
giving the elements ot a liberal education to pupils who cannot proceed 
to English schools They should thus be entirely different in then 
purpose, outlook and techiiKiue from the English seiondary schools 
Only through a properly oigainsecl system of middle >eTTiacular sdiools 
can any real progrpvss be made in the education ot the masses 

But in Bengal, theie is no homogeneous and si*lf-i on lamed scheme 
of education for these sdiools They ma'v peihaps be culled rural 
schools, merely because tluv <iTe mostly located in rural areas, and they 
have played only an insigrnfK ant part in the education of the piosmei 
The educational system ot Bengal appears to liave Ikch oiganisid, 
primarily, for giving English education to the middle cla^> people who 
live mostly in towns There is no well-thought-out sdierm* for giMng 
a training suited to the real needs of the overwhelming I \ laig( a!TM( ul- 
tural population which live in the villages Sn Willinin Tlornell 
showed some acumen when he said in 1917, in the Fifth Quinquennial 
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Ueview on Education in Bengal, that the doom of these schools was 
sealed, though at the time there wore 349 schools in the province with 
21,253 pupils But the people of Bengal never took kindly to these 
schools and the process oi their gradual disappearance had begun even 
before the end of the last century But the position was hardly a hope- 
less one when Sir William Hornell wiote If we look at the province of 
the Punjab, we find that in 1917, there were 161 middle vernacular 
schools in that piovince with only 2,114 pupils At the end of the year 
1935-3(), they had 3,104 sc-hools with 388,048 pupils, while in Bengal 
the number of these schools had dwindled in the inteival to 49 and the 
pupils in them to 3,03b The reason lor this disparity is that while in 
the Punjab, a bold policy was adopted and a new orientation given to 
education, nothing was dune in Bengal to reorganise the educational 
system and to devise an education suited to the masses The few half- 
hearted allemjiis that were made to patch up the system to adapt it a 
little moie to the leal needs of the majority were doomed to failure, 
even at then inception The Calcutta University Commission had 
observed in their Itcporl, published m 1919 

“The fact is that secondary education has leathed a stage at which 
iurthei satisfactory piogress is impossible without a complete 
reurgunisatiun oi the existing administrative conditions The 
whole system is suftenug iiom antemia, which is partly due to 
lack of funds, partly to the lack of energetic purposes aiming 
at improved standards of teaching and of educational oppor- 
tunity There can be no substantial improvement without re- 
construction The existing system cannot be patched up 
What is needed is far reaching reorganisation ’’ 

In extenuation of what might perhaps be regarded by some as a 
pusillanimous attitude on the part of Government, it may be argued 
that the liteiati of the province has always been hostile to any scheme of 
educational letorm which contemplated givmg the rural population an 
education different in purpose fiom the education given to the towns 
people, they look upon such schemes with suspicion and think that 
Government are only trying to keep the masses politically uiiself-con- 
scious through the education they are planning for the political 
disturbances m the country, the growing tension of teehng between the 
Hindus and Muslims, and the financial embarrassment of Government 
after the introduction of the Kelormed (onstitution were hardly the 
most favourable conditions foi the launching of any bold scheme of 
reform So a policy of luissez faire had perforce to be adopted in this 
piovmce 

The middle vernacular schools are, then, effete and moribund institu- 
tions which ate slowly but steadily dying out The middle English 
schools devote themselves to the training of pupils for the high English 
schools, tile large majority of their pupils go on ultimately to the 
colleges thiough the wide poitals ot the University Matiiculation 
Examination The middle English schools ore thus a kind oi prepara- 
tory schools; they, however, serve a useful purpose, for the education 
given in them is cheaper than m the high schools and they are also 
generally situated closer to the homes of the rural pupils 

There is an increasing tendency in the province to convert, whenever 
possible, middle English schools to high English schools, this often 
leads to efficient micfdle schools being turned to an inefficient high 
school. The Inspectorate tries to dissuade the school authorities from 
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doiojp so and if a school is oonTcrted, withOuD previous sauction, to a 
high school, any grant-in>aid that it might have liecn receiving is some- 
times withheld The department, however, encourages efficient middle 
English schools to extend their scope l>> adding ti\o high school classes 
This 18 one way of prolonging the duration of the nuddle stage and 
appears to be a satisfactory^ way of dealing with a glow mg demand for 
greater facilities for education than can be had in a middle school w bi( h 
teaches only a two years’ course. 

Numbers — In 1936-37, there were 42 middle vcrnaculai schools foi 
Indian boys with 3,107 pupils in them, as against 'i4 schools with 3,!)St> 
pupils m 1931-32 There were also 1,857 middle English m hools 
(a^inst 1,846 schools in 1931-32) with 176,873 juipils (ag.nnsl nT.tItJ 
in 1931-32) Thus, at the end of the quinqueiiniiuu, though ihcie wcio 
12 more middle English schools, the number of pupils showed a shglit 
decre^e in the case of the middle voinaciiUi sdiools theie was a f.ill 
both in the number of schools (by 12) and of pupils (b\ 87t)) Throe 
thousand on$ hundred and sixty-five girls weie reading m hois’ middle 
English schools and 162 in hoys' miadle vernacular hi hoots 

Htffk English schools — The high stogc, in nnv wcll-i on t rived 
system of education, should have a two-iold puipose, it would aim at 
providing a sound all-nmnd training in barmonv with the piesent dav 
needs of the country so that the pupils might he equipped when they 
leave the school for facing the struggle for life, it would also train for 
University education such pupils as desire and are considered capable 
of piofitiug bv such eduiatioii Hut the sole function of the high 
English school in lleiigal has, so far, Ibeen to jirepare pupils tor ihc 
University Matriculation Examination This would have been, in itself 
unsatisfactory, but what makes it worse is that the University Matiicii- 
lation Examination, as conducted at present, is too mu row iii its scope 
and IS a most inadequate test of the fitness of the successful i andidates 
for higher education 

The whole of the secondary school svstetii m the piovince is thus 
entirely subordinated to University education , the middle English 
schools* are merely a kind of preparatory school leading on to high 
English schools which in their turn are only toiicetned m getting their 
pupils through the Matnculation Examination 

Conditions in the high schools have not (hanged foi the hotter since 
the publication of the Calcutta University Commission Report in which 
it was observed 

"In the great majority of them, physique and health are neglected, 
there is no training of the hand , the study of nature is prac- 
tically Ignored, the aesthetic and emotional sides of a boy’s 
nature are disregarded, corporate life is nieagie, training 
through responsibility is generally undeveloped, little guid- 
ance is given as to right and wrong, methods of class lein^hmg 
are crude and clumsy In most schools English, the Voiiiu- 
ciilar, Mathematics and History are badly taught Sue h a 
state of things injures the interest of all the bovg whether 
they are going to the University or not It is hurtful to the 
whole community which suffers from the failure of tin* si hool.'- 
to develop and train the powers of the young generation ’’ 

In a province like Bengal, where communal lealousy is so nfi and 
seems to be even on the incregse, it is perhaps important that tbeie 
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should be piuvisiou in the schools for train mf? the pupils to deirelop a 
CIVIC sense of duty to the state and society and to cultivate a tolerance 
for the feelings and sentiments of other communities But no such 
attempt has generally been made so far in the schools 

Except in a few schools like the Srirara High School in the district 
oi Biibhum, Ushagram Hiflfh School in the district of Burdwan or 
Bislmupore Siksha Sangha in 24-I‘argana8, w'hich owe their existence 
to the enthusiasm of idealistically-minded individuals or to missiona^ 
enterprise, hardly has any attempt been made, to develop^ in the boys in 
secondary schools a sense of industrial, commercial or agricultural enter- 
prise There is no provision in the schools for developing manual 
dexteiity, powers of observation or manipulative skill in the pupils, 
though edu( ationists are agreed that the possessinn of these skills gives 
(he boys self-confidence and usually reacts favourably on their progress 
in what are regarded as normal school subiects and that provision for 
training to develop these skills is, therefore, necessary even from a 
nariowly academic point of view There has been no attempt at giving 
a vocational bias to the training in the schools; this is not to suggest 
that the function of the secondary schools should be to give the pupils 
such training as is given in tenchnical schools, or that educational ideals 
should be sacrificed in any way, to purely utilitarian ends But the 
schools may be expected to give the pupils a sound general education 
and try to develop in them certain faculties which will enable them to 
“undertake, with a greater prospect of success, certain branches of 
endeavour immediately necessary to the promotion of our present da\ 
commercial or mercantile well-being ” 

There were 1,180 high English schools at the end of the quinquen- 
nium with .*102,983 pupus, us against 1,076 schools with 266,524 pupils 
m 1931-32 Thus at the end of the period under review, there were 
103 more high sdiools in the provinc.e and 46,459 more pupils in them 

The numltei of higb schools has lieeii steadily increasing in Bengal 
111 1916, there weie 698 high schools in the province; in the last twenty 
years, their numbei had iiureased by about 45 per cent But the 
maiority of these schools are inefficient They hkve been allowed to 
multiply in a most haphazard manner, in some areas, there are a number 
of schools close to one another, all with small enrolments, and as the 
maiority of the school are almost entirely dependent on the fee income 
from the pupils for their existence, it is impossible to maintain in any 
of them II reasonable standard of efficiency Bengal has a larger 
number of lugh sdiools than any other Tiidiau province, in 1935-36, 
the total number of high schools in the provinces of Madras, Bombay, 
tbe United Provinces, the Central Provinee, and Assam was 1,099, 
while Bengal alone had 1,188 high schools that year. 

The average enrolment in a Bengal high school has gone up during 
the quinquennium; it is now nearly 256 pupils per school, as again^ 
238 4 in 1931 -.32 In 1935-.36, the average number of pupils m a high 
school in Madras was nearly 400, m Bombay -368, in the United Pro- 
vinces 411, and 413 in the Punjab We should also bear in mind that 
in this province, there are a number of very large schools with over a 
thousand pupils, while the smallest have, in some cases, even below a 
hundred students on their rolls (though this contravenes the University 
regulation for the recognition of a high school as competent to send up 
candidates for the Matnculation Examination) 

In 1933 at a conference of some leading educationists held at Govern- 
ment House, an official note was circulated which proposed a drastic 
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Tediiotion in the number of recomised high schools, the note suggested 
that 400 schools if properly distributed o^er the province and adequately 
aided by Government, would be enough to serve the needs of the pro- 
vince. The Government note was a purely tentative one , it is presumed 
that the number was fixed at 400 on the basis of the niimbei of schools 
in the other provinces of India. (In 1935-36. theie were 218 schools in 
the United Provinces, 263 in Bombay, including Siiul, 339 in the Puniah 
and 391 in Madras ) It was perhaps not unreasonable to expect that if 
less than 400 high schools were sufficient foi the otlier nia)or provinces 
of India, 400 should be adequate foi serving the needs of higher second- 
ary education in Bengal too Though the number was an arbitrary 
one and not arrived at after a proper educational survey of the province, 
it was assumed that only high school -lasses would be attached to those 
schools and that the number of midd'e schools would be incieased 
correspondingly But many people became suspicions that (to\ern- 
ment in making this proposal merely desired to bat the door ot higher 
secondary education against a large number of people This was, of 
course, very far from the intention of the department It was merely 
anxious that secondary education should be made more efficient, in the 
future, by the weeding out of inefficient schools It was unfortunate 
that there was no uneciuivocal assurance that adequate iccuirent giants 
and eciuipment (pants would be forthcoming for the schocds .uid that 
the schools would lie satisfactorily housed The proposal was, of 
course, not accepted; it was perhaps too optimistic to expect tor il a 
favourable reception. But, perhaps another wav was open to Govern- 
ment to achieve the end in view — it was to select suitable schools, on 
an ec^uitable geo(n‘aphtoal basis, and to give them an adequate grant of, 
say, about its 750 a month each Such w'ell-eqmpped and financiallv 
stable scshools would then have been able to hold their own against 
inefficient sc'hools, even when they offered undue inducements and the 
problem of providing the province with schools which could do their 
work satisfactorily might perhaps have lieen partially solved At pre- 
sent 540 schools are in receipt ot Government grants— the average 
school rec eiving less than Rs 130 a month. 

Control and mana^emont of aohools.— Ot the 42 middle vernacular 
schools, 7 are maintained by district boards, 31 aie aided fiom public 
tunds, while 4 are unaided Government directly manage only 4 nuclclle 
English schools, 86 are managed by district boards, and 4 by munici- 
palities, 1,436 are aided from public funds while 377 are unaided 
Forty-one high schools are under the management of Government, and 
4 of municipalities, 540 arc in receipt ot grants-in-aid wdiile 595 are not 
in receipt of any aid from public funds Thus 50 per cent of the 
schools weie unaided and had to depend for their iTiaintenanc,e inainlv 
on school fees received from the pupils, augmented by a precarious 
income “from other sources”. 

The machinery for the control of schools has already been disc ussed 
III Chapter II 

ToaohMS, — ^The quality of teaching in schools must depc*nd to a veiv 
large extent on the equipment and training of teachers The old bcdicl 
which was generally prevalent that teaching was a profession winch 
demanded only a natural enthusiasm for the work and demanded no 
special apprenticeship in training seems to be discarclccl now, school 
authorities are now uemondmg tnat only (rained giudunles should be* 
appointed as teachers in schools But even lo-d<iy, a trained giadiialo 
IB a rarity m the majority of Bengal high schools, 
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At the end of the quinquennium, the averaf^e number of trained 
tearhers in a high school was only I 8 of whom only 1 *0 was a trained 
gradtiafe In a Government school, the average number of trained 
tearhers uas 8 8, of <vhom 7 9 were trained graduates, but in an unaid- 
ed sfliool (that IS to say m 50 per cent of the Bengal high schools) on 
an average, the number of trained teachers was only 1*1, of whom only 
0 4 well-trained graduates The average number of teachers in a 
Government school was 16 3, in an aided school, 13 *6, in a municipal 
school 20 6 and in an unaided school 12 8 The average number of 
teachers in a high school was 13 ’-‘I (against 12 9 in 1931-32) 

The average number of teachers in a middle school was only 5 8 
of whom 1 7 were trained (0*007 trained graduates) In a Government 
school the number was 6*8, of whom 3 2 were trained (1 5 trained 
graduates), in a board school 6 1 of whom 2 3 were trained (0*02 train- 
ed graduates), in an aided school 5 8 of whom 1 7 were trained (0'005 
trained graduates) and in an unaided school there were 5 7 teachers 
of whom 1 5 were trained and there were no graduate teachers either 
trained or untrained, in any unaided middle school 

The total number of teachers in all types of lioys’ high schools in 
the province was 15,669 (aminst 13,942 in 1931-32), of whom 1,127 
were trained grailuates, 1,(«4 were trained (hut not graduates) while 
7 936 weie neither graduates nor trained The total number of teachers 
in all types of middle schools for boys was 10,999 (against 10,898 in 
1931-32) of whom only 15 were trained graduates. 3,226 were trained 
non-graduates, 392 were untrained graduates, while 10,592 had no 
Itnnersity degree or training of any kind 

One of the reasons foi the pool quality of teacheis in secondary 
schools IS that they are paid miseiahly While it is true that the 
teaching piofcssion is not for those who look upon it as a source of 
luakiiig money and that it should only attract men who have a genuine 
love for the work and an idealism for which they are ready to 
sacrifice better prospects elsewhere, there is no reason why the com- 
nmiiitv should exploit theie idealism shamelessly, and this is 
what IS being clone to-day, as a result the teaching profession to-da^ 
IS crowdecl with people w'ho have dnfted to it, onl^ when they have 
tailed clsewhcic, as well as by some who have deliberately chosen the 
profession of a teacher One Inspector mentions that in his division 
there are teachers in high schools who were ex-police officers, un- 
successful lawjeis and even doctors and businessmen who have failed 
111 business, \oung men and men not quite so young seem to turn to 
tlie niiserablv j)ai(r pxofession of teaching, when they find all otliei 
avenues of earning a living closed to them 

If we divide the total cost on all the unaided school and divide 
this by the number of teachers employed in them, the maximum 
amount that is available for each teacher is Rs 581 a year or Rs 48-4 
n month The figure obtained for a teacher in an aided school 
by the same method woiks out at Rs 734 a year or Rs CJ 16 a 
month But the whole of the expenditure on a school is not spent 
on monthly salaries for the teachers The actual ^ amount that is 
spent on salanes, is much less It is also a notorious fact that the 
teachers in the majoiitv of the private schools are also subject to 
foiced “subsciiptions” to tbe school funds. Many critics familiar 
with the inner working of the schools hold that a very large proportion 
of the amount shown as “other sources” is made up largely of 
these “subscriptions” from the teachers. The expenditure returns 



of the schools are shown in this form because the ITniyersity demands 
that each recoKniaed school should maintain a minimum monthly 
expenditure of Rs. 375 and insists that teaclieis should not be paid 
below a certain minimum scale oi pa;y Of late, however, the 
teachers have been trying to demand better treat men I Ciedit ior 
this must go tu the All-Bengal Teatheis* Assonation who have been 
exerciBing a commendable zeal for improving the conditioii^ of servue 
of the school masteis. But the teacheis (annul even now eflectively 
asseit themselves, the maikel is flooded l>v unomployed giadmitos 
and they cannot ll>e oblivious oi the dangen ol blatk-legging in thou 
profession. 

One of the lesults of the low scale of pay is that the teailie)‘^ are 
compelled to seek other ways of augmenting their aleuder iiuonies 
The most usual jiractKe is foi them to u(t‘ept “pnvate tuition” It 
IS a stiange phenomenon, this almost universal practice of engaging 
private tutoia by parents in Bengal It has been ehtimati‘d that in 
some of the Calcutta schools over 60 per (enl of the pupils 
have private *^iilor8. The parents perhaps realize that the quality 
of class room teaching in Bengal school'^ is ven pour indeed, 
and hope that by employing a private tutor they aie doing something 
better for their childien than ordinary school tiadniig can But 
there is now a very huge iiuiuber oi young men who cut aviuhible 
for engagement as piivate tutors at very low scale ol pi\ and the 
schools teacheis, when tliey have the oppoituniU, atciqil as nianv 
private tuitions as they can, for each piivate tuition bungs Liu in 
only a small additional income Their eiicigms aie kup]km 1 bv iliift 
dull business coaching pupils dailv over long hours and they havi 
hardly any time or suiplus eueig> left ioi piepaiing thou siliool 
lessons oi foi tijiug to inteicst ooys m the class loom and liold 
then vvandeiing atleiitiou t^lass room teaching llius lends to bi^ioine 
moie and more lifeless and dull Inhere is aho unoltui huiliul 
teatuie of this system The pnvab* uilor is judged lis n‘sults, lluil 
IS, to-day, by the success of his pupils in evannnalions His principal 
mteiest xh not leaching the subieit but iii piedigcsliug the l(‘\t- 
books for his pupih This prac'tice must also have iK jc.olion on his 
( lass room tear lung 

Theie is anotliei obstacle in the vva^ ol inipioving ihc quulil\ oi 
teachers, the hu ilitics available for the tiainmg ol teaiheib in this 
province are viiiy small Theie are only tw'o trailing lollcges whuli 
do not tuin out annually moie than 150 tiaiiied men But over a 
thousand applicants seek admission evei;y ycai to the^jc two (ollcges 
If facilities foT training a larger number of nun arc not made 
available, it will be years beffue the Bengal schools ('an Uiwi^ (\(oi 
per cent, trained teachers 

In one wav, a leal improvement has been made in the prospet Is 
of the teacdieis As icported in the last Quinquennial Bevicvv, IIh* 
University is now insisting on the creation of piovuieiil funds toi 
teachers as a condition of lecognition of schools (iovemmenf also 
introduced from 1st January 1928 a provident fund stheme in 
middle English schools can also participate The funds arc (ontrolled 
by the Inspectors (or by the Chairman of the Dacca Board in tlu* < iise 
of schools m the Dacca University area) and flie contubutioiis uie 
kept in the post office savings bank. 


lo the ease of the school prorident funds, it is reported that 
occasionally piuvident fund money is diveited tor other purposes The 
schools also keep the provident fund monies in local bank which 
I>av a inu<>h higher rate of interest than the post office savings bank; 
tins 13 not always safe and generally the teachers (though not always 
tlie schools) are anxious to participate in the Government scheme 

Not only is the quality of teaching poor in the schools, but, in 
I lie majontj of the secondary schools in Bengal, the school furniture 
and the equipment arc of a most rudimentary character The school 
medical mspeitors aie of opinion that the unsuitability of the school 
tuiuiture 18 mainly responsible for the eye troubles from which 
un luei easing number of students in the schools are suffering Very 
lew ()1 the schools have proper equipments for teaching, there are 
veiy few ohm Is and pictures in the Bengal schools In the majority 
of the sc liools the libraries are in a disgraceful condition The 
clepartincnt insists on middle English schools spending at least Bs. 2 
a inonlh foi books but it is not known for certain how the 
iiniount IS spc,ut In the case of high English schools the University 
insits on tv iniiumum expenditure of Bs 5 a month for purchase of 
Imoks Tt Is ceitam that in a large number of schools this amount 
IS not spent The school libraries are generally a collection of books 
piesenlcd by well-wishers of the schools, when they have no 
fuithcr use foe these books, augmented by presentation copies of 
text-books und such other odds and ends The reference books, wheie 
they exist jie out-of-date and if these had been consulted at all they 
would have been positively haimful to the pupils by conveying 
out-ol-date information on subjects in which boys might be interested 
The aehool liliiary appears to be maintained merely for show and for 
satisfying aiiv possible inquisitiveness on the part of the Inspectors 
It is tine tliat in some schools a teacher is put in charge of the school 
libiaiy, but the average teacher has his time fully employed 
and he is not always available for issuing books when the boys want 
to boiiow them Every disco uiagemeut appears to be placed m the 
\\a\ of a pupil who shows interest in the school library One Inspector 
observes that as no locords are available in the majority of 
the s( hools, it 18 difficult to know if the libraries are main- 
tained for use or for decoration Many parents, too, look with disfavour 
oil tbeir (luidren reading what they call “out books” that is, books 
not pi escribed as text-books, as they consider that such reading 
IS hannlul to (heir progress in school’ studies Bengal school boys 
thus laicU actjuiie the habit of leading and hardly ever rely on 
their own elicits for acquiring knowledge beyond what is given to 
them by then teachers in the class looms 

The Uiiectoi of Public Insliuclion ordered that the school libraries 
in the (loveinmcrit schools should be split up into class room libraries 
to be kept in tlie classes in charge of the class teachers This has 
had some eltei t in iiuhiciiig the boys lo use the library more frequently, 
but even in Government schools, the habit of reading books other 
than texl-book^ cannot be said to have been formed in the school 
boys Unless the University demands as one of the essential condi- 
tions of a s( liool receiving recognition the maintenance of a properly 
equipped library in a school, and the department insists on all aided 
schools keeping their library up-to-date, very little attention will 
be paid to hbianes by the school authorities.

tion Examination, the schools must be eipnpped piopeiU, unless 
the teaching is to become lifeless and the students expeited to cram

The school final classes still do not alliuit many boys, it is 
believed that the syllabus is stiffer than in the Matriculation Exauiinu> 
tion There weie 4 Government schools which had school bnal 
classes in Uajshahi Division and one each in the PreHideiu\, Diiiiu 
and ('hittagoiig Divisions In 1936-5J7, 4o students appctiicil in the 
School Final Examination, oi whom <*17 passed In l!)<ll-e(2 only ‘<i() 
out of 45 students passed 


Agricultural aducation. — The scheme for agncultmal education 
in non-Government secondary schools was sanctioned in Dining 

the quinquennium, it has been in operation iii 51 schools — 27 
middle English schools and 24 high English schools, against 10 (‘2U 
middle English and 20 high (English schools) in 1001-32 Agricultuie 
18 taught in the schools in accordance w'lth the syllabus ol agii- 
(ultuie piesinbed by the department Duiing tlie (|iniiqueininiiu, 
the Director of Public Instruction piopused that the si lienie 
should be extended, by allowing all middle English schools pailici- 
patiu^ in this scheme, to open continuation classes, as otherwise, 
teaching of agriculture in these schools would be incomplete, 
and also that 3 teachers fiom the schools already paiticipating in 
the scheme sliould be deputed annually tor training at the I)u< ( a 
Faim so that a reserve of teachers tiained in ugruulluie 
may be created to fill up vacancies caused in the rank of the existing 
trained teacheis But it was not till Januaiy 1937 that 2 more 
middle English schools were allowed to open couliiiuation classes and 
a batch ol 3 teachers could be deputed for truuung as proposed liy 
(he Director There aie now continuation classes m 17 ol the 27 
middle English schools in which the scheme of agrnulluinl education 
has been intiodiiced The schools paiticipating in the scheiiio foi 
agricultuial education are allowed, monthly, a grant of Its 10 
each for payment as the agricultural allowance of llie trained 
teachers and the schools which have continiiution classes arc allowed 
usually a giant of Es 720 a year During the quinquennium, a 
portion of the rural development grant from the Government ot 
India was distributed for development ot agricultural si hemes 
attached to schools in the rural area 


On the whole, the schools in which the schemes have been intio- 
duced are woiking fairly well; but there is undoubtedly mm li 
room for improvement I'he Inspector of Eajsliulu Division is 
pessimistic regarding the future of these schools The Agnculliuc 
Department do not recommend the extension of the scJiemc, till 
the whole question has been re-examined Tbe scheme appers to 


be i^orking veiy well in the mission schools a&d also in schools like 
the Si Irani Hi^h EngliBh School and the Nalhati Union School both 
m the district of Birbhum The Uahagram High School which does 
not paitic ipiite in the Government scheme is also doing excellent 
woik 111 giving agricultural training to the pupils One of the reasons 
why agruiiltuial education is not making as great a progress, as it 
should, IS peiLaps because the school authorities are still obsessed 
with the idea of giving an education suited to the children of the 
middle clans people living in towns, even though the schools cater 
mostly for sons of agnculturista living in rural areas But there 
are good reasons to think that the schemes will work much more 
satisfactorily when a rural bias is given to the training in the primary 
schools 


Fiom mauv yeais now there has been a demand, especially from 
teaiheiH in nou-Qovernment schools foi the deprovmcialization of 
(he (jovernment schools The Retrenchment Committee also 
ictominended (lie adoption of this course But while the Retrenchment 
Committee wanted to save expenditure the public demand was based 
on the assumjilion that the deprovincialisation would make more 
money UvailahJe for assistance to the secondary schools Government 
could not accept this recommendation, after a thorough investigation 
of the (question The Government schools are doing valuable work 
by not only maintaining a higbei standard of traning but by paying 
living wages to the teachers So long as the unsatisfactoiy duid 
(onirol of the schools continues, it would perhaps be most in- 
advisable to deproviucialise the schools If and when the Secondar> 
Education Boa id is foimed, the question will again be thoroughly 
re-cxaimned It may however be noted that though the depro- 
vincjalizatioii of the schools will undoubtedly save money, if this 
money is di^tiibuted amongst the eMsting schools, not much more 
(ban Us 50 a month would be available for each school in the province 


Financial aapeotSt — The tables at the end of the chapter give 
didails of the total expenditure on boys’ schools and the average cost 
111 difteieut t>pe8 of schools 


The future. — The new i^gulations of the Calcutta University are 
expected to lead to a general nnpiovement m the quality of training 
in the secondaiv schools But unless a deliberate attempt is made 
(o devise a self contained scheme of secondary education m the province, 
so that the Matriculation Exammation does not cover the whole 
ot the menial lionzon of the secondary schools, and the school system 
IS given a more practical bias, the secondary schools will go on 
sending unsuitable material to the Universities to be trained for 
swelling the ranks of the educated unemployed The domination of 
the Matriculation Examination has inhabited all initiative in the Head 
Masters and no experiments can be tried or innovations introduced lest the 
schools do not give as good an account of themselves in an examina- 
tion in which a premium is put upon merely memory work. 



CHAPTER V. 

University and College Education. 

Arts CoiltgW. — During the period under review, two men’s college* 
(.ensed to exist, there were no students in the college t lasses of St 
Joseph’s College at Darjeeling after the disaslrous euitluiuake of 
1933*34 while St James College at Calcutta dinathliated hi the 
Univeisity Four new women's colleges weic established and one, 
the Diocesan College, was closed down, of the foui new a omen’s 
colleges, thiee were first grade colleges aftilinted to the Unueisitv of 
Calcutta and one was an Intermediate College for (fills at Daeea, 
under the control of the Dacca Board of Intel mediate and Secondaiy 
Education 

The Dioeesan College, which had an Aits Department, a Teaeiiers' 
Training Department and a School Department, played a ven 
•mportant part in advancing the cause of higher education lor women 
and the eontiibution of this college to the cultural hte of Himgal 
can Imidly he over-estimated The decision of the college aiithuiitieH 
to cloie down the iidlege was greatly legretted iby all, lh(> neopli 
of Bengal will remember with gratitude the excellent work done b\ 
the college It is, however, fortunate that the college authorities 
decided to maintain the high school foi girls which continues to he 
one of the best schools in the province An attempt was made lo 
continue the woik of the Diocesan College by establishing a women's 
college m South Calcutta which woula be tnainlv residential in 
character, the Metropolitan of Calcutta did great deal towards 
seeming the services of some distinguiebed women graduate's from 
Oxford and other English Universities But unfortunately the 
scheme could not he maimed, nothing came out of the nc>gotiations 
with the Goveinment of India which could not hand ovoi the Hastings 
House to the college authoiities, sufficient funds could not be raised 
to acquire elsewhere suitable land and eiect the necessaiv buildings or 
to finance a well-equipiied college for women 

At the end of the quinquennium, there were thus 01) Arts Colleges 
in Bengal, as against 49 in 1931-32 , 43 of these wc-n* men’s colleges 
(against 45) and 7 women’s colleges (against 4 m 1931-32) Thiity- 
five of the colleges were first grade colleges while 15 weie Inf ei mediate 
Colleges Of the women’s colleges, five taught up to the detj^ree 
standard and w'ere located in Calcutta and two were Intermediate 
Colleges at Dacca Of the men’s colleges, thiity taught up to the 
degree sfaudard, 19 of them being in the mofussil and 11 in 
Cmcutta, and thirteen were Intermediate Colleges Of the 
Intermediate Colleges for men, six were under the control of the Dacca 
Board — three general colleges at Dacca and three Islamii Intermediate 
Colleges at Dacca, Chittagong and Seraigunj — and seven were afhliatcd 
to the University of Calcutta, of which two were in Cahutt.i, one 
in Howrah and four in the mofussil 

The colleges vary greatly in si*e. Almost all the Calcutta lollcgcs 
for meu have over a thousand students each, the only small collies 
being Sanskrit College, Islamia College and St Paul’s College The 
first two are Government colleges and are meant exclusively for Hindu 
and Muslim pupils respectivmy, while the last is maintained bv 
the Church Missionary Society and has excellent residential and 
tutorial arrangements. Sansuit College had only 120 students c)n 
its rolls in 1936-37; though it was originally established to enable 
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the Hous of paudits to read in a aormal college, at present not more 
than half of the students are sons of pandits Islamia College which 
was established about 11 years ago for Muslim students had 356 
students in 19,36-37 The only other men’s college with an enrolment 
below 1,000 was the City College, but this was only a temporary 
fall in the uambeis, foi this college usually bad over a thousand 
students Vidvasagar Collegi’ with 2,261 students, Bangabasi with 
2,105 students, Scottish Church College with 1,442 students and 
Ashutosh College with 1,182 students in 1936-37, had each more 
students than in all the three Halls of the University of Dacca 1 There 
are some large colleges in the mofussil also Braiamohan College at 
Barisal had 1,312 students on its rolls at the end oi the quinquennium, 
Comilla Victoiia College had 961, Anandamohan College at Mymensmgh 
had 971 Ttangpur Carmichael College had 6J3 and Daulatpur Hindu 
Academv had 689 Of the Goveinnient colleges in the mofussil, 
Ilajshahi CoIle|je had 746 students, Chittagong College had 548, 
Hooghly Mohsm College had 307 and Rnshnagar College had 304 
students At the other end of the scale are the Midnapore College 
with onlv 68 fltudenis in 1936-37 (the abnormally small number 
being due to the politically disliiibcd state of the district), Serampore 
College with 273 students and the two intermediate Colleges at Narail 
and Contai with 96 and 121 students respectively 

It IS difliciilt to explain satisfaitorily the tendency on the part of 
the student community to flock to the Cab utta colleges The popularity 
of some of the larger Caleutta colleges is certainly not due to 
their Bupeiior efficiency, very little is done in them beyond class 
loom lecturing and the peicentage of successes in the University 
examiiuitiouH is well below’ the average for the University Judged 
by the jienentage of passes, the mofussil eolleges usually do better 
than the mayority of the Caleutta colleges But these large Calcutta 
colleges tiv to be spectacular by making all eftorts to capture the 
top places in the University class lists This they attempt by luring 
students, w ho have done well in the Matriculation or the Intermediate 
Exatninalion, to their colleges by offering them special privileges 
Theie is often an undignified scramble between the colleges for the 
enrolment of such students by appioaching them personally or through 
personal letters to them and dangling before them inducements 
like additional stipends, fiee tuition, free coaching and even 
tree bo.iiding in the attached hostels From more points than one, 
the drift of the students to these laige Calcutta colleges cannot but 
be regaided as an unhealthy sign 

Number of students* — The total number of students increased from 
21,607 in 1931-32 to 28,651 m 1936-37 At the end of the 
previous quinquennium, the number of students in Universities and 
Arts Colleges had fallen from 24,114 m 1926-27 to 21.607 in 1931-32 
But thioughout the present quinquennium, the number of students 
has been steadily increasing In 1932-33 the number was 22,724, 
m 1933-34, 25,204, in 1934-35, 26,179, in 1935-36, 27,056 till in 
1936-37 the total number of students leached 28,651 The percentage 
of increase works out at 24 5 over the numbers at the end of tne 
previous quinquennium as contrasted with a reduction of 11 6 per 
cent in 1931-32. The most noticeable feature in college education 
during the quinquennium was the great increase in the number of 
w'omen students In 1931-32 there were only 366 women in the 
Uiiiveisity r lasses and in Arts Colleges; in 1936-J17 the numhei had 
iisen to 1,054. Not only were new women’s colleges started but 
women’s department were added to some existing men’s colleges;

ft connderablo number of women were also readiof? in Arts OoIIeges 
for men (and m the University classes), all the Government colleges 
in the mofuBSil, and many of the private colleges, had women students 
on their rolls It will thus be seen that co-education m the University 
stage, made g'eat strides in the province The nmnbci of Muslim 
students also showed a remarkable increase duting the period There 
were 4,405 Muslim students in 1936-37 as againsi m 1931-32 

The percentage of increase works out a( 41 8 per I’ent Tlierc weie 
also 45 Muslim girls leading in eolleges and nnncrsitieH ns against 
8 girls 1931-32 The Muslim community thus vmncle noticeable 
advance in the field of higher education during the i|Uinqaennnim 

Though the colleges showed great improvement in the mattei ol 
enrolment of new students, the ordinal v teaching work in them 
continued along old lines Colleges still relied entirely on mass 
lectures and the tutorial woik, which the University insists on, 
was generally a travestj of what it should be Mr K Zaebariah, 
Pnnmpal^ of Hooghlj Mohsin College, cMpllentlv sums up the present 
position ill Collegiate education 

"The intellectual ob.|ectivP8 ol a lollege die, first, to jmss the 
students through the University examinations, and 
secondly, to give them a sound intellectual training In 
a good educational system, these two objects approximate 
very closely, but unhappily, in Calcutta, they Lave little 
connection with each other — I had almost said they were 
irreconcilable To pass tlie Ciuversity examination 
nothing more is needed than an effort of the memory, 
30 stereotyped and unintelligent are the questions generally 
set It is difficult to persuade students to make any 
leal mental effort when they are perfectly certain that it 
iH irrelevant io success in tlie examination One works, 
therefoic, undei a terrible handiea]^ The only way to 
overcome it is, by the eommunication of a personal en- 
thusiasm, to infect a few individuals witn a genuine 
lore of learning This is what the tutonal system is 
supposed to do, and what in Bengal it scareely ever does 
The pounds are too large and formal for effective work 

Anothei great weakness is the abstrait nature of mueb 
of the studv ’ 

During the penod, the value of games and physical exercises came 
to be recognized moie generally The majority of the colleges showed 
considerable interest in games and tbe inter-uillcgiate fompetitions 
became more and more popular every year, the Univeisity antboiilics 
also in various ways encouraged spoits and athletics The Universitv 
Boat Club at the Dhakuiia Lake has now berome a well-appoinletl 
centre wlhich is laigely attended bv students of the Caliutta (ollegcs 
and an increasing number of students aie now practising lowing 
regularly dm mg term time Many of tbe Calcutta rolleges have also 
platoons of tbe University Training Corps Theie was onlv one 
mofuBsil college, affiliated to the University, Hooghly Mohsin (’dllege, 
which had a platoon, but tflie platoon was disbanded during the quin- 
quennium on account of certain diffieulties in arinnging foi Kieir 
parados The Principal rightly observes that the niediiinieal disfiplnn 
of military training lhas its defects as well as its merits 

The University ol Cakutta orguui/ed iluriug tlie penod a new 
function called the University Foundation Day Celelbrations whicli was 
usually held on the 24th of January eveiy year This function seems 
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to have caught the imaginatiou of the students and it generally 
roused their enthusiasm , it is however regrettable that in the last year 
of the quinquennium, some Muslim students objected to the new crest 
of the University, which they considered too Hindu in dharacter, and 
staved away from the celebrations The piogmmme usually followed 
begins with ii loute maich of the students of the Calcutta colleges and 
of su< h inofussil ( olleges as send representatives to the function through 
the streets of Calcutta to the maidau. the students marcAi witlh their 
fxillege l>anner8, sometimes wearing uniforms, and some of the eolleges 
have pipes and drums to accompany the manheis In the maidan, 
theie 18 a march past of the colleges in which both men and women 
students join, followed by an address by the Vice-Chancellor and some- 
times by the Chancellor In the afternoon, displays of physical feats, 
folk dances, etc, are organised The (elebrations have a pseudo- 
militaiistie bias and their popularit}'^ with the students appears to be 
symptomatic of a new outlook We must remember that there has been 
of late some demand that the University introduce a course of training 
in militaiv science Whether it is merely a passing phase and a 
reflex of the military training which is (jomtmlsorily given to yoiinj^ men 
in seveial European countries now, it is nifficult to say But, in the 
past, tihe “black-coated dominie” was more {wpular with the educated 
classes in Bengal than the “red-coated soldiei” and the average 
Bengalee student of an oldei generation would not have been q^uite so 
thrilled bv the spei lade of young men in uniforms marching inrougb 
the streets to the tunes played Iby (r\atz militaiy bands The young 
men of Bengal to-day no longer look upon such functions as unweleome 
distmctions in the midst of then academic pursuits 
The financial condition of the non-Goveinment colleges continued 
to be UTisatisfaf fory througthout the period under review^ The 
emergency cut of 10 per cent on all recurrent grants was maintained 
and this pressed heavily on all the aided colleges, especially in the 
earlier years of the ciuinciuennium when all other sourc^es of income of 
the colleges liad greatly diminished as a result of the financial 
depression The depression was, however, indirectly responsible for an 
UK lease iii the number of students m tJhe colleges towards the close of 
the period Had it not been loi the xesulling increased fee-income, 
the colleges would have been much woise ofF tb«iu they were at the end 
of the quinquennium It may seem paradoxical to maintain that the 
depression w^as mdirettly responsible for the increased enrolment of 
students in c olleges But after the first shock of the crisis, the parents 
felf that tihe best thing they CvOiild do by their sons was to sencl them 
ft) the colleges even thougli this meant further deprivations for the 
family This was almost a (‘ounsel of despair The outlook was 
dismal indeed, to add to the misery, there was a recrudescence of 
fc'ironsm and the best lecniitmg ground for young terrorist was in 
the ranks of young men who had no preoccupation of any kind The 
\oung men engaged in studies might, thought the parents, be immune 
to some extent from tbeir influence So, the parents tightened the 
belts a little more and sent then sons to college 

The imperial grant of Ks 1,29,000 which used to be distributed 
annually to non-Oovernment colleges for the improvement of libraries, 
lelmratoiieR and gymuasui was completely withheld in 1932-3«1 and 
1933-34. This measure of economy naturally caused considerable 
hardship to the colleges and thougih from 1934-35 Government provided 
a sum of Rs 45,000 for disfrilbution to non-Government colleges through 
the Universitj, this sum was too small for the needs of these colleges 
It will be years before the Bengal colleges can reach parity with 
colleges in other provinces The financial stringency was also 



reapoiiHible lor the mdefaite poatpuuemoiit ol all Hchemea of improve- 
ment in the majority of the collefifefi Government had to make very 
enbetantial grants to Midnapore College to enable it to meet its 
liabilities As has already been stated, the financial difficulties of 
this college aiose from an abnormal fall in the number of students 
which was almost entirely due to the measuieH wbuh had to be taken 
by Government against Hindu voung men in order to check tlie menace 
of terrorism in the district 

The policy of drastic retrenchment was responsible for the deteriora- 
tion in the quality of work done in Goveinment colleges KxpentH's 
were cut don^n everywhere and drastic reductions were made in the 
grants for hbranes and laboratories All schemes of improvement and 
expansion were dropped and only in very rare t^scs were fol leges 
allowed new affiliations, only when Government were satisfied that the 
addition of new courses was hkelv to show’ financial gum in the shape 
of additional fee-income 

The Government colleges in the moftissil suffered most us a. u «uU 
of tJhis policy Their position to-day is an unhappy ono The number 
of teachers in the colleges was reduced hy the upplnation of mechanual 
standards devised bv financial experts, so much so that in some colleges 
the existing staff is lielow the minimum requirements of the llniversitv 
This fact has effected adversely non-Government colleges also, for the 
Univer8it\ could not insist on private colleges conforming lo the 
regulations when (lovernnient colleges were Jtllowed to hrenk them 
Hardly are any ot the newh introduced subjects taught in am of 
the inofusHil Government c(flleges, Bengali language and litc'ratiiie is 
not iaugtht in any Government rollege exc’ept at Chittagong where the 
sulbject 18 taught without any additional staft In mg Hanctioned feu the 
worK, Civics or Kconomics in the intei mediate classes up to the FI ononis 
standard are not taught in anv c‘ollege except at llaishahi. Biologv , 
Geology or Ph\sio]ogv are not taught aiiyviheie and Botany js t4iught 
only al Ilaishalii It is not possible for the motussil colleges to pc^rmit 
students to offer the optional fiftli suhic»ct m the rntenuediatc 
FiXaniinfij^iions This stands in the wav of their students seeming 
high places in tlio Fniveisitv class lists, this again results in the hettei 
stuctents lieing forced to migrate to Calcutta collc'ges wdiifh is unsatis- 
factory educationally 

The Director of Public [nstruction submitted a (‘omprehensive 
scheme for the c o-ordmation of work in all Governnient colleges for 
men in Bengal The scheme wms devised to prevent, as far as 
practicable, any reduplication of wwk in the three Government 
colleges in Calcutta by tieatiiig them as one unit for purely teaching 
puiposes The present affiliations in tlhe Goveinmcmt colleges were 
also caiefully scrutini/ed and detailed juopos.ils for their reMsom 
were made with a view to obtain a more s<itisfac torv return of tihe^ 
money now' spent on the Government colleges The scheme did not 
however recximmend any scheme whic'h would involve additional 
expenditure Though the scheme had been submitted to Government 
in 1935, no orders were passed at the end of the cjuinquennium 

Short reports on the individual eollcges will be found later in the 
dhapter 

University axemifiations.— The tables at the end of the chapter 
will give the results of the various University examinations from 19LU-2? 
to 1936-37 It would appear from the tables tluit there wa*^ ‘^omt 
attempt at stiffening the standard of the various Universitv exariiiiia- 
tiOBs in the quinquennial year 1926-27, but since then the percentage 


1)1 paBHbH lia« beeu more or \em steadily going up every year There 
are no reasonable grounds for assuming that students have been coming 
up, of late years, better equipped from the schools for collegiate 
education, oi that Uhere has been any marked improvement in the 
quality ot teaching in the colleges On the other hand, it is not 
unlikely that the hnancial depression has resulted in the schools and 
colleges being poorer in equipment than in more prosperous days 
The (ouclusion therefore seems almost iiresistable that the Universitj 
examinations were becoming incieasmgly easier to pass The largei 
peicentage of passes lhad undoubtedly encouraged students to entei 
colleges in in( leasing numbers and had indirectly augmented the 
University fee fund, but the tendenry can Jjardly be regarded as 
altogether lionehcial to the cause oi hightu education In fact, Bengal 
IS lined with a tragic situation While the problem of the educated 
unemployed is becoming increasingly acute, the University is flooding 
ibe pioviiice with an evei -growing number of young men who are not 
Tiieiely unemployed but also often unemployable 

Expenditure on the colleges*- The tables at the end oi the chapter 
Will show llie total expenditure on the Ails Colleges It will be seen 
irom Table o4 that the expenditure from proviniial revenue had 
gone down in to 34 per (ent of the total expendituie (against 

39 b per cent of the total in 1931-32), while the fee-income bad increased 
from 51 04 per cent to 58 1 pei cent The expenditure on the aided 
colleges, given in Table 56, shows that theie has lbei*n a total increase 
m the expendituie by Rs 97,073, but then income fioin provincial 
revenues had decreased by its 43,018 and then income from othei 
sources liy Rs 8,664, the fee income howevei showed an imrease of 
Rs 1, 48, (>55 It will he si^eii from Table 55 that (lovernment were 
spending nearly Rs 37,000 less on the Government colleges fiom 
provincial revenues, while the fee-income of these* colleges had increased 
by over Rs 70,000 dunng the ciuiniiuennuim The fee-income of the 
unaided Arts Colleges (their only assured souirc of income), shows a 
remaikable nii reuse of Rs 2,36,927 (Table 57) 

The aveiage cost foi educating a stucleui had also gone down 
considerably in all the vaiious types ol Arts (\)lleges In the case of 
Government oolleges, tlho aveiage cost pei student stands now at Rs 367 
per annum as against Rs 471 in 1931-32 Of this sum, Rs 255 
(against Rs 345) came from publn funds The average cost p('i 
student in aided colleges was Rs 99 per annum in 1936-37, ot this 
only Rs 16 came from public funds The pci (upiUi eost at the end 
of the previous quinquennium was Rs 136 of which Rs 29 came fiom 
public funds The per lapifa eost of a student in an unaided college 
was Rs 90 as against Rs 92 in 1931-32 

For some years past, the University has been urging the creation 
of provident funds for the teachers in piivate colleges Many ot tlie 
colleges have now a provident fund scheme while a few have pension 
schemes The Vidyusagar College has a pension fund and teachers 
who retire after 15 years* service should receive one-third pension and 
those who retire after 25 yeais* service, half pension, but there is an 
important proviso that the pensions will only be given ^^if funds 
permit** The Burdwan Ra] College has also a similar pension sciheme 

Dacca University. — The Univeisitv of T)acc*a whicli was founded 
in July 1921 is the only unitary teaching .md residential University m 
the provime The University has three Fneulties — Arts (imdii^ing 
Teacninp and Commerce), Scieiue and Law Theoretically, the 
University is a residential University, hut there were only 488 students

of the surplus over the estimated tee income The University however 
had a mucli Uugc»i income* dining the nuinquennium — in 1936-37 it 
was nearly Ifs 3,00,000 over the estimatrea tee income and the Govern- 
ment giant was projioitionately reduc'ed The <*ontingent character of 
the grant did not satisfy the Univeisity who felt rightly, that their 
activitieii were being uridulv lestiuted f)y an arrangement wdiich stood 
in the* wav of then reaping the full measuie of benefit from the increased 
revenue But though it was not possible foi the Univeisity to under- 
take aiij luige scheme of exjuuision and reconstru(*ti(m or even to give 
effect to some schemes of long (*ontemplated reforms, they were able 
to balance then budget throughout the quinquennium Negotiations 
were being earned on between Government and the University for a 
recousideiatiou of the annual Government grant 
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Deprovincialization of Covernment colleges.— I lom since 1922, 

there has been some demand from a settion oi the public for the 
deprovinc lalization of all Government lolle^es so that the mone> thus 
saved could be utilized foi iinprovm^f the private tollejiea The con- 
tention 18 that the Government colleges have outlived their utilit^^ and 
weie no longer tnoie efficient than pnvatelv managed lolleges; there 
was thus no justitieation for spending a ilispU)p()itioiuilel\ large sum 
of moiicv out of the proviuiial revenues foi edinating a (oinpaiativeh 
small number of students in these colleges It is true that in 1})3(5-3V 
the cost to piOMnciul levenues for edmating a studeni in a Govein-

The iiuiiihe! ol students lose fiom 90() in 1931-32 to 1,058 in 
19rlb-37, of wlioiii 117 ueie post-giadunte students The number of 
post-giaduale students has becm toi some \turs now, considerably below 
the hi»mc» ol 250 c cmteiriplated by the Preside nc y (^oilc*ge Reoiganisa- 
tion (\unmiUee This fall is due to the great dispaiity in the fees 
(haiged at (his itdlege and the leis charged by the Eniveisity Post- 
giadiiatc Teaching Department, especially as the post-graduate students 
of Piesid‘iH\ College hcue oni\ then tutorials in the college and the 
le(tui(*s which Ihev have to attend are conducted hy the University, 
and aie cjpen to all post-graduate students 

'Hie higliei late of fe(*s rh.irged in the college' as coinpaied to the 
tees of (lie otlui colleges in Calcutta, has also seriously affected, in the 
opinion of (he Eiincipal, the flow of meiitonous students to the 
college A sjlifine foi ciealmg* a number of iiec* stndc'ntslups w^as 
bofcDie (love iiiiiun( f<u some time hut no final oideis weie passed before 
the end of tlie quinquennium 

The* nunibei ol lesideiil students in the J<]dc*n Hindu Hostel of the 
college lias l)<‘C'n steadilv going down The drop was tonsiclerable 
duiing (he ciuinquennium and the finances of the hostel are causing 
anxiety to the* authorities 

Table ()2 al the end of the chapter shows that the college results in 
tlie TJniveisity examinations were uniformly satisfactory In 1916-37, 
the college cmptuied many of the top places in the various Univeisily

The attaiis of the college union had been tor wime \cmus past a 
souric' ot considerable w'oiiy and anxiety to the (c)lli‘ge authorities 
The unhappy impoitatioii of communal c onsideiations into ihi^ cIcm tions 
ot Ihe (cdlege union was mainlv lesponsihlc* foi a good cicail of the 
tiouble Both the Hindu and Muslim students showed gicat communal 
bitterness and intcdc'r.ince In IlKlh-fKi, the Muslim sludimlh hrokc' 
away fioin the collc'ge iiuiou on Ihe giound tliai no Muslim had ever 
been elected as (icneial Secietar^ In 19;i6-37, a new conslilulion was 
diawn up lo meed the wishes ot the Muslim students and lhc» IMincipn) 
resenc'd to Iniiiscdt the right to nominale tlie (iencMal Secicdurv cnee 
(‘Very d ye. ns to cmsiiie ki sintahle iejm‘sc»ntation oi the Musliin 
conimunit^ This wms acceptable to tlie Muslims hut led to the 
secc’SsioTi ot the Hindus and m largo inaionty ot Ihe Hindu students 
wcie standing aloof from the present union whicli was lun by a llnidu- 
Mushui coalition grouii A leasonahle compromise could not he 
arrived at because' ot outside interference both from the Hindus and

suitable in oihei lespec is, was too small foi ihe (ollege and hardly 
accommodated rSOO students It was, however, very popular with the 
students who usually gatlieied theie in laige numbers to lead the 
pciiodicals and iieuspapeis subscribed b\ the college The Chemical 
Laboialon of llu (oll(3ge was budlv congested and foi some time past 
Univeisity Tiis]) 0 ( lois Imd been ad^eIsoly rommenling on llie iinsatis- 
tacton natn ( ol the building and tlie ai rangcunents The piesent 
Imikling ot the IMi>sics LalioiatoTw \vaR also inadequate and unsuitable

The eosi of educating a studemt of the college was leduced from 
Rs 107 lo Rs 296 of which Rs 19»1 was met fiom public funds (against 
Rs 184 in 1911-32) 

(liiltuqoHi) Colleqe — During ihe mapu portion ot the quinquennium 
the (‘ollege was uiidei the same Piincipal, Ilai Padmini Bhiisan Rudia 
Bahacliii The political condition ol Chittagong continued to lie 
distuilied ,it the beginning oi the ciuinqueimuira Tii Seplembei 1912, 
the Ihihailali Inhiilute was laided b\ teiionsts, and some of Ihe 
•students oi the* college weie involvec^ in this ouiiage [n 19^14, an 
attempt was made by the teiioiisls t/O kill some Euiopeans who wtic 
watching a ciieket maleh But m this outiage no student of the 
college was implicated But towaids the closing yoats of the 
quinqueunnini, however, tlie general political situation had greatly 
improved Kxi ept in a few c uses, the conduct of the general body of 
the students, thioughout the penod under review, was above reproaili 
A system of tutonal supervision which has been introduced with a 
view to bunging students into closer personal relationship with Ihe 
members of the staff yielded satisfactory lesults The college union 
which was made a fully elective body and given a demon atic constitu- 
tion in 1931, functionc'd satisfactorily, it does not seem that a 
democratic constitution of the students’ union mteifcred with college 
discipline, as in some other Government colleges.

The college hbian was a pool one, and though theie w^eie as 
man\ as ]2,4ri(: Aolunies many of tlie hookh weie ancient and of douhi 
ful \alue to the students The shelf space was limited and could not 
be increased without oxtensi\c* sfiuctuial alterations, the looms weiv 
badlj lighted and poorly ventilated The library was in every wav 
unsuitable foi a hist-grade college The laboialories also require new 
appniatus The ancient gas jilant of flic ecdlegc- was a souice of gieat 
trouble to the college It needed constant ie])aiis, the cost ot whidi 
was not inconsiderable, and laborafoiy woik was held to sonu' 
extent during the period that it was being patched up The college 
buildings are unsuitable foi the eollc-ge and inadequate for its present 
needs Some improvements were howc'vei cflc'cled cluniig the cpiin 
(luenniurn, the mam building was c'lectiitied and .i baibecl wiie-teming 
was elected lound the college to jucvenl unviaiianlcMl ingic^ss and

Mr K Zachaiiah, m a , i e s , continued to be the rnncipal during 
the whole of the quinquennium The most important event was the 
celcdjration o{ tim oeiitenarv <»f the eolle^e towards the end of 
No\ ember One ot Uu most valuable results ot the 

ceiitenaiy (el(‘bni(ion was the publitMlion ot Ibe liistoiy ot the college 
wntton b\ Ml Zadiaiiah This is undoubtedly one of the most 
iiiinoitani books, dealing with tlie history ol llnglisli edu(‘tttion in 
India, winch has been |)ubljshed duiing leeeiit yeais A notable 
ieatuie ol tli(‘ centeiuuy celebiation was that a sum ot ovei R^s 14,000 
was collected fiom tlie old boys ot the college and a common loom was 
oonsti acted at a cost of Its 10,000 out of the funds laised The founda- 
tion stone of this building was laid by an old student of the college, 
Sii TJ])en(lia Nath Biahmachaii, and the building was foimally opened 
by Ills Kvcellem \ the Goveinoi ot Bengal on the 28th of November 1940, 
the hist day of the centenaiy c elcbiaiions ni (he piesence of a huge 
and dist iriguislied gathering Tlie new building, wdiidi was con- 
stincled to haiinonise with the mam college building, has a leading 
loom, a loom foi indooi games a tihin loom and a small kitchen, it 
lias also a mom toi the IMivsual Instiudoi Two inteiesting exhibi- 
tions were ludcl in connection with the centcumiy c elehiations, one v\as 
the liihiaiy Exhibition wheie inan\ eaily recoids and valuable books, 
chiefly fiom the college libiaiv, weie exhibited and a nuinbei of old 
Bcmgali books which weie kmdh lent bv the Bangiya Sahitya 
Baiishada weie also on view The othei was the Science Exhibition 
organised bv the Science stafl ol the college The college owed a 
gipui deal to the geneiositv of tlie late Tlaji Muhammad Mohsiii and 
the name ot the college was di mged to llooghly Mohsin College to 
commemorate the centenary 

The niimliei of students in the college was 407 as c'ompaiecl to an 
enrolment vaiying between 200 to 300 during the previous quinquen- 
nium Unlike in the other colleges wheie the number of boarders 
had fallen, llic' .iveiage numbei of boaideis in the hostel showed a 
slight inciease In 1936-37, theue weie 15 l)o\s in the Hindu liostel 
anci 10 in the Muslim hostel, while the aveuage numbeis duiing the 
pievioiis quiiupiennium w(‘re 10 and 7 lespeetively This college 
differs fiom the majority of the other colleges in that about 85 per cent 
of the studcuits live with their paicuils and lelations, but the college 
has alwavs .i ceitaiii numbei ot jiooi students wdio cannot affoid tlie 
expense of education at Calcutta nc»i have relatives in Ehinsuia, it is 
m.unlv foi this class (hat the hostels ate meant The Biincipal 
(OTisideis lliat the scale of fees cleTiianded m the hosteds was too high 
foi the inaioiity of the pooiei studciiits The clisci])line in the cxillege 
was excellent 

The college had the barest minimum teaching staff in moat subjects 
but not in TTistoiv and Bengal; The teaching arrangements of 
Bengali in this -collc*ge were disgumeful Theie was only one teacher 
of the subiert, iiiiscallcMl a pait-tnne tcMchei, who had bec»n holding 
the post for the last nine veais on a fixed salar]^ of Rs 75 a month 
The college was not affiliated in Honours Econcimies The Principal 
again urged tlie necessity of a reconsideration of the affiliation of this 
and the other Government c‘ollegps He consideis that the college 
should eeitainly teach up to the Honours Standard in Economics and 
I’ass Standard in Botany foi the B So Examination 


One of the most useful iimovatiouR introduced by the Prmoiiml was 
that borrowing of books from the college liluary was made easiei and 
quicker Certain number of books were also placed m open shelves for 
immediate access Though a few books weie lost at the beginning, 
not a single book was lost in 1916-*17 Tie iighth observes that the 
loss of a book or two was as nothing compared to the encouragement-—" 
this gives to the students to use tlie lilnaiv, the libiau aftei all 
existed for the benefit ol the leadeis and not foi deioiatne puiposes 

The Principal also attempted to gi\e a comletelle^s to llm teaching 
of the vaiioufl subjects by tlie use of on lures, l)\ fw lenlihc and 
economu exmisions and b\ a gieatei em]»hasis on piadual labuuitor\ 
work and to widen tlie narrow lange of tin a\eiiige students mleiests 
by planning a hdicme of lectures on aits siihieds fui stiem e students 
and science subjects for arts students

There was a steady iiii lease m the nuinber of the studcMit-i duiiug 
the quinquennium, and there were 104 students on the lolls in 1910-47, 
as compared to ‘J28 in 1941-12 Thcie voie now also Ih gnl students 
in tlie college as against only one in 1941- <2 The use in iiunilnu ot 
gill students hov\evei cieated certain pioMcuns, such as, piovision of 
a suitable common loom foi them and the nei essity ot having a whole- 
time maid-hervant to look attei the needs ot tin gnls 

Theie weie iiuineicms thaiiges in the leaching slaft of llie college, 
of the 22 teachers attached to the c'ollege in 1912- d onl> II punained 
at the end of the cpunciuenuium It is obvious that ficquent c li.inges 
in the staft is not concluci\e tc» sleadv wuiik in a college M()M*o\ei lln* 
college was hopelessly uiidei staffed , theie was only onc‘ i)iofc*''SO] ioi 
teaching Histoiv to the foui classes the two Inicu nu diate *incl I he two 
B A' (dasses The Kiiglish staff and the Matliematu s stall wcoe 
totally iiiadeciuate foi the needs of any eollogc* The college libraiy 
whicdi used lo he one ot the proud possessions of tin* (oll(‘g( had nol 
been kept up to date As a lesult of the let koic hment (ampfiign Ihe 
libiaiv giant was reduced fioni Rs 2,fMK) to Rs 940 a year and the 
oiiginal laboiatoiy grant foi the puicdiase oi appaiiitiis wms cut down 
fjom Rs 2,750 to Rs 1,920 The Idboiatoiios suffeied fjom another 
defect — scaicily of wa tei , llie walci pic^ssiiro ot the street mains ot 
the town to wdiich the ccdlege is connected being veiy low, no filton^d 
water was available toi the laboiatorv Though the town cd 
Krishiiagai lias been olectiifiocl leceiitly, tin* cMillege labcuaioi us ha\c‘ 
not been connected yet to the Electiic Supply 9 he absence ot 
electricity iii the college, which teaches up to the B Sc Stirnbud, 
must obvioush stand in tin* wav of udvnined woik The furniline oi

The college had a union with a full cleuiotialn c onstilution when 
all the posts were elective The present Piincipal is of the opinion 
that the democratic constitution ot the union which was iTiauguiat(*(l 
in 1940, had a bad effect on the discipline of lln ci>llc*gc lie cd 


the opinion that a fully elective and democratic college union is 
inconsiRtent with the smooth working of a Goveinment college It 
18 difficult lo agiee with this contention If there was a firmer handling 
b\ the Piincipal of the college, bieaidies of discipline need not have 
ocniired In any case it appears to be a slightly reactionary view to 
hold that students should not be trained in managing democratic 
institutions and should be denied the full share the management of 
I bell own clubs At Chittagong, where an almost identical constitu- 
lion was intiodured, the union had not aceoiding to the Piincipal of 
that college, (leated any adininistiatne diftn ulties On the contraiy, 
be is ot n])iuion that the union was doin^ good w'ork in tosteiing a 
sense of ri spoiisibility in the students of the college 


Tn some ways, the most noticeable event during the quinquennium 
w^as the (ousiiiKtion ot a building for the (^olle^e Muslim Hostel, with- 
in the (olle^e comiKiiind It was opened Inimally by the Hon’ble Khan 
Hahadui Azizul ilaque in July 1930 and named Anderson Muslim 
Hostel The hostel has aicommodalion ioi 10 hut at the end of the 
quinquennium there were only 8 in residence The Hindu Hostel 
which has a( ( omniodation foi 64 sludents had ’>0 students in 1930 but 
on Ihe list Man b 1937, the nninbcr < aine down to 41 only The watei- 
sujiplv of the liostel still lemains a problem 'Phe Directoi of Public 
InsliiK tiori approved of a sduine foj eonveiting d lunib»*j loorn on 
the eastern end of the hostel at the small cost of Ks 440, for use as a 
segregation ward 

The folleoe endowment funds stood at Rs 7'‘),00() with an annual

(olle^ze In addition, there are special trust tiinds, ihi‘ interests of 
vvlndi weie utilised for awaiding monthh stipends and medals Tn 
addition to 10 Government free studentshiira, thiue were 13 free 
studentships, m the gift ot the substnhcis Besides the ab()\e free 
studentships, there were four eolle<^e conversion Molisiii stipends of 
the value of Us 5 eadi for poor but deserving Muslim students ot the

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CHAPTER VI. 


Education of Indian girls and women. 


During the quimiueunmm, the numhm ot Arts and I'rofossional 
t>DUeges tor women had increased hy 4, high sdiooU Iin 25 and middle 
English schools bv 11, Inii theie weu* 7 t.>^vt>I middle \einaiular 
schools and 29 fewei primary schools toi girls, there weie also 15 moie 
“special schools”, but the number of uniccoomsed schools weie reduced 
bv (i2 Thus at the end of the |)eiio<l undei icview, there were allo- 
cether 13 fent'r educational institutions lot giils than at the cMid of 
the previous ciuinqueniiium The middle veinaculai srhools vveie never 
popular 111 Bengal and they aie slowlv disapjieaiing , the fall in the 
niimbei of pnmaiy schools was due, as alieadv stated in Cliaptei 111, 
to the deliberate attempt made in Chittagong Division to weed out 
inefficient schools 


At the end of the imuiocI, the nuinlier of girls in odue.it loiiivl institu- 
tions had incie.ised to a remaikable extent, the inciease was partuularlv 
noticeable in colleges and in secondaiy English schools, the lale ot 
increase was not relativolv quite so gieat in primary schools, though 
it was greater than at the end of the previous (lUiiKiuennimn (29 9 fier 
cent in 1936-37 as against 23 6 |>ei cent in 19.11-32) .\s was to ho 

expected, the unmlM^r of giils in middle veiiiKulai schools had fallen 
bv 49 jiei cent 


It would apjiear lliat, both amongst the Hindus and the Muslims, 
the necessity of educating the girls has now been tully realized, though 
the advance in the case of village girls’ education has not heou pio- 
portionate to thendvaiue in English edmation amongst the town girls 
The progiess made hy the Muslim giils esi>eciallv in the highei stages, 
is most heailoiung Theie was an increase of 1()2 .5 pei cent in the 
number of Muslim gabs in colleges, ol 2711 (» pea cent in the high 
stage and of 172 9 per cent in the middle stage Tlie niimher of 
Muslim gills in colleges is still small, theie weie only b5 giils in Aits 
Colleges and 2 in Profession.'!) Colleges, hut in 1931-32 theio were onlv 
S girls m Arts Colleges .iiul none in the Protessional Colleges In the 
high stage there were 341 giils (against 92 in 1931-32) and in I fie 
middle stage there weie 614 Muslim giils (against 225 in 1931--I2) In 
the primary stage the late of increase was mm h lower-- only 30 6 per 
cent , but the uumbei of Muslim girls in the “upi>ei primary” stage 
fthatis, in classes IV and V) was 7,027 (against 2,591 in 19.11-32) and 
in the top priraarv class fhe number ot Muslim giils in l9,{(>-37 was 
2,260 — almost as great as the iiumhei m the two top « lasses in 1931-32 
The Hindu girls do not show as great a i>ro rntii jiiogiess us the Muslim 
girls, the percentage of increase in then case was 111 6 pet (eat in 
the colleges. 111 4 jici cent in the high stage and 84 9 pei lenl in 
the middle stage, in the primary stage howevei llie Ifiiidu giils show 
an increase of 30 7 pei cent . 0 1 jier cent grentei than in the enst ot 
Muslim girls 

With the spread of higher education amongst Muslim women, the 
standaid of education in that community is hound to go up m the 
future, for it was aptlv lemarked 


the literate woman is a far better and suiei guarantee of 
the ^ucation of the coming generation than liteiate men , an 
illiterate woman is in her own time veiv oHeii ^ 

fhe stagnation, not only of the geneiation that is 
mg up. but of the geneiation which is i.i the prime of life as 
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One of the obsiaclps U> pro^rAaM in thn education of women ifl the 
muatp conservahym of the people, but, much of the i>rpjiidi(e 8 in the 
past a^iiinsl (he education of pirls has been against a system which 
look little account of the peculiar educational needs of the girls The 
absenfc ol; any provision foi relieriouH instiuction in the schools also 
doteiTcd Muslim parenls from Konding Iheii giils io schools But it is 
thought likely that the increased niimbei of lunior madrasahs for 
pirls may act as an intermediate stage m Muslim giils joining general 
institutions in huger numbers in the tutme 

The purdah system also proved a serious obstacle in the way of 
women’s education But the purdah is steadily breaking down in the 
province The future social Insloiian oi Bengal will examine cnticallv 
the causes which have led io the rapid dissolution ol in agc'-old system 
in this provinie duiing the last few ycais But it is likely that a 
w'ell-known missionary was light when he said that (hough the eivil 
disobedience movement had done great harm in many ways to the pro- 
vinee, it had adiieved one good result — it had helped to hieak down 
puidah amongst the middle class Hindus of Bengal The example and 
pi.K^tKo of middle class Hiiiclus m the province and of prominent 
Muslims in other paits ot India ha\e undoiibtedlv had then reaction 
on the Muslims in Bengal, and have been indirect! v responsible for the 
alow breaking down of purdah amongst Bengali Muslims The number 
of Muslim women who now (ome emt in mixed soeial gatherings has

and (be juovincial legislature It is also woith lemeinbermg that 
puidah was never iigidlv obseived in Bengal villages in tlie past except 
amongst the higlier middle class and aristroi latie lamilies, it was the 
inherent desire of people to aiie ‘‘then betters” whiih was largely res- 
ponsible foi the oidinary villagei sending his women folk into the seclu- 
sjcm of the purdah as soon as he wanted to establish that he had gone 
up in the social ladder Tt is i)eiha|>s, therefore not unlikely that the 
ordinary villager, though eonservative at heaiit, would again be 
influenced b> the example of the middle (lass and aristocratic families 
and now that purdah is slowlv disappearing iiom amongst women of 
those classes, the village women will also begin to thiow off the 
shackles of purdah 

Child mainage was aiiothei obstacle in the way of giihs’ education, 
the passing of (he Saida Act, which has made child maniage illegal, 
has had great effect in sending an increasing number of girls to school 
1 'he ediKation of women is iiiuloubtedh (he most impoitant need 
of India i()-(iav The Uaitog (’ommittee vmy aptly ( bserved 

“The education ol the giiL is (he education ot the mother and, 
throucrh hei, all hei childieu The middle and high classes 
ot India ha\e long suffered tiom the dualism of an educated 
manhood and an ignoiaiit w^omanhood — a dualism that lowers 
the whole level of home and domestic life and has its reactions 
on jieisonul and national character” 

His Excellency, Loid Linlithgow, when President of the Royal 
Commission on Agriculture, had also stressed the importance of 
women^s education m any scheme of improving the conclition of the 
masses . 

“It 18 idle to expect a boy io reap the full advantage ot literacy 
when his mothers and sisters can neithei read nor write No

ing more popular with the giils, there were 20 girls leading for this 
suoject in 1936-87, hut there weie only 8 girls in the Physics Class 
when it was first stalled The Physics Laboiatoiy was badly

The numbc'i of giils in the college was steadily falling In 1932 
there w(*ie t)2 gills while in I93b, tbcic weie oulv 47, this fall was 
pariiiulaily notueable when in all otliei colleges foi girls the 
rminbeM liad imieased in such a mailed maniui dm ifg the same 
peii()d The fall in the enioliiient 111 the attached scdiool was e\en 
more niaiked, there weie only 209 pupils in 1937 against 305 in 1932 
It IS difluult to explain this fall, for the c'cdlc^ge and the school were 
both fonm»ct(*d 111 a markc'dly efbcient manner The examination 
results wc‘i<‘ unitoijnI\ satisfactoiy and the discipline cm client The 
Pnneipal wuiuld put down the fall to the strictness that was obseived 
in the iiistitulion 111 Ihe mattei ot discipline, pioinotious and sl;idnuNl\ 
tollowuiig llu' icgiilations 

JiOiefo House — This is an unaided college wdnch gi vc‘s an

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CHAPTER VIL 


Education of Muslims. 

Statistical. — The total uumber ol Mualiui stuJeuta in all giadeu ot 
educational institutiona ioi Indians rose liom 1,437,(555 m 1931-32 to 
1,656,011 at the end of the quinquennium Of these, 1,251,451 were 
boys and 404,5(}0 were girls, as against 1,127,709 boys and 309,946 
girls in 1931-32 The rate of increase had, however, fallen from 26*1 
per cent in the preceding quinqueuuiiim to 15 2 pei <cnt This slowing 
down in the laie ol progress was undoubtedly due to the pc)verty of the 
Muslims who weie particularly hard hit by ihe finaumal distress in the 
piovince The pioportion of the Muslim pupils to the total numbei 
ot pupils under instruction had, however, gone up slightly, from 61 »6 to 
51 9 per cent 

Judged by ti^uies, the position appears lairly satisfactory, the total 
number of Muslim pupils is now neaily double of what it was in 1922, 
Muslims have also nearly the same pioportion of pupils as their nuinboi 
M to the total population ol the province Bui “wastage”, in Uic 
primary stage, is appalling and (onsiderably greatei tihan in tilie i asi 
of the other communities fn l9d(j-37, theie were as many as 634,519 
Miisliiu boys and 301,2f)d Muslim girls lu the lowest primary dass, but 
in the hicdiest primary tlass the numliers were only 12,646 boys and 
2,2()0 girls Ol, in other woids, foi every 100 Muslim girls m the 
lowest class, Iheie were only 0 75 giils m the highest class, and Iheie 
w^as only one MiiHlim boy in the liigihest class foi every 16 boys in the 
lowest class But lliougii tin hguics point to a dejdorahle state ol 
art«iiis, the wasldge was niu(b h‘ss duuug the quinquennium The 
jwlvauce in Ihe (*ase ot boys is lauliaps not very great, in 1931-32, Ihe 
proportion was 33 (> in the cjm* of Muslim boys to the total numbei of

against 2d 7 in 19 51-12 In tin* aits colleges (iiirludiug University 
(lasses), Muslim students numbered 4,405 against 2,883 in 1931-32 and 
formed 15 4 pei lent as agaumt 13 3 pei ('ont of the total number 
of students in that stage Tlic giils made much gieater relative 
progress, then numbei s w^eie shU small, there were 34] Muslim girls in 
the high stage wheie tlicie weic onh 92 at the end of the last quin- 
quennium, 111 the arts colleges there w^ere now 45 girls as against 8 
in 1931-32, two gills weie now in professional ( alleges wWe five years 
ago tflierc w^ere none Muslim girK especiallv from comparatively 
better-off families, weie now^ coming forvrard in increasing numbers to 
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lii^h ichoolA and colleges, Ibnt the ruial iiopulation wuh still not aa 
alive to the necessity of giving the girls a seiulai education as the 
Hindus were (One reason ot this mav he that tlu\ lightly coushUm 
the education as at present provided tor the iiiial girls is iiiisaiisfaciory ) 

It 18 matter ot some regret that the nuinhei ni Muslims m profes- 
sional colleges has been steadily decliuiiio fiom on\vard8 In 

1926-27, there were 8d6 Muslims in those institutions, m llhU-di, thoio 
were only 676 and in 1tn6-d7 thoio was ,i tmtlioi tall and the numht'i 
was 620 This fall is oarticulaih nolnoahlo, toi m aits colleges the 
number of Muslims had iiineased hv nonK hi) ptu (oiit , it innnot Im* 
explained away as being due to finamial distress though it is tnie

for them ni all Government schools and colleges and one of the condi- 
tions ol non-Guveinmeiit schools leiciving a giaiit-in-aid is that a 
percentage ot admissions in them should be leseived for Muslims and 
that lo j)ui cent of Muslim pu]>ils m tihe schools should be granU'd 
hee tuition as is done in Goveinmenl siJhools (the maximum mimbei 
ot such flee studentships allowable to piipiK of other communities has 
been /estijLt(‘d to per cent of tin folul number ot students in the 
schools; Special sc holaisbips and stipends uie alsc3 aviilable foi

Goveriuinuit inaintains a first grade arts college foi Muslim men 
111 Calcutta -tihe Tslaiuia College which was cstablisihed in P)2() Theic 
are also throe high schools tor them in Dacca, (Miittagoiig and Calcutta 
In 19f‘K), Government provincialized the SakhawMt Memoiial School 
for Muslim Giils, winch till then was an aided school, and every 
attempt is being made to tmn it into a model girls’ school One of

Maktiibs aie puruarv schools lot Muslim boys and gnU The 
syllabus tauglit in them does not dillei niateiially from the primary 
school syllabus, except that books i)V Afushm autbors only are generallj 
prescribed, and the reading ol tlie Holv Quinn, and training in Islamic 
iituals and Tidu are additional c cniipulsoiv sub]ects foi Muslims 
Dunngf the (luinciucnniuin there was an mcTcase m the numbei of 
lioys’ maktabs by 268 but a reduction m the number of girls’ maktabs 
by J58 III 19‘U)-f7 tlieic vveie 16, 657 maktabs for boys and 9,314 
maktalbs for girls The numbei ol these institutions in Bengal was 
greater than total numliei of ptim.irv seJhcmls in seveial major Indian 
provinces In ofilier woids, the maktabs also like the ordinary primary 
schools are too numerous m this jirovincjo and they too were as badly 
distributed as the general schools in the province Though the number 
of these institutions had fallen, there was an appreciable increase in 


the iiumbei of pupils in them, hut tHie laW oi im lease was eou'^nleiablv 
below the late of increase in tin* precediiijr quimiiiennuim In 1936-37,

CHAPTER VIII. 


Education of Europeans and Anglo-Indians and other 

Special Classes. 

Institutions and pupils. — Ou the .Usl oi Munh l')37, the total 
number of institutions of all kiiidsi for ihe edutation of Euiopoana and 
Anglo-Indians stood at 68, as against 69 in ]!hU-3^ 01 those iii&titu- 

tions, 63 were ior general education and 5 were speiml schools, against 
66 and 4 respectively m 1931-32 Two pnmai\ sdiools, the Ohnstian 
English Free School at Chinsura and the JJastings D.iv Sdiool at 
Calcutta were aliolished during the quUKiueuniuin, the conliol ol the 
Bengal Nagpur Railway Apprenticeship \iglit Sdiool at Kliaiagpur 
was transfeired to the Industries Department and two new special 
schools, the Fendall Home, a non-Government reformatoiy sdiool foi 
girls and the physical education (lasses ot ihe Young Women’s 
Christian Association were established 

Three of the schools, the Victona Boys’ School, the Dow Hill Girls’ 
School, for general education, and the Dow^ Hill Training College foi 
the training of school mistiesses are all at Kuiseoiig and are nndei the 
direct management ol Government The rest aio managid 1)> Railway 
authorities, by various religious denominations and by philanihiopic 
societies 

The uumbei of pupils in these schools was 12,322 at the end of the 
quinqiieimium, 6,678 boys and 5,644 giils, as against 11,680 pupils, 
6,327 boys and 5,259 girls in 1931-32 

The distnbution of the pupils in the dillereut types oi schools will 
be founii in Table 88 at the end of ihe chapter 33ic classihcation 
adopted is avS in tlie 1929 Code of Regulations for European Schools m 
Bengal, namely, (i) Primary, (ii) Higher Grade, (ut) Secondary, and 
(iv) Ungraded 

Primary aducatlOllu — Facilities foi primary education w^ere provided 
not only in the 19 primaiy schools so called, but also in the piimaiy 
department of secondary schools and higher giade schools All schools 
for general education had primary departments attached to tlicun 
There were thus 63 primaiy departments against 64 lu 1931-32, but the 
number of jiupils increased from 7,787 m 1931-32 to 8,120 in I9tti-i7 
The pnmary depailnieiit weio again subduidcd into Iviudeigaitcui 
classes and classes 1 to IV There w^as a maiked iinpiovement in 
kindergaiten teaching during the qiiinqueiinnim This was due mainly 
to the greater inteiests shown in them by the heads and governing 
bodies of the schools and to an increased nuinbei of specially trained 
teachers being now available 

But there are still some schools which did not seem to appieciatc* thc» 
fundamental importance of a well -organised kindergaiten class in an\ 
well devised scheme of education or of the importance of liaMUg speciallv 
trained teachers Generally speaking, howc^ver, newc i ideas on eciuc i- 
tion, from abiood, seemed to be permeating thiough all tin Kuiopeaii 
schools in the province 

While the ciuality of kindergarten work varms from sc^liool to school , 
the work in edasses I to IV was more uniform in different schools, heing 
“more formal, more clearly defined, involving appaieniU, no spec lal 
teaching techniciue, generally following traclition.il lines” Thi 
majority of the teachers in thc“ce classes are not however speciallv 
trained. 


Id Home of the small primary srhools, (lasses III and IV made 
‘‘only a fitful appearance*’, in otheis they had disappeared completely 

It appears that parents who wished to ^?ive a post-primary education 
to their (hildieii, often prefeired to make the chang^e to hif^hei schools 
as eaily uh possible, also some of the smaller schools had usually one 
or al most two teachers who found it extremely dilhcult to cater for all 
the (lasses fiom the kindergarten to class IV so that there was a natural 
tendency for classes III to IV to disappear Thus a number of boys 
and gills left these sc'horils annually without going through the full 
course ot pnmary education One of the problems facing European 
education is the gradual adjustment of ladlities offered in piimary 
schools so that the children attending them may have an oppoitunity 
of (mmpleling at least a full course of primaiy education 

In the primary department attached to higher grade and secondary 
schools, the numbers in the class rolls tended to show an increase up to 
and beyond class IV 

Post-primary education. — The number of children receiving post- 
primaiy education at the end of Uie year 19J^6-»{7 4,()6b of whom 

2,34() weie boys and 1,719 girls as against in the primary stage 

(4,316 boys and 3,810 gnls) Posl-pnmarv education was given in two 
types of schools, the higher grade schools witli 2,901 pupils and 
secondary schools with 1,164 pupils 

Higher grade schools — The higher grade schools occupy a unique 
position in India and aic found only in this rresulency When they 
were established, it ivas stated that the function of higher grade schools 
was to piovide 

“A sound elementary education leading to completion m a course 
of vocational framing calculated to fit the pupil to take with 
confidence a place in the woild of actual endeavour It must 
nevei be uncleistood tbal the aim of vocational training courses 
IS to ti am a workman They aie intended to provide a product 
moie fitted to be irained eventually as a workman Those 
children who would be trained in suth schools are not to be 
regarded as skilled oi partly skilled workman in any of the 
tiudes 01 occupation They have merely been given a reason- 
able education and have had certain faculties developed which 
may make it possible ioi them to undertake, with a greater 
prosjM^ct of success, certain blanches of endeavour immediately 
necessary to the promotion of our present-day commercial or 
mercantile well being ” 

Tl was tlius attempted to ehminate elementaiy s( hools in vogue 
before the leoiganisatum which i\ere “a type of complete, yet incom- 
plc^to schools’* and to put up m then place, a new type of school incor- 
porating “in its essential well being a piactical training which might 
seive to develop in a useful direction the aeademic ediieation given at 
such schools ** 

It IS worth while noting tliat it was only some years after that the 
Iladow Scheme was drawn up in England In \he central schools of 
the Hadow Scheme, there is a bias toward either mdusti’y or commeice, 
and though tlie courses studied in such schools may be planned m con- 
sultation with the best industrial and commercial opeiatioii m the 
neighbourhood, the main feature of the work of these schools was con- 
sidered to be the use of practical subjects as a source of self-develop- 
ment This was also intended to be the mam feature of the work of 



the higher grade schools in Bengal As the Inspector of European 
Schools observes: 

‘'the prepartion of candidates for in<lustrv and commerce is the work 
of technical and commercial s( hools, not the work of higher 
grade sihools It is true that we must but letain flexibility in 
educational ft>8tem, but this means vdlle1^ of piovision and not 
a blurring of types ot education given in (htU'ienl institutions 

The higher grade schools however have nol fullv leahsed all that was 
hoped from them There has been a strong lendtiiuv in some of the 
higher grade sihools to ioiget tlien main tunction, and to assume the 
functions of secondary schools by the addition ot ‘ seiondaiy depart- 
ments'', and by the prepaiation of candidates in pniely academn 
subjects foi the Cambnage Ixical Examination “This londemy has 
probably been accentuated and acceleratinl by the unfortunate but only 
too apparent feeling of inferioiity felt In the bighei guide si bools ” 

The Sub-(JommiUee which was appointed, to lonsidti a suitable 
scholarship scheme foi the higher giude ‘k hools, “u'lonimeiuled that 
there should be an annual competitive examination for higher giuib* 
schools known as the Ilighei (Iradc ScliolaTship Kxaiiiination. on the 
lesults of which six scholarships would be awaided, two of whuli, the 
most valuable, tenable lor foui yeais at the setondarv sihooU and lour, 
of less value, at either higher grade or semndaiv sihools '’ It was a 
sound idea to seek to establish a measure of lohesion between tlie tvM) 
types of schools, even though piovision for the transtei ot ai adeinH ally 
minded children from the higher grade schools to seiondaiy schools 
was small In 19d3, howevei, Oovernmeiit was moved to sanction an 
order enabling the scholuiships of highei value to be tenable at eithei 
secondary or higliei grade schools, since that orilei was passed only 
one major scholarship-holder applied foi a transfei to a secon(lai\ si bool 
111 recent years haidly any holder of a scholaiship of lowei value applied 
for a transfer to a secondary school This was anothei unfoitunate 
tiend, for not only did it lob tlie scholarshij) sihemc' ot its main value, 
but it w^as also destroyiug indiiectly the small measuie ot cohesion 
between the two types of sidiools that the wdiolaislnp scheme was intend- 
ed to establish and maintain 

The higher grade schools also officially pieseiif candidales a1 Ihe 
Higher Glade »Sihool Jb'inal Examination (which is a depailinenlal 
examination), at the Matriculation Examination nl the (\ilc ntta 
University and at tlie Board of Apprentiieslnp Examination 

The number of students taking the Tliglier (hade School Final 
Examination showed a decrease In 1936, \2 boys and 10 girls were 
sent up for the exaininalion as against 40 boys and 30 gills in 10»31-»12 
The departmental examination, says the Inspector 

“is not considered to have a satisfactory status, it is neilhei lecog- 
nised by the Calcutta Uiiiversitv ami is, more olten than not, 
disowned by the schools themselves If it were not foi the two 
exhibitions aw^arclcd annually the numbers would have shown 
even moie marked deeiease “ 

The number of candidates for the Matiioulaiion Examination oi the 
Calcutta University, however, showed an increase The total nuinbe*! of 
candidates who appeared at the Matrn ulaliou Exumimition in 19 16-37 
from both higher grade and secondaiy schools were 9<S boys and 37 guls 
as against 73 iKiys and 9 girls in 1031-32 The HigluT Grndc Final 
Examination will have eithei to be given an improved st.itns oi afnin- 
doned in favour of the Matriculation Examination or jnv other examina- 
tion which oflfers greatei opportunities to Anglo-Indian candidates 



The number of Europeans and Anglo-Indians who go up for the 
Board of Appienticeship Traininp Examination was more or less steady, 
but Anglo-Jndian ranclidates had to face increasing competition from 
Indians Thus, in January 1982 thirty candidates out of 89 who 
appeared were Europeans and Anglo-Indians, but in 1937, theie were 
only 31 fandidates from these communities out of 125 who went up for 
the examination 

Secondary echiools. — The economic depiession affected the secondary 
H< hools more than the higher grade schools on account of the higher 
fees charged The finances of secondaiy schools gave rise to genuine 
concern and regulations conti oiling admissions had to be modified to 
cope with the changed conditions The only distinctive condition of 
admission to the secondai’y schools appears to be the ability of the pupils 
to pay the liigher lees charged, specially as many higher grade scliools 
had now secondary departments attached to them The financial posi- 
tion became so acute that in the In^ginning of 1932 His Excellency the 
Goveinor of Bengal inaugurated the (Calcutta Euiopean Schools Emer- 
gency Eund toi the purpose of granting stipends to enable necessitous 
European and Anglo-Indian childien to be admitted to the European 
secondary schools and the hrst stijiend was awaided fiom Isl May 1932 
Towaids the end of the qiiincj[uennium the depression was considered to 
be gradually disappeai mg and His Excellency the Goveinor’s CalcuUa 
Euiopean Schools Emergency Fund i^as closed down But, it is 
doubtful il the tiiiancial condition ol the community has kept pac’e with 
the geneial impiovement in the economic condition of ihi" province 

The* woik in the secondary school has been gieatly improved in recent 
vi'ars, but it was still too academic There w’eio still boys’ schools 
without propculv oiganised manual courses and some girls’ schools with- 
out satistdcloiy domestic science courses The educational value of 
mdivulual piactical work in science was still not tully appreciated by 
all bo>s’ schools and there woio gill‘s’ sc^hools wdiich still preic'rred to 
teach hygiene, without any picliminaiv or f ontempoianeous laboiatory 
woik to an intelligently oiganisecl c*ouise in a biological science 

The Cambridge Jjoc'al Examinations aie still a leature of the 
Euiopean secondaiy schools There weu' induations howevei that 
University ciuahficatjons aio being riioie largely sought after than in 
the past The advantages ot the (^Jambiidge Examinations wTie fully 
discussed in the last (iumciuennial Tleview Both the Cambridge School 
Certificate and the fligher School Ceitificate aie recognised by the 
lJniveivS]t\ of Calcutta in a generous manner foi the purposes ot subse- 
quent Uiiiveisity woik Sevcial secondary sc'hools instituted collegiate 
classes which cuiabled them to prepare (‘andidates for the Intermediate 
Examination of the (Jalculia [Tniveisity 

Advanced oi collegiate couises aie of great advantage to tlie effective 
oiganisation ot a secondary school Tlie Inspector says they should, 
incleed, be legaided, olfacially, as integiul parts of Ihe secondaiy schools, 
this oouise was reiommonded nearly 29 years ago by the Sadler Com- 
mission Their elfeclive organisation and satisfactory^ oi lentation may 
well have far-reaching results 

CareOfS dapartment- — A most mtciestmg de\eIopincnt in connection 
with the laigei higher grade and secondary schools for boys has been 
the setting up ol c^arcers departments In some schools an assistant 
master was appointed to take complete charge of the department while 
in other schools, the headmaster himself assumed responsibility In 
many cases paieiiis were consulted about the future activities of their 
boys and after such (consultation, the Ileadmaatei m coii] unction with 
his careers master, gave such advice as he thought fit Some Head- 
masters made a special point of keeping in touch with employers with 
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a view to eusurinfi: empb\mont foi JIkmi 1)o\s Thou|?h no central 
organisation tor the eollec'tion and cm ulation oi peitinout information 
regarding scholarbliips, vacancies, etc , hah \pt been established, there 
are indications that the setting up ot sue li an oigauis.itnm uill receive 
ear^ consideration 

NoiwEiifopoftfi pupils in Europaan schoolSi — Non-Em upean pupils 
are seeking admission in incieasing nunibeis to Un» Euiopeaii schools 
This has lesulted in the percentage oi admission oi non-Em opeans being 
raised trom lb to 25 and in some cases special pei mission nas gianted to 
exceed the limit ot even 25 pei cent 

In 1931-32 there weie 2,423 non-Euro])eau si holms and 9,19»3 
Euiopean scholars in European schools In 1930-37 the numbci of non- 
Europeans had increased to 2,931, while the ninnber of Europeans hud 
increased only to 9,391 Thus out of an increase of 73b pupils in the 
total eniolment duimg tlie quinquennium, only 22S weie Eiiiopeans and 
508 were non-Euiopeans 

Teachers.— Theie \\eie altogethei 837 teachers eiuploNed in European 
schools dm 11114 the year ending 31st March 1937 as against 793 in 
1931-32 Oi the total number of tcac'hcis !()(> (against 134) were 
graduatch and 492 (atrainst 183) were tiaiiied Though the luimbei of 
teachers increased hy 44 oi Ti (> pei cent thc^ numWr ol tiained teachers 
mcieased onl> b\ 7 oi 1 4 per cent (M 492 trained teachers 104 as 
compaied to 90 out of 483 m 1931-12 wc^ie giaduates 

An interesting dcNcdopmciit w^as the tonnution ol the Assoc lat ion of 
Teachers to which departmental recognition was gianted cm the 31st ot 
August 1933 The Assoc lalion is qualilic'd to voice the views ol the 
profession and w^as given representation on tlic* Piovincial lloaid of 
European mid Anglo-Indian Education in Ihoigal The Assocaatiou 
fuither tried to iniprcne the standard ol work in the* liuiopeau schools 
in IJengal promoting dibcussion, lectures, etc , and by bringing 
together the staffs ot the vaiioiis schools h^\ means ot occ .isional social 
and recreational gathenngs 

The compilation of a ic^gistei ot icMogniMnl tcMchcis emplovc‘d in 
European schools in Bengal in accordance with Ihe icqmicnients ot the 
Code was made in 193() Up to J)ec‘cinbei lOt) i»iacludtes (of 

whom 8»3 weie Irained) and 190 tcacdicTs (of whom 176 wen* trained) 
with approved academic qiialilicalions had been admitic*d to Ihe regis- 
ter Besides the above there were 67 tcachcis adn)iit(*d on approveui 
teaching experience onl>, 6 Manual Tiaining 3^*achers 8 riivsical 
Training Instructors, 18 Vernacular Teachcis 22 Music Teadieis, 4 
Drawing (Arts) Teachcis, 5 Jlomestic Scumce and Commcrci.il Siihicct 
Teachers and 9 Indian Teachers Indian Teacheis wrho possess the 
degrees ot M A or M Sc oi a teaching d(*giec* and aic teacdnng in 
recognised European schools are now eligible tor registration All the 
teacher-memlx*rh of the vaiious lehgious oideis arc (Mmsiclc‘n d us i(‘gis- 
tered teachers 

Provident Fund. — X^p till the 31st ol Maicli 1937, 3“)^ Icac lici*^ oi 4 
non-Government secondan schools and 44 teacher's of 7 noii-Govcrn- 
ment primary schools weie allowed to pmluipate in the Piovideiil iMind 
scheme for teacheis in noii-pensioiiable seivic'e Bamily oi funds slood 
in the way ot allowing moic teachers and more schools to pm I u ip.iie in 
the scheme (Jovernmeiit spent Bs 22 499 on Ibis account dining the 
several yeais of the quinquennium 

Training of teadwrs. — During: the quiiiqiienniuni umit'i M'port 
arrangemeutH were* made for the trAining ol men le-itheis (Anglo- 
Indian and European) in the newly opened Training Classes attached to 
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the St Xavier’n Collejife, Calcutta No teacher was sent to the Chelms- 
ford Training?' College, Ghoragali ('Puu]ah)« during the quinquennium 
under review Government, however, sanctioned two stipends for the 
assistanfc of student-teachers in tiaining iheie 

The Dow Hill Training College Kuiseong, continued to tram 
women teachers for employment in Euiopean schools The niimher of 
siudenis in resideme in 1937 was IH as against 14 in 1932 During the 
past 5 years, 42 teachers passed out of the Dow Hill Training College, 
Kiirseong, against 41 in the previous quinquennium 

Loreto House, Calcutta, has Irainmg classes for Indian and Anglo- 
Indian women teachers preparing for the Ti T diploma and B T degree 
of the Cahuttn University Altogether 45 L T and 26 B T teachers 
were trained during the quinquennium under review One woman 
teacher was gi aiHed a stipend in 1932-33 in order to studv for the 
B T degree at the now defunct Training Department of the Diocesan 
College, and 2 women teachers weie given special stipends in 1936-37 to 
study in the Tiaining Departuient of the Loreto House Intensive 
courses in manual instruction weic oiganised at Sihpin, m (o-operation 
with the Engineering College authorities, with s.itisfa( tor> results 

EdlfCatiCNI of dafectivo children, — The OluldreiPs House, Kurseong, 
where special methods aie adojiied foi the tiaining of mentallv and 
physically defective European children, had 26 pupils on the roll on 
the 3l8t Mauh 1937, againsi 23 pupils on the corresponding date in 
1932 Stipends amounting 1o Rs 2,229 were awarded by the depart- 
ment during 1936-37 towards the maintenarue ind education ot children 
living in the Home There is a Board of Visitors appointed bv Govern- 
ment for tbe regular inspection of the institution 

Roformatory schools- — The Fendall Home, Calcutta, v\hi(h is a 
R(‘Bcue and Best Home foi destitute European and Anglo-Indian girls 
who are maintained and are given such education as will befit them for 
a career in life was recognised bv the department as a non-Government 
special school from Ist January 1936 It has an enrolment of 35 girls 
on the Sist of Manh 1937 The Horae spent Rs 11,781 in 1930-37 of 
which Rs 960 came from provincial revenues 

Medical examination of school children. — The maionty of residential 
schools now had school doctors who looked after the health of the pupils 
The (hildren were medically examined and periodical reports were sent 
to the paients or guardians in standard punted forms The removal or 
remedying of any defects so repoited w.is largely optional although 
schools could, and did, cxcH a beneficial influence m this respect No 
machinery, however, had vet been established for the systematic medical 
examination and treatment of very poor children, but it is reported that 
some schools catering for such children were undertaking such medical 
work OH their finances would allow 

Physical education! — The need of a sound phvflical education is now 
fully appreciated by most schools, but the supply of teachers trained in 
modern technique was still insufficient The technique of an army 
instructor can no longer be accepted as a suitable technique for a school 
instructor 

Several teach eis completed a shoit course in physical training 
organised by Mr James Buchanan, Director of Physical Education, at 
the Ballygunge Goveinment Plusical Training Centie There ivas also 
a physical training school for women teachers organised by Miss Burton, 
Physical Directress of the Young Women's Christian Association The 
more efficient organisation of physical education in European schools 
IS still receiving the close attention of the departmental specialists 
The standard of physical education is still lower than it snonld be 
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This state of affairs will persist until more ieachers, trained in modern 
methods, are available and until schools, partunilarlv hoys* adiools, 
show a greater inclination to absorb such icadiers 

Games and athletics. — The Euiopean Sdiools* Athletu Association 
remained doiinant during the quinquennium The Tnspector of 
European Schools met Calcutta head teacheis tow aids the close of the 
quinquennium to consider tho revival of the Association but the revival 
seemed ^heset with thorny problems The imn-fuiu tioning ot the 
Association does not however mean that schools did not lake part in 
games and athletics On the contrary, all the largi'r Kiiiopoan schools 
displaved i,n then pursuit a commeudtiblc spnit and gratifying pro- 
ficienry Neveitheless a central and (ontiolliug organisation would he 
most helpful to the schools 

Boy Scouts. — Foui secondaiy schools and nine prnn.n\ schools had 
scout troops dining the year 1936-37 Of the total numlier of HOf) sc outs 
193 weie in secondary schools and 612 in piiiiuir\ schools Altogethei 
Rs 1,200 was paid bv Government in the form of scout gi.nits dining 
the year 1936-«37, of this sum Rs 280 was paid to tlie foui secondaiN 
schools 

Girl guides. — Five secondai\ schools and five pnuiaiv schools had 
girl guide troops The guides numbciod 392. of whom 121 were in 
secondary schools The Government c ontnlnition foi the cuicourage- 
ment of guides amounted during 19e36-37 to Rs 734 of winch Rs 284 
was paid fo the five sc'Condary schools troops and a giant was also paid 
towaids the expenses of the headquaifers 

Earthquake. — Many of the Euiopean schools ni Ihc lulls Huffeied 
from the efforts ot tho earthquake in Tanuaiy 1934 A sum of 
Rs 1,77,775 was gianted to 4 schools at Uarieelnig tiom tlie Viceroy’s 
Earthquake Fund 

Buildings. — Tn addition to the c.ontribulion fiom the Vieeiov’s Fund 
the Provincial Ooveinment also spent Rs 5,099 in 1934-35 and 
Rs 13,022 in 1935-36 foi the construction and repairs of buildings 
In 19e36-37 Rs 27.401 was spent trom provincial revenues foi buildings, 
furnituie and apparatus, etc 

Financial aspect. — Of the total sum ot Rs 1,82,79,855 spent cm 
European and Anglo-Indian education in the five years now under 
review Rs 43,92,994 oi 24 per cent came fiom the pioMiuial revenues, 
Rs 1,51,322 or 0 8 pei cent came out of municipal funds and the rest, 
namely, 75 2 oer cent were derived from private sonrres including fecj 
Ruhscripiions, endowments, etc 

It is interesting to note that the amount received thiougli subscrip- 
tions showed a consideiable increase cner the figrures of 1931-32 

Sussex Trust. — The income derived Iroin 1h(» Sussev Trust Fund 
dining the yeai 1930-37 wuis slightly leduced and was Rs 28,304-14-0

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Theie were al1^)gether 32 Anglo-Indian and European Hcholars who 
were in leceint of scholarships in the year 1936-37, 9 of them were 
overseas scholai ships and 23 were local scholarships There are 2 
Sussex Trust Schools at Digha and Tararat and a Girls’ School at 
Dlmniiam Chawk. 

Doveton Trust Fumii — The Inspectoi ol European Schools, Bengal, 
acted as Admiuiatiatoi of the Doveton Tiuist Eund The total amount 
of receipts dining the year 1936-17 iiulusive of the opening balance 
of Bs 2,804-4-5 on Jst Apiil 19*56 and the mteiest on Ooveinment 
securities, etc (amounting to Rs 7,036-7), was Ks 9,840-11-5 against 
Rs 12,361-10 in 1931-32 The total expendiluie during the year was 
Rs 6,613-2-6 leaving a do'^ing balance oi Rs 3,227-8-11 In all 40 
hcholaisbiiis langing in value liom Rs 10 to Rs 40 a month were 
awaided in 1936 as against Rs 30 in 1931-32 

His Exoellenoy the Governor’s Fund.— Ills Excellency the Goveinor’s 
Calcutta Euiopcan School Em(‘igenc_;y Fund which was opened tow^ards 
the end ot the ]iieviou8 c[ujiu|uenniuin to gi\e lelief to middle (lass 
Anglo-Indian diid Eiiiopcans toi the education ot their children, 
began making jiaymcnt fiom ilay 1932 In 1932-33 a sum of 
Rs 19,912 was spent In 1936-37 the total amount spent was 
Rs 13,059 It was decided in 1936-37 to close the fund so that new 
applications weie not enteitained The old cases already m leceipt of 
stipends fiom the fund continued to receive relief from the balance of 
the money pieMously raised The fund was closed early in the new 
ciuincjucnniiiin 

Bruce Instltutioili — The (.ontiol of the institution is vested in a 
Boaid ot Uovc‘rnor8 of whom 5 aie eir-offirw and 7 are appointed by 
Goveinineiit The Diiectoi of Public Jnstiuction acts as the Honorary 
Secretary The total recjeipts during the year 1936 including the 
closing balance of the pievious year was Rs 62,404 against Rs 53,110 
and the total amount erf expenditure was Rs 49,469 against Rs 34,645 
in 1931-32 The wards on the rolls were at the end ot the yeai 1936, 
100 as against 93 m 1931 

Board of Anglo-Indian and European Education.— As a result of the 
recommendation made by the Suh-tkuiinuttee of the Anglo-Indian Educa- 
tion at the last Round Table (.onteience, there was founed in 19.34, the 
Bengal Provincial Board, wdiuh would play an important part in the 
education of the Anglo-Indian and Domiciled European Community 
Since its toimation, the Bomd has hc^en doing most useful work 

The compulsory teaching ot an Indian vernacular was provided for 
in all European schools except in the Jewish Girls’ School, as this 
school had to teach Hebrew in addition to Ficmch, it could not impose 
upon its pupils the additional strain ot learning an Indian vernacular 
A “means test” was adopted in the award of scholarshi])^ and exhibi- 
tions from the Anglo-Indian and European Education Budget No 
money was, however, available till the end of the quinquennium for the 
deputation of students of the domiciled community for study in the 
United Kingdom 


Though the limit for the admission of Indian pupils into European 
schools was raised to 25 per cent , only 15 per cent were eligible for

Schools, 1929, w'ould still applj 

Education of Chiefs and Nobles. — Theie was no institution in Bengal 
intended for the exdusne pin pose of edurutmg the sons and waids ot 
chiefs and nobles There was, however, a hostel aitaeheil to the Nawah 
Bahadur’s Institution at Murshidabad reserved foi boys ol the Ni/amat 
family Tins hostel was under the direi t supervision ot the Hcadmastei . 
usualiy either a European or an Indian educated ni England assisted 
by an Ataliij The number of Nieamat boys was 2(1 in 193(1-37 against 
24 m 1931-32. the total cost to Government tor the upkeep ot the hostel 
amounted to Ils 4,7t)4 in 1936-37, as against Rs 5,274 in J931-32 

Education of backward classes. — In I9ii>-t7, (he total numbo oi 
pupils iioni the classes now cdassified as “Backwaid” was retuiiied us 
436,796, ot wlumi 369,001 were boys and 77,795 were girls Statistical 
Table 96 at the end of this chapter gives the number ot pupils in 
diftereiil stages fioiii what used to be classified us backward classes at 
the end of the pieviocis cjuinqueniuums , but as the c lussific aiioii was 
changed more than once during the last ten venrs, these tables cue of 
doubtful value for comparative purposes 


A coiupaiisoii with the numheis letuiued toi 1931-32 will not show 
so cleailv as it sliould that consideiable jirogic-ss has be'en inode by the 
backward classes in education during the last five* yeais, in spite ot the 
financial distiess m the couutrv wduoh, necessarily, hit these despcTuteh 
poor people voiy hard In the* reluins foi 1936-37 the Mahisyns and 
some othei dassc-s weie excluded ticrni the- c lassiticatioii ot the back- 
ward .lasses, as the> weie legardcd as having now made sutBcient pio- 
gress to be taken out of the categoiy of the educationally backward 
classes If it be icmcmbered that in Burdwan Division alone, the 
Mahisyas accounted for nearly a fourth of the numb(?r of pupils from 
backwLul classes rctuined in 1931-32, it will be seen tlint the backw.ml 
eJasses made reraaikable progress m the pciiod under review is 
particularly gratifying that the number of gnls of these claH"'"’ 
schools incieased cousulerablv during the (punciuennium The ba. k 
ward classes have now realiml the importance of educating Ihrn gnls 
a promising beginning has beem made and consideiably 1’'^'^ 

m the near future can be confidently expected A great deal of 
credit for the sprernd ot education amongst these .lassi*s is diu to 
efforts of the various philanlbropic and f 

Society foi the Tmpiovemenf of the Backward flassc's. Mi 
Society and ofheis The wwk of the Christian Missionary So. le . 
providing facilities for the education of the backward class 
Aboriginal tribes in well-devieed schoole cannot be praised too highly. 
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Of tlie claDHeH now lucltiderl in the liHt of backward claBses, the 
lur^bt and the most indnential aie Ihe Namaaudras Their keenness 
toi education and their spirit of bcJt-help were mainly responsible for 
the »ieal advance that they have been inakinj;^ educationally and 
polihcaIl\ In one distiKjt atone, llakarj^ani, there were four high 
schools and a number of middh and priuiaiy schools under the direct 
niana^cmcu( of this community Tlicie weie also, all over the province, 
a nunilx'i of aided schools for the Vaniasudras To many schools, special 
hostels for Namasudrus ueie athichcd ff tire latc of progress is main- 
tained, lire time ns not far oft when this c las'^ will eatcdi np the eduea- 
tionallv advanced classes 

Tire cxtcMision of the lianc liis( and the icseivalion of a number of 
seats for lli<‘ backward elasses (non railed 1hc‘ scheduled castes in the 
Guveinmeiit of India Act) in the Piovinnal fiCgislature created great 
enthusiasm amongst them foi higher educ^ation and if laiger educational 
facilities are macle available foi them, they will undoubtedly make 
gjc^aler piogress and take their iightfnl place in the public life of the 
province 

Government has at present a number of scholarships especially 
reBerv( 3 d foi these classes in all stages of education, some of the pupils 
from these classes, lion ever, also secure general sc holai ships by open 
competition 

Aboriginal tribes* — Of the abongmal tribes the Ranthals are the 
most cducable They aie mostly c'onf entrated in Burdwan and Bap 
shahi Divisions Theie weie Boaids of Santal Education, with the 
Disti u‘t 'Magistiatcs as President, in the distrifts of Birbhiim, Midna- 
poie, and Bankura in Burdwan Division and Dmaipui, Rangpur and 
Mulda in Raishalu Division But with the establishment of the distnct 
school boards under the Bengal Rural Primaiv Education Act in Bir- 
bluim, Dina]pur and Rangimr, the Santal Education Boaids weie 
abolished in these aieas and those boaids existed only in the distiicts 
of Bankma, Midnapore and Malcla, thov administered the funds avail- 
able toi the education of the Santnls and advised the inspectoiate on the 
geneial policy to be adopted foi then education in tliese districts 

Excellent work iontinucd to be done for the education of the Santals 
by the Vmencaii Baptist Mission in Midnapore and bv the Methodist 
Mission at the industrial schools foi Girls at Bankuia and at the Guru- 
training School at Rarenga The Aiistialian Baptists had an excellent 
school at Binsiii in Mynicmsiiigh spc'ciallv for the Garos 

Dining the quincjuennium, the whole policy of educ*ation in the 
Chittagong Hill Tracts was reviMod and from the beginning of the next 
quinquennium, special efforts will be made to give the hill tribes an 
education more suited to their particular needs The special school 
founerh managecl by the Baptist Mission was taken over by Govern- 
ment and f)laced under the Headmaster of Rangamati Government High 
School A European, who was formerly a lav missionary and Head- 
mastci of the Mission Middle English School at Keorapukur near 
Calcutta, was reenuted on special terms to be Headmaster of the High 
School , ho will however loin his duties earlv in the next quinquennium 
Factory and colliery children.— There weie 12 colliery primary 
schools in the Asaiisol subdivision of Buidwun with 352 pupils (against 
9 schools with 256 pupils in 1931-32) Theie were 11 piimary schools 
in the distnct of Hooghly specially foi the children of mill Lands 
(against 3 hi 1931-32) Seven of these were managed by the mill owuers 
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and nine of them weie fiee primary schools Thov had 008 pupils in 
1936-37 In the Presidency Division thoie weie 3 pl 1 maI^ schools (as 
in the ^irevious quinquennium), with 438 pupils, foi the education of 
the children of null and factoiy emplojecs The tluldicn of mill 
labourers also attended the three middle En^rlish sduxds at TitaKhur 
Kaukinarrah and Eushtia, as in the past 

Teagarden sohools. — The numbei ol tea paidcii si liools in Daijccliug 
and JalpaiKun districts uas teduced by ten, and slond at 101 in 19 iO-OT 
(against 171 in 1931-32), but the uumbei of pupils had lui reused from 
3,496 to 3,711 The tea garden aiithoiities were taking gioat iiiteicst in 
the education ol the cbildien of then emplovees and iinicuscd their 
contiibiitioii foi the upkeep of these si hools vihicli losi |{s 29,042 in 
1936-37 of which lls 12,882 lanie hoin puldn funds (against Us 24,209 
and Rs It), 490 rcspeitivelj in 1931-32) 

Cantonment 8Ch00lS« — 3’hcie weie tlnee primal V schools ut the end 
of the quinquennium in Darjeeling, one in Jalapahai and two at Leboiig, 
with IftO pupils These schools cost Us 3,914, the Cunlonincut author- 
ities (ontributi'd Rs 1,441 and (TOAcrnmcnt Rs 2,573 The Canton- 
ment authorities had under their lontrol 8 schools at Uiiirai kporc 
(against 9 m 1911-32) which lost Rs 22,407 (against Rs 29,294 in 
1931-32) 


CHAPTER IX. 

Education of Defectives and Delinquents. 

The facilities available for the trauung of defective lu the piovmee 
cannot be considered either adequate oi satisfattotrv During the 
quinquennium, financial difficulties stood in tlie way of Government's 
making enhanced grants to the institutions fur the training of defective 
children, while the income of these institutions from other sourees had 
also dwindled There was thus no maiked improvement in the quality 
of training given in them 

The most important event during the peiiod under icview w.is the 
establishment of a school for mentally defective Indian children, called 
Bodhana Niketan The school owes its inception to the enthusiasm of 
Mr Girija Prasanna Mukherjee, an Advocate of the ralnitta High 
Court, who gave to the school freely of his time, money and energy, he 
found encouragement and active help from Mr R H Parker, t r s , 
but little financial assistance from the public or the Government The 
school was first located at Jhargrara in the district of Midnapore but 
was later shifted to Belghoria near Calcutta The woik of the institu- 
tion was earned on under great financial difficulties, Ihis was ])ossjhIe 
because of the sacrifices made by the Founder and his wife and id llu 
generous asvsistanoe of Mr Parker It is not unlikelv that the instil ii- 
tion will have to bo closed down in the very near tuluie unless it is 
assured of substantial financial assistance from Goveininent and tlie 
public In 1936-37, it had on its rolls 15 pupils, the total cost of the 
institution was Rs 9,081 of wdnch only Rs 480 came from the pio»ii)- 
cial revenues The valuable work that the institution is doinji: 
only be carried on if Government can make an annual grant to (he 
institution and create some stipends for the inmates as has been^ done in 
the case of the school for mentally deficient Anglo-Indian and huropcdn 
children, the Children's Home at Kurseong, to which a icferen< e was 
made in Chapter YIII. 



61 Industrial school boys The want of separate buildings did not allow 
the separation of the youngei “Indnstnal” boys from the older boys; 
they had to live in the same doiniitory and this often led to undesirable 
complications The maximum number tJiat can be accommodated in 
the buildings, even acioiding to the Jail (’ode (the Eilucation Code 
demands more area per inmate), is only 279, but theie weie 282 boys in 
residence in 1936-37 The boys live in u \eij ciamped area and the 
growing youths have no piivacy of any kind, this is most unsulisfactoiy 
and against the accepted canons for the tare of adolescent delinquents 
The dining arrangements were most primitive , only about half the laiys 
could be accommodated in a corrugated non looted shed in front of the 
kitchen, while tlie others had to use an uncovered terrace, exposed to 
sun and rain The sauitaiy arrangementb also were far from satis- 
factory; a long shallow trough, less than 15 inches wide and only aliout 
15 inches deep stoied the water for the bathing of the boys The bathing 
operation consisted of the boys lining up and pouring a feu mugs of 
water over then bodies and moving along foi the next butch in waiting 
The teaching stafi was inadequate for the needs of the school, the luajoi- 
ity of the staff could not be piovided with familj quartus Mr A 
Macdonald, l*riucipal of the Sibpur Engiuceiiiig (’ollege, in his report 
on the institution observed in 1936 

“Many things have to be done befoie conditions in this st liool lan 
be regarded as adequate, but whatever is done, one Ihmg is 
immediately essential and that is the recruitment of additional 
staff ” 

The evils that can aiise lioiii the oveiciowdiug and the inadequacy 
of the existing staff to cope with the woik that are expected to do was 
painfully brought home to the authoiities when a stabbing incident 
occuired fioin the iivilry between two oldei boys foi the attention ot u 
younger one Aftei the enquiry that was held, the (Joniniittec of 
Management and the Depuiliiicnt of J^ibln Instruction were unaniuious 
in their finding that the fundamental defeit of tlie institution was over- 
crowding and the absence ot separation lietw'een the ludustiial school 
boys and the lietoimatory school hoys and tliat with the existing stall 
no better arrangements for supei vision could be made The judge who 
sentenced the boy to penal servitude also obseived that the crime 
indicated the danger to juvenile moials to wlncdi the herding ot a 
uumbei of boys without the adoption of propci safegnaids was likely 
to lead Incieased accommodation and a greatly augmented staff are 
immediately needed if the numlier of inmates remain as at present 
But the numbers have been steadily increasing and there is no likelihood 
that there would lie any fall in the near future 

At the end of the quinciuennium the st.ift’ cousistcd of a Supiuin- 
tendent, a Headmastei, three assistant masters — one each foi teaching 
Urdu, Hindi and Bengali — one drill mastei, five workshop instructors 
and one medical officer In 1936-37, only 107 of the boys were pure 
Bengalis, and except for three Anglo-Indians, the rest weie fioin out- 
side the province with only a vague kind of domicile in Calc uttu or the 
mill areas The education of the boys have thus to ho couclucfed 
through the medium of three languages, Uidu, Hindi and Bengali 
Each teacher has to teach two oi three classes simultaneously and can- 
not therefore give individual attention to the boys Progress is of 
necessity slow, as the majority of the boys aie of a low inental calibre 



liuyH oi 1 and II were g’lven only theoretical training in the 

tlrtSH looiriB while boj^s of elosseB 111, IV and V were also given voca- 
tional haiTung in linsinithy, Idacksmithy, weaving, carpentiy and 
tailoi ing in the mornings or afternoons There is a machine shop in the 
school, but though some machinery was bought a few years ago, it was 
lying idle as no mstiuctoi could be ai)jK)inted Jn the other shops, there 
were as many as 40 boys in diaige ol one lustriutor who could nol 
possibly give ]>eiHonul ailciition lo the boys working in the shop. All 
the workshops weie also badly (ongcsted, loi each workshop had now 
ovei 40 per cent boys in them tlian when the workshops were first pui 
up The workshops (uniiot be enlarged, the only way out of the 
impasse seems to be the piovision of a f(‘w moie sliops in which othei 
suitable trades could also be taught 

But in spite of these handnaps, it is giatifying that the schools weie 
doing vsucli excellent work, a gieat deal ot the eiedit for this must go 
not only to the energctu Supeiinteiident hut to the Oommittee of 
Management also, who have cousisteiitlv becui taking a keen and active 
interest in all the details of the work ot the institution 

'Fwo (‘xaminations in school sul))ects aic conducted e\eiy year by a 
Sub-lns])e( toi of Schools deputed for the purpose by the department, 
the Jiisjiectoi ot Technical and Indiisliial Scliools conduct the piactical 
examination ot the boys in the various woiksliops A small libraiy was 
leeently added to the schcml lo entourage the li.ibit oi leading in ilie 
boys, books and loiuiials wtue dail\ issued and the boys seemed to uppie- 
<‘iate the benefits of the library A radio leceivei was also acquiied for 
the school iind in the evening the bo>s wi^re (Uilei tamed by the pro- 
grammes bioadcasled fiom the* loial ^tatlon 

The schools Lave an excellent lecoid in s]k)i(s and athletics Hoxs 
iegiilajl> play foothall ho(‘ke^, basket-hall, volley-ball, tennis-c ouit, 
badminton and othei small area games llegulai gymnastics and drill 
also foim part of the daily school loiitme Theie was a scout tioop of 
4<S stouts ancl a cub pack cd 124 cubs, both of v^hlcb won trophies inoie 
than once m compelrtions aiianged foi scouts .md cubs 

On leaving the scliools boys who have no parents or guaidrans to 
look after them WTie handed ovei to the Bengal Altcu-Care Association 
Some of the boys who had a salisfaetoiy letoid in the schools weie also 
licensed out duiing then stay in the schools, it is giatifying that this 
system worked wcdl JTie expenment of allowing buys wlio had a good 
record in the seliools to visit then homes, imatlonded, for a day oi two, 
duimg the last hall-year of then stav in the institution was tried 
The exjierimeiit was very successful, toi tl»e bovs invanably repoited 
themselves at the schools on the dm* datc*.s 

The problem ot dealing satisfac ton) v wath young delinquents is one 
that deseivea caicdul attention ol all pcTsons mteiested in the welfare of 
the eountiy The need of the only Keformatoiy and Indusfiial Schools 
lu the jirovince foi larger aec ommodation and foi a larger teaching 
staft can no loiigei be ignored \w economical and acceptable solution 
of the ])ioblem would be to move tlie schools from the heart of one of 
the most ""sedeef’ residential cjuaiters of the city where land is of 
necessity deai to some place outside the* city and to dispose of the 
yaluable property and with the pioceeds of the sale put up more suitable 
buildings for the schools ancl equip the schools adequately for the work 
demanded of them Such a scheme was considered by the Committee 
of Management and would soon be put toimally before (Jovernment 



BofSUll SCbocrii — This inBtitution in located at Raukuia and is intend- 
ed for juvenile offenders between the ages of 15 and 21 ycmis It had 
288 inmates in 1936-37, against 277 in I9:u«d2 This wliool is under

Rangpui ITie st hool taught the ouhn ir\ sf hool subnuts as m the 
piimaiv school (unKuliiiii and in addition weaving, knitting, gaiden- 
ing and fanning The enrolment in 1036-37 was 31 gnls .ind 12 hovs 
as against 32 gnls and 35 bo\fl in 1031-32 The total (ost to provincial 
leveinics foi maintaining tlie scdiool amounted to Ps 10,000 during the 
quinquennium 


CHAPTER X. 


Professional Education. 

Training of teachers« — (A) mont — Theie are thiee guides of Uaining 
institutions in 13engal 33iese aie tin* guru ami inuallim-training 
schools for piuuarj school teachers, the iiounal or first (lass training 
schools foi tra.ning “vernacular’* ieatheis foi socondaiv si hools, and 
the tuiiniug i ollegcs whiih prepaie students toi thi* I'niversitv Degiec 
Examinatiou of Raelielor ot Teai lung The (l(‘pajtimul also holds 
examinations for teaiheis and mspeciing oflieeis who cannot join a 
training class At piescnt there aie lliicc sui h examinations (1) 
the Tlidu Giiilvuua Examination for testing the profit len(^ in [Julu 
of the Maulvis emplo\cd in madiasahs and geneial s( hools, (2) the 
Examination in the Art and Piaetiee of Teailung wliiih is londuited 
by the Divisional Inspeeiois of Sehools for both English and vernaculai 
teachers and (3) the Oral Examination in Englisli wlmli is inlcmh*(l 
to test the knowledge of English pronunciation ami idioms of teadieis 
of Englisli who are at least matriculates or hud passed I lit oltl Entrunct 
Examination ot the University 



Gvru and mualhrnrtraining schools — These fall into two type«, 
the old and the new improved type It is the nolicy of the department 
to abandon the old type schools and replace them by schools of the 
improved type The impioved type schools are larger and have 40 
pupils each (except in the case of one school m the llajshahi Division) 
and has a tnuned Head Master, wlio is either a B T or holds the 
Ij T diploma, and two vernacular tnasteiahip passed pandits in each 
school In the old type of schools, there were 20 pupils and two 
U>acheis, both of whom weie usually trained m noinial schools There 
vveie 77 guru-1) aininff schools in jydb-37, as against 80 in J 031-32, 
of these 32 weie of the improved type, against 29 in 1931-32 Seventy 
guru-trainmg schools were maintained by (iovernment , tlieie were 
also five aided schools, namely, the Saienga Saiithal Guru-trainmg 
School in Bankura (which tram foi both the higher and lower grade 
certificates and admits girls), the Halchapra fiuru-training Sc^hool 
in Nadia maintained by the CMS Mission, the Biiisin Ouru- 
training School, Mymensingh, maintained b\ tbc Australian Baptist 
Mission, the Kalimpong Mission Training School and Siiniketau 
Scliool in Birbhiim which was established in the last ycai of the 
quiiKiiieninum under the Visva Bhaiati Institute of Rural Reconstiue- 
tioii with a giant-in-ai(l from (jovernment The Holy Family 
Guiu-tiaining School neai Dacca is an unaided school which follows 
its own cuiru'uluni and (ondmds its own examination All the aided 
mission schools (cmtinued to do valuable work, each of them has 
special features of its ow'ii and the tiaining gi\i*n by them is excellent 
The woik of the Visva Bhaiati School will be watched witli great 
interest, the couise is of eighteen months and it is expected that 
contact with the educational institutions at Saiiiiniketan and with the 
Rural Reconstruction Institute at Sriniketan will give the pupils most 
valuable tiaining for woik in rural schools 

The Coipoiatiou of Calcutta maintained a training institution foi 
the training of teachers employed in the (^oipoiation free piimaiy 
schools This 18 an iinrecogniised institution The Corporation spent 
Rs 17,410 m 1930-37 and trained 81 pupils The classes were held 
in the evening so *^hat the pupil-teachers could continue then work 
in then lespective schools in the clay lime The school was giving 
valuable training to its pupils and demonstration lessons were 
uiianged at tins ^school clunng the Bengal Educjation Week in 1930 

Theie were only 6 mualhm-tiaming schools m the province— one 
improved i>pe school each, in Buidwan, Chittagong and Rajshahi 
Divisions and three old type schools in the Presidency Division, 
there wm^ no mualhm-traimng school in Dacca Division These 
schools tench a modified version of the syllabus taught in tlie guru- 
training schools and piepare teaehers fui maktabs It is obvious that 
6 training schools are totally inadequate to train the numerous teachers 
employed in maktabs, which consequently had a large number of 
untrained teachers m them 

The puucit\ of trained teach<»rs in the piimury schools has alieady 
been mentioned The total output of trained teachers by all the 
primary training schools in Bengal in the year 1936-37 was only 2,054 
(against 1,538 in 1931-32) Unless the numbei of these schools is 
greatly increased without any further delay and unless they are equip^d 
much better than at present, it is almost certain that the mtroauction 
of the revised curriculum in the primary schools would do very little 
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good and in spite of the introduction of coinpulHory piunary education, 
satisfactory results cannot confidently be expected 

Normal or first class training schools — There were fi\p tif these 
training schools in the province in 1936-37, Imt Uoverninent have 
decided, partly as a measure of economy, to anialgauiate the Calcutta 
Training School and the Hooghly Traininu Schoid at Chinsuiali, so 
that there will be no first class training school m the futuic in the 
Presidency Division It is true that the combined school will tern h 
nominally the same number of students as were taught ni the two 
schools separately, but the abolition of an old established sdiool 
with a record of good work in the past must be a matter of legiet, 
if the school had not been abolished, it might hu^e been iiossildi to 
enlarge its scope in future, it does not seem posuble to extend an> 
further the activities of the already enlarged HooghU Tiainiiig Si hoot 
The training course in West Bengal has been shortened and 
made a two years’ course instead of the three years’ louise wbuli 
was taught in the pwt It will be worth watching if this sliortened 
course would iiroduce as satisfacton results The total output of 
trained teachers by the five schools was 138 in 1936-37 as against l.'id 
in 1931-32 

Training college — The training colleges for men in Bengal are 
only two in numbei, both of which are maintained by Government, 
one IS at Dacca, and is primarily intended tor natives of Dacca, 
Chittagong and Rajshahi Divisione and the other is at Calcutta intended 
mainly for natives of western Bengal districts These colleges 
have been passing through an ordeal ever since the introduction of 
the reformed constitution In 1922, the retrenchment proposals 
contemplated the abolition of these colleges, the alternative proposal 
that was seriously considered by Qoveriimeiit was that one of the 
two colleges should be abolished This however was not done, though 
expenditure on these institutions was cut down In 1932, the Swan 
Retrenchment Committee, while recognising the need of trained 
teachers in the province for raising the standard of teaching in the 
secondary schools, felt compelled to recommend the abolition of one 
of the two training colleges as a tempoiary measure of economy 
As the precentage of trained graduate teui hers to the total number 
of teachers in the high schools was only 7 2 per cent even m 
1936-37, and a high school had only 0 9 trained graduate teachers, 
Goveinment felt unable to accept this lecommendation merely for 
economising expendituie, but the normal expenditure on the two 
colleges was cut down nearly by Rs 31,000 a year with effect from 
1933-34 It IS true that Government virtually promised that these 
grants would be restored at the earliest possible opportunity, but it 
was not found possible even to consider the possibility of doing so 
during the quinquennium Meanwhile the pressure for admission to 
the eolleges inereased, both at Dacca and at Cahutla, more tiinn OOO 
applicants every year applied for admission The normal number 
of admissions was 80 at Dacca and 60 at Calcutta The then officiating 
Principal of the Calcutta College decided to raise the number 
of admissions and gradually this rose to 100, and tins number 
was being admitted annually to this college during the Inst three 
years, but as the college was built for onl\ 60 students and sl.jueil 
accordingly, the wwk of the college suffered gre,itly and more reJinme 
had of necessity to be placed on lecture work than on the more practical 
aspects pf trailing. It is oot imlikely that the PniKipal was 
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suh-cousciousls influenced by the fact that the recoin memlati on of 
the Rctreiiclifiient Committee was still hanging over the head of hm 
college like a verilable sword ot J)eino<les and he might have felt 
that some measuie of tiecuiity could peihups be purchased if he could 
show ihat at his college he was able to tiain a huger number of students 
with (onsuleiably less expenditiiie to Coveinmeiit It must, 
in view of our pieseut experience, be held that he did not act wisely 
in admitting over 50 per cent moie students than originally provided 
tor in his college, he changed the nature of the college which ceased 
to be an entirely residential one, as it was in the past, and of the 
training which now' largely became one of class room lectures 

In July 10r35, the Uriiveisity of Cahiitta opened a Teachers’ 
Training I)epartmoiil with a vipav to offer facilities to trumhers foi 
training and to pi omotc the systematic study of the science and art 
of education Till the end of the iieiiod now under review, the work 
was mainly le^tiuted to vacation (ouises and shoit term courses 
Ihroughout the veai Special aiiangeimmls liave also been made 
to give a short term training to science giadiiates The shoit courses 
of tiaining aie obvioiish purely tcmpoiarv measures, it cannot be 
sciioiihly (outended that a three months’ couise is enough to give 
satisfactory training, but even a thiee months’ course is 
better than nothing, and teachers fiom the schools certainv 
must feel some stimulation b\ coming into contact wiih 
distinguished lecturers and professors of the IJniversitN 

There is how^evei a dangei that this three months^ course may come 
to l)e legaided as au adequate substilute for a full degiec course The 
danger docs oMst as it was seen that in the case of teachers who 
attended the shoit liainiiig course in physical training organised under 
the auspices of the All-Bengal Teachers* Association, they were often 
regarded as fully trained physu‘al instrmdors 

David Hare T»aiiiiiig College aiiaiiged Kefieshei Coiuses for 
teachers and in 19J15-3b a vacation course for science teachers of 
Goveinment schools and madrasahs was held which was attended by 
40 teachers The teachers were also given a shoit training also at 
the laboiuloiies of Presidency College in the construction of and 
rejiaiis to s( iCntifiL appaialiis foi schools Twenty-three teachers 
])a8sed and were given certificates The course was lepeated in 1936-37 
w’hen 17 teac'hers attended of whom 14 ])ashed 

David Hare Tranwntj CoUc(/f — There weie several changes in the 
staff dunng the quincpieniiium Eai Sahib Manoranjan Mitra who 
was officiating iivS I'rincipal of the college from 1930 w^as transferred 
to Dacca and Dr W A Jenkins, i l s , was appointed Principal 
on the 27th of Novemhei 1934, lie left the college after a year on 28th 
November 1935 Mr A K Chanda, i k s , was appointed to the post 
on 7th December 1935, Mi (yhanda however went on leave out of 
India in continuation of the summer vacation of the college and 
rejoined his duties on the 25th of November 1936 after the Puja 
\acation In the inteivals Babu Ganga Charan Das Gupta officiated 
as Principal Mr Chanda was placed on deputation us a nominated 
oflicial member of the Legislalive Assembly (Central) and left the 
college on the 22nd of January 1917, Mr J M Sen was appointed 
lo officiate duMng Mr Chanda^s absence, and held the office of the 
Principal till the end of the quinc^uennium, Professor Benoy Bhusan 
Sarkar who had been connected with the college from its inception,

first as a student and then as a Professor from 191 fi, died of an 
apoplectic fit while woiking m the coiiinion room in 1912 The post 
was left vacant lor nearly six mouths m hen it was ileeulod to fill it 
by creating a temparary Subouiinate Educational Scrvuo post on a 
fixed pay, to which Babu Asok Kumar Sarkai was appointed Professor 
K. D Uhose was ‘lanstorred to the Inspeilointe an d Ml A 11 
Akhunji was appointed Professor with etfert fniin l‘Jlli 

All the giants of the college weie ruthlessly cut down- -the lihiiuy 
grant by 40 per eent and the apparatus giant l\() pci (cnt and this 
adversely affected Ihe efficiency of worlv» as tlie giants wcic ti\ed 
originally on a very low scale 

There w^ere 87 students on the rolls on tlic JUsI of Mjuch P)^T, 
though as many as J03 had joined the lollcgc in July This hill in 
the numbeis u undoubtedly due to the poveil\ ot the sfndcMits llie 
number of stipends available had been <.ui down as a mctisuic of 
eeoiiomv, and their value had been reduced 

The tollege is vei} badly cramped for spaic, lljt* nsidential 
aiiangcments are also inadequate as only ()() studenis (onlil h(‘ .uioin- 
rnodated in the attached hostel 

During the quinquennium 400 students wtie 1 1 aim'd in ilie lollcg*' 
of whom 117 were Moslems, 15 Christians and the lest weic llimliis 
One hundred and twenty out of the 100 want aided s( bool leaf lieis , 
but theiG w'^ere only 24 Moslem aided school leathiis vyliu weie tiaiiicd 
during the peuod under leview 

The total iLiect expeiidituie on the college amouni to Us 47,HdVI-) 
in 193()-fl7 as against Us 57,459 in 1911-32 and Rs (>2 477 in 
1926-27 

Teachet^* Training College^ Dacca — Theie were Beveral ilianges 
in the college staff duiiug the peuod under review Tlu' laic' U.ilm 
(juiubandhu Bhattachaiy ya letired from (Tovcinmeiil seivne on (ith 
Decembei 1914 and Bai Sahib Manoianjan Mitra was Iransteiicd 
to Dacca as tlu ofhdatiiig Piimipal On Ihc Uai Sahib's jiioi (‘cding 
on leave prepaiatoiv to jctiiement, Klian Bah.ului Abdiu Unhnian 
Khan was appointed to officiate as Priniipal with efli'it fif)iii the 2nd 
of July 1930 Babu Asvvini Kumar Datta yvas on leave on incdi(al 
(eitificate from 1st July 1935 up to the end of the (|uin(|iicnnnnn and 
Mr Samarendra Kishore Dutta was appointed to officiate m his place 
Mr Abdus Samad left the college to be Head Master ot the Moslem 
High School, Chifiagong, aud Mi Abdiii Eahim was a])pointed in 
Ills place and j lined the college on the afternoon of the lOili No\cml)(‘r 
1933 He was again promoted to the Bengal Kducational Seivicc' and 
soon left the ccdlege Mr A liazzaq also left the college on piomolion 
as Head Master His place was taken for a time by Maiilvi 
Nabinewaz Khan Lodi who also was trnnsfeired as Assisi. int Head 
Master in June 1936 Babu Jagadish Chandra Basil ollici.ifcd 
for about 6 months from 2nd Novembei 1935 to 19tlj May 19 ih .is 
Lecturer, but Maulvi Md Sola-iman Choiidluiiy was appointcMl 
Lecturer from Ist of DecA.*mber 1936 Mr S N U /iilf.upii All 
was appointed Lec^tuiei wuth effect from ISih Febiuan 1915 I’lof* ^sor 
Pbakndas Barerji was tiaiisfeiied to the Inspedoiatc end yi 
Jatinclra Chandra Guha joined the collcigc on the 4th of Dcfcmber 
1936. So many changes in the staff’ especially in mul-fcrjn louJcl 
not but be harmful to a college, especially as professional college where 
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the effective period of traimog was not much more than six months. 
Of the teachers who were in the college five years ago, only one remained 
at the end of the quinquennium! 

The college was not wholly residential in 1936-37, 17 out of total 
number of 94 students were non-resident. The main hostel only 
accuminodated about 41 boarders, while the rest were housed in rented 
buildings 

The total expeudituie on the college was Rs 55,847 in 1930-37 
against Rs 77,509 in 1931-32 and Rs. 93,465 in 1926-27 

(B) Wonwn.— 7' vwimvq hchooU — The revised system of training 
wlu(h was jutrodiK imI in 1929 was in operation during the quinqiien- 
ainm To the two years’ )unior course only those who have passea the 
Middle Vernadilar or the Middle English Examinalion are now 
admitted and to the one year’s senior course only matriculates are 
admitted 

There weie only three (Jovernment training schools for women, 
iwo at Calcutti and one at Dacca, of these the Moslem Female 
Tiaiiiiug School at Calcutta taught onl'v the junior course, while the 
olhei tw'o taught both the senior and junior courses There were no 
tiaimng schools for women in two divisions — Burdwan and Chittagong — 
cind there onl> one school in Rajshahi Division, the Kalim- 

pong S{ ots Mission School, intended mainly for hill ^irls, and 
one in the Piesidenc^ Division, the CMS Zenana Mission School 
at Kiishnagar, which onlj trained girls for the Junior Vernacular 
Exuminaiion Theie were also five aided schools and one unaided 
school in Call util, three of these taught both the senior and 
]uniur courses and thiee only the junior course The Oxford Mission 
also maintained a tiaining centre at Barisal where the numbers varied 
from yeai to year The best of all the training schools was perhaps 
tlic United Mission Tiaming School at Ballygunge which produced 
a supeiioi tvpe of women teachers The Brahmo Training School 
was also a good school and the (lovernment School at Calcutta, the 
Hindu Female Training School which was raised in status in 1935 
continued to do good woik 

The facilities foi the training of women teachers in the piovmce 
aie \en ineagie indeed, even more so than m the case of men In 
all the tiaiiUTig schools there were altogether 271 girls in training 
in 193()-]7 a> against 234 in 1931-32 In 1936-37, altogethei 144 
girls appeared in the Junior Examination of whom 104 passed and 
(>9 gills appealed in the Senior Examination of whom 64 passed In 
1931-32, 26 out of 76 girls passed the Junior and 24 girls out of 43 
passed (he Senior Examinations The output of trained women 

Uinliers is tliiis ver\ small and unless the schools are improved and 
then iiiiirilieis increased it will be exceedingly difficult to tram an 
adequate number of women teachers for the province for many yeais 

to loine The total cost of the women’s training schools amounted to 

Ks 89,067 (against Rs 84,052 in 1931-32), of which Rs 66,570 
(against Rs 05,417) came from provincial revenues 

Trannihij colleges — The scheme for the establishment of a women’s 
tiaininp college which had received administrative approval in the 
last quinquennium did not mature When the Diocesan College which 
did such excellent work in the cause of women’s education and 

had a training department for girk reading for the B T. Examina- 
tion was closed down, in 1935. it seemed as if there would be hardly 



sny &rr&n^6m6Dt in the province for tmining women for secondary 
Bcnools teaching and for the Inspectorate, the department however 
approached the Scottish Church College in which a number of girls 
were readinff for the University Examinations along with men 
students and requested them to open, if this were possible, a training 
section for women, on a giant-iii-aid basis Tins ihcN ui;jeed to do 
and the giunt-in-aul of Its 8,824 that was paid to the Diocesan 
College was given to this college The Tiaining Dep.u Imc'iii ol (he 
Scottish Chuich College was doing good woik In I9d()-d7, ot the 
32 girls who went up for the B T ExaminaUnn 2^) ])dssed, one ol (he 
girls standing first in the University 

At the Tiaming Depaitment of the Loreto House, both D T amt 
B T students are tiained In 1936-37, l»j gnls passed the li T 
and 11 girls passed the B T Examination out of 18 and 12 f'liU 
jespec lively who w^ere sent up for the examinations Ju 
7 passed tlie L T and 8 the B T Examinations fiom this ln^lliuil()n 

Theie is an ini leasing demand for training mote w^onien but unless 
Grovernment push foiwaid w^ith the scdieme lor the tiainiiig college, 
the position is not likelj to impiove in the ncai futuu 

From what has been lelated above, it will appear that at piesenl the 
anangemenls aiaiiable tor the tiaming ot men and w^omen teaduus 
in the province are meagie Unless the iiaining colleges an* (‘ulajgid, 
there la little hope of incieasing the number oi tiamed teaclieis in 
the piovime Foi years now, in all the lepoits ol (he (le]»aitni( iil, 
the poverty of Bengal in the matter oi liained teacheis has Ijc'ui 
commented on adversely But up till now nothing has been clone* to 
increase the tac.ilitios for the tiaming ot teaelieis, and until (iovern- 
ment seriously undeitake a coiiipiehensive scheme, lor extending (he 
existing colleges, the futuie prospects will be as gloomy as at the (*iid 
of the period undei leview 

Law Colleges and Classes. — As m {ucmous Ncais pioMsion ten the 
teaching of law wa^ made by the Unnfisit> Jjaw College, (lalcutt.i, 
and the Law Depaitment ol the Itipon College and bv the liiuveisits 
oi Date a The total number ot students on the ioIIh ol these (luce 
institutions sva^ 1,985 in 1930-37, as against 2,527 in I9rll-rt2 Dt 
these, 1,046 w^eie Hindus and 294 Moslems and tin ic'st belongc‘d to 
other cominuiiiiies The number ot law students lies been sluidiU 
decreasing since 192()-27 when iheic were 3,018 students The ovci- 
crowding of the legal piolession is undoubtedly inajiil\ responsible 
tor the fall in numbers of law students 

The upkeep of the Law Department of the Calcutta Univeisity aim 
the Ripon College cost Rs 1,81,393 ab against Rs 2,72,000 in 1911-32 
(The cost of maintaining the Law Classi*s of the Dacca lIni\cuHil\ 
was included in llie general UniTorsity letuins and was not sepai itch 
available ) 

One thousand and twenty-nine candidates appeared toi the B L 
Examination in 1930-37, of whom 662 passed In 1931-32 tlicue wen 
1,368 candidates ot whom 584 passed It appeals as it eithe*! h<iiti 
students were now reading for law or the standard ol the c^xaniuiation 
had become less exacting Three candidates appeared at tin* M 
Examination but none of them came out successful 

Medical Schools and Colleges, — Three institutions m (be piesidunv 
imparted advanced medical education, viz, the Calcutta Medical 



College, the (Carmichael !llfedical College, and the School of Tropical 
Medicine aiul Hygiene These institutions had 1,470 students in 
10W-d7 as agaiusl 1,318 in 19e31-32 Of these, 78 were Moslems 
(against 104 in 1931-32), l,t327 weie Hindus (against 1,318), while the 
lest ladonged to othei eoiiimunitic^s It will he noticed that there 
was an apprec lable fall in the number of Muslim students It is 
inteiesting to note that thcie uere J8 women students in 1936-37 
including a Moslem woman, while there were 15 women, but no 
Moslem uoiiian student, in 1931-32 The total cost of maintaining 
these institiitionH amounted to Its 9,05,810 as against Rs 9,48,723 
in 1931-32 At the Final Examination, 472 candidates including 4 
wointm appeared, of whom 260 iiieluding one woman passed In 1931- 
32 the numbers were 527 and 236 

Tlieie ucic 9 medical schools in Bengal as in the previous cjuinquen- 
nuim, but the numhci of pupils showed a sliglit fall, 2,408 against 
2,418 in 1931-32 In 1936-37 theie were 49 women students reading 
in iiiediral schools as against 26 in 1931-32 The cost of maintaining 
these nic^dical schools was Rs 6,83,309, of which Rs 2,96,694 came 
from I lie provincial revenues The corresponding figures for 1931-32 
were ]ts 4,91,355 and Rs 1,77,390 

The medical schools presented 1,568 candidates ^nclucling 26 
women (against 816 in 1931-32), of whom 847 including 19 women 
(against 399) passed at the Final Examination 

Veterinary Callege. — Theie was only one Veterinarv College in 
Bengal at Belgachia. near Calcutta On Slst March 1937, the college 
had J84 siudcnls on its rolls against 169 in 1931-32 The number of 
students in Uiis college has been steadily increasing from 1926-27 
when there weie only 125 pupils It is interesting that the number 
of Moslems was nearly douole in J 936-37 of what it was m 1931-32 
In ]93()-37, "iH of the students wcie Moslems and 91 Hindus and the 
rest bojemged tc) olhei communities The figutes for 1931-32 w'^ere 28 
Moslems, 128 Hindus and 21 fiom othei cjoramunities The total 
cost ot majiitaiiuug the institution amounted to Rs 1,67,284 (as 
against lis 1,88,394 in J931-32) the w^hole of which w^as met by 
(Jo\ cm merit Of the 184 students who went up for Final Examina- 
tion, 133 passed The c oirespondmg figures foi J931-32 were 168 and 
124 

Bengal Engineering College, Sibpore.— The Bengal Engineering 
College, Sibpoie, is intended for providing higher tiaming in engi- 
neering, it has also an Industiial Department, with a five years’ 
(omse, intended for training boys, preferably the sons of woikmen 
in the vcuiouH woikshops attached to the college such as, the fittix^g 
and machine shops, the pattern-making and foundry shops, carpenters' 
and smiths’ shops, power-house, wateiwoiks, etc 

Duiing the qiunquonniura Degree Courses in Mechanical and 
Electrical Engineering were introduced The college also worked out 
schemes ten the introduction of an alternative course m Aeronautics 
in the course of studies for the B E Degree Examination, a Degiee 
Course in Architecture and a 3 years’ B Sc Degree Course in 
Metallurgy Though these were not introduced during the period 
iiiidei review, it is hoped that their introduction will be sanctioned 
in the near future 

During the period arrangements were made, as in the past, for 
the practical training of the students who have passed the Degree 


SiKanlniation from the college In the early years c»{ the tinlmiuen* 
mum some difficultres were expeneneed in anangmg this, on aooounl 
of the trade depression and financial stnugemy Ilut gradually these 
difficulties were overcome and the normal position was attained at 
the end of the quinquennium The piailnul tiaining m liolai shins, 
however, were ledmed in value by Government — the si holaiships for 
Indian students were reduced from Its fiO to Us H-S pei month and 
for Eurojiean students from Bs 100 to Rs 7) pei month 

While the vaiioiis workshops in and neat Calcutta so generously 
piovided facilities for the practical tiaining ut the students of the 
college, it is regrettable that was not iiossihle to uiiunge toi tiaiiung 
the college students m the lug woikshops of the Hallways, viz . tlie 
Eastern Bengal Railway, the East Judian Ruilwuv and tlie Bengal- 
Nagpur Railway even at the end of the quniqueuiuuin Through the 
couitesy of the vaiious engineering woiksliops louiid about ('iihutta 
and 111 Behar, numerous visits to the voikshops bv the students of the 
college could be arranged during the peiiod under review 

In spite of the financial stnngenij, improvements were made in 
almost all the college laboratories, espei lally in the laboratories 
attached to the Mechanical Engineering and Klcctiiiul Eiigiiieciiiig 
Deparlmentsi Though additional equipments were still needed for 
all the laboratories, the college undoubtedly oitupied the proud 
position of being one of the best centres for pioviding tiaining in 
engineering 

A (iitiiism has sometimes been heaid that the college is tuiuiug 
out too ludiiy tiained men pnitiiulailv ui Civil Engineeiiug But, 
it would be unwise to refuse to tiaiii qualified applicaiils tor admission 
up lo the limit oi the available aocoinmodatioii at the college It 
does not follow that because theic may be shortage ot woik toi some 
ot them just as present, this state of affairs will lontinue Vaiious 
eiigiiieenng schemes will piobahly be undeilaken in the near future 
and the pjovincc ma^ adopt a foiward movement in Iiiigation, Road 
Development and Kleiti ificution when theie will he n gicat demand 
toi trained engnieeis In England, a prolonged slump in eiigineeiing 
loutmued foi a nunibei of yeais but some difficulty is now being 
experienced there to find a sufiScient numbci of tiaiiiod engineers 
Though some of the ex-students of the Civil Engineering Department 
were unemployed at the present moment, there were no unemployed 
Mechanical and lUectiical Engineers 

Stwients — On the Hist of March 1932, the rollege had an 
eniolment ot 302 pupils On the Blst of March lO.'tri the numbers 
came down to 260, but since then theie has been a steady iiurcase in 
the number of students and on the Jtlst Manh 1907 tlie number of 
pupils was 285 (156 m the Civil Engineering, 42 in Mechanual 
Engineering and 23 in the Eleotrual Engineering, 25 studying for 
the Diploma and Associateship in Mechanical Engineering and 49 in 
the Inaustrial Classes) 

Staff — Ml A Macdonald proceeded on leave preparatory lo 
retirement in August 1936 after serving for about 12 years as 
Professor of Mathematics and for nearly 8 years ns the Piinc-ipal 
He devoted himself to the interests the college and tej the welfare 
of the students and his retirement was a great loss to the province 
Mr. R. W^olfenden who was for some time connected with the college 


as a Professor of Mechanical Engineeimg^ came back to the colleffe 
aiiei the long vaealion of 1936 and be was working hard for an all- 
iuuiid iiiipioveuient of the College 

Tlieie weie numerous changeh in the superior teaching staff of 
I he college during the quinquennium This naturally had a disturbing 
etfcM t on the eontiniiitv of work in the college 

Special training — The annual College Suivey Camp used to be 
hold foimerlj in Puiiilia but it was decided in 1935 to hold the camp 
in tJuee dilfeient places in successive years This arrangement is 
cahulated to give better training to students in survey works. 

Fioiu 1936 aiTiingemeiits were made, at the reciuest of the High 
Couit, foi a sjx-weekvs' couise of tiaiiiing for the piobationary Munsifs 
111 piactual suiveying This eouise was held during the college 
vaiation, in charge or one of the officers of the Civil Engineeimg 
Dc’putlmeiit 

Intcuibive coiHses in manual training for teachers in European 
schools were also oiganised in the college at the request of the 
Tnspc‘ctor of Euiopean Schools 

St holarships — It was mentioned in the last Quinquennial Review 
lhat the lOMval of the awaid of University Sibley Scholaiships of 
Us 80 pel month tenable for one \eai which had been held in abeyance 
for a long time w^as due to the initiative taken by the Diiectoi of 
Public Instiuctioii At present four such scholarships are available, 
two of Rs 50 each (one awarded to the graduate m Mechanical 
Engmecinig and one to a graduate in Electrical Engineering who 
stand hrst in these snb|t*etrt in oidc'r of meiit) and two of Rs 80 each 
uwaidecl to the graduates who ocempy the two top places lu Civil 
Engineering 

V?sitfnf/ Lecturers — As a measure of retrenchment the appointment 
of Visiting lic^etuiers was abolished except in Aceountaiicy 
Anangemenls were however made foi a weekly lecture of one hour 
eacdi by Jfonoiaiy Lecturers in tlio lollowmg subiects —

- -There aie 5 hostels attached to the college, thiee for 
Hindus, onc' foi Muslims and one for Europeans The messes were 
managed bv (.ommittees composed of students and some merabeis of 
(be staft (Jnverninent made no contribution towards the stuclents’ 
messes, except in the case of Muslim students' mess where Government 
used to make a monthly contribution of Rs 27 towards the wages 
of one cook and one seivant, this contribution was discontinued 
towards the end of the quinciueiinium, as there was an mcrqfised 
n umbel of Muslim students in tlie mess, but Muslim Imarders have 
appealed to Government foi a levival of this grant 



The Hmdu studeute’ nivxm comiMtttpo opened n ie8tanran( m the 
college for the supply of refreshmeuts to students ui the morning and 
the evening 

Health and physical traunng — Theie is a whole-time senior 
Assistant tSurgeon in the iharge of the lollege The health of the 
students was good 

Theie is no physical Iramiug instnntoi m the i allege , the hostels 
aie, howevei, etjuipped with up-to-date equipments lor physical 
exenase The college inaintuined its reputation for exielleiue in 
games and athletics 

There was a vigorous eoiporate life m the i allege organised l»v the 
students’ institute which met legulaih and arranged a minihei of 
social functions 

Finances — The cost of maintaining the tollege dnnng l')Ui-{7 
was Ks 3,35,260, of which Hs 2,71,112 tame* fiom piovimial 
revenues, lls 57,037 from fees and Rs 7,081 from othei vsoun es The 
total cost in 1931-32 amounted to Us 3,98,599 The annual eost pei 
pupil woiked out at Ks 1,470, of which Us 1,189 was home by 
Government The eonesponding figures foi 1931-32 weie Us 1,()17 
and Us 1,402

Alisanullalt School oif Engineering, Dacca.— On the 31st March 
1937, the school had a total enrolment of 411 pupils against 493 in 
1931-32 01 these, 106 were Muslims (against 69) and 399 were 

Hindus (against 419) Of the students in the school, 197 were in 
the Sub-Overseers’ Class and 144 in the Overseers’ Class Seventy-four 
were m the industrial or artizan department in workshops and 77 were 
undergoing practical training after passing the Final Overseer 
Examination, under the Public Works and the Public Health 
Depaitments of Government, Railway authoiities and local bodies and 
m engineering firms Theie was a great lush for admission in 1932-33 
as m the previous yeais but after that year, theie was a falling off 
in the number of new candidates seeking admission This was 
apparently due to the geneial economic depiession fn 1935-36 the 
position had slightly impioved, and m 1936-37 some of the candidates 
who sought admission could not be admitted fot hu k of 
accommodation 

The poet of the Aasistaut Principal of the mstitulion whs abolished 
in 1932 as a measure of economy and the senior T/ccturei in (hvil 
Engineering was appointed to act as Assistant F’rmiiptil in addition 
to nifl own duties In 1932-33 the courses of instruction ot Overseers 
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and Sub-Overseers was revised and improved by the Overseer Examina- 
tion Board, Ben^^al The new (ourse is likely to impart a more 
efficient training to the students 

Many improvements were made lu the school durinft the 
quinquennium The drH\vin|;»* hall on the first floor of the school 
buildin^^ was chan^»‘ed to serve as a lar^c assembly hall with seatinff 
accommodation foi about (500 people and some chairs, stools and 
f>en<hes were made m the woikshop of the school to furnish the 
assemhlv hall A larg-e j^^vmnasjinn was (onstrufted paitly by students* 
laboiii and parllv by scatp m.ilcrials fiom the Public Works 
Depariment, Ihc new ^’'ymnasiuni was tormally opened by the 
Directoi of Public Instruction, Bcnpil, in August The paint 

shop was remodelled and fuinislied foi hiffh class spiay enamelling 
and varnishing woik, three new ball-bearing buffing machines for 
electroplating vvoik wcie fabricated in the workshop, and extension of 
the hvdraulics lalMiiatoiv building wms also made and new 
apparatus aiquiied, the old hydiaulics laboiatory was converted into 
an electrical laboratoiy loi the more efficient teac'hing of the new 
svllabiis and tbiee new tiansfoimois and continuous current inotoj 
generatoi sets wcie added 

Many exhibits, inanufac tuicd in the school bv the students wore 
sent lo various exhibitions and leceived higli praise In 19^%-f‘17, 89 
students appealed at the Final Overseer Examination of whom bJi 
passed as against 112 candidates of whom 97 passed m 1931-92 In 
193f)-37, 89 students appc'aied at the Suh-Oveiseer Examination of 
whom 58 passed 

The cost of maintairung the school amounted to lls 1,44,033 in 
193(!-37 as against Rs 1,25 376 in 1931-32 The cost of Oovcynment 
was Rs 1,01,378 in 1936-37 against Rs 87,354 in 1931-32 ‘ The cost 
of cducatinji each student amounted to Hs 240-12 in 1936-37 In 
the first year of the ciuinquennium, the annual cost was only 
Rs 184-2-9 Thus, theie was an increase in the cost to Government 
foi educating a pupil in the sc hool, which was due, partly at any 
rate, to the fall in the niimbei of vstudeuis 

Bengal Survey School* — This is a small institution at Mamamati in 
the district of Tippeia in quiet and beautiful surroundings It has

edueation thoujih givmp; a vocational bias to the ncadeinic luiimuf^ 
c'annot he called vocational training The principal imipose of Him 
liaiiun^ IS to bleak down the pie]udice a^^aiiiM nuinual lahmii and to 
lelieve the inonotony of orclinaiv loutiiu* woik in the schools 
Effective' vocational frainin^r can only he f^iven in special uulustrial 
and teiliiiKal schools, thou^^h oidinaiv schools with a pu)peil\ devised 
technical fouise (iin pioduce pupils who can be inoie easilv tunned 
foi a vocation Special menticni may be made of Ihe following 
schools which have combmecl geneial eduealioii with tcrhnical 
tiainmg with some clej^ree of success

tl^e gencMal educational scheme They aio roughly classified as (1) 
artizaii classekc intended for illitciate oi pnmaiy scdiool boys, (2) 
lunioi tedinical scdiools foi lioys wlio have passed the middle stage and 
(3) senior technical schools foi mainiiilates oi for those who have 
leceived a lTniveiHit\ education 

For technical tiaining in Mechanical and Electrical Engineering 
conelated couises proposed for Bengal aie (a) the elomentaiy couisc 
taken in junioi technical schools in distnet towns with a thorough 
school workshop training, (It) the inteimedmie couj-ses takcui in senior 
technical scliools simultaneoiislv wiili piactical training in some 
recognised woikshops undei comineiiial conditions and (r) the final 
courses of Diploma and Associateship taken in the Bengal Engineer- 
ing College The mterniediate couises and final courses were 
contiolled b\ tlie Boaid of Appicntic cship Training

Bs. 28,543 from fees (against Rs 71,690 including Hs 24,866 fiom 
fees in 1931-32) 

The Swan Retiencbment Committee lecommeuded the < licking down 
of the Government Commercial Institute, Calcutta, but tin Ijmeinmcnt 
after due consideiation decided not to accept the lecommendation nut 
expenditure was cut down as far as possible 
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Foi the eucouragement of commeix^ial education amongst the back- 
ward comiriunitieB, Government have sanctioned 2 stipends of Bs 12 
a month each tenable for 2 years at the institution 

Schools of art. — The number of art scliools was five in the year 
as in the ])ie\ious quinqiieimiuni One, the Government School 
of Art, Cahulta, is managed by Goveininent, 3 are aided and one 
unaided The number ol pupils lose liom 519 in 193132 to 527 in 
193G-37 Tlie total oxpenaituie was leduced to Kb 76,013 from 
Rs 81,709 in 1931-32, and the Goveriunent contnbution was Kb 38,769 
in l9r]()-37, against 48,520 m 1931-32 

(rOKnimfiLt Sdiool of Art, CalcuWi — It is the most impoitaiit ait 
school in the province The object of the school is to teach Indian 
painting, ait on Euiopean models, decoiative aits, commercial ait, 
wood-engiaving, lilhography, diaftsmanshin, day-modelling, etc It 
also trams dialing masters foi educational institutions The course 
extends Irom five to six years and is divided into an elemental y and 
an advanced section 

During the latlei part ot quinquennium undei leview the fommer- 
cial section attached to (he sdiool, whuh was being continued from 
year to yeai, was at last made peiinanont with efteet tiom 1st April 
1936 

For tlie ciKouiagemeut of art odiication among backvvaid dasses, 
Goxeinmciit dended m 19 H that three pei cent ot the following 
concessions should go to the students ot the backwaid dabses 

(а) Rdiolaiship ot the total monthly value of Rs 25 

(б) Payment ot reduced fees by 12 pei cent of the students on 

the rolls 


Besides, Government approAed the cieaiion of 2 spei jal sdiolaishii)*i 
of the value of Ks 7-8 per month, each tenable foi a penod of foui 
yeais to be awaided annually tor ediu atioiial uplift ot the backwaid 
class bo>s in the school Eveiy year dining the quinquennium, 
exhibitions ol the woik of the statt and the students vveie held in the 
school pieinises The woik of the stall and students was also exhibited 
at Builiugton House, London, m 193i5 and was apprecialed A paint- 
ing by Ml Kamcndia Nath (3iakiavoity was selected for the Coiona- 
lion Exhibition in London 

A nuTnl)(*r ot students were piovided with stipends by distiict and 
local boaids, Indian States and piivate bodies School scholarships 
and special stipends iiom the Directoi of Public Instruciion, Bengal, 
weie also awaided to deseiving students 

The cTiTolment in the school in 193G37 was 285 (against 237 in 
1931-32), ol whom 270 wire Hindus, 10 were Muslims and 5 belonged 
to other communities 

The numhei of candidates appealing at the examination was 38 in 
1936-37, of wdiom as many as 28 qualified tor a certificate 

The total expenditure mcuiied by the school foi its upkeep during 
the yeai 1936-37 was Ks 44,687, of which Rs 13,061 came from fees 
as against Rs 44,880 and Rs 11,480 lespectively m 1931-32. 

Weaving schools. — Ihe weaving schools in the Piesideiicy 

continued, as before, to be controlled by the Director of Industries. 
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Weaving is taught in a few geneial secondary schools, but for the 
most pait the training was given iii special wcu\uig schools, some of 
which weie peripatetu, and thiough deinoiistiation pnities 


Government Weavinq Institute^ Stranipore — The chiet of the 
weaving sihools is the Goveinnient WfMMng Inslitiite at Serampore 
which mipaits tiaining in all aspects of coilon textile tccbnologv and 
in handloom weaving 

The institute had 189 pupils (including dl wonuui) in ihe \ear 
1986-37 against LiH pupils (miduding woim^n) in 19dl-fi2 Oi these, 
149 weie Hindu*^, 30 Muhaniinadans and 10 lioni olhei (oiuiuunities 
The upkeep of the school cost Rs 48,84o duiing tlie vein undei lepori, 
of which Its 47,040 came lioin provincial ie\enucs againht Rs lJ, 03 d 
m 1931-32 The cost pei pupil was Hs 248 

During the voai 1936-37, 16 studcMils of the Inghei c lass passed the 
Final Diploma Examination Foity-live aiti/an stiuhuits u\\l 8 women 
students of the women section passed, attei having undei gone tiainiiig 
in the female industrial clash, and 18 students passed the City ami 
Guilds Exaiiiinalion lu vaiious subjects 

The leseaich paity, consisting of one exiaut textile oiganiscM, two 
aitizan assistants and one workman lahouiei posted at th(‘ luslitute 
under the Gcnernment of India scheme foi the d(‘Vcdi)])nnmt oi hand- 
loom ludnativ of this pioviiice w^as fullv occujucmI dining thc‘ yeai 
under review in pioducing samples of attiacii\e designs with a view to 
introduLiiig then pioductions by the handloom weaseis ol Rengal 
These are being pioduced on a laige scale and maiketed by tlie Ilongal 
Home Industiies Association, Oalcuttn 


Reseaich woik, on dyeing is going on satisfuc toiih and a pioei'ss 
has been evolved m the dyeing depailment fox the jepxodiuhon oi 
coloured phutogiaphs on textile inaleiials 

Weaving laid dyeing dcMuonstialioii parties whuh \isited mutassil 
centres not only taught imiiioved pioc esses ot w'eaving and dveing hut 
also trained students, men and women, ni spinning, printing and 
allied subjects 

The most uigent lecpinemeut of the institute* is the openina ot 
the IcM^uie thoatie and necessaiy lahoialoiies Ihe necessity of a 
power spinning section is also keenly fell 


The Gotumeni Sill Weaiintf and Dyennj In^tihde, Beihampoie 
It taught, as usual, two courses, viz , the advaneed coiiise extending 
to 2 yeais and the aitizan course toi one year The niimher of students 
on the loU on the fist March 1937 was 7 in the second yeai and 17 and 
33 m the 1st yeai and artisan couises lespectively The total expendi 
turc amounleil to Rs 21,618 including net Government expendilure of 
Rs 20,944

patetic weaving centres under the Directoi of Industrie-. I li'-'- 
imparted instruction in simple handloom weaving an<i dvemg tree oi 
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any charjfe, and were maintained jointly by the district boards and 
the Depaitment of Industries^ Bengal 

Besides these there were 82 other aided weaving or other industrial 
schools of which 21 were for girls A number of other subjects were 
taught m these schools besides weaving 

Music SChOOiSi — The number of musn s( hools in 1986-37 was 7 
with 380 pupils as against 8 with 300 pupils in 1931-32 The mosi well 
known of music schools are the Sangit Vidyalaya and Sangit Sangha 
of Calcutta where the vocal and instiumental music are taught mostly 
to girls Both received aid from Government There is a school of 
music attached to Visvabhaiati ubere Indian music, especially 
Rabindianath Tagoie’s songs are taught Theie are a number of girls^ 
schools wheie music is taught as a special subject It is regrettable 
there is no institution in Bengal for teaching Indian classical music 
seriously and scientifically 

A|;ricultural schools. — On the 31st Match 1937 theie were 5 schools 
of this t^pe with 79 pupils against 4 with 141 pupils in 1931-32 Of 
this 5, thiee weie Govc'rnment institutions and 2 were aided schools 

The Agricultural School at Manipur, Dacca, which is a Govern- 
ment IriNtitulu)!! had only 42 pupils against 38 in 1931-32 The up- 
keep of the school cost lls 9,903 lo Government 

Two Govpiinrient Agricultural Schools in the Bajshahi Division had 
17 pupils on the tolls The total cost of these two schools was 
Ks 5,183 out of which Rs 5,095 came fiom piovincial levenues and 
Us 02 horn clisliict boatcl and Ks 26 from municipal funds 

The Aided Agricultuial School at Hatchapra had 8 pupils The 
txjtal cost of maintenance was Rs 780 ot which Rs 120 came from 
provincial icveuuos 

The Aided Agiicultural School at Ghmsura was levived cluiing the 
quinciueiinium It hud 12 pupils on the 31st March 1937 The total 
eApcndituic was Rs 4,196 ot which the district board contributed 
Us 1,100 and the municipality Rs 60 

The agiicultural classes attached to many secondary sc.hools in the 
Presulemy weie on the whole doing faiily good work 

Basanta Kvmar Agricultural Institute^ RajsJiahi — An institute 
known as Basauta Kumar Agricultural Institute was established at 
Raj shah i in 1936 through the muuilioence of the late Kumar Basanta 
Kumar Roy of Dighapatia for the purpose of tiaining students in 
Agiicultiiie and derivative industries It is under the direct adminis- 
trative control oi the Principal, Rajshahi College, and a Board of 
Management apiximted by Government Arrangements have been 
made to give the students a thorough theoretical and practical training 
in the following subjects — 

(i) horticulture and fruit canning, 

(ti) dairy and animal husbandry, 

(iti) poultry, and 

(iv) cigar-making 

The minimum qualification for admission is the Matriculation 
Examination Forty-eight students were admitted in 1937 


Valuable research work also continued to be done in the Atrncultural 
^ction of the Department of Chemistry in the Dacca University and 
tbe imperial Council of Agricultural Researrh is continuing its lilieral 
grants to this University for agncultuial lescaich Tho University 
opened a new section for Roil Chemistry duiing the cjuincpienniuin 


CHAPTER Xn. 


Ph3rsical Education. 


Though financial stringency did not permit the undoi taking .it 
schemes ot physical education which are now peiluips long ovetduo, yet 
by utilising the meagre grants available from the pioviiui.il leve’nue.. 
and diverting the monov that had hitlicito been given ,is ph>sual 
training grunts to schools, it was possible to build up a solid ioiinda- 
tion for future developments upon which tan be baseu all schemes ioi 
the introduction of wcll-devisod courses of physical ediuatiou in the 
province 

An outstanding feature of the period was the growth ot public 
opinion in favour of physical education, much effort had been wasted 
m the past as school authorities aud parents often looked upon physical 
education .as unnecessary interruption of academic studies The v,ilue 
of physical education lor the .idolescent is now generally lecogiused , 
many schools have begun to lealiso the need ot p.i\ing close attention 
to the jiliysical well being ot the pupils not only for pioducing titter 
men and women but also as a means of impiovmg examination lesults 
The old idea that g.imc& and exercises often produied stioiig muscles 
but uninfoimed minds has almost completeh disaiipeared now Thcie 
ore, however, still schools wlieie regulat puvsicol traiiniig is stopped 
as soon as the pupils leach the pre-rndtricnlatioii class lieiiiuse the 
Matnciil.ition Examination looms large, two years ahead 

The ihange m tho outlook was due in a great measure to the excel- 
lent woik done by the Students Welfare Uommittee of C.il. iitia Umver- 
Hity Tho prominence given in the press to the reports ot tlie Wel- 
fare Committee and of the School Medical Insix^ctois’ ifi>oits tocussed 
public altenticm on the doploiable health ot the maiority ot llie students 
and on the need tor diastic alterations of the conditions in educational 
institutions which created such a slate of affairs A tubiitc should 
also bo paid to the very valuable work done by Mr .lames Buchanan, 
the Physical Diiectoi, with his talent for organisation .ind bis infec- 
tious enthusiasm for the physical well being ot the Bengalc'o \outli 


The first step in the organisation was obviously the laying clown ol 
geneial outlines of schemes of physical training for all grades of edu- 
cational institutions In May 19o3, the Revised Syllabus in Physical 
Training for secondary schcwls was issued and in .June ot the same' 
year the Revised Syllabus for Training Schools was pubhshe.l 
Numbers of impoitant circulars were also issued bv the PliysiMil 
Director in the last three years of the quinquennium giving directions 
and suggestions for the organisation and the supervision of g.imes unci 
athletics and connected matters The syllabuses were dnwn up m 
general terms and left room for developments through tl.e in<r.'dii<- 
tjon of new ideas, Thev contemplated the gradual dnoinution cd tt.e 


inijK>itan(o of tho oJd fa'^hioned “dnlT' and of an increased attention 
io indi^*cnous c\«'irise, swimming, games and other activities hkelj^ 
lo have a definite apiH^al to the inlerests of students The aim of the 
hvllabuses was to piovido a scheme which was hinted to the particular 
needs of the J^engalee adoleseeni and took into account the liniitations 
of the fteuftal school^, so that vhal mav be i ailed a Bengal system ol 
phvsic^nl c*ducat]on might be giaduallv cnedved 

The success (»i auv luige scheme ot physical education must depend 
partl\ on tlie beadcjuai tci s stall which would make the general plans 
and TTiodil\ them in the light of the ox]>eiieuro gamed b> working 
these plans out luacticallv and jMitly on the men who should work out 
the plans in the educational institutions The o\ei whelming piopoi- 
tioii ol the ver\ large numbei of piiniai\ and secoiiclaiv schools in the 
pioMiuc iccjuiic assistance tor then class ieachcis from orgauiseis who 
could demonstrate up-to-date nicdliods of phvsical educalion But the 
headquarters staff is totally inadcciuatc* to coj^c'^ with the woik which 
must be done Tt is tine that the post ol the Bhvsu al Director which 
was cicated in tlie fiist instance foi a ]H'iiod ol \cais has now been 
made ijcimaiient, but the JMi\sical Dnectoi is expec teil io conduct the 
Ph N&ical Training (Vntre as its Ifead in addition to his normal duties 
as an Insiieclirig Ofhcei and acBiscu to (uAeiniiieul , and his assistant, 
till lalcl\, had no permanent appointmcnl The physical Diioctor 
submitted a pioposal toi the cieation of souu» posts ol travelling 
organiseis, at least one for each distiic't in tlie pic'iymccq who should 
deinonsliate a)>tc)-daie medhods ot ptnsical culucation and gi\e expert 
advice and assislaiice to class teiuhcus in pinuan as well as in 
second.iiv schools These* distiut oigaiiiseis woulcl have had their 
time moio than full\ occupied But ffoveiuiuent eveniuallv sanctioned 
the appointmcnl ol only five trained men who were uoiking in schools, 
as Sub-fnspec ((US tor Phvsicuil Fahuation in the luovnice, om* for each 
adiTunislialne dmsion These i>osts weie m the giado of Sub- 
luspeciois of Schools but weie not additions to the existing strength 
ol the (adicq tlie five sanctioned posts being tiikeii out ot the existing 
cadic of Sub-rnspec tors and utilised loi Ibis sjiccial work The 
apiHunlnnmfs ate onl\ \aliiahle in that their eieafion demonstrated 
lhat (loveininent realised the unpoitame of (’n*aling the poNt of special 
Tnsfiecting Officeis foi oiganising phvsical c'ducation 

Al the beginning of the quiuqueriinum the supply of iiained phyaic^al 
insliuctois was exceedingly small, theie was no pnnision in the pro- 
vince for the (raining of teacheis The only place where the physical 
mstnutois could be traincul wms the YMCA College of Physical 
hldiH 1 1 ion al Madras But as (rover nineni piovided no stipiuids ot 
>( holii '^Inps for flu siud<‘nl-> vslio weni to Madias ioi liainiiig, Oie 
niiiu'bei ol Bengalees tiained tlieie was small Moieovei, the* training 
(oui.se al Madias aimed at giving a geneiahsed liaiiiirig loi sludeiits 
from all jiaits of India and Buima ancl it was not suited in all lespects 
to the ])atticulat needs of this piovmce 

In P)t2, a rhv.siral Training ('cmtie was set up by ( rovernment, 
but on a tempoiaiv basis where flnixersitv graduates could take a 
course of phvsical training lasting for one \ear ft wa.s contemplated 
that the graduates tiained at this eentie might combine the duties cd 
academic teacdimg and of phvsical tiainmg in schools 

Till the end of the quincpiennium the Physical Training Centre was 
still on a piireh temporarv basis with a staff appointed from year to 
V^ear During the first few years ol its life, the annual output ol 



traojied teacheis wa« about 22 and thi<. numh^i |Kuhai>h sulfacient 
to meet the then existing demand lint l)v the ond ot the quinquen- 
nium, the demand for trained gnuluaio physual instiiulors had 
inoieased to such au extent that the numhei tiuneil nut amnialh from 
the centre was found to be lotallv ma<liH|uat(' loi Ihe needs of the 
high sohoolH in the piovjnie Dunng Ihe quimineuinuin ')fi luen were 
trained and ap|M)jn(ed in edueaiional instituiu)ns 'riu' IMivsiral Tiam- 
ing (Tentie is undoubtedly fulhlhng a \pi\ nui>oiiaui limdion and the 
ne(^8sii\ nt its c^ontinnanee on a peiinnueul bisis is \w\\ gpnoially 
reci^gnised 

Bill th(' s(op(‘ of ilh dclivities should now he iik leased, the staff

exercises in these schools, ivheie toiincul> nolhiug w \s hiK»wu except

The All-Bengal Teacheis’ Association, in oidei to mcM't the demands 
of the schools, organised horn 19fi2 shcnl xacaiiou courses ot physical 
training toi high school tc'acheis, alioui HO teacheis woio lrain(‘d each 
yeai in the (dements of physical ediualion It was i ontcMuplaied that 
these teacheis would ])«i\e the wav toi the appointimuil , at a later date, 
when funds were available, ol tulK tinned ph\sjial instimiois But 
it was iintoitunate that some schools clmse lo acccqit the Vll-Bengal 
Teacheis’ Association shoit cmnse ceititicate as full qua lilic alum in 
j)hysic'al eclucaticm and ai>pointed the holdeis ot these ccutiticates to 
posts of phi sical instrmtois It is hopcil that this is onl\ a temporary 
phase and in tlie couise of tune, these sdiooK would a[)pc>int tully 
tiaiued men and inirocliicc* moie c oinpiehensivc' s( hemes than are 
jMissible With teacheis trained at short courses 

Tn indiMclual schools the oiganisation of plusical liaiiung and 
games on sound basis has done much to impinie the tone ot the 
sc’hocjls But it was lelt that much good wcmld icsult il some measuies 
eoiild be taken tor bunging into contact the staffs and students of 
various educational institutions in noighbounng localities This led to 
the fcumation of mnni Intel -School Associations in the (list nets 


In addilicui to thc^ Distiic t Intei-Sc hool Associations lIicMC were 
also man\ associations interested in the piomotion ot ])li\Mral actni- 
ties in the pioviuce The best known ami the most imisHtml oi iheso 
associations is the Indian Schools Sports Association a< (’.ihutla which 
since 1929 had been concerning itself onli with athletics ami 'spoils ot 
Calcutta schools, but bv 1937, it had introduced among^l its ac IimIics 
competitions in football, hockey, swimming plivsir d treninng anci 
gymnastics and volley ball and a scheme under which a ph>sic^l 










efficiency certificates, issued by the Physical Director of Bengal, would 
be awaidcd to boys in various categoiies who mssed the appioved tests. 
It also became ihe central body to which no less than 33 districts and 
subdiMsions schools associations were affiliated The area of its 
activity IS wide spread and its ixissibilities tor the futuie are great 
This Association lecoived a grant, but the major pait of its funds were 
raised by siibsciiplions and the entire work was carried on by the 
vohintai\ sei vices of teachers and by other interested jn the physical 
activities ()l school childion There wtne also many jirivate gymnastic 
clubs, dUiras, etc , which icnruitecl members mostly from schools and 
( ollegcs These often siiftered from lack of cliieciion and knowledge 
ol the best methods oi pJiysical education Sc^m© of them indulge in 
physical training of a spectacular natuie, perhaps suitable for demon- 
st ration in a circ us, but hardly likely to lead to the physical well being 
ot the voung men who are their members Of late interest has 
also been arouscnl in the indigenous wrestling and a numhor of akhrag 
ha\e bc^en founded m (^alcutta, one of the best conducted being Gobar’s 
gymnasium 

It was leported in the last Quinquennial Review that the physical 
eneicises weie made eompulsoiy in all grades of schools There was 
some criticism of this, based on the Iwlief that physical iiaining was 
t^o strenuous for Hoiigal children and many of the l>oys might be unfit 
to take normal physical cxeicises The Schools Medical Inspectors 
were particulailv asked to repoit on the suitability or otherwise of 
school childion ioi the compulsory physical liaining given in schools 
The Jesuits of then in v estigation are interesting Out ol 5,160 boys 
examined in only 2 weie found unfit foi physical training, 

ill 1934-35 theic wcie h\e such out of 4,534 boys and in 1935-36, 2 out 
of 3,568 boys exniiuncd This shows that though theie was a slight 
percentage of ho>s who suffered from defects of eyes, ears, nose and 
thioat, and from malnutiition, the overwhelming numlmr of boys were 
oigauicallN sound and would in the opinion oi the medical inspectors 
benefit fiom svstematic physical training 

But the (hiel obstacle to c'ompiilsory exeuuses oi games in schools 
is th(^ fact that a good many lioys spend the whole school day without 
any meals, and they aie therefore naturally reluctant to stay on after 
school houis to play games Foimeily there were only a few pnvately- 
inan.iged sclioofs whe^re arrangements weie available tor giving the 
school children a mid-day oi afternoon tiffin During the quinquen- 
nium howe\er Goveinmerit took a definite step and inliodiii^ed com- 
pulsory tiffin fec's m all Government schools (except four which were 
excluded liom the sclieine for spc'cial leasons) The fee was fixed 
unifoimh at annas foui a month loi each boy No attempt was made 
to fax a siundajdiaed diet but the Dejiartmeiit ot Public Uealth was 
consulted and s{>ecmien menus giving the caloric values weie circu- 
lated to the schools In the beginning when the scheme was mtioduced, 
theie was some oiituism of ihe scheme, the fee was considered too 
high, some ciitics weie of opinion that no satisfactory scheme could 
be woiked cm a f<‘c* .is low as annas tour a month But 'by Ihe end of 
the ciuinqueiinium, the oxperienc'e clearly established that (a) a simple 
tiffin of a satisiactoiy nature could be provided to all boys on all 
wmrking days, except Saturday from a fee ot annas four per month 
reahsecl fhroughout the year, (b) that the students liked Ihe tiffin 
scheme and lienefited from it, and (c) that the objection of guardians 
to the pdMueut of the tiffin fee rapidly died down and the fees was 
ficcejited as a nonual jiart of the schools’ demand. 


The experiiueut in Governiuent achooln ib veiy valuable as providing 
data to justify the introduction of a siinilai scheme in all schools of the 
jH'OVince and there is already a (lomaad that the scheuio should be 
extended to aided schools also. 


Physical training in boys* schools.— The Kuised syllabus m physical 
training lor secondaiy schools whudi was issued lu U)d<l, tnwl to 'make 
physical training moie attractive to the pupils Ooinpulsoiy drill, us 
it was taught formeily in schools with its unexciting moieuieuts and 
ineihauical discipline, was unattractive to the young folks More 
interesting movements and greater diveisity wcie introduced and more 
emphasis w.is hud on games in which theie was u greatei 8 (o\h! for 
the solf-expiession of the pupils 

A numbei ol schools provide games like cricket, hoekc\ , tenuis 
and football But most of these games aie expensive and the universal 
IKipularity of football which has almost been laised to the status ot 
a national game in Bengal, is due, in a f^reat measiiie, to its com- 
parative inexjKmsiveneHS in etpupmeut The majoiity ol the schools 
m Bengal, esiiocially those in the biggoi cities, are ciamped tor space 
and have laiely playing fields of then own Ijreatei atlontion was 
thoiefore diiectccf towaid.s developing small aie.i games iii Bengal 
schools, volley hall, basket ball, liand ball, badiimiton and nuligouous 
games aie now plajed m nliuost all Bengal schools and hiuc pioied 
to be very popular 

Some money out of the Bural Development (.haul which was placed 
at the disjxisal of the Broviucial (Tovcnimeut by the (loveinmeut ot 
India, was siieut in providing playing iields to some ruial schools The 
Militaiy intelligence Othcers who weio poslcsl in ceitain Bengal ebs- 
liicts, mauily to figbt Ibc teriorist movemc'iit, vviselv loahsed that the 
extreme dullness m the life of tiie Bengal school boy often drove him 
to the lank ot the tenon, sts and Inecl to tight terrorism b\ oflenug 
greater taeilitios foi the playing ot games, etc , by school hoys 


Physical training in colleges.— Though physical tiainmg is not 
compulsory m colleges, some colleges paiticularly Uoveinmeul colleges 
have made some foim oi pliy.sical exeuisc compulsory for the junioi 


members of the college 

The depaitmont tried to encourage the colleges to apixiiut properly 
ciuahhed physical mstniclors by oflenng s|)ecittl grants loi the purimse, 
but only » aided colleges had appointed tramecl pliysual instiuctors, 
the rest had either no provision at all tor the physical training ot the 
students or had only untrained instructors 

The University oi Ualcutla apixiinted an (Irgaiiiser ot I’hvsual 
Education, but the siihere ot his work was stneUy liinitocl But lutei- 
collegiate games and athletic competitions were bet tei organised at 
Calcutta than in the past and the Univei8it> Bowing ( lub dicl good 
work and rowing was growing inereasingly popiilai amongst talcutia 


students 


Phycical training for girls.— The only pi o vision for the tuiiumg oi 
women teachers in physical education was till 1930, » 
courses conducted bv the Young Womens Chiisuin Assoc lat on In 
S Mis^urton, the Physical Diretti ess of the Young V omen « 
Chri^tiai AssSiat on. raisecl funds in Canada and set up a t.aini ng 
iSre foi wZen tea'ehers and the first hatch of 

the training m March 1937 Unfortunately Bengal benefited but litflc 



from tht* (nuMing < outre, uh (loveinmeut iieithej' provided money for 
the additional staff needed nor granted stipends to Bengalee woinen 
students Thus at the end of the quinquennium, there were only 
4 Bengalee women who weie trained at this centre 

The grant to the Young Women’s Christian Association for the 
main tenant e of the Physical Directress was also reduced from 1932 to 
Rs 200 a luonlh The Physital Directress was responsible as in the 
past, loi the contiol of physical tiaming in girls’ schools during the 
(|iiniujuennium 

Tho temporary post of the Physical Instructiess at the Bethune 
(.lollegiate Scliool was made permanent with effett from the Ist of April 
1936 A jMiht of Physical Instructiess tor the newly provincialised 
Sdkhnwal Memorial School was created with effect from 1st April 1936. 
Chris aie now taking moie interest in small aiea games and badminton i 
net-ball and such other games are played lu many schools ’ 

Brataoharis, sootits and guides.— In the last tiumquenmal Review 
a lefereiue was made to the revival of the ancient village dances of 
Bengal by Mr G 8 Dutt, i r s , it was stated that he oiganised in 
Februaiy 1932, in eo-operation witli the Physical Directoi, a 3 weeks’ 
inactieal course for school teaiheis at Sun Kiom the small beginning 
emeiged the organisation now known as the Bratacharis of Bengal 
It is oninelv due to Mr Diilt’s peisonal enthusiasm and untinng 
energy that the veiy well-organised assooatiou of the Biatachari has 
become so hrmlv established and is gaming steadily in strength The 
oiganisation, in some ways analogous to the Boy Scouts’ and Girl 
Guides’ movements, is more essentially indigenous ui its outlook, there 
IS nothing exotic about its rituals and it is more m touch with the rural 
life of Bengal 'I’lie main purpose ol the Pounder-President was to 
impress on its memheis the digmtv and )oy of manual labour, an 
elaborate senes of “Do’s” and “Don’t’s” are prescribed for the 
members and folk dame with songs foims jiart of its loutine activities 
There are two sections^ lor boys and the othei for girls From the 
veiy beginning the Depaitmeut of Public Instruction realised the 
liolentiahties of (ho new movement and the Director of Public Instruc- 
tion and the Physical Director enthusiastically helped the newly found 
society, and nearly all the senior members of the department enrolled 
themsehes as Biatacharis His Excellency the Governor of Bengal 
ugiocd to be its Muhapalaka oi Giand Patron The Biatacha];is are 
undouhtedlv doing very useful work In some areas, they cleared 
a^ay jungles, stagnant jiooIh of water and tried to root out that pest 
of Bengal water-wavs, watei-hyaemth and they also helped in improv- 
ing ilie general sanitation of the villages The movement has undoubt- 
edlv cnptuied (he imagina(ion of the people and the folk dance and 
(he folk songs of the Brataehnns have infused a new life m the student 
community The movement has tiemendoiis possibilities for the 
tutui© and the rise in its membership was almost phenomenal The 
association was hel|)ed hv Government Ixith directly with grants and 
indirectly by imying the cost of deputation of teachers to its training 
( amps It was also given a sum ol Rs 6,000 in the year 1935-36 and 
also shared in the money that was made available from the Government 
of India Rural Develoimieiit Grant 

The Boy Scouts movement. — ^The Boy Scout movement continued 
to do valualde woik, and extended its activities in many diiections lii 
the scout year 1932 there were 8,476 scouts, but in the scout year 1937 


the numbers had nsen to 19,067 During the quinquennium 30 Scout* 
masters’ and 25 Club-masters’ Training (kmps were held. These 
camps wow held generally in the muffasil, a Spout-masters’ camp 
lasting for 12 days and a Club-masters’ oanip foi 6 days During the 
quinquennium, a vigoious attempt was made to bring scouting into the 
lural areas, and this met with great success The (lencrnl Organising 
Secretary reports that letters of appreciation tor services renclered by 
the scouts have been received from various district boards The scouts 
were also doing good work in clearing jungles near the villages, doing 
anti-malanal work and showing ways of cleaner and healthier living 
in the village A permanent camp-site has bemn aiqiincd on 14 highas 
of land, 11^ miles from Calcutta on the Jessore Road 

The Boy Scout organisation received an miniial grant of Rs 6,000 
lor their provincial headquarters, Rs 4,000 foi equipping tioops in 
Indian schools and Rs 1,200 for troops in European scboolh A non- 
recurient giant of Rs 2,500 was also iiiac1c> foi the loiisfiui lion ot .i 
permanent cainp-sito for the Association, and a special grant of 
Rs 1,000 was placMid at the disposal ot the District Magistiale of 
Noakhali foi the development of the Scout movement in that district 
They also leceivcd Rs 7,000 as pait of then shaic ol tin ruial 
lecoustiuction grant ftom the (xovc*riimeiii ot Tndn 

Bengal Scouts had a camp in the All-India Jamboree which was 
held in Delhi in 1937 The camp which was built entnelv b^ tl>e bojs 
was greatly appreciated, the scouts recenved prizes for hut-hinlding, 
physical feats and boxing The camp file m the Bengal camp was a 
source ot attraction to the visitois to the Jamboree The Hcoiits have* 
an annual competition in whicli 14 to 16 distncls come for the tiiial 
event, this is the Jackson shield competition, where scout feats and 
jibysical feats are demonstrated 

Girl CuidM, — Girls’ Guides aie now found in almost all gills’ high 
schools and in some of the middle schools also The movement has 
also spiead m the muffasil 

University Training Corps, —The Calcutta TTniversily Training 
Corps rained on its work and the 12th Company of the Dacca Univei- 
sity Training Corps which was opened in ITSS has moie llian justified 
its existence Dunng the quinquennium, the platoon attactied to the 
Hooghlv Mohsin College was disnandcd Tin '.(iciigih ot tin* ('ahiitlH 
University Tiaining Coips was 400 as against 380 in 1031-32 

Platoons were oiganised by colleges, tramuig was (ontiiiiiouH except 
during the long vacation and part of the Puja holidays and the annual 
camp was held for a fortnight dunng the cold weather 

Medical supervision. — Veiy little was done in the province dunng 
the quinqueuniuiii for any organised scheme of medic-al examination 
and supervision of the Ivealtn of pupils There were Ihiee school 
medical officers in Calcutta under the control of Public Health Depart- 
ment They were transferred in March 1933 to the contiol of Ecnn.i- 
tion Department, but it was not possible either to improve then 
prospects or to enlarge the scope of their activities Though tlie 
scheme diawii up for tne medical examination and supervision of f>»Pi1h 
in Government nigh schools and high madrasahs outside Cah'utt.i was 
administratively appiovi'd by Goveinment, it was not posmldo toi 
Government to provide funds foi this important woik 'I'be work iw 
schools and ma^asahs in the mafussil was therefore mainly sporadic 
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The ffieatesl impediment in the sucoesHfnl leailunj? of h\>fieiie ui 
schools, specially in secondarj schools, is the deartli of pro|>erlv 
qualified teacliers Jf the sehools appointed a inidu il olhiei, he 

could be entnisled with the toachinj? ol Ihis subject as .i1m> with the 
medical exaiiiiiiation nf the health of school children

Christian Association w'c*re full These* liostcds NN(*rc» not c lic'iijx i IImm 
the Eden Hindu HoHtel, but tlie students did not apparenth mind p.n mg 
a little extra for living in better designed and more fhec*rful hos1c*ls 
F^rincipals of Government colleges bad prc*sscd mnic tliaii om c loi i 
leconeideration of the Government orders to rcmlize enhaiKed scat-roni 
and other chaiges from Injarders so that Iic^stcd^i migiil he conn •'«II 
supporting though pioposals for a revision of the iiiles were suhniilted 
by the Director of Public Instruction to Oovernnienl no final orders 
were passed before the end of the quinquennium 
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The Hindu Hostel attached to Chittagong College was closed down 
from Ihe beginning of the academic year 1932-33 as the building was 
not at all suilable foi lesidential puiposes It was utilized after the 
closing of the hostel foi holding classes With the gradual improve* 
ment in the wlitual (X)ndition.s in the piovince, more students were 
coming to lead in the college fjom outside and the provision of a suit- 
able Hindu Hostel for the collej^e had become u piessing necessity A 
new hostel was built foi Muslim shidents of the Kiishnagai College 
liming the tjumquennium The post-giaduale students* mess attached 
lo Piesidnniy College was closed down and the Ilnwiideis were trans- 
feried to tin* Mden Hindu Hostel fioin 193*1 

'rhe two hostels for girls managed by the Brahmo Samaj were 
rimalgainaled and the amalgamated hoslel was located in a new build- 
ing €il 8 Hethune How The lio'^tel was placed uiidei a specially cons- 
tituted (onnniUee ot mmiageinent The staitiug ot the (College Women 
Students’ Hostel, it is called, undoubtedly increased the residential 
accmnniodation available for girls reading in college, but more hostels 
are still needed for them 

Messes and non-< ollegiate hostels in Cahutlii were undei the 
supervision of the Students’ Hesidencc Corainittoe of the University and 
those at Daica were under the control of the Dacca Boaid of Inter- 
mediate and Secondary Education There were 31 such messes and 
non-collegiale Jiosuds in (!a]i utta with 1,827 iinnaies in 193(5-37 and 
26 suidi messes in Dacia with G71 inmates 

Theie is no hostel in the pioMUce foi Muslim girls except the hostel 
at tallied to Sakhawal Memorial Girls* School It would be desirable 
to make suitable airangemenis for the lesidence of Muslim girls to 
encouKige them to come forward for highei studies At present only 
such gills as have any near relations living in places where the girls 
could be educated can be sent by tbeir parents for further studies away 
from their homes 

Tlie majority poitmn of the expenditure idcuiihmI foi the 
inanHename of mosses intended for members of the educationally 
backward (lasses was borne by Government There was a proposal 
before Goi eminent foi the establishment of an aided hostel for the 
residem e of students of llie scheduled castes at Fandpur and the 
scheme was adiiiinistiutively apjiroved, though funds could not be 
punided befoie the end of the quincpiennium 

Government cut down the grants made lo aided hostels by 30 per 
(ent from 1934-35 as a measure of economy 

The sujieivision of hostels is generally entrusted to members of the 
leailiing staff In Government school and college hostel superinten- 
dents aic niven a hostel allowance, the scale ot whidi has been 
considerably reduced as a measure of economy Superintendents of 
hostels attached to aided schools also receive a small allowance, but in 
hostels attached to unaided schools, the superintendents are expected to 
do the work in addition to their teaching duties The residential 
arrangements for the superintendents are unsatisfactory, as generally 
family quarters are not provided ; the result is that members of the staff 
do not usually like to undeitake the lesponsibility ot being 
superintendents of hostels 
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OnoipIliMi— On the whole duciplme was good, though* there was 
some instances of terrorist activities amongst students The terronsts 
were particularly active in Chittagong and Midnapore In 1933-34 
Mr. B E tl Burge, the District Magistrate of Midnapore, was murdered 
by a school boy from the local collegiate school and in Clntlugung there 
was a dastardly outrage at the Railway Institute .it I*aluiil.ili and a 
couple of yeais latex a further attempt was made on the lives of 
Europeans at a cricket match There w'ere also spoiadic instances 
elsewhere in the province of the complicity of sihool boys and college 
students in terrorist activities To combat the menace*, a system of 
tutorial supervision was introduced in Government colleges, eiu h teacher 
being entrusted with some students who wore his paituuhu charge and 
the ‘"block system” and the ‘‘house system” were intiiHlm ed in schools 
But it was wisely lealized that the main icasoii why stiuleiitH weie diawn 
to terrorist organizations was that their lives at the educational 
institutions were so dull and monotonous that thoie was a subconscious 
uige in them to hnil an clement of adientuie and cMitciiient in these 
organizations In many distiicts intei-school spoils assoi lations weie 
iormed and giealer facilities weie piovided foi the plaviiig ot games 
hv them The expciimeiit appeals to have hem smtessful The 
passive submissivcnesb and respectful obedience to aiitliorilv whicli 
characterized Bengalee students in tin* oust and which us(>d to be 
regarded as the chaim of the Bengalee stucleiit appeal to have vanished 
This need not be a iiiattei ot regiet if in its place the Bengalee student 
ean develop a disciplined mdependenc c ot spiiits and a spin! ot .ictivc 
co-operation with authority

rare cases) The unieiognized mhools aie geneially ill-hfiiised, |)of>rlv 
equipped^ inadequately staffed and m unstable financial (ondition, hut 
there are notable exceptions 

The College of Engineering and Technology at Jadavpui which has 
already been noticed in the diaptei dealing with piotc s>ional cdin.ilion 
(Chaptei X) used to be classified as a national school lu the carhcT 
Quinquennial Reviews But the ‘^Nationar' sthoeds .uc tast 
disappearing and at the end of the present ciuinqueninuin, llouc* was 
only one such schooli the South Calcutta National School with an 
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enioliTient of 160 pupils The Jadavpur College is doing very good 
work and luining out well-trained students The Mahakali Pathsala 
at Mymenfiingli also deserves notue, it is a girls^ school which teaches 
religious subjects along traditional lines together with the usual school 
siib]oe<s The group of edueatioiidl institutions controlled by the 
Visva Bhaiati, founded by llie Poet ILibindianath Tagoie, stand in a 
flass by themselves The mstitulions are located at Santiniketan, 
near Holpiii and the Institute of Rural Reconstruction is located at 
vSunil about two miles off wliere village welfare work is undertaken and 
alteinpts are made to devise an ediualional system peculiarly suited to 
Ihc needs of village children The educational work done by Ihe 
VisvM Ilhaian has alliaftod the atiention of scholars in Europe and 
America and students from some Kiiiopen eouutiies and also fiom 
f^hina, Japan and Siam often come to Sanitiniketan to study there 
There have been distinguished scholars from European countries who

Visva Bliarati, if they so desire, may appear at the examinations of 
the Universitv of Calcutta as private students and Goveinment have 
also allow'd! Gov eminent scholarships to be made tenable at the Siksha 
Bhavan A training sdiool for primary school teachers was established 
dining tli(‘ <iinn(jueTinium at Surul on a grant-in-aid basis The 
ediKalional instilutions aie ( o-edm ational and there is a separate hall 
for gills called Sii Bhavan 

Oriental Education, rnbinution m higliei Islamu, Hindu and 
Buddhistif studies is piovided at both the TTniversitics in the piovince, 
where there nri‘ ample fa( ilities for lesearcdi woik in these studies 
Uie Cahutta UniveiHitv has lecturers in Tibelnn, Ihili, IVisian and 
also (hails foi Aiabn and S4nisknt The llniversitv of Da(fa has 
(lepartm uits of [si nnu studies and Arabic and Persian and of Sanskrit 
Apait from Ihe ITniveisities, oiiental stmhes aie also puisued in 
niiidiasahs and tols 

The (?al(ul<a Miidrasah which is Ihe first ediu ational institution to 
h(' eslal)1isli(Ml by the Biitish m India offers faiihties foi advanced 
slndies in Islamn (iiltiiK* It was founded in 1781 hy Warien Hastings 
-nid is maintaimd hv Ooveinrneut But tJie depaitment has not done 
iiiikIi to assi^i hnam kiIIa the old tv pe of madiasahs, only one such mad- 
lasah at Eiiifuia Jii the disirut of llooghl^, Te(ejved a grant-in-aid 
Ref(*ieiu(‘ has ,ilieadv' been made to the Ccntial Board of Madrasah 
Examinations which conduds three examinations — the Alim or the 
Eiisi M«i(lra'iali Examination, the E.i/al (»r the Second Kxairniiation and 
lln* Tith' Examination In 1,071 students ajipeaicKl at the 

Madrasah K\iimuiaiions of whicdi :f?(i passed the Alim, the Fazil 
and dl the 1b I h^ Kxnm mat ions 

The const it ution of the ralcutlH Sanskrit Association wms changed 
during the ciuinqiiennium and it was named the Bengal Sanskrit Asso- 
(latioii with the Brincipul of the Sanskrit (College as the en-oMcto ' 
Se(.retttTy The Association leeognizes tols as competent to send up 
pupils foi the thiee examinations conducted by it and generally control^ 
Sanskiitic education in the province The activities of the Association 
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are not confined only to Bengal as there .iie quite a number of tols 
affiliated to it in other provinces and lu some Indian States The most 
important of the tols is the Oriental Denaitraent of the Sanskrit College 
which 18 maintained by Government and teaches YimIu, Vedanta, Smnti, 
Nyaya and Vyakaran. The students in the Tol Department pa^ no fees 
In 1936-37, there were 144 students against lO.'i studontb in 19.31-32 

The Asso<:iation conducts three examimitums, the Adi a oi the First 
Examination, the Madhya or the Second Examination and the ITpadhi 
or the Title Examination In 1936-37, 11,273 landidalis appeared 
at the examinations conducted by the Association of whom 4,(Ki2 jmsswl 
the Adya, 1,64>3 passed the Madnya and 7<il passed the litle Examina- 
tions 

The affairs of the Sanskiit Association weie oi gaging the attention 
of the depaitment as the constitution of the Association did not leccive 
univeisal support from the pandits In 19.16.37, a lommittee of enquirv 
was appointed to examine the possibilities oi conducting tlie Amouatioi. 
on a giant-in-a u basis and to recommend me.isuies ioi the bettci woiking 
of the Association The final leport of the Committee was not submit 
ted hefoie the end of the quinquennium 

There aie some local associations which me woiking iiulependeiitlv 
of the Bengal Sanskrit Assofiation for the iid\ am ement of S.inskritic 
studies, the most important of these is the East Bengal Saiaswat 
Samaj which since its establishment in 187.3 has been doing excellent 
work for the promotion of Sanskiitic studies in Eastern Bengal The 
annual Convoiation of the Samai is one of the most important functions 
at Dana and is usually presided over His Excellency the Uovernor 
of Bengal who gives lertificates and awaids to the pandits 

Scholarships and stipends. — A numhei of stipends me awaideil 
annually to pandits, who maintain tols, on the success of their pupils 
at the Sanskiit Examinations But no suih stqiends arc available tor 
maulvis who maintain madrasahs 

For pandits ot tols the following stipends aic available —

stipends of a monthly value ol Rs 6 each on the. icsult of the Acl\a

stipends of Rs 3 each a month, tenable for (hn-c \eais. im 
students w'ho pass the Madhya Exainination Fiflciii pii/c' .uc 
awarded in order o‘ ment on the result of tin 'I'llb K\ niunalioi. fw- 
are of Rs 100 each, two aie of Rs ’>0 each, six me of Rs eacn uml 
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five of Rs 20 each In addition to these Government prizes, pupils 
are also eligible for 25 private a\^aids

sear and twv) research scholarships of Its 50 each per month tenable 
toT one yeai are also aw aided to the passed stuclent/s of (Calcutta 
Madrasah 

Teachers of tols aie also eligible for b pnmaiy awards 

Text-book Gommittoei — Ceitam impnitant changes were introduced 
dining the j^eiiod undei review’^ m the proteduie for the i^xamination 
of the books submitted foi appioval to the Provinnal Text-book 
Committee Formeily it had been the practice to call for text-hooks 
on all subjects for pnmaiy and secondary schools in a single >ear, but 
experience showed that inembeis found it difficult to examine 
thoroughly aP books foi the schools m one year It was therefore 
decidecl to call for books Jor examination in a foui-veai cycle bj 
rotation ft was also decided to pa^ the levicweis who examine the 
text-books and fees wei(‘ to Ik.‘ charged fiom publishers who submit 
books for examination From ri84, tecs on a sliding scale of Es 15, 
Rs 12, IN 8 and Rs b w’eie cliaiged for books for diffeient classes 
submitted for examination and review cis were paid at the rates of 
IN 4, Rs 3 and Rs 2 foi each book according to the grade of the book 

During the period under review, 7,447 books were submitted for 
examination v)f which 3,248 weie approved for use in primar\ and 
secoiidaiv schools A sum of Rs 41,115 was realized as fees, of which 
Rs 27,378 WH*> paid to reviewers 

During the period, the syllabuses of studies in Science, Hygicme, 
Bengali Qruiiiiuar and Physical Education were revised, and the 
curricula for rnaktabs and primary schools were unified and a revised 
syllabus drawn up for thc^se schools, but this did not receive the final 
approval of Government before the end of the quinquennium 

The rules for the working of the Text-book Committee were revised 
dunng the qi'inqueniiium and it w^as decided to appoint a Secretary 
and Reader for the Commitlee The rules were approved by Govern- 
ment but as buclgetai> provision had not been made, it was not possible 
to give eftect to the new rules in the peiiod under review The present 
position 18 uii'-atisfac tory The work of the SecTetary is too heavv 
tor the Assistant Director foi Muhammadan Education who has to 
do this heavy woik in addition to his normal duties 

A Sub-Committee of the Text-book Committee met annualh to 
award the Babu Braiamohnn Dutt Essay Prize for Indian ivomen 
In 1934-‘t5, the award could not be made as the Committee were of 
opinion that the essays submitted did not reach a suflScienth high 
standard and an additional piue of the same value was awarded for 
the essav in 1935-36 
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Scientiflo and literary aooieties; public libraries.- Altogether 353 
societies weie returned in 1936-37 against 203 m 1931-32 The 
majority of these had also libraries attached to them In the cit\ of 
Calcutta alone, there were 40 such societies The nio^^t impoitanl and 
influential society in Bengal is the Roval Asiatic Sofiet\ of Bengal 
which was founded in 1784 by Sir William Jones it enjoys 
a well-deserve 1 reputation in learned circles all omi the w^oild tor 
the valuable work that is being done by the soi iet\ It has an 
excellent library well stocked with rare manusriipts and books and 
eveiy facility for woik is given to all serious students in the field of 
oriental learning and culture. 

There aie some othei societies also which desene mcuitiou The 
Bangiya Sahit\a Parishad, ever since its foundation in 1894, Ims 
continued to do important work for the promotion of liteiary, 
historical and scientifii woik through the medium of Bengali The 
society has a M‘ry gooil Iibrar\ stocked with all tlic most important 
works published in Bengali, it has also a numbei oi \li\ rnu manus- 
cripts It ba» published many iinpoitant carh works in Bengali 
and has also undertaken the Publication of defmiiivt editions 
of old Bengalee authors Tt also publislics a cpiai tills louinal 
which 18 legaided as indispensable bj all seiiou^ students of Bengali 
language am* literature The Paiishad has branches m most of the 
impoitant towns in Bimgal The Panshads m Dacca, Faiidpui, 
Rangpur and Chittagong aie the most impoitant of these branches 
wheie good woik is being done Oo'i eminent sulistchzcs flic Paiisbad 
by puicliusing a laige numbei of the jouinal and some of the inoie 
impoitant publications 

The Indian Association for the Cultivation of Science was established 
in 1876 b\ T)i Saikai for the advancement ot onginal rescan h 
in scientific subjects 'E\er since its establishment it has been doing 
good woik and many w’ell-known Indian scicnhsts have been 
intimately connected with its work 

The Vaieudia Research Societv at Raishahi has a small but well- 
equipped museum in which many important lelics and raaniiHc npis, 
especially those dealing with North Bengal are housed The society 
IS doing Aeu valuable work in a narrow^ field and its activities have 
contiibuted to some impoitant addition to knowledge on the eaily 
history of Bengal The Dacca Museum is also anotlier impoitant 
institution wdiich has not only a fine small museum, hut lias been 
steadily working foi manv years for extending knowledge on earh 
Bengali iconography The Museum Committee was reorg‘ani/ed 
during the qumejuenmum and the museum is now working in close 
touch with the Univeisity of Dacca 

Of the institutions which specially devote themselves io fatenng 
foi the needs of the glowing generation, the most important aie (he 
Calcutta University Institute, founded in 1891, the Moslcnn Institute 
which is specially connected with the Calcutta Madiasali and the 
Young Men’s Christian Association founded in 1893 and the Young 
Women’s Christian Association 

There are several organizations specialH devoted to w'onn ii’s 
education Of these special mention may be made of National Fiidian 
Association ^or Women, Bengal Women’s Eclucalion League and 
Women s Educational Confeience Ihe Nan Siksha Rainitv i*? also doing 
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valuable uoik and the woik of Saroj Naliiu Dutt AIcMiioiial Association 
has aljcady been relerred to m an earlier chapter. The Hitakan Sabha 
at TJitaipaitt conducts examination and awards scholarships to girls 
on (he lesults of its examination The Tripuia Ililasadluni Sabha 
also furtheis the cause of women’s education by tlie a\iaid oi stipends 
and scholai ships 

Semi-pohtn al oiganizations like the District \njumau3 also do 
a great deal tor the edurational advancement of the Muslim community 
and neaily all the Anjumans give stipends and othei hnancial assistance 
to pool Muslims tor helping them in their highei studies 

Theie aie some societies which try to help Sanskntic studies. The 
most impoiLant of taese is the East Uengal Saraswat Sama] ivhich has 
alicady been refeiicd to earliei in the chaptei (’hittagong Bidya- 
binod Sabha and the Patiya »Jnanadayini Sabha also do a 
gieat deal tor the promotion of Sanskntic studie^s in (’hittagong The 
Saiiskiit Sahilya Panshad in Calcutta has a librar\ of some old 
niunusfiipls and old books and try to eucouiage leseaich woik in 
Sauskiil The woik ot the Mahabodhi SocieU in the region of 
Buddhistic learning has been gelding good lesults in advancing 
knowledge in Pali and in early Buddhist philosophy ami dottiiiie'^ 

The Bengal J,ibiar> Association which was tounded some years ago 
showed a vigoious life especially duiing the latci part ot the quin- 
quennium Tlie untiring eftorts ot the founder Munimlia Deb Hai 
Maliasaya to (leali* moie interest in the hbraiv movement cannot be 
too highly piuised He has now an active and enthusiastic 
lieutenant in the new Libianan of the University ot Calcutta, l)i 
Niliai Ban]an Bov The Association airanged ioi training couises 
in libiaiianship in Ihe last ’seai of the quinquennium Khan Bahadui 
Asadullah, the Librarian of the Impeiial Libran, had also 
woiked veiN haid ^oi spieading greatei knovi ledge of libian manage- 
ment and technique and regular courses in libraiiunship weie held 
ihioughout the cjuinqueiinium at the Imperial lubraiy There 
arc uuiiieious public libraiies all over the piovmce, but some of these 
are not very well conducted or managed The most important and 
usetul of these aie probably the Noithbrook Hall Libiaiv at Dacca, 
Madaiipur Public Libiaiv, Malda Public Library (which has also 
a small but uhcIuI muhcuin attached to it), Midnapore Public Library, 
Burdwaii Rd] Public Libiary, the Duke Libiarv at Hovrah, Bn 
Chandra Publu Libiaiy at Comilla, and the Buckland Ghat Public 
Library at Chittagong The Indian Railway Institutea at A^ansol and 
at Chittagong also have good libraries attached to them and hold literal y 
meetings and arrange diamatic peiformances 

Conferences and committees.— The most important of the conferences 
that was held during the qinnqueniuum was the Bengal Educa- 
tion Week and E\hil)ition wnidi had its session fiom 3lRt Januaiv 
to (SIh of Febiuaiy, P)d() It was organized at the instance of the 
Education Ministei, Khan Bahadur M Azizul Haque, who worked 
very hard to make the function successful Prominent non-officials 
and congressmen worked in closest co-operation wuih department/al 
officers, alino> all the schools in the province sent delegates to the 
Week and altogotliei over 1,800 delegates attended the function The 
Week was foimally opened by His Excellency the Governor of Bengal 
and the closing address was given by the Poet Rabindra Nath 
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Tagore and presided over by the Metropolitan of India Promi- 
nent educationists from outside the province also generously 
responded to the invitation of the Coiuraittee and gave addresses and 
special lectures, Sir George Audeihon, tlu> then hdut ationul (toininis- 
Bioner with the Government of India lame down to speak on iccent 
educational progress in India and amongst others Sn Sikandui Hyat 
Khan and the late Sir Ross Masood also c ame to addiess the delegates 
Most of the provincial departments of Publii Instruction co-operated 
with the Committee by sending exhibits to the exhibition and the 
British Board of Education and the Oovcininciits ot ItuK and Gcimany 
also sent exhibits foi the Week The Week was pionounced a great 
success and it also encouraged the holding of various legional eilum- 
tion weeks m various parts of the province 

The Bengal Women’s Education Tjcague held annual sessions all 
through the quinquennium when many important resolutions weie 
adopted dealing with various aspects of the education ot women in 
Bengal The All-lndia Women s Oonfeieme was also held iii Cab utta 
in De« ember 19*16 

The All-Bengal Teacheis’ Association held then annual s«»ssious 
regularly and passed vaiious resolutions dealing with Ihe (‘omlitious 
of service of secoudaiy school teachers and ol general tiueslions 
connected with second"ai> and primary education The All-Bengal 
College and T’liiveisity Teachers’ Association also held several sessions 
during the peiiod unitei review and dealt with various questions 
iclatiug to seioudarv and XTmversity edui ation At meetings ot hoth 
the Associations resolutions were adopted for the deprovincialisation of 
educational institutions under the direct management of Government 

Of the conferences, the most important was the one which was held 
on 2tlrd, 24th and 2')tli November 1933 at Government House, Calcutta, 
to disiuss the reorganization and control of secondaiy and TTni\ersilv 
education The coufeience was attended hv lepiesentatives ot the 
Governments of Assam and Bengal and of the TTnnersities ot Caliuttu 
and Dacca, and Iby some prominent non-official cducaliouisls 
The All-Bengal Teacheis’ Association also sent one delegate to the 
conference Government undertook to make a survey of secondary 
schools in Bengal in order to find out the actual needs of the secondary 
schools in Becgal and to propose measuics to meet these ueeils But 
this work could not be undertaken on a comprehensive si ale during tbe 
period under leview 

A loiifeieme of the I’nncipals of Government Colleges was held 
to discuss various questions lelating to higher education and on the 
basis of then recommendation a scheme tor the co-ordination of work 
in Government Colleges was prepared and submitted to Government 
Conferences of superior inspecting officers and others were also held 
both at Calcutta and in divisional headquarters to discuss vanous 
important questions regarding primary education and the liaining 
of teachers for piimary and middle schools, etc 

The Report of the Moslem Education Committee wliuli was 
constituted in 1931 to adyise Government on the policv to be 
for advancing the cause ot Muslim education was submitted in J M ) 
and Government appointed a special offic'er to examine criticaliv ne 
various recommendations made by tbe Committee 
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(jovernment also appointed a small departmental Committee in 
]9d»Vd() for mvesliuating the possibilities of increasing the facilities 
of L*dut*ation at Pieaidency College Towards the end of the year 
Goveinraent appointed a Committee consisting of non-offioials 
with only one depaitmental representative on the Committee to examine 
the allairs of the Sanskrit Association and to recommend measures to 
ensure smoother working, the Committee were also requested to 
investigate the possibilities of making the Association a oompleteh 
independent and self-supporting institution with a grant-iu-aid from 
Government 

Educational research. — Though no outstanding results were 
obtained during the period under review, a great deal of quiet but 
valuable work was done at both the training colleges and their tiadi- 
tion of condiKting researches was maintained, though the work 
was handicapped because ruthless reduction was made in the grants 
to these (.olleges as a measure of economy At Dacca investigations 
wcie condm ted on the Bengali vocabulary of high school students and 
the corelation between the various school subjects and between schol.u- 
ship and athleti(‘ ability of school children Certain experiments 
were tried with will-temperament tests Teaching of Bengali by the 
new method of Mr Bhattacharyja and of English hy the West method 
were also earned on and results noted for a final leport At David 
Hare Tiainirig College Professor S C Cbakravaiti lompleted an 
important piece of investigation b^ .idministering standardized 
reasoning tests in Aiithmelic to over 800 bo\s Mr K D Ghose also 
experimented with reading tests and experiments were also conducted 
in the teaching of English proniim lation to Bengalee boys It is 
proposed as soon as funds are available to undertake statistical investiga- 
tions in education in co-operation with the Indian Statistical Institute 
The work of standardizing mielhgence tests for the higher forms of 
high schools was still being continued at the rollego
